To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco: 

GENTLEMEN — In  compliance  with  your  Resolution  No.  15,214 
(New  Series),  I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  City  and 
County  Assessor  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30th,  1881. 

In  pursuance  of  the  requirements  of  law,  I  had  the  honor,  on 
the  first  Monday  of  June  last,  to  deliver  to  your  Honorable  Body 
the  Assessment  Koll  of  personal  property,  contained  in  sixteen 
volumes,  amounting  to  fifty-five  millions  seven  hundred  and 
twenty-nine  thousand  seven  hundred  and  thirty-eight  ($55,729,- 
738)  dollars. 

On  the  first  Monday  of  July  I  also  delivered  to  you  the  Real 
Estate  Roll,  contained  in  forty-seven  volumes,  and  including  im- 
provements amounting  to  one  hundred  and  fifty-five  millions 
eight  hundred  and  seventy  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty- 
six  ($155,870,926)  dollars. 

I  also  had  the  honor  to  deliver  to  your  Honorable  body  two 
volumes  of  assessments  for  opening  Montgomery  Avenue;  one 
volume  containing  assessments  for  the  payment  of  principal  and 
interest  on  Dupont  Street  Bonds;  four  volumes  of  alphabetical 
index;  and  forty-nine  volumes  of  Block  Books,  containing  maps 
of  all  the  real  estate  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 
Under  the  operations  of  the  new  revenue  laws  and  the  taxation 
of  mortgages  and  deeds  of  trust,  the  work  of  the  office  has  more 
than  doubled.  In  my  endeavor  this  year  to  compel  the  taxpay- 
ers to  comply  with  the  law  which  requires  them  to  file  a  sworn 
statement,  I  have  employed  a  very  large  force  of  extra  deputies, 
and  the  expenditures  of  my  office  from  that  cause  has  far  ex- 
ceeded that  of  any  previous  year.  I  had  ever}7"  reason  to  believe 
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that  the  roll  of  personal  propert}^  would  be  largely  increased  by 
such  course,  and  the  taxpayers  can  attest  to  the  vigilance  and 
perseverance  of  the  deputies,  who  called  many  times  and  other- 
wise importuned  them  till  a  sworn  statement  was  made.  Here- 
tofore but  very  few  taxpayers  have  made  sworn  statements;  every 
facility  was  offered,  but  few  availed  themselves  of  that  privilege 
or  right,  but  from  choice  were  arbitrarily  assessed.  This  year  I 
notified  the  public  by  advertisement  and  circular  that  all  persons 
failing  to  file  a  sworn  statement  would  be  visited  with  the  full 
penalty  of  the  law — viz:  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars  and  a 
criminal  charge  against  them.  I  have  employed  all  the  resources 
ut  my  command  to  exact  the  statement  prescribed  by  law.  The 
law  has  been  complied  with  at  a  great  cost  and  very  unsatisfac- 
tory results.  About  fifty  thousand  'persons  have  made  oath  to 
the  value  of  their  property,  and  in  most  cases  the  value  returned 
by  them  was  much  less  than  the  arbitrary  assessment  of  the  pre- 
vious year,  the  aggregate  being  many  millions  of  dollars. 

The  totals  of  this  year's  personal  roll,  as  compared  with  last 
year,  indicate  very  clearly  that  the  law  relating  to  filing  sworn 
statements  can  only  be  enforced  and  adhered  to  at  the  expense 
of  a  largely  decreased  tax  roll.  The  practical  working  of  the 
law  permits  each  person  to  become  his  own  assessor,  and  I  have 
yet  to  hear  of  any  instance  of  over-valuation.  Under  the  recent 
decisions  of  the  courts,  stocks  in  corporation  a  and  deposits  in 
savings  banks  are  not  assessable.  This,  together  with  the  rea- 
sons before  mentioned,  has  caused  a  marked  decrease  in  the  ag- 
gregate of  the  personal  property  roll,  as  compared  to  that  of 
last  year. 

For  the  expenses  of  the  office  for  the  last  fiscal  year,  and  the 
amount  of  poll  taxes  collected  during  the  same  period,  I  beg  to 
refer  you  to  the  annual  reports  of  the  Auditor  and  Treasurer  of 
the  City  and  County.  I  also  herewith  submit  for  your  inspec- 
tion a  copy  of  my  annual  report  to  the  Surveyor-General  of  the 
State,  with  the  statistics  of  the  mechanical  and  manufacturing 
industries  of  this  City  and  County.

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Supervisors 

of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

GENTLEMEN — In  accordance  with  Resolution  No.  15,214  (New 
Series)  I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1881. 

There  being  no  law  in  force  by  which  improvements  can  be 
made  on  unaccepted  streets,  very  little  has  been  accom- 
plished in  that  direction  since  my  last  report,  and  only  in  cases 
where  the  entire  property  owners  have  combined  and  signed  pri- 
vate contracts,  as  is  shown  by  the  annexed  tables. 

I  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  your  Honorable  Body  to  the 
condition  of  the  wooden  sewers  in  various  portions  of  the  city, 
and  more  especially  south  of  Market  street.  A  large  number  of 
them  have  been  constructed  from  ten  to  fifteen  years,  and  have 
completely  rotted  out.  and  are  in  danger  of  falling  in  daily,  and 
there  is  no  law  or  authority  vested  in  this  department  to  order 
or  compel  their  reconstruction. 

The  planking  of  the  streets  on  the  city  front  is  daily  becoming 
more  dilapidated,  and  requires  a  gang  of  carpenters  constantly 
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employed  in  patching  up  holes,  in  order  that  travel  should  not 
be  entirely  impeded. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  return  my  thanks  to  the  gentlemen 
composing  the  Street  and  Finance  Committees,  for  the  kindness 
and  courtesy  they  have  ever  extended  to  me  in  all  matters  con- 
nected with  this  department.

OPERATIONS    OF    THE    LIBRARY. 

The  close  of  the  second  Library  year  suggests  some  notes 
upon  the  progress  of  the  Library  thus  far.  As  a  basis,  the  table 
below  has  been  prepared,  from  such  records  as  have  been  found. 
The  items  in  parentheses  in  the  first  year's  work  not  being  found 
recorded,  have  been  supplied  by  averaging  from  the  rest  of  the 
year.  This  table  shows  the  monthly  attendance  and  reading 
since  the  opening  of  the  Library,  in  the  following  items:

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OBSERVATIONS    ON    THE    TABLE. 

WHOLE    NUMBER    OF    OPEN    AND    CLOSED    DAYS. 

In  two  years,  as  this  table  shows,  the  Library  has  been  open 
672  days,  closed  entirely  for  75  days,  being  May  and  June,  1880, 
together  with  15  other  days  (holidays  or  for  repairs,  etc.),  and 
closed  for  outside  circulation  during  all  the  first  year,  and  also 
(for  fear  of  small-pox)  during  53  days  of  November  and  Decem- 
ber, 1880. 

GRAND    TOTALS    OF    USE. 

During  these  672  days  the  Library  has  received  607,567  visits, 
and  has  delivered  for  use  571,010  books  and  periodicals,  besides 
the  quite  extensive  use  of  the  newspaper  gallery,  which  is  not 
recorded. 

By  years,  these  totals  divide  thus: 

First  year,  visitors 220,912

WHERE    THE    INCREASED    USE    CAME    FROM. 

The  second  year's  column  headed  "  inside  use"  in  the  table, 
will  be  seen  to  continue  pretty  much  the  same  series  of  figures 
with  the  first  year's  column  of  books  used. .  As  no  books  were 
used  in  the  first  year,  except  within  the  building,  this  corres- 
pondence shows  that  the  total  of  reading  within  the  building 
has  remained  about  stationary,  while  the  whole  of  the  large  in- 
crease in  the  total  of  reading  done  is  thus  seen  to  consist  of 
reading  at  home. 

INCREASE    OF    LIBRARY    AND    OF    ITS    USE    IN    TWO    YEARS. 

The  whole  growth  of  the  Library  itself  and  of  its  use  during 
two  years  may  be  summed  up  thus:  from  about  6,000  volumes 
(at  opening)  to  about  30,000  volumes;  from  an  average  attend- 
ance of  about  19,000  a  month  to  about  37,000,  and  from  an 
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average  book  delivery  of  about  17,000  a  month  to  about  34,000. 
The  increase  of  the  monthly  averages  in  the  second  year,  is  as 
follows:

INCREASE    OF    FEMALE    READERS. 

A  gratifying  feature  in  the  progress  of  the  Library  is  the  rapid 
gain  in  the  number  of  ladies  and  girls  who  use  it.  In  its  first 
month  only  one-fifty-seventh  part  of  the  visitors  were  females, 
and  the  proportion  continued  during  the  first  year  at  one-twenty- 
fifth  or  less,  while  in  its  last  month  (June,  1881),  nearly  one- 
third  of  the  whole  number  of  visitors  were  females.

ENERGY    OF    CIRCULATION. 

To  circulate  over  a  third  of  a  million  books  annually  from  a 
shelved  total  of  not  more  than  25,000,  is  a  vigor  and  activity 
which  it  is  believed  cannot  be  excelled,  if  it  is  equalled  by  any 
other  library. 

PROPORTION    OF    FICTION    READ. 

There  is  an  unusual  proportion  of  solid  reading  done  from  this 
library.  As  is  well  known,  about  75  per  cent,  of  all  the  reading 
of  any  library  is  commonly  done  from  its  fiction  and  juvenile 
books.  In  this  library  the  proportion  has  never  been  above  64 
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• 

per  cent.,  and  was  in  one  month  as  low  as  43  J  per  cent.     For 

the  last  eleven  months  together  it  was  barely  over  50  per  cent. 

BUSIEST    PERIOD. 

In  both  years,  January,  February  and  March  are  the  months 
of  greatest  use  of  the  library,  in  consequence,  no  doubt,  of  their 
cold  and  wet,  which  obstruct  out-door  labor  and  pleasure. 

ADDITIONAL  NOTES. 

SUMMARY    DESCRIPTION    OF    THIS    LIBRARY. 

The  chief  characteristics  of  this  Library  are  as  follows: 

CHARACTER. — Free  public  library. 

SUPPORT. — Annual  tax  upon  the  City  of  San  Francisco  (about 
one  tenth  of  a  mill  on  the  dollar). 

GOVERNMENT. — By  a  Board  of  Trustees,  who  appoint,  control 
and  supervise  the  Librarian  and  staff. 

QUARTERS. — Temporary,  in  hired  premises.  One  hall,  with 
alcoves  for  books,  and  reading-room  railed  off. 

SHELF  ARRANGEMENT. — On  the  "  Dewey  system,"  i.  e.,  by  an 
arbitrary  decimal  classification  of  subjects,  and  by  a  movable 
location. 

BOOK  DELIVERY. — By  the  slip  system,  with  indicators  to  show 
presence  or  absence  of  books  of  fiction  and  of  juveniles. 

TIME  WHEN  OPEN. — Every  day  in  the  year  except  legal  holidays, 
or  extraordinary  occasions:  daily  for  twelve  hours  (from  9  to  9) 
and  newspaper  gallery  thirteen  hours  (from  8  to  9);  on  Sundays 
open  eight  hours  (from  1  to  9  p.  M.) 

ADMISSION  TO  USE. — For  reading  in  the  building,  unconditional; 
for  taking  books  home,  confined  to  residents  of  San  Francisco 
twelve  years  old  or  over,  with  guarantor. 

ADMISSION  TO  ROOM. — By  door-check,  which  is  surrendered  to 
obtain  a  book  for  reading-room  use,  recovered  on  return  of  book 
and  delivered  at  door  before  leaving. 

PRESENT  ACTIVITY, — Volumes,  30,000;  card-holders,  10,500; 
annual  circulation  about  400,000;  books  out  on  any  given  day, 
about  4,500. 

WORKING    CONDITION    OF    THE    LIBRARY    AT    PRESENT. 

The  present  condition  of  the  Library  as  a  working  machine 
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may  be  stated  thus:  The  delivery  system  is  in  a  reasonably 
satisfactory  condition.  The  means  for  tracing  and  recovering 
books  lost  or  neglected  require  improvement,  and  are  in  process 
of  receiving  it.  The  shelf-room  is  quite  filled,  but  new  shelves 
are  about  to  be  put  up  which  will  receive  the  additions  of  per- 
haps two  years  more.  The  working  facilities  are  inadequate, 
and  must  apparently  remain  so  until  a  new  building  can  be  pro- 
vided. 

INCREASING    NECESSITY   FOR    NEW   BUILDING. 

The  value  of  the  city  property  in  the  Library  is  constantly  in- 
creasing at  the  rate  of  about  $1,000  a  month,  and  the  importance 
is  also  increasing  at  the  same  rate,  of  the  danger  incurred.  This 
danger  must  continue  as  long  as  the  books  are  in  a  building 
which  many  insurance  companies  will  not  insure  on  any  terms, 
and  which  none  will  take  except  at  extra  hazardous  rates. 

THE    SUTHO    AND    DUNN    GIFTS. 

A  beginning  has  been  made  of  collecting  the  books  provided 
for  by  the  liberal  wisdom  of  Mr.  Adolph  Sutro  and  Mr.  John  P. 
Dunn.  Mr.  Sutro's  gift  of  $1,000  is  directed  by  him  to  be  in- 
vested in  works  on  mining,  metallurgy,  geology,  mineralogy, 
assaying  and  chemistry;  and  Mr.  Dunn's,  an  equal  amount,  in 
works  on  social  reforms,  political  science  and  mechanic  arts  and 
trades.

GENTLEMEN — In  compliance  with  Resolution  of  your  Honor- 
able Body,  I  beg  leave  to  report  that  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1881,  there  have  been  interred  in  the  City  Cemetery,  of 
indigent  dead,  three  hundred  and  ninety-two,  (392),  of  which 
seven  (7)  were  of  African  extraction,  and  eight  (8)  Chinese.

My  expense  account  has  been  quite  large  during  the  year  past,  owing  to 
the  poor  work  in  constructing  the  building.  The  veutillation  under  the  cells 
on  the  ground  floor  was  quite  insufficient,  consequently  the  entire  floors  of 
the  cells  rotted  and  had  to  be  thrown  out  and  replaced  by  new  floors. 

The  plumbing  was  also  very  poorly  done,  which  necessitated  the  doing  a 
large  amount  of  plumbing  during  the  past  year,  and  more  will  have  to  be 
•done  soon. 

I  have  also  had  to  repaint  the  entire  roof,  which  is  now  done  in  a  good  and 
substantial  manner,  with  two  coats  of  fire-proof  paint,  and  the  work  was  all 
performed  by  prison  labor. 

I  have  also  replaced  all  of  the  old  floors  in  the  corridors  with  new  ones,  the 
•work  also  being  done  by  prisoners. 

The  entire  interior  of  the  building  has  been  repainted  during  the  year,  and 
now  presents  a  neat  and  clean  appearance. 

I  shall  not  go  into  details  in  this  report  for  want  of  space,  but  it  has  cost 
about  two  thousand  dollars  for  much  needed  repairs  during  the  past  year,  a 
-detailed  account  of  which  is  on  file  in  the  Superintendent's  office. 

The  yard  and  garden  has  been  much  improved  and  beautified  during  the 
year  and  now  presents  a  very  credible  appearance. 

The  garden  is  furnishing  an  abundance  of  good  vegetables,  enough  to 
supply  the  institution  with  all  we  need. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  uniformly  good,  and  with  the  excep- 
tion of  stopping  the  use  of  tobacco,  I  have  had  but  little  trouble,  and  that  is 
.-almost  entirely  stopped  at  the  present. 

I  have  been  able  to  work  a  large  proportion  of  the  prisoners  during  the 
year  and  have  some  good  roads  to  show  for  it.  1  am  now  working  on  the 
•county  road,  near  the  Five  Mile  House,  with  two  teams,  and  shall  make  a 
good  showing  in  the  next  three  months.  •> 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  report  a  very  great  reduction  in  the  number  of  pris- 
oners received  at  the  institution  the  past  year,  showing  conclusively  to  me 
the  wisdom  of  your  Honorable  Board  in  allowing  an  increase  in  the  Police 
force;  they  have  succeeded  in  breaking  up  several  gangs  of  hoodlums  who 
<used  to  be  regular  "  repeaters  "  at  this  place,  and  they  can  well  be  spared. 

Discontinuing  the  use  of  tobacco  among  prisoners  has  been  the  means  of 
keeping  out  a  number  of  old  "  chronic  jail-birds,"  who  also  are  not  missed, 
(only  as  to  numbers). 

I  would  also  report  the  discipline  in  and  about  the  House,  good.  The  large 
number  of  prisoners  worked  outside  of  the  yard  without  losing  a  single  pris- 
oner, speaks  well  for  the  vigilance  of  the  guards,  and  they  deserve  thanks  for 
the  manner  in  which  they  have  discharged  their  duties  as  officers,  and  they 
iiave  mine. 

There  has  been  but  one  escape  during  the  year,  and  he  was  recaptured  and 
served  additional  time. 
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The  sanitary  condition  of  the  institution  has  been  unexceptionally  good,, 
and  there  is  not  a  case  in  either  hospital  at  the  present  time. 

Dr.  Blach,  City  and  County  Physician,  has  always  been  prompt  in  answer- 
ing calls,  and  has  visited  the  place  weekly,  and  often  daily,  if  there  were  any 
cases  requiring  his  services;  I  have  always  found,  him  obliging,  competent 
and  gentlemanly  in  the  performance  of  his  duties. 

The  department  where  the  females  are  kept,  under  the  care  of  Mrs.  O'Con- 
nor, is  a  model  of  cleanliness  and  good  order;  under  the  direction  of  the 
matron  all  the  prisoners'  uniforms  are  made,  and  as  well  as  could  be  done  by 
an  ordinary  tailor;  Mrs.  O'Connor  is  deserving  of  thanks,  and  I  cheerfully 
extend  my  thanks  to  her. 

The  barn,  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Castle,  is  a  model  of  its  kind — a 
place  for  everything  and  everything  in  its  place.  His  management  merits  my 
warmest  approval,  and  receives  praise  from  all  who  visit  the  place. 

Colonel  McKenzie,  Assistant  Superintendent,  and  Officer  Ferris,  Commis- 
sary, are  both  entitled  to  my  warmest  thanks  for  the  very  able  and  efficient 
manner  in  which  they  have  performed  their  duties. 

I  would  also  thank  Mr.  Woodworth,  Secretary  of  the  Prison  Commission^ 
for  his  many  acts  of  kindness  to  the  inmates;  also,  for  reading  matter. 

Keligious  services  have  been  held  here  nearly  every  Sabbath. 

I  would  also  thank  the  Press  of  the  City  and  County  for  words  of  praise 
spoken  during  the  year,  and  can  assure  them  that  such  words  stimulate  offi- 
cers to  extra  and  renewed  exertions. 

In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  I   sincerely  thank  each  and  every  member  of 
your  Honorable  Board  for  your  uniform  kindness  to  and  hearty  co-operation 
with  myself  and  officers  during  the  past  year,  and  shall  strive  during  my  con- 
tinuance in  office  to  merit  a  continuance  of  your  esteem  and  approbation.

GENTLEMEN — I  have  the  honor  to  present  herewith  daily  and 
monthly  averages  of  the  illuminating  power  of  the  gas  tested  at 
the  City  Photometrical  Kooms,  from  Sept.  13,  1880,  to  June  30,

INDUSTRIAL  SCHOOL  REPORT. 


SAN  FRANCISCO,  July  1,  1881. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Supervisors 

of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

GENTLEMEN — In  accordance  with  Resolution  No.  15,214  (New 
Series),  I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Superintendent 
of  the  City  and  County  Industrial  School  for  the  fiscal  year  end- 
ing June  30,  1881. 

Herein  are  detailed  statements  of  the  expenditures  and  work 
done  in  all  the  departments. 

During  the  year  a  large  amount  of  repairs  have  been  made. 
Four  thousand  feet  of  new  fence  has  been  built  on  the  largest 
part  of  the  farm  at  a  cost  of  $306.84,  this  fence  being  the  dividing 
line  between  the  Industrial  School  and  the  Southern  Pacific 
Railroad  Company.  The  railroad  company  paid  the  department 
one-half  the  cost  of  said  fence,  $153.42.  The  high  fence  around 
the  school  grounds  has  received  a  new  foundation,  the  old  one 
having  rotted  oufc 

Extensive  repairs  have  been  made  in  the  flooring  in  several 
parts  of  the  building,  new  stairways  have  been  built  and  the 
building  thoroughly  whitened  and  a  large  portion  of  it  painted. 
An  item  of  expense  has  been  the  plumbing  and  gas-fitting;  a  new 
closet  has  been  put  into  the  boys'  dormitory,  also  faucets  in  the 
front  and  rear  of  the  main  building,  and  in  replacing  and  refit- 
ting gas  and  water  pipes  in  various  parts  of  the  house,  much  of 
the  old  pipe  was  found  to  be  decayed  and  useless.  These  are, 
in  the  main,  the  improvements  and  repairs  made. 

In  the  north  wing  of  the  building  I  propose  to  erect  a  brick 

partition  between  the  boys'  play-room,  wash-room  and  laundry, 

as  the  present  one  of  lath  and  plaster  is    completely  rotten.     I 

have  to  replace  twenty  tubs  in  the  wash-room  and  laundry,  as  the 
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old  ones  are  worn  out;  the  main  building  being  twenty-four 
years  old,  is  constantly  requiring  repairs  to  keep  it  in  good  con- 
dition. 

The  grading  of  the  rear  bank  by  the  prisoners  from  the  House 
of  Correction  is  nearly  completed;  it  has  been  along  and  tedious- 
operation.  The  road  which  is  being  made  along  the  south  and 
east  sides  of  the  grounds  is  nearly  finished,  and  will  be  a  vast 
improvement  to  the  institution. 

The  farm  has  produced  about  65  tons  of  hay.  There  is  about 
fifteen  acres  not  cultivated  this  year,  as  1  considered  it  was  worn 
out  by  constant  yearly  crops.  The  potato  crop,  I  am  sorry  to 
say,  was  a  failure. 

The  garden  produced  vegetables  of  various  kinds  for  the  use 
of  the  institution. 

The  conduct  of  the  boys  in  this  institution  has  been  very  fair,, 
with  but  few  exceptions.  I  regret  to  say,  however,  that  many 
of  them  who  have  received  an  indefinite  leave  of  absence  have 
been  returned  to  us  on  a  new  charge.  Many  of  them  who  have 
been  discharged  have  become  good  citizens  and  are  earning  a 
living  as  tailors  or  shoemakers,  the  trades  learned  by  them  in, 
the  school.  There  are  in  my  judgment  many  of  the  parents  of 
these  boys  who  should  not  be  entrusted  with  their  care  and  con- 
trol, as  I  consider  the  unfortunate  condition  of  many  of  them- 
due  to  the  negligence  of  their  parents. 

The  health  of  the  boys  for  the  past  year  has  been  excellent, 
with  the  exception  of  six,  who  were  afflicted  with  rheumatism. 
I  take  this  occasion  to  express  my  warmest  thanks  to  Dr.  B.  D. 
Dean  for  his  care  and  attention. 

In  my  weekly  visits  to  the  Magdalen  Asylum  I  always  found 
the  girls  in  this  institution  well  taken  care  of,  everything  in  good 
order  and  condition,  and  reflecting  great  credit  on  its  manage- 
ment. 

I  wish  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  difference  between  the 
amount  expended  as  per  schedule  herewith,  and  the  amount  as 
audited  by  the  Auditor.  A  brick  building  was  erected  in  1879, 
in  the  rear  of  the  main  building,  for  the  purposes  of  a  carpenter's- 
shop,  bakery,  butcher's  shop  and  laundry.  This  was  a  very  large 
expense  for  the  institution  to  bear  and  caused  us  to  overrun  our 
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appropriation;  however,  by  the  strictest  economy  I  have  paid 
up  the  deficiency,  and  at  the  close  of  this  year  the  school  is  out 
of  debt.  Another  portion  of  the  difference  consists  of  bills 
charged  in  our  statement  of  1879-80,  but  audited  in  1880-81, 
also  bills  charged  in  our  statement  of  this  year  but  not  yet 
audited. 

To  your  Honorable  Body  I  desire  to  express  my  warmest 
thanks  for  courtesies  extended,  and  to  the  Industrial  School 
Committee  for  material  assistance  in  expediting  the  work  here- 
inbefore enumerated. 

To  the  officers  of  the  institution  I  am  indebted  —  their  labors 
being  arduous  and  at  times  showing  no  satisfactory  result — ten- 
dering them  my  sincere  thanks  and  hoping  to  receive  their  ear- 
nest co-operation  in  the  future  as  I  have  in  the  past. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  Society  of  California  Pioneers,  to 
Mr.  Abe  K.  Heyman,  Mr.  David  Marshall,  and  to  the  Society  for 
Christian  Work  of  the  First  Unitarian  Church,  for  magazines, 
pictorials,  etc. 

We  desire  to  thank  Mr.  James  Moscrop,  of  the  Methodist 
Church,  who  has  taken  charge  of  the  Protestant  class,  and  with 
good  results. 

The  Kev.  Father  Gallian,  S.  J.,  has  been  constant  in  attend- 
ance during  the  past  year,  having  mass  every  Sunday.  In  this 
good  work  the  Sisters  of  Mercy  have  contributed;  every  Sunday 
afternoon,  three  or  more  of  them  come  to  take  charge  of  the 
Catholic  boys  in  the  Sunday-school. 

Trusting  that  our  labors  will  receive  the  approbation  of  your 
Honorable  Body,  and  in  the  hope  that  still  better  results  will  be 
attained,  I  respectfully  submit  this  report.

GENTLEMEN — In  conformity  with  Resolution  No.  15,214  (New 
Series),  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  have  the  honor  to 
submit  their  fifteenth  annual  report  of  the  condition  and  work- 
ings of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1881.

The  necessity  for  a  new  building  for  a  workshop  and  corpora- 
tion yard  for  Fire  Department  purposes  has  long  been  felt. 
This  Board,  therefore,  decided  to  recommend  the  purchase  of  a 
lot  and  the  erection  of  a  new  building;  your  Board,  however, 
decided  to  erect  a  new  building  on  the  old  lot,  and  the  same  has 
been  erected  at  an  expense  of  $27,368.30. 
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The  building  is  two  stories  in  height.  The  lower  floor  is  used 
for  the  storage  of  relief  apparatus,  supplies,  hose,  etc.;  the  up- 
per floor  for  a  repair  shop,  stable,  and  storage  for  forage.  It  is 
believed  the  building  will  answer  the  requirements  of  the  Depart- 
ment for  many  years. 

By  reference  to  the  statements  accompanying  this  report,  the 
total  valuation  of  the  property  held  in  trust  by  the  Commission- 
ers amounts  to  $485,940. 

We  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  your  Honorable  Body  to 
the  recommendations  contained  in  the  Chief  Engineer's  report, 
and  urge  the  adoption  of  the  same.

of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

GENTLEMEN— I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  the  fifteenth  annual  report 
of  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1881. 

The  report  contains  a  statement  of  the  condition  and  workings  of  the  de- 
partment—  a  complete  roll  of  the  companies  with  the  property  under  their 
charge,  including  engines,  hose-reels,  hook  and  ladder  trucks  and  appur- 
tenances— material  and  property  belonging  to  the  department  contained  in 
the  Corporation  Yard,  the  number  of  alarms  responded  to  by  each  company, 
number  of  times  in  service  and  time  at  work  at  fires. 

The  department  has  responded  to  255  hall-bell  alarms  and  51  still  alarms, 
making  306  actual  fires,  causing  a  loss  of  $393,320  57;  insurance  paid,  $207,- 
667.14.

When  we  take  into  consideration  the  class  and  character  of  the  buildings- 
in  this  city,  where  the  build-as-you-please  system  prevails  to  so  great  an  ex- 
tent, where  no  limit  is  denned,  and  any  dangerous  building  or  structure  can 
be  erected  or  maintained  by  permission  of  the  Honorable  Board  of  Supervi- 
sors, it  is  remarkable  that  in  this  city,  built  almost  entirely  of  wood,  so  few 
fires  of  any  magnitude  occur.  I  can  only  say  that  the  activity  of  the  depart- 
ment and  the  plentiful  supply  of  water  is  an  answer. 

HTDBANTS. 


During  the  year  nineteen  (19)  additional  hydrants  have  been  set  in  the 
outlying  portions  of  the  city,  making  a  total  of  thirteen  hundred  and  twenty- 
eight  (1,328)  the  property  of  the  city,  and  forty-three  (43)  owned  by  private 
parties,  making  a  total  of  thirteen  hundred  and  seventy-one  (1,371)  available 
for  fire  purposes.  In  addition  to  these  hydrants,  there  are  located  in  differ- 
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ent  portions  of  the  city  fifty-five  (55)  cisterns,  with  a  capacity  of  two  millions 
(2,000,000)  of  gallons.  They  all  have  been  carefully  examined  and  found 
satisfactory;  have  been  re-filled,  and,  in,  case  of  necessity,  can  be  relied  upou. 


The  hose  of  the  department  are  all  on  the  reels  of  the  different  companies, 
and  I  recommend  an  immediate  purchase  by  the  city  of  at  least  ten  thousand 
feet  of  the  best  quality  of  carbolized  hose,  Maltese  brand,  to  keep  the  compa- 
nies supplied  in  case  of  emergency.  The  wear  and  tear  of  hose  is  very  great, 
and  the  supply  consequently  must  be  maintained. 

APPAKATUS. 

The  apparatus  of  the  department  is  in  the  best  possible  condition  for 
service.  I  have  substituted  the  patent  brass  suction  for  the  leather  ones  for- 
merly in  use,  thereby  making  the  time  in  connecting  with  hydrants  much  less, 
and  besides  the  liability  to  breakage  is  almost  done  away  with. 

The  Levrich  Truck,  formerly  in  use  by  Truck  Company  4,  has  been  re- 
placed by  a  new  third-class  Hayes  Truck,  with  all  tbe  new  improvements, 
and  is  admirably  adapted  to  the  hilly  portions  of  the  city. 

HOUSES. 

The  houses  of  the  department  are  all  in  an  excellent  state  of  repair.  I  re- 
spectfully renew  my  recommendation  for  the  exchange  of  the  lot  occupied  by 
Engine  Company  11,  located  on  Fourteenth  avenue,  South  San  Francisco,  for 
one  situated  on  Railroad  avenue,  and  the  erection  6f  a  suitable  house  on  the 
same  for  the  use  of  the  company,  as  the  present  one  is  unfitted  for  use  on  ac- 
count of  the  street  not  being  graded,  thereby  rendering  it  difficult  for  the 
company  to  respond  promptly  to  alarms  of  fire.  I  also  renew  my  recom- 
mendation for  the  formation  and  location  of  a  hose  company  in  the  vicinity 
of  Mission,  Valencia  and  Twenty-sixth  streets  —  hose-carriage  to  be  four- 
wheeled  and  capable  of  carrying  at  least  one  thousand  feet  of  hose.  That 
portion  of  the  city  certainly  requires  some  protection  against  fire,  as  the  near- 
est company  is  Engine  Company  No.  7,  located  on  Sixteenth  street. 

I  respectfully  tender  my  thanks  to  the  Honorable  the  Mayor,  the  Honora- 
ble Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Fire  Department  Committee  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  for  their  cordial  support  and  prompt  response  to  all  requests 
made  to  them  to  provide  for  the  department,  to  which  hearty  co-operation  is 
due  in  a  great  measure  the  success  attending  the  efforts  of  the  department 
during  the  year;  to  Chief  Crowley  of  the  Police  Department;  to  Capt.  Russell 
White  of  the  Fire  Patrol  and  his  command,  for  the  very  great  assistance  ren- 
dered on  many  occasions;  to  John  L.  Durkee,  Fire  Marshal,  for  the  aid  ren- 
dered; to  Superintendent  John  Curran  and  his  assistants  of  the  Fire  Alarm 
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Telegraph,  for  the  prompt  and  efficient  manner  he  has  conducted  his  branch 
of  the  service  during  the  year. 

I  also  compliment  the  officers  and  members  of  the  department  for  the 
promptness  with  which  they  have  responded  to  all  alarms  during  the  year, 
and  the  very  efficient  manner  in  which  they  have  labored  in  subduing  fires; 
and  I  am  proud  to  say  that  the  department  is  fully  equal  to  any  emergency 
likely  to  arise. 

In  conclusion,  allow  me  to  return  thanks  to  your  Honorable  Board  for  your 
untiring  efforts  to  maintain  discipline  and  efficiency  in  the  department,  and 
aid  me  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties — a  credit  to  your  management  in  the  in- 
terest of  the  city  and  tax-payers.

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We  are  now  operating  one  hundred  and  twenty-six  miles  of  wire,  one  hun- 
dred and  eighteen  miles  on  poles,  and  the  balance  on  houses,  divided  into 
twelve  (12)  signal  circuits  and  seven  (7)  alarm  circuits. 

• 

During  the  past  year  the  following  extensions  and  improvements  have 
been  made: 

We  have  put  up  thirty-three  (33)  miles  of  No.  9  galvanized  wire.  Six  (6) 
miles  of  this  was  used  in  the  construction  of  a  new  signal  circuit  through 
Hayes  Valley,  giving  this  portion  of  the  city  two  signal  circuits,  and  alternat- 
ing and  increasing  the  number  of  boxes. 

The  section  south  of  Market  and  east  of  Fourth  streets  is  the  most  com- 
bustible portion  of  the  city,  being  mainly  composed  of  planing  and  other 
wood- working  mills,  factories,  lumber  yards  and  hay  barns,  and  I  have 
always  considered  that  it  required  better  protection  than  it  had.  To  meet 
this  want  one  of  our  shortest  signal  circuits  was  extended  through  this  sec- 
tion, alternating  the  boxes,  and  reducing  the  chances  of  interference,  when 
two  or  more  boxes  are  pulled  simultaneously.  This  change  gives  us  two 
signal  circuits  in  this  district,  so  that  if  one  circuit  is  broken,  alarms  can  be 
transmitted  over  the  other.  Three  and  a  half  miles  of  wire  was  used  in 
making  this  extension. 

The  routes  of  thirteen  (13)  lines  running  over  houses  in  the  district 
bounded  by  Market,  Stockton  and  Pacific  streets,  and  the  bay,  have  been 
changed. 

Thirty  foot  poles  were  erected  on  Dupont  street  from  the  office  to 
Geary  street,  to  Market  street,  where  forty  foot  poles  were  used  to 
Fourth  street,  and  from  Geary  and  Market  to  Second  streets,  to  Fire  Patrol. 
Twenty-five  foot  poles  were  used  on  Clay  street,  from  the  office  to  East  street, 
and  on  Battery  street  from  Clay  to  Market  streets,  to  Fiist,  to  Stevenson,  to 
Fire  Patrol.  Poles  were  also  erected  on  a  number  of  other  streets,  so  that 
all  our  lines  in  this  district  are  now  on  poles.  About  seventeen  miles  of 
wire  was  used  in  this  change. 

The  transfer  from  houses  to  poles,  and  the  substitution  of  new  for  the  old 
wire,  has  greatly  improved  their  condition,  as  well  as  diminished  the  chances 
of  interruption  from  contact  with  the  network  of  lines  running  through  this 
district.  Heretofore,  if  any  interruption  occurred  on  these  lines  Saturday 
night  or  Sunday,  it  was  almost  impossible  to  remove  it  until  Monday,  on 
account  of  the  business  houses  being  closed,  which  prevented  our  repairers 
from  gaining  access  to  the  roofs. 

A  new  alarm  circuit  was  added  to  the  system,  relieving  the  one  running 
through  the  Mission.  A  portion  of  one  of  our  police  lines  was  utilized  for 
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this  purpose,  from  the  office  to  Stockton  to  Fourth  to  Mission  and  Sixth 
streets,  from  which  point  new  wire  was  strung  to  Six  Engine,  thence  along 
Folsom  to  Fourth  street,  to  Ten  Engine,  to  Four  Engine,  and  back  to  the 
office.  By  this  change  we  were  enabled  to  place  the  gongs  and  bells  of 
Engines  No.  4  and  6  on  different  circuits,  so  that  if  one  is  broken,  these 
companies  will  receive  the  alarm  over  the  other  circuit.  Two  miles  of 
wire  was  used  in  making  this  extension. 

No.  6  alarm  was  entirely  rebuilt  and  placed  on  poles,  excepting  where  it 
was  necessary  to  run  over  houses,  in  which  case  No.  10  iron  wire,  braided 
and  tarred,  was  used  to  escape  contact  with  the  numerous  wires  on  these 
buildings,  and  from  being  the  poorest  circuit  in  the  system  it  is  now  one  of 
the  best. 

The  old  repeater  has  been  thoroughly  overhauled  and  reconstructed,  so 
as  to  accommodate  ten  circuits  and  two  batteries.  It  is  now  connected 
and  ready  for  use  at  any  time  should  the  new  repeater  fail.  At  present 
this  seems  very  remote,  as  it  has  given  entire  satisfaction  ever  since  it  was 
first  placed  in  position.  It  is  regularly  examined  twice  a  year,  oiled,  screws 
tightened  and  wires  inspected. 

Twelve  automatic  boxes  were  placed  in  circuit  during  the  year.  Six 
replacing  crank  boxes  removed,  the  balance  being  new  boxes  as  follows, 
and  located  as  per  official  list  accompanying  this  report,  361,  351,  341,  96,  5, 
and  box  2,  at  South  San  Francisco. 

The  line  at  South  San  Francisco  which  formerly  terminated  at  15th  Avenue 
and  P  street  was  extended  along  15th  Avenue,  a  distance  of  one  mile,  to 
28th  street  and  San  Bruno  road,  where  it  was  connected  to  the  double  box 
281  and  2. 

This  box  is  constructed  so  that  when  the  hook  is  pulled  two  character  wheels 
revolve,  sending  the  alarm  to  this  office  from  Station  281,  at  the  same  time  it 
is  transmitted  over  the  local  circuit  to  South  San  Francisco  from  Station  2. 
By  this  means  No.  11  Engine  and  7  Hose  are  brought  into  service.  The 
necessity  of  this  improvement  has  several  times  been  felt  by  the  Department. 
Heretofore  the  South  San  Francisco  branch  of  the  Department  was  entirely 
separate  from  the  city  and  only  responded  to  local  alarms. 

The  balance  of  the  thirty-three  miles  of  wire  was  used  in  short  exten- 
sions and  general  repairs  throughout  the  city. 

To  protect  our  poles  from  horses  (who  manifest  a  partiality  for  wood  diet) 
the  corners  of  all  the  box  poles,  and  those  erected  in  the  business  portion  of 
the  city  (where  telegraph  poles  are  generally  used  for  hitching  posts),  were 
covered  with  galvanized  iron. 
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Formerly  the  majority  of  the  boxes  were  affixed  to  houses.  For  several 
years  we  have  been  gradually  removing  them  to  thirty  foot  poles,  until 
at  the  present  time  but  thirteen  remain. 

All  the  boxes,  drop  wire  and  ground  pipes  were  painted,  new  drop  wires 
being  run  wherever  necessary.  In  putting  up  new  boxes  we  now  run  the 
pipe  to  the  top  of  the  pole,  which  avoids  stapling  the  drop  wires,  and  the 
possibility  of  cutting  them,  and  also  better  protects  them  from  the  weather. 

All  the  gongs  in  the  department  were  overhauled,  burnished  and  improve- 
ments made  in  theui ;  glass  doors  were  also  put  on  each  and  the  weights 
painted  white  so  that  they  are  visible  from  the  floor. 

Gong  tappers  were  put  alongside  each  gong  to  which  a  cord  is  attached, 
and  by  means  of  pulleys  the  cord  is  run  to  any  portion  of  the  house,  enabling 
the  drivers  to  turn  out  their  horses  whenever  desirable;  by  pulling  the  cord 
the  gong  is  struck  and  horses  unhitched  the  same  as  when  a  regular  alarm 
comes  in. 

We  have  taken  out  all  the  loujj;  loops  in  the  system,  doing  away  with  th  e 
danger  of  having  boxes  cut  out  by  wires  falling  across  or  from  the  twisting  of 
the  loop.  Where  it  has  been  impracticable  to  take  out  a  short  loop,  No.  10 
iron  wire,  braided  and  tarred,  was  used  for  one  side;  thus,  should  the  loop 
twist,  the  box  would  remain  in  circuit. 

Two  combination  sets  were  added  to  the  office,  making  four  now  in 
use.  They  have  given  general  satisfaction  since  their  first  introduction.

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REMARKS. 

For  several  years  past  I  have  called  the  attention  of  the  Honorable  Board 
of  Supervisors  to  the  unreliablity  of  the  crank  box  as  a  means  of  transmitting 
alarms  of  fire. 

Valuable  time  has  been  lost  upon  several  occasions  during  the  year  in  giv- 
ing an  alarm  to  the  Department  owing  to  improper  turning.  Only  last  month 
eight  yards  of  paper  was  run  off  the  register  before  the  operator  could  form 
any  idea  of  the  number  of  the  box,  and  even  then  it  was  a  question  whether 
he  struck  the  correct  number.  In  this  case  one  minute  and  a  half  was  con- 
sumed in  the  endeavor  to  guess  the  right  box.  Fortunately  the  alarm  was  for 
an  insignificant  blaze,  and  was  easily  extinguished.  Here  is  a  case  where 
much  valuable  property  might  have  been  lost,  property  that  would  pay  a  hun- 
dred times  over  for  the  automatic  box. 

The  crank  box  is  affected  by  changes  in  the  weather,  so  as  to  render  them 
useless  at  times,  also  the  manner  of  giving  the  alarm  is  controlled  by  the 
party  turning  the  box,  who,  frequently,  owing  to  ignorance,  excitement,  or 
lack  of  common  intelligence,  turns  in  such  a  manner  as  to  cause  the  signal 
to  come  to  this  office,  either  indistinctly,  or  changes  the  characters  to  re- 
present an  entirely  different  box,  from  that  which  is  being  turned,  and  which 
may  be  miles  distant  from  the  fire. 

There  is  so  much  danger  of  their  getting  out  of  order  that  I  have  found  it 
necessary  to  visit  them  weekly,  in  the  endeavor  to  keep  them  in  correct  ad- 
justment. There  is  hardly  a  week  but  that  I  find  one  or  more  of  them  out  of 
order,  and  this  in  the  face  of  the  fact  that  when  last  visited  and  turned  in 
they  were  left  in  good  order. 

San  Francisco  is  the  only  city  in  the  Union  where  the  crank  box  is  toler- 
ated; all  the  Eastern  cities  where  they  were  formerly  in  use  before  the 
Automatic  box  was  introduced,  have  long  since  discarded  them.  I  hope, 
gentlemen,  you  will  take  some  action  tending  towards  the  discontinuance 
from  the  service  of  this  box.  I  respectfully  suggest  that  you  communicate 
with  the  Eastern  departments  to  get  their  views  and  experience  in  relation  to 
the  merits  of  the  two  boxes. 

I  shall  take  great  pleasure  in  exhibiting  to  your  Honorable  Body  the  work- 
ings of  the  two  boxes  at  any  time  you  may  choose  to  designate. 

Until  the  appropriation  for  thia  Department  was  reduced  to  seven  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars  per  year  I  had  hopes  of  being  able  to  effect  the  change  in 
the  course  of  five  or  six  years;  now,  however,  I  see  no  prospect  of  being  able 
to  do  so  at  any  date  in  the  near  future. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  tender  my  thanks  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  Fire  Department  Committee,  the  Board  of  Fire  Com- 
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missioners,  Chief  Engineer  Scannell  and  his  assistants,  Chief  of  Police 
Crowley,  the  Board  of  Underwriters  and  Capt.  White  of  the  Fire  Patrol,  for 
their  kindness  and  courtesy  to  this  Department,  and  I  also  take  pleasure  in 
returning  my  thanks  to  the  employees  of  this  office  for  their  cheerful  co- 
operation and  valuable  assistance  in  promoting  the  efficiency  and  reliability 
of  the  service.

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Supervisors 

of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  : 

GENTLEMEN — This,  the  eleventh  annual  report  of  the  Board  of 
Park  Commissioners,  comprising  a  statement  in  detail  of  the  re- 
ceipts and  disbursements  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1881,  and 
a  short  resume  of  the  work  done  on  the  Park,  is  respectfully 
submitted  for  the  consideration  and  information  of  your  Honora- 
ble Body. 

With  the  balance  on  hand  July  1,  1880,  and  the  levy  for  the 
year,  including  the  special  transfer  of  four  thousand  dollars  from 
the  General  Fund  to  the  Park  Improvement  Fund,  for  work  in 
Conservatory  Valley  (a  sum  several  times  as  large  could  be  used 
advantageously  in  maintaining  the  good  work  already  com- 
menced), the  receipts  for  the  year  aggregate  $67,484.97.  The 
sum  of  $55,281.19  was  realized  from  the  tax  provided  for  the  im- 
provement and  maintenance  of  the  parks  and  avenues,  said  tax 
being  at  the  rate  of  2J  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  valua- 
tion of  taxable  property  within  the  City  and  County.  A  transfer 
of  $4,000  was  made  from  the  General  Fund  to  the  Park  Im- 
provement Fund  by  resolution  of  your  Honorable  Board.  The 
remainder,  $394.50,  was  derived  from  various  other  sources,  as 
will  more  fully  appear  by  reference  to  Exhibit  "A,"  hereto  an- 
nexed. The  balance  cash  on  hand  July  1,  1880,  was  $7,809.28, 
which,  added  to  the  receipts  above  enumerated,  makes  a  total  of 
$67,484.97. 
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The  disbursements,  together  with  the  outstanding  demands — 
namely,  $216.03— amount  to  the  sum  of  $54,806.20.  This  leaves 
a  balance  July  1,  1881,  of  cash  on  hand,  $12,678.77,  out  of  which 
bills  for  labor  and  material  in  June,  amounting  to  $6,612.08, 
must  be  paid. 

The  faithful  and  diligent  discharge  of  duties  imposed  upon 
the  employes  in  the  care  of  the  Park  during  the  past  year  is 
made  manifest  in  the  present  excellent  condition  of  the  same, 
while  the  appreciation  with  which  the  public  regard  it  has  had 
its  ample  proof  in  the  throngs  who  have  enjoyed  its  beauties 
during  the  pleasant  months.  The  number  of  persons  visiting 
the  Park  during  the  year  is  1,608,912  (see  Exhibit  "  C  "),  an  in- 
crease over  last  year  of  more  than  625,000,  which  may  be  ac- 
counted for,  in  a  measure,  by  the  fact  that  the  Geary  Street, 
Park  &  Ocean  Railroad  now  renders  this  place  of  resort  accessi- 
ble to  all  persons,  many  of  whom  have  been  unable  to  reach  it 
heretofore. 

CONSERVATORY  VALLEY. 

One  of  the  most  important  improvements  made  during  the 
year  has  been  the  grading  and  beautifying  of  that  piece  of  ground 
lying  south  of  the  conservatory,  now  called  Conservatory  Valley. 
In  little  more  than  two  months,  with  a  force  of  some  twenty-five 
men,  three  two-horse  wagons,  and  an  outlay  of  $4,000,  specially 
appropriated  for  that  purpose,  this  great  transformation  has  been 
effected;  for  what  was  formerly  a  lot  of  sand-hills  sparsely  cov- 
ered with  lupine,  now  appears  in  terraced  banks,  borders  of 
bright  flowers  and  variegated  foliage,  and  broad  and  level  walks. 

NURSERY. 

There  are  remaining  in  the  Park  Nursery,  June  30,  1881, 
trees,  shrubs,  and  flowering  plants,  83.807.  There  have  been 
planted  out  during  the  year,  trees,  shrubs,  and  flowering  plants, 
86,572. 

For  the  cost  of  propagation,  maintenance  and  planting  the 
same,  see  detailed  statement. 

WALKS    AND    DRIVES. 

There  have  been  constructed  during  the  year  5,430  lineal  feet 
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of  walks,  ranging  from  ten  to  one  hundred  feet  in  width,  and 
equaling  135,613  square  feet. 

The  total  length  of  drives  constructed  to  date  is  about  50,407 
feet,  and  of  walks  18,455  feet.

ENCROACHMENT    OF    SAND. 

We  would  call  your  kind  attention  to  the  fact  of  the  sand 
blowing  in  from  the  lots  on  the  west  side  of  the  Park,  near  the 
Sixth  avenue  entrance.  In  1875,  the  trees  in  that  locality  stood 
from  8  to  10  feet  high,  while  now  they  are  almost  buried.  The 
sand  has  advanced  at  the  rate  of  1J  feet  per  annum  for  the  last 
six  years,  and  unless  some  steps  are  taken  by  your  Honorable 
Body  to  compel  property  owners  to  prevent  the  sand  on  their 
lots  from  drifting,  the  improvements  in  that  part  of  the  Park 
will  be  ultimately  destroyed. 

The  total  number  of  plants  now  in  the  Park  conservatories  is 
6,943.

CORONER'S  REPORT.

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Supervisors 

of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

GENTLEMEN — In  compliance  with  Resolution  No.  15,214  (New 
Series),  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body,  June  13,  1881,  request- 
ing a  report  of  the  condition  of  this  department  of  the  City 
Government  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1881,  I  have 
the  honor  to  submit  the  following  tables  and  remarks  thereon : 

Table  No.  1. — The  number  of  deaths  reported  for  investiga- 
tion, autopsies  made,  and  inquests  held  during  each  month  of 
the  year.  It  shows  that  the  total  number  of  deaths  reported  to 
this  office  was  three  hundred  and  forty-six  (346),  an  average  of 
about  twenty-nine  (29)  per  month,  and  in  number  eighty-six 
(86)  less  than  the  preceding  year.  This  decrease  must  be  ac- 
counted for  under  special  headings.  It  is  only  necessary  to  say 
that  there  has  been  a  general  decline  in  numbers  from  all  the 
important  causes.  Autopsies  were  made  in  one  hundred  and 
seventy-five  (175)  cases,  an  average  of  fourteen  and  one-half  (14J) 
per  month,  and  an  increase  of  six  (6)  cases  from  last  year;  illus- 
trating the  fact  that  while  in  the  aggregate  the  numbers  have 
greatly  decreased,  the  strange  or  mysterious  deaths  were  about 
the  same,  and  only  to  be  explained  by  this  desirable  custom  of 
examinations  after  death.  By  these  means  many  persons  have 
been  relieved  of  all  suspicion  from  possible  crime,  and  unknown 
or  hereditary  diseases  have  been  discovered,  thereby  giving 
posterity  guiding  stones,  and  making  an  approach  towards  the 
improvement  of  vital  statistics,  which  are  now  so  generally  de- 
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fective  and  unreliable.  In  these  days  of  life  insurance  and 
co-operative  beneficiary  societies,  when  it  becomes  necessary  to 
exclude  a  possibility  of  fraud,  autopsies  are  more  general,  and 
less  objected  to  by  friends  and  relatives.  If  more  generally  re- 
sorted to  by  the  general  practitioner,  this  office  would  be  relieved 
of  some  of  its  work  in  a  matter  of  the  greatest  interest  to  those 
who  have  known,  examined,  and  perhaps  treated  the  cases 
during  life.  Formerly  the  autopsies  cost  the  city  twenty  dollars 
each,  and  at  that  reckoning  would  be  an  average  of  two  hundred 
and  ninety  dollars  per  month,  or  three  thousand  four  hundred 
and  eighty  dollars  per  year.  Under  a  law  passed  by  the  Legis- 
lature of  1877-78,  the  Police  Surgeon  makes  the  examination 
without  additional  pay,  and  deducting  his  present  salary,  would 
leave  an  economy  of  two  thousand  two  hundred  and  eighty 
dollars  per  year  for  the  city.  Of  course  autopsies  have  been 
more  frequent  than  before  this  law  was  enacted,  but  they 
have  been  ordered  only  in  such  cases  as  seemed  advisable  at  the 
time.  The  privilege  of  ordering  these  autopsies  without  con- 
sidering the  expense  to  the  city,  as  formerly,  has  relieved  the 
Coroner  from  assuming  to  decide  on  the  causes  of  death,  as  a 
matter  of  opinion,  and  been  of  the  greatest  satisfaction  to  rela- 
tives, friends,  police  authorities,  and  others.  Of  inquests  there 
have  been  held  one  hundred  and  sixty-four  (164),  or  about  one- 
half  of  the  cases  reported;  the  same  ratio  as  last  year,  but  in 
numbers  fifty-nine  (59)  less  than  a  year  ago.  They  averaged 
about  thirteen  and  one-half  per  month,  in  contrast  with  eighteen 
and  one-half  per  month  last  year. 

Table  No.  2— Mortuary  Table.  (The  key  to  the  tables  of  de- 
tails.) In  this,  the  cause  of  death  in  each  case,  and  the  nature 
of  the  crime  charged,  if  any,  is  given.  Comparing  this  table 
with  that  of  the  last  two  years,  we  find  while  there  has  been  a 
large  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  reported  for  investigation, 
there  has  been  but  little  change  in  the  number  of  sudden  and 
unexpected  deaths  from  natural  causes,  while  the  number  of  in- 
habitants have  increased  but  in  small  numbers. 

In  Table  No.  3  will  be  found  an  analysis  of  these  cases  of 
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sudden  deaths  from  natural  causes,  as  shown  by  autopsy  or  in- 
spection. The  first  disease  to  attract  attention  is  pneumonia — 
the  so-called  walking  pneumonia — which  has  largely  decreased, 
and  is  only  to  be  accounted  for,  in  part,  by  the  more  than  usual 
equality  of  climate  during  the  last  year.  The  other  supposed 
causes  of  this  acute  disease  have  been  absent,  as  the  Health  Offi- 
cer reports  only  292  cases  this  year,  while  there  were  379  last 
year.  Deaths  from  pulmonar}7  hemorrhage  has  largely  increased, 
and  illustrates  the  false  reasoning  of  those  suffering  from  lung 
disease  resorting  to  this  city,  where  rain  of  the  winter  months 
alternates  with  the  wind  and  fog  of  summer.  The  establishment 
by  the  State  authorities  of  a  hospital  for  these  poor  suffering 
beings  in  our  midst,  and  destitute  strangers,  is  earnestly  hoped 
for  in  the  near  future.  Sudden  deaths  from  heart  disease  and 
aneurism  have  both  increased,  the  first  largely.  We  expect,  in 
this  city  of  strangers,  far  from  home  and  acquaintances  of  long 
standing,  many  such  cases;  but  why  we  should  have  so  many 
more  this  last  year  than  the  year  before,  is  unexplained.  The 
city,  in  general,  has  been  unusually  healthy,  there  being  53  less 
deaths  during  this  year  than  last.  King  Alcohol  claims  his  vic- 
tims this  year  in  about  the  same  numbers.  It  has  often  been 
remarked  that  the  intemperate  use  of  alcoholic  beverages  is  the 
cause  of  most  of  the  cases  reported  for  investigation  in  this 
office.  To  test  the  truthfulness  of  this  claim,  a  record  has  been 
kept  in  relation  to  the  direct  influence  of  alcohol  towards  swell- 
ing the  numbers  reaching  here,  the  indirect  influence  not  being 
easily  ascertained.  During  the  last  six  months  there  has  been 
152  cases  reported,  a  number  in  small  proportion  to  the  first  six 
months  of  the  year.  Excluding  29  cases  of  children  under  15 
years  of  age,  where  the  influence  of  alcohol  is  not  recognized, 
either  directly  or  indirectly,  in  causing  death,  leaves  123  to  draw 
the  illustration  from.  Of  these,  37  were  ascertained  to  have 
come  to  their  deaths  from  the  direct  influence  of  the  intemperate 
use  of  alcoholic  beverages.  This  includes  most  of  the  murders, 
cases  of  manslaughter,  and  justifiable  homicide,  and  many  of  the 
suicides  and  accidents.  So  only  about  one-third  of  these  cases 
can  be  traced  to  alcohol  as  a  cause.  A  recent  writer  says,  "  the 
mortality  among  those  who  drink  is  three  times  as  great  as  in 
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the  community  at  large,"  and  that  "intemperance  is  voluntary 
madness  and  chronic  suicide."  In  the  ages  of  these  deaths,  the 
larger  number  are  between  the  ages  of  40  and  45. 

The  number  of  accidents  have  been  markedly  less,  that  have 
been  inquired  into  by  this  office,  being  a  decrease  of  44  from  last 
year.  All  cases  of  accidental  death  do  not  pass  through  this 
office,  but  only  those  where  a  possibility  of  crime,  or  negligence 
on  the  part  of  others,  may  exist,  and  require  legal  investigation 
to  decide.  The  courts  are  no  doubt  thereby  relieved  of  much 
useless  work,  and  litigants  spared  expense.  It  is  found,  by  con- 
sulting the  records  of  the  Health  Office,  that  the  total  number  of 
deaths  from  accident  have  decreased  during  the  year  from  141  of 
the  year  before  to  100  of  this,  and  therefore  our  decreased  num- 
ber is  not  remarkable.  The  decreased  number  are  mainly  found 
in  the  number  of  burned,  there  being  only  live  cases,  while  last 
year  there  were  25,  principally  Chinese,  burned  in  laundries, 
while  many  of  them  were  supposed  to  be  under  the  influence  of 
opium.  Those  who  met  their  deaths  by  drowning  or  fall  have 
only  decreased  to  a  small  extent.  These  are  the  causes  of  death 
occurring  in  the  progressive  pursuits,  and  if  to  be  taken  as  a 
truthful  illustration  of  its  extent,  would  show  a  falling  off,  but 
we  are  all  aware  that  business  is  more  active  and  new  ventures 
being  started.  Of  accidents  there  were  none  among  females  ex- 
cept those  born  in  California,  and  of  these  the  oldest  was  IB 
years  of  age.  There  were  no  deaths  from  explosions,  while  there 
were  six  in  the  preceding  year.  Accidental  deaths  from  gunshot 
wounds  have  fortunately  decreased  a  third  from  last  year.  In 
the  more  general  carrying  of  pistols  in  this  community,  as  com- 
pared to  many  other  places,  the  idea  of  always  calculating  on 
the  firearm  being  loaded  until  proven  empty,  is  being  more  fully 
understood.  A  further  illustration  of  watchfulness  and  care 
being  used  by  the  people  in  general,  to  save  life,  is  found  in  the 
number  of  deaths  from  accidental  poisoning,  the  number  de- 
creasing from  eight  last  year  to  only  three  in  this.  In  the  table 
of  deaths  from  accidental  causes,  the  remarkable  fact  will  be  ob- 
served that  no  European  or  Chinaman  was  the  victim  from  either 
poison  or  gunshot  wounds,  the  same  being  confined  to  natives  of 
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the  United  States.  The  cases  where  death  has  resulted  from 
being  crushed  are  only  one-fifth  of  those  of  last  year.  Those 
run  over  by  vehicles  or  train  have  alarmingly  increased  from 
seven  of  last  year  to  17.  These  are  principally  street  accidents, 
and  in  most  cases  occurred  among  children  and  intoxicated  per- 
sons. In  no  instance  during  the  year  has  such  a  case  been  found 
to  be  any  degree  of  crime,  and  it  is  very  seldom  that  the  corpo- 
rations, their  employe's,  or  drivers  of  vehicles,  are  in  any  way 
responsible  for  the  deaths.  Yet,  these  employes,  drivers,  etc., 
are  nearly  always  arrested  and  charged  with  manslaughter  until 
after  examination  by  the  legal  authorities.  They  are  generally 
innocent  of  any  offense,  while  the  arrest  and  charge,  becoming 
a  public  record,  is  a  circumstance  for  future  reference  when  the 
special  points  of  the  case  have  passed  from  the  public  mind,, 
greatly  to  be  deplored  and  susceptible  of  false  construction  to- 
the  injury  of  honest  and  true  men.  Greater  discrimination 
should  be  used  in  making  such  arrest,  no  one  knowing  himself 
to  be  innocent  of  wrong  intentions  should  ask  for  arrest,  and  the 
aggrieved  parties  should  await  the  usually  prompt  action  of  the 
authorities,  knowing  that  all  are  liable  to  be  the  innocent  cause 
or  victim  of  unforeseen  and  unavoidable  accidents. 

Murders  have  decreased  more  than  one-third.  Among  the 
Chinese  there  has  been  only  one-third  of  the  number  of  the  fiscal 
year  of  1879-80.  It  is  not  proper  to  infer  that  this  class  of  mur- 
ders have  so  remarkably  decreased,  in  fact.  There  are  circum- 
stances, short  of  proof,  existing  which  lead  to  the  belief  that  not 
a  few  cases  of  murder  are  concealed  from  the  proper  authorities. 
The  most  astonishing  and  abhorrent  fact  of  this  whole  record  isr 
that  more  of  the  victims  of  murder  were  females,  by  one,  than 
males. 

During  the  past  four  fiscal  years,  twenty-three  females  have 
been  the  victims  of  murder  and  five  of  manslaughter,  a  total  of 
twenty-eight  cases.  There  has  been  no  female  case  of  justifiable 
homicide.  Excluding  the  four  deaths  from  abortion,  we  have 
twenty-four  cases,  all  of  which  were  adults  except  two  white 
babes,  one  of  which  was  suffocated  and  the  other  strangled,  both 
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of  them  being  found  where  they  had  been  secreted  by  some  un- 
known person.  Of  the  twenty-two  adults  there  were  two  Chi- 
nese, both  victims  of  assassination,  one  shot  and  one  stabbed, 
and  their  slayers  have  never  been  discovered.  Of  the  remaining 
twenty  cases,  nineteen  were  white  and  one  colored,  the  killing 
being  done  by  males  of  the  same  race  as  the  killed  in  each  case. 
Thirteen  were  killed  by  their  husbands,  one  by  a  divorced  hus- 
band, three  by  their  lovers,  two  by  robbers,  and  the  colored 
woman  by  a  demented  colored  man  who  had  served  a  term  in 
the  State  Prison  for  killing  a  white  man  several  years  before. 
Eight  were  shot,  seven  were  cut  or  stabbed,  two  were  strangled, 
and  three  died  from  the  effects  of  blows.  In  the  thirteen  cases 
of  wives  killed  by  their  consorts,  seven  were  victims  of  the  pis- 
tol, four  of  the  knife,  one  of  the  axe  and  one  of  blows.  One 
husband  shot  himself  with  the  pistol  with  which  he  had  shot  his 
-wife,  and  they  died  together.  Three  of  the  husbands  attempted 
suicide  immediately  after  inflicting  the  fatal  wounds  upon  their 
wives,  using  the  same  weapons  upon  themselves  —  the  pistol  in 
two  cases,  and  the  knife  in  one.  The  divorced  husband  blew 
out  his  brains  with  the  last  cartridge  in  his  revolver,  after  firing 
several  shots  into  the  body  of  his  former  wife;  his  death  was  in- 
stantaneous, while  she  survived  several  hours.  One  of  the  vic- 
tims of  their  lovers  was  strangled,  one  was  stabbed  many  times, 
and  the  other  one  died  from  blows.  The  deed  was  committed  in 
one  of  the  robber  cases  with  a  hatchet,  and  in  the  other  case  the 
woman  was  strangled.  The  colored  assailant  cut  the  throat  of 
the  colored  woman.  In  eleven  of  the  thirteen  cases  of  wives 
killed  by  their  husbands,  the  defendants  were  charged  with  the 
crime  of  murder.  In  seventeen  of  the  eighteen  cases  where  the 
assailant  did  not  kill  himself  immediately  after  perpetrating  the 
act,  he  was  arrested.  In  nativity,  nine  of  the  victims  were  na- 
tives of  the  United  States,  nine  were  Europeans,  one  was  a  na- 
tive of  Central  America,  and  one  of  Australia.  The  history  of 
many  of  these  cases  is  sickening  in  its  cruelties  and  wickedness, 
and  evidence  exists  to  support  the  assertion  that  the  deceased 
would  have  been  justified  in  becoming  the  aggressor,  even  to  a 
fatal  termination,  long  before  their  own  lives  were  sacrificed. 
During  the  past  four  fiscal  years,  five  white  males  have  been 
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killed  by  five  white  females,  two  of  the  cases  being  murder  and 
three  manslaughter.  In  two  cases  the  wives  were  charged  with 
killing  their  husbands,  one  with  a  pistol  and  the  other  with  an 
ax.  In  both  cases  manslaughter  was  declared  the  degree  of 
crime.  In  the  shooting  case,  the  wife  was  acquitted  upon  the 
third  trial,  and  in  the  other  one  the  Grand  Jury  dismissed  the 
charge.  In  the  last-mentioned  case,  the  defendant,  a  sober,  in- 
dustrious woman,  had  been  driven  almost  to  madness  by  the 
brutality  of  her  drunken  husband.  One  night  he  assaulted  his 
wife  and  children,  and  drove  them  into  the  street.  The  wife  re- 
turned the  following  morning  to  find  her  little  store  of  household 
goods  almost  entirely  destroyed,  and  some  needle-work  which 
she  had  industriously  plied  in  order  to  earn  bread  for  her  little 
ones  had  been  cast  into  the  fire  by  her  dissolute  husband.  Fren- 
zied beyond  all  restraint  by  these  inhuman  acts,  and  by  the  pres- 
ence of  their  author,  who  was  lying  drunk  upon  the  floor,  she 
struck  the  blow  which  terminated  his  life.  One  man  was  shot 
by  his  discarded  mistress,  who  committed  suicide  by  shooting 
herself  immediately  thereafter,  and  their  bodies  were  found  side 
by  side.  A  drunken  woman,  enraged  because  a  drunken  man 
refused  to  treat  her  to  drink,  seized  a  knife  from  a  table,  in  a 
saloon,  and  struck  him  with  it  upon  one  of  his  hands,  inflicting 
a  wound  which  resulted  in  death  some  three  weeks  later.  In 
the  remaining  case,  a  mother,  while  insane,  crushed  to  death  her 
infant  son,  in  bed,  beside  her,  thirteen  hours  after  his  birth. 
These  are  the  only  cases  during  the  past  four  years  jvhere  a  fe- 
male has  been  known  to  be  the  slayer. 

Eighty-one  males  have  been  the  victims  of  homicide  during 
the  past  four  years  in  this  city.  Deducting  the  five  deaths 
caused  by  females,  and  eighteen  cases  in  which  the  perpetrator 
was  unknown  at  the  time,  we  have  fifty-eight  males  killed  by 
males.  It  is  proper  to  state  that  in  the  cases  where  the  perpe- 
trator was  not  discovered,  suspicion  did  not  point  towards  any 
female  as  being  the  assailant.  Of  the  76  cases  which  we  can 
reasonably  say  were  caused  by  males,  48  of  the  number  were 
white,  embracing  26  cases  of  murder,  11  of  manslaughter,  and  11 
of  justifiable  homicide;  the  remaining  28  cases  were  Chinese, 
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embracing  24  cases  of  murder,  three  of  manslaughter,  and  one 
justifiable  homicide.  The  record  in  this  office  contains  one  ad- 
ditional case — a  white  man  who  was  shot  and  killed  in  Marin 
County.  His  body  was  brought  here  with  the  body  of  his  slayer, 
who  committed  suicide  immediately  after  slaying  his  victim. 
The  Caucasian  cases  of  murder  and  manslaughter,  combined, 
number  37.  Of  these,  16  were  shot,  16  were  cut  or  stabbed,  one 
was  thrown  to  the  ground  sustaining  injuries  to  the  head,  three 
died  from  the  effects  of  blows;  and  one  man,  whose  identity  was 
never  established,  was  found  upon  the  street  badly  bruised  and 
evidently  beaten.  They  were  all  killed  by  whites  as  far  as  known. 
The  act  was  committed  in  about  one-half  of  the  cases  upon  the 
street.  In  nativity  21  were  Europeans,  12  were  natives  of  the 
United  States;  Canada,  Mexico,  and  Central  America  had  one 
each,  and  in  one  case  the  nativity  was  unknown.  In  the  11  jus- 
tifiable cases,  10  were  shot  and  one  was  stabbed;  of  these,  six 
were  natives  of  Europe  and  five  of  the  United  States.  The  Mon- 
golian cases  of  murder  and  manslaughter,  combined,  number  27. 
Of  these  13  were  shot,  12  were  cut  or  stabbed,  one  died  from  the 
effects  of  blows,  and  one  was  suffocated  in  a  fire,  the  act  of  a 
white  mob.  In  22  cases  the  deed  was  committed  in  the  Chinese 
quarter.  The^single  case  of  justifiable  homicide  resulted  from  a 
knife- wound  inflicted  by  a  white  man.  With  the  exception  of 
the  two  cases  already  mentioned,  all  of  the  known  perpetrators 
were  Chinese.  All  of  the  male  victims  of  homicide  killed  by 
males  or  unknown  persons  were  adults  save  one,  a  child  2  years 
of  age,  who  was  brutally  murdered  by  an  unknown  miscreant. 
A  youth  was  the  assailant  in  one  case.  A  white  principal  and  a 
Chinese  accessory  committed  suicide  in  their  cells  at  the  City 
Prison,  where  they  were  confined  awaiting  examination,  and  a 
white  defendant  Lkilled  himself  in  his  cell  at  the  County  Jail 
after  he  had  been  convicted  of  his  crime;  but  in  no  case  did  the 
defendant  commit  suicide  immediately  after  he  had  inflicted  the 
fatal  injuries  upon  his  victim. 

By  a  little  exertion  reports  have  been  obtained  from  every 
County  in  the  State,  of  murders,  manslaughter,  justifiable  homi- 
cides, and  suicides  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1880.  We 
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find  that  in  the  entire  State,  of  fifty-two  counties,  there  were 
eighty-eight  murders  during  the  year;  and  reckoning  864,836 
inhabitants,  the  numbers  given  by  the  census  for  that  year, 
would  be  one  murder  for  every  9,828  of  the  population.  In  this 
city,  during  that  time,  we  had  seventeen,  or  one  murder  for 
every  13,709,  a  proportion  considerably  to  our  advantage.  In 
the  little  County  of  Mono,  with  a  population  of  7,641,  they  had 
eight  murders  during  the  year,  or  one  to  every  955  of  the  popu- 
lation; also  four  justifiable  homicides,  but  no  cases  of  man- 
slaughter or  suicide,  thus  approaching  the  condition  of  Corsica, 
where  murders  are  frequent  and  suicides  unknown.  In  fifteen 
Counties  in  this  State  no  murder  was  committed  during  the  year 
1880. 

Under  the  heading  of  manslaughter  will  be  found  one  only 
from  abortion,  while  there  were  none  reported  during  the  pre- 
ceding fiscal  year. 

In  1878-79  there  was  one  case,  and  in  1877-78  two  cases.  Let 
it  not  be  imagined  for  a  moment  that  this  ungenerous,  cowardly 
crime  of  abortion  is  less  frequent  than  in  years  gone  by.  All 
physicians  know  how  often  they  are  solicited  in  this  diiection 
from  determined  people,  who  go  from  office  to  office,  money  in 
hand,  to  tempt  the  hard-worked  members  of  the  profession,  only 
to  fall  into  the  hands  of  unskillful  quacks  in  many  instances. 
The  results  of  such  attempts,  or  the  accomplishment,  are  closely 
concealed,  and  it  is  reasonable  to  expect  death  occasionally  re- 
sults to  the  mother. 

Murders  and  manslaughter  combined  should  be  considered  to- 
gether. They  have  decreased  one-fourth  during  the  year,  a  fact 
to  be  congratulated  upon.  The  number  for  the  last  five  years 
was  30,  34,  22,  24  and  18  respectively.  For  purposes  of  com- 
parison they  can  be  considered  together,  and  taking  those  of  the 
entire  State  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1880,  we  have  120 
as  a  grand  total,  making  one  to  every  7,207  of  the  inhabitants. 
In  this  city  during  that  time  we  had  one  to  every  11,098.  This 
is  a  very  unfavorable  showing  for  us  when  we  compare  statistics. 
In  Paris  during  the  year  1878  they  had  but  24  deaths  from  vio- 
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lence  which  were  considered  criminal.  This  would  be,  reckon- 
ing they  had  two  million  population,  one  such  death  to  every 
83,333,  and  is  in  agreement  with  European  statistics  which  show 
that  where  the  most  suicides  occur,  there  are  the  least  number 
of  murders.  In  New  York  City  in  1875,  with  a  population  of 
about  nine  hundred  thousand,  they  had  62  homicidal  deaths,  or 
one  to  every  14,516. 

Justifiable  homicides  should  not  be  considered  at  the  same 
time  as  these  greatest  crimes,  yet  in  general  vital  statistics  it  is 
embraced  under  the  heading  of  homicides  without  distinction. 
In  these  we  have  increased  two  in  number  from  last  year,  but  it 
must  not  be  forgotten  that  in  a  community  where  there  are  so 
many  murders  there  are  many  would-be  murderers  who  deserve 
death,  and  if  one  is  attacked  by  such  a  person,  whose  intent  is 
manifest,  it  is  only  obeying  the  first  law  of  nature  to  act  prompt- 
ly. While  the  perpetrators  of  these  justifiable  homicides  are  not 
always  blameless  of  the  provocations,  the  law  protects  them 
when  defending  their  own  lives.  Several  instances  are  in  point 
and  embraced  in  our  numbers  for  the  year.  In  this  State  for 
the  year  1880  there  were  31  killings  of  men  which  were  pro- 
nounced justifiable.  It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  this  act  pos- 
sibly prevents  the  increase  of  our  murder  cases  to  some  extent. 
It  would  be  an  interesting  item  in  connection  with  this  subject 
to  know  the  number  of  attempts  to  murder. 

Of  suicides  we  have  had  a  large  reduction  in  numbers  from 
that  of  last  year,  and  the  least  since  1876,  when  we  had  56.  Last 
year  it  was  90  and  this  year  72,  a  difference  of  18,  and  a  fact  that 
admits  of  the  heartiest  congratulations.  Is  it  possible  that  sui- 
cide is  gradually  becoming  unpopular,  and  being  recognized  in 
its  true  light  as  an  evidence  of  ghastly  cowardice  ?  Has  there 
been  any  material  change  in  this  community  —  a  change  in  the 
conducting  of  business,  or  in  the  habits  of  the  people  ?  A  re- 
cent writer  on  this  subject  tenders  the  following  remarks,  evi- 
dently basing  it  on  European  statistics:  "  Suicide  is  rarest  in  the 
country  where  murder  is  most  frequent."  But  by  comparing 
our  record,  we  find  that  San  Francisco  has  not  only  more  sui- 
cides than  most  other  places,  but  also  more  murders;  they  run 
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along  very  evenly  together.  As  shown  above,  we  have  had  for 
the  last  five  years  30,  34,  22,  24  and  18  murders,  including  man- 
slaughter cases,  and  the  suicides  have  been  for  the  same  years, 
respectively,  75,  103,  86,  90  and  72,  and  showing  the  possibility 
of  the  same  motives  and  impulses  governing  them.  It  will  be 
observed  that  the  year  of  the  greater  number  of  murders  (34) 
was  the  year  of  the  most  suicides  (103).  In  a  study  of  the 
causes  of  this  large  number  of  suicides,  the  widest  and  most 
promising  field  is  in  that  of  comparison  and  exclusion  for  the 
sociologist.  In  the  report  from  the  various  counties  it  is  found 
that  in  the  State  there  has  been  about  the  same  number  during 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1880,  there  having  been  224  as 
against  227  of  the  previous  year.  Granting  an  improvement  in 
the  State,  where  we  confess  some  gain  of  population,  still  the 
advantage  is  in  favor  of  San  Francisco.  Outside  of  this  city,  as 
we  would  expect,  the  two  counties  having  the  next  largest  cities 
have  the  most.  Alameda  has  18  and  Sacramento  15.  This  is 
only  a  slight  gain  on  that  of  last  year  in  the  State,  being  one  to 
every  3,861,  which  is  nearly  double  that  of  New  York  City  in 
proportion  to  the  number  of  inhabitants.  For  the  same  time  in 
this  city  it  would  be  one  for  every  2,877,  but  for  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1881,  we  improve  a  little,  reckoning  the  number  of  in- 
habitants the  same,  and  find  one  suicide  for  every  3,237,  while 
last  year  it  was  one  for  every  2,589.  It  may  be  stated  that  New 
York  City  has  one  to  every  7,225,  while  Paris  has  one  for  every 
2,676.  When  we  come  to  consider  the  tables  analyzing  this 
subject  in  this  City  and  County,  it  will  be  observed  that  in  the 
month  of  June,  during  the  past  19  years,  there  has  been  the 
largest  average  number  of  cases,  but  in  June,  1881,  there  was 
only  one  case,  the  smallest  number  in  any  one  month  for  more 
than  six  and  one-half  years.  In  color  we  find  an  absence  of  the 
negro  race;  in  fact,  the  instance  of  a  negro  or  mulatto  taking  his 
life  is  unknown  in  the  records  here  during  many  years.  The 
Chinese  have  decreased  in  numbers  about  one-half,  a  suspicious 
circumstance  which  argues  that  many  more  than  usual  were  con- 
cealed. The  difference  between  the  married  and  single  is  small, 
but  probably  about  the  same  proportionate  difference  of  those  in 
our  midst.  There  was  but  one  widow;  nine  widowers,  however, 
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killed  themselves.  Of  religious  belief,  or  the  religion  under 
which  they  were  known  or  believed  to  have  been  educated,  there 
was  the  usual  large  proportion  of  Protestants — 43  Protestants  to 
14  Catholics,  four  Jews  and  one  Spiritualist.  Of  intellect,  near- 
ly all  were  reckoned  as  average,  yet  there  was  an  unusually  large 
number  compared  to  the  total  this  year  of  those  above  the 
average,  while  there  were  none  of  weak  intellect.  A  very  few 
only  were  known  to  have  made  previous  attempts.  In  nativity, 
while  last  year  we  had  13  each  from  Germany,  Ireland  and  China, 
this  year  we  find  Germans  have  increased  in  numbers,  while  the 
Irish  and  Chinese  have  decreased  one-half.  In  age  the  greater 
number  were  between  35  and  40,  while  last  year  the  greater 
numbers  were  between  25  and  30,  50  and  55. 

In  means  used  there  has  been  a  decrease  of  almost  two-thirds 
of  those  adopting  hanging.  The  use  of  the  knife  has  more  than 
doubled,  in  twelve  out  of  the  thirteen  cases  the  throat  being  the 
point  of  attack.  Means  by  use  of  opium  have  decreased  thirteen 
from  last  year,  to  be  accounted  for,  in  part,  by  the  decrease  in 
Chinese  cases.  Suicides  by  gunshot  wounds  have  lessened  one- 
third;  last  year  they  were  confined  to  pistols,  but  this  year  two 
persons  used  shotguns.  In  fourteen  of  the  nineteen  cases  the 
head  was  the  point  of  attack.  Poison  retains  the  lead  of  means 
as  in  1879-80;  it  comprises  one-third  of  all  the  cases.  Gunshot 
wounds  have  second  place,  knife-wounds  third,  and  drowning 
fourth  place.  Those  having  no  relatives  in  the  State,  as  far  as 
known,  comprise  more  than  one-third  of  the  whole  number  of 
cases.  Of  females  there  was  only  one  who  had  a  husband  only, 
in  the  State,  and  three  who  had  husband  and  children.  In  oc- 
cupation, clerks  increased  from  four  of  last  year  to  seven  in  this, 
while  eleven  persons  had  no  occupation. 

Of  pecuniary  reasons  for  a  predisposing  cause  there  has  been 
a  decrease  of  one-third  as  compared  with  a  year  ago.  Stock 
gambling  as  a  predisposing  cause  has  decreased  two-thirds. 
Want  of  means  has  decreased  more  than  one-half.  Love  claims 
the  same  number  of  victims  as  last  year  (nine),  one  being  a  man 
disappointed  in  love  with  a  single  lady,  and  the  remainder  do- 
mestic unhappiness.  Pure  homesickness  has  one  case.  After 
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crime,  theft  and  desertion  had  two  only.  Alcohol  has  fourteen 
cases — one  more  than  last  year — as  a  predisposing  cause.  Dr. 
Lunier,  of  France,  writes  that  in  1849  the  proportion  of  suicides 
in  France  attributed  to  occasional  excesses  or  to  the  habits  of 
drinking  was  6.69  per  cent.  In  1876  it  had  increased  to  13.40 
per  cent.  Unsound  minds,  including  one  fully  recognized  as 
insane,  had  four  cases.  Religious  agitation  was  the  predisposing 
cause  in  two  cases.  Overtaxing  mental  labor  was  the  predispos- 
ing cause  in  two  cases,  ocurring  in  persons  of  the  highest  attain- 
ments and  walks  in  life.  These  cases,  where  the  victims  would 
have  been  capable  of  so  much  good  to  society  if  they  had  stopped 
short  of  extremes,  seem  and  are  the  saddest  and  most  deplorable 
of  all  suicides.  Physical  suffering  alone  claimed  two  subjects, 
while  supposed  incurable  disease  had  eleven,  a  few  less  than  last 
year;  of  these,  blindness  had  three  cases.  It  was  impossible  to 
ascertain  the  predisposing  cause  in  five  cases. 

IMMEDIATE  CAUSES. — Simple  want  of  means,  in  this  land  of 
plenty,  with  no  extremes  of  climate  and  all  charitably  disposed, 
caused  thirty  to  take  their  lives  in  the  short  twelve  months  just 
past.  In  love,  where  there  were  nine  that  these  disappointments 
was  a  predisposing  cause,  in  only  six  was  this  condition  ascribed 
as  the  immediate  cause.  The  condition  of  fear  enters  our  list  as 
an  immediate  cause,  but  is  absent  of  course,  as  a  predisposing 
cause;  this  took  five  persons — one  from  fear  of  insanity,  one  from 
fear  of  poverty,  and  three  from  fear  of  punishment.  No  gam- 
bling of  any  kind  has  a  victim  as  an  immediate  cause.  Intem- 
perance has  nine.  Insanity  has  the  largely  increased  number  of 
eight.  There  are  cases  occurring  in  our  land  of  strangers  where 
a  little  more  public  spirit,  manifested  individually,  might  be  the 
means  of  saving  useful  lives.  We  are  all,  more  or  less,  guardians 
of  one  another,  and  are  entitled  'to  be  protected  from  ourselves. 
True  friendship  not  only  consists  in  guarding  from  enemies,  but 
in  guiding  from  self -harm.  In  the  general  statistics  of  suicide  it 
is  found  that  men  commit  the  deed  most  on  Mondays  and  Tues- 
days, and  women  on  Sundays.  It  is  found  here  during  the  last 
year  that  among  men  it  has  been  as  follows:  Monday,  4;  Tues- 
day, 10;  Wednesday,  10;  Thursday,  16;  Friday,  7;  Saturday,  8; 
13 
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and  Sunday,  6.  Among  women:  Monday,  3;  Tuesday,  3;  Wed- 
nesday, 1;  Thursday,  1;  Friday,  2;  Saturday,  1;  and  Sunday, 
none.  The  record  of  course,  is  not  for  sufficient  time  to  draw 
any  comparison  or  conclusion,  but  is  a  fact  in  connection  with 
the  subject  of  some  little  interest.  A  record  was  commenced  two 
years  ago  of  the  published  and  known  attempts  at  suicide;  it  has 
also  been  kept  during  the  last  year,  and  there  has  been  seventy 
published  attempts,  a  large  increase  compared  to  last  year,  when 
we  had  fifty  only.  Of  these  seventy,  forty-six  were  males  and 
twenty-four  females.  Five  persons  were  known  to  have  com- 
mitted suicide  by  drowning  in  the  bay,  whose  bodies  were  not 
recovered,  and  are  not  reckoned  in  any  place.  Four  were  males 
and  one  female.  In  the  attempts,  in  three  instances,  a  previous 
attempt  to  the  one  recorded  had  been  made,  they  being  all  males; 
and  in  one  case — a  male — three  attempts  at  suicide  were  known 
to  have  been  made.  Of  the  females,  two  were  known  to  have 
twice  attempted  their  own  lives,  and  six  to  have  made  numerous 
attempts,  one  of  these  having  tried  as  many  as  eight  times,  using 
almost  every  means.  Of  the  concealed  attempts  nothing  can 
be  said,  but  they  are  no  doubt  numerous. 

At  the  International  Medico-Legal  Congress,  in  session  at 
Paris  a  year  or  two  ago,  when  the  subject  of  the  prevention  of 
suicide  came  up,  M.  Jeannel  proposed  as  the  only  means,  in  his 
opinion,  to  diminish  the  numbers  was  to  give  the  bodies  of  sui- 
cides to  the  anatomical  amphitheatres. 

Of  unknown  causes,  there  have  been  five  cases  during  the  year, 
three  of  the  bodies  being  found  upon  the  land  and  two  of  them 
in  the  water.  Autopsies  were  held  in  all  of  the  land  cases;  de- 
composition was  advanced  in  two  of  them,  and  in  the  remaining 
one  there  was  a  chemical  analysis  of  the  stomach  and  contents. 
The  water  cases,  one  found  in  the  bay  and  the  other  in  the  ocean, 
were  in  an  advanced  stage  of  decomposition.  There  was  a 
marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  bodies  found  in  the  bay  or 
ocean,  where  the  cause  of  death  was  unascertained,  there  being 
only  one-fifth  of  the  number  of  the  preceding  year,  a  fact  for  re- 
mark, as  in  obtaining  this  result  much  care  and  work  was  in- 
volved.

In  concluding  this  my  fourth  and  last  annual  report,  I  beg 
leave  to  tender  my  thanks  to  Deputy  Coroners  Wheeler  and 
Platt,  and  to  Messenger  Smith,  for  faithful  performance  of  their 
several  duties;  also  to  Police  Surgeon  Clarke  and  City  Physician 
Blach,  for  the  prompt  and  careful  manner  of  making  autopsies 
during  the  last  year.  I  am  under  obligations  to  Chief  of  Police 
Crowley,  the  detective  and  police  force,  Sheriff  Desmond  and 
deputies,  for  timely  assistance  in  the  discharge  of  my  official 
duties,  and  to  the  public  press  for  advertisement  of  the  descrip- 
tion of  unknown  dead  and  those  of  questionable  identity,  be- 
sides many  other  courteous  acts.  I  also  desire  to  return  my 
public  thanks  to  the  many  gentlemen  who  have  served  on  jurie?, 
when  it  required  many  hours  of  patient  waiting  and 'careful  con- 
sideration to  determine  the  truth  and  justice  of  the  often  con- 
flicting evidence.  Their  verdicts  have,  without  much  question, 
been  in  strict  compliance  with  their  oaths.  I  am  also  under  ob- 
ligations to  your  Honorable  Body  for  furnishing  all  means  and 
facilities  for  properly  conducting  this  office.

HEALTH  OFFICER'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Supervisors 

of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  : 

GENTLEMEN — I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  for  your  considera- 
tion my  report  of  the  affairs  of  this  office  for  the  fiscal  year  ter- 
minating June  30,  1881. 

During  the  year  there  were  4,287  deaths  against  4,340  of  the 
year  preceding — a  decrease  of  53.  Of  these,  479  were  Mongo- 
lians, and  3,808  were  of  other  nationalities. 

Estimating  our  population  at  233,700  (United  States  census), 
the  same  as  last  year,  the  annual  ratio  of  deaths  per  1,000  popu- 
lation was  18.27  against  18.50  of  the  preceding  year. 

Estimating  the  Chinese  population  at  22,000  (United  States- 
census),  the  annual  ratio  of  deaths  per  1,000  was  21.77  against 
21.22  of  the  preceding  year. 

Estimating  the  population  of  all  other  nationalities  at  211,700 
(United  States  census),  the  annual  ratio  of  deaths  was  17.20. 

Only  35  Mongolians  died  under  five  years  of  age,  while  nearly 
one-third  (1,267)  of  the  deaths  of  other  nationalities  were  under 
five  years  of  age.  There  were  three  deaths  in  1,000  population 
more  among  the  Chinese  than  all  other  nationalities,  notwith- 
standing the  Mongolian  population  is  composed  almost  entirely 
of  adults. 

Our  mortuary  report  is  absolutely  correct.  The  record  of  mar- 
riages is  also  believed  to  be  absolutely  correct.  Our  registration 
of  births  is  so  defective  as  to  be  absolutely  worthless  for  statis- 
tical purposes. 

Notwithstanding  the  epidemic  of  variola,  our  death  rate  is 
less  in  the  year  just  past  than  in  the  year  preceding.  In  com- 
paring our  mortuary  record  with  that  of  other  large  cities  (see 
table),  we  have  great  reason  for  congratulation.  Fortunately, 
with  the  exception  of  the  epidemic  of  small-pox,  we  have  escaped 
all  other  severe  epidemics  during  the  year. 

Although  our  death  rate  compares  more  than  favorably  with 
that  of  other  large  cities,  there  can  be  no  doubt,  that,  with  the 
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proper  enforcement  of  our  sanitary  laws,  and  a  more  intelligent 
management  of  our  system  of  sewerage  and  house  drainage,  this 
death  rate  could  be  much  reduced. 

Some  of  the  principal  causes  of  death  were  phthisis  pulmonalis, 
'690;  pneumonia,  296;  heart  disease,  188;  variola,  92;  typhoid 
fever,  89;  and  cholera  infantum,  97.  Only  39  fell  victims  to 
diphtheria,  16  to  scarlatina  and  31  to  whooping  cough.  There 
-were  645  deaths  from  zymotic  causes,  and  301  deaths  from  causes 
unascertained.  Of  these,  260  were  Mongolians,  and  41  were 
white. 

Most  of  the  certificates  of  death  of  the  Chinese  are  signed  by 
the  City  Physician,  who,  by  order  of  the  Board  of  Health,  views 
the  bodies  to  see  whether  they  have  died  of  contagious  disease, 
especially  small-pox.  Hence  it  is  that  in  most  cases  the  cause 
•of  death  is  unknown.  Eight  hundred  and  ninety  deaths  occurred 
in  public  institutions. 

Our  death  rate  is  very  much  increased  by  the  influx  of  stran- 
gers from  the  interior  country,  who  resort  to  San  Francisco  for 
treatment,  many  of  them  entering  our  public  institutions.  This 
influx  is  favored  by  easy  access,  both  by  rail  and  water,  to  this 
city. 

I  have  written  so  much  in  my  former  reports  about  our  system 
of  sewerage,  and  how  to  remedy  its  defects,  that  I  consider  it  al- 
most superfluous  to  do  more  than  refer  to  those  reports.  I  may 
«ay  the  same  also  in  regard  to  the  enforcement  of  our  cubic  air 
law.  I  consider  it  a  most  solemn  duty,  devolving  upon  those 
who  make  our  laws,  as  well  as  those  who  provide  the  means  of 
their  execution,  to  give  these  subjects  their  most  serious  and  in- 
telligent consideration.  Upon  the  reconstruction  of  many  of 
our  old  sewers  under  the  supervision  of  a  competent  sanitary 
engineer,  who  shall  also  have  control  of  the  construction  of  all 
new  ones,  and  upon  the  execution  of  our  cubic  air  law,  depends 
much  of  the  future  health  and  prosperity  of  our  people. 

The  continuous  cesspools  in  certain  portions  of  our  city,  mis- 
called sewers,  choked  up,  and  in  many  instances  tilled  with  de- 
caying animal  and  vegetable  matters,  distilling  poisonous  gas( 
which,  through  defective  house  drains,  with  no  proper  ventila- 
tion— sometimes  without  traps,  and  seldom  with  efficient  ones — 
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penetrate  our  houses,  carrying  with  them  disease  and  too  often 
death.  I  know  that  without  legislation,  your  Honorable  Body 
cannot  correct  most  of  the  evils  connected  with  our  defective 
system  of  sewerage,  yet  at  a  very  small  expense  our  sewers  could 
be  properly  ventilated,  and  thus  lessen  very  materially  the  amount 
of  disease  produced  by  the  accumulation  of  old  and  putrescent 
sewage.  Perforated  manhole  sewers  should  be  placed  at  dis- 
tances of  not  more  than  150  or  200  feet. 

Every  house  connected  with  a  sewer  should  have  a  stand  pipe 
connected  with  the  house  drain,  and  extending  seven  or  eight 
feet  above 'the  roof.  Thus,  besides  the  ventilation  afforded  by 
the  perforated  manhole  covers,  we  would  have,  by  means  of  these 
pipes,  vast  numbers  of  ventilators  all  over  the  city. 

The  importance  of  flushing  the  sewers,  especially  in  this  city, 
because  of  our  long  dry  season,  cannot  be  overestimated,  pro- 
vided it  is  properly  done.  Tanks  should  be  constructed  at  the 
head  of  the  sewers,  so  that  a  large  volume  of  water  could  be 
cenveyed  into  the  sewer  through  a  manhole  constructed  for  this 
purpose.  The  present  mode  of  flushing  is  of  little  or  no  service. 

That  other  great  sanitary  curse  and  moral  plague  spot,  "  the 
Chinese  quarter,"  though  much  improved  by  additional  inspec- 
tion and  condemnation  during  the  last  year,  cannot  be  removed 
except  by  the  enforcement  of  the  cubic  air  law,  and  this  law 
cannot  be  effectually  executed  without  additional  prison  room. 
Till  that  room  is  furnished,  I  believe  that  house  to  house  visita- 
tion by  competent  inspectors,  at  least  once  a  week,  is  necessary 
to  protect  the  people  from  the  nuisances  that  are  constantly  re- 
produced in  consequence  of  overcrowding  in  tenement  houses, 
and  filthy  and  improperly  ventilated  underground  habitations. 

Having  been  the  Health  Officer  of  this  city  during  two  epidem- 
ics of  small-pox,  within  five  years,  I  know  from  observation  that 
so  long  as  these  aliens  are  permitted  to  live  in  this  overcrowded 
condition  (in  the  very  heart  of  the  city),  with  their  filthy  habits 
and  customs;  concealing  as  they  do  their  cases  of  small-pox; 
making  a  "pest  house"  of  every  tenement  in  which  a  case  of 
small-pox  occurs;  hundreds  of  them,  in  many  instances,  sleep- 
ing in  this  confined  air,  poisoned  with  the  contagion  of  small- 
pox, coming  in  daily  contact  with  our  citizens,  as  servants,  act- 
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ing  in  the  capacity  of  laundrymen,  and  as  ordinary  laborers; 
manufacturing  (as  I  have  seen)  clothing,  slippers,  etc. ,  in  the 
very  house  and  in  the  very  room  in  which  a  Chinaman  was  dying 
in  the  advanced  stage  of  this  disease;  in  short,  coming  in  con- 
tact with  our  people  generally  as  no  other  class  of  our  inhabit- 
ants do,  they  are  a  constant  source  of  danger  to  the  health  and 
prosperity  of  the  entire  community. 

I  speak  of  the  Chinese  from  a  sanitary  stand-point  entirely. 
We  want  no  assistance  from  either  National  or  State  authorities 
to  correct  this  evil.  Our  Legislature  has  already  furnished  us 
with  the  legal  means  of  eradicating  this  sanitary  curse.  It  is 
for  our  municipal  government  to  furnish  prison  room  that  the 
law  may  be  executed.  Upon  this  subject  the  Board  of  Health, 
the  Police  Commissioners,  the  Chief  of  Police,  and  the  executive 
officer  of  the  Board  of  Health,  without  distinction  of  party,  are 
in  full  accord,  as  has  been  shown  by  the  petitions  sent  to  your 
Honorable  Body. 

SMALL- POX. 

During  the  fiscal  year  terminating  June  30,  507  cases  of  small- 
pox were  reported  and  verified.  Of  these,  459  were  sent  to  the 
Twenty-sixth  Street  Hospital,  and  48  were  quarantined  or  con- 
cealed and  treated  in  the  city.  Of  those  sent  to  the  hospital,  64 
died;  of  the  48  remaining  in.  the  city,  28  died;  of  these,  nine 
were  Chinamen,  reported  after  death.  Only  14.8,  per  cent,  of 
those  sent  to  the  hospital  died,  while  of  those  remaining  in  the 
city,  including  Mongolians  reported  after  death,  59  per  cent, 
died. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  fiscal  year,  there  were  five  cases 
of  variola  in  the  Twenty-sixth  Street  Hospital.  In  July,  1880, 
11;  in  August,  10;  in  September,  5;  and  in  October,  12  cases 
were  reported  and  verified.  At  this  time,  I  had  no  fear  of  a  se- 
rious epidemic,  because  so  many  of  our  people  had  been  vacci- 
nated during  the  epidemic  of  1876  and  1877. 

Much  to  my  astonishment,  65  cases  were  reported  and  verified 
during  the  first  five  da}rs  of  November,  and  during  the  month 
147.  In  December,  140;  in  January,  1881,  32;  in  February,  22, 
in  March,  35;  in  April,  62;  in  May,  20;  and  in  June,  11  cases 
were  verified. 
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The  65  cases  verified  during  the  first  five  days  of  November 
occurring,  as  a  rule,  among  a  more  respectable  class  of  people, 
and  confined  to  no  particular  locality,  caused  almost  a  panic 
among  our  citizens.  Such  was  the  demand  for  vaccination  that 
it  was  impossible  for  two  or  three  weeks  to  obtain  a  sufficient 
quantity  of  virus  to  satisfy  the  urgent  necessities  of  the  occasion. 
Fortunately  five  years  ago,  during  a  much  more  serious  epidemic 
(more  serious,  because  of  the  want  of  protection),  our  communi- 
ty, especially  the  younger  portion  of  it,  was  very  generally  vac- 
cinated with  animal  virus,  or  virus  but  slightly  removed  from 
the  bovine. 

Let  us  now  inquire  what  were  the  factors  that  arrested  an  epi- 
demic of  small-pox  which  in  the  beginning  (from  the  large  num- 
ber of  cases  occurring  in  a  few  days),  without  regard  to  place  or 
condition,  threatened  us  with  a  scourge  that  alarmed  the  entire 
community  ? 

The  first  great  factor  was  vaccination  with  animal  virus  or  hu- 
manized lymph,  so  slightly  removed  from  the  bovine  as  to  be 
equally  protective. 

The  bovine  virus  (Beangency  stock)  has  been  exclusively  used 
by  the  Health  Department  since  its  introduction  here,  five  years 
ago.  The  vaccinations  since  that  time  reach  the  large  number 
of  over  80,000.  This  is  exclusive  of  the  vaccinations  performed 
by  the  physicians  of  the  city  generally.  Experience  has  so  con- 
firmed the  views  entertained  and  expressed  by  me  in  regard  to 
the  superiority  of  bovine  virus,  in  my  report  four  years  ago,  that 
I  take  the  liberty  of  reproducing  my  conclusions  here.  I  have 
yet  to  see  a  case  of  variola  or  varioloid,  after  a  successful  vacci- 
nation with  bovine  virus. 

First — I  believe  the  bovine  to  be  more  vigorous  than  the  hu- 
manized virus. 

Second — My  experience  and  observation  teaches  me  that  hu- 
manized virus  deteriorates. 

Third — It  is  proven  beyond  contradiction  that  humanized  virus 
conveys  syphilis. 

Fourth — It  is  certain  that  bovine  virus  is  protective  against  an 
attack  of  small-pox. 

Fifth — It  is  certain,  in  my  estimation,  that  bovine  virus  con- 
veys no  disease. 
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Sixth — Vast  numbers  of  intelligent  persons  are  prejudiced 
against  and  oppose  vaccination,  because  of  the  known  fact  that 
humanized  virus  has  conveyed  syphilis.  The  introduction  and 
use  of  bovine  virus  is  rapidly  removing  this  prejudice  and  oppo- 
sition. Five  years  ago,  34,029  children  in  the  public  schools 
were  vaccinated  by  order  of  the  Board  of  Education.  From  that 
time,  the  same  order  has  required  every  child  entering  the  pub- 
lic schools  to  have  a  certificate  of  vaccination  from  a  physician, 
stating  that  the  applicant  has  been  vaccinated  within  seven 
years.  Since  the  vaccination  of  these  .34,029  children,  60,000 
pupils  have  entered  our  public  schools  (see  Report  of  the  Super- 
intendent of  Public  Schools).  That  only  ten  or  twelve  of  this 
large  portion  of  our  population  have  suffered  from  small-pox 
during  the  late  epidemic,  is  the  best  evidence  that  this  order  of 
the  Board  of  Education  has  been  faithfully  executed.  What 
more  convincing  proof  could  we  have  of  the  efficiency  of  compul- 
sory vaccination  ?  But  for  this  salutary  regulation,  we  might 
have  been  estimating  our  cases  to-day  by  thousands  instead  of 
hundreds. 

I  consider  it  of  great  importance  that  the  Board  of  Health 
should  have  the  power  to  appoint  a  few  vaccinators,  with  mode- 
rate salaries,  whose  duty  it 'shall  be  to  make  house  to  house  vis- 
itations, under  proper  regulations.  Among  the  poorer  classes, 
the  vaccination  of  children  under  the  school  age  is  delayed, 
sometimes  through  carelessness,  sometimes  through  ignorance, 
and  often  through  inability  to  visit  the  Health  Office.  Hence  it 
is  that  when  an  outbreak  of  small-pox  occurs,  it  is  slmost  impos- 
sible to  obtain  a  sufficient  quantity  of  reliable  virus  to  supply  the 
immediate  demand.  I  have  before  expressed  the  opinion  that 
the  State  should  establish  a  bovine  farm  and  supply  physicians 
and  others  with  fresh  animal  virus,  either  free  of  cost  or  for  a 
very  moderate  compensation.  If  this  were  done,  the  people  of 
the  State  would  soon  be  so  thoroughly  protected  that  we  would 
no  longer  fear  epidemics  of  this  terrible  scourge. 

The  next  great  factor  in  arresting  the  epidemic  was  the  prompt 
removal  of  cases  to  the  Twenty-sixth  Street  Hospital.  This  was 
insisted  upon,  until,  the  hospital  filling  up  very  rapidly,  it  be- 
came necessary  to  quarantine  the  most  favorably  located  cases, 
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in  order  that  room  might  be  reserved  for  those  cases  occurring 
in  large  hotels  and  tenement  houses.  Too  much  credit  cannot 
be  given  to  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Health  for  the  energy, 
promptness  and  intelligence  which  they  exhibited  in  their  efforts 
to  control  and  stamp  out  the  fearful  scourge. 

The  able  management  of  the  Twenty-sixth  Street  Hospital  by 
Dr.  J.  W.  Foye,  Eesident  Physician,  and  whose  interesting  re- 
port I  herewith  inclose,  has  done  much  to  remove  the  prejudice 
heretofore  existing  against  that  very  necessary  institution.  The 
reports  of  the  Quarantine  Officer  (Dr.  William  M.  Lawlor)  and 
our  various  Inspectors  are  also  submitted.  A  perusal  of  these 
reports  will  show  that  the  sanitary  interests  of  the  city  have  not 
been  neglected,  but  that  much  has  been  done  toward  removing 
the  causes  of  zymotic  disease. 

Much  credit  is  due  to  our  Secretaries  for  the  elaborate  and 
carefully  prepared  tables  of  vital,  mortuary,  and  other  statistics 
herewith  inclosed.  They  contain  a  large  amount  of  valuable  in- 
formation, interesting  to  the  sanitarian  and  to  the  general 
public. 

I  also  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  valuable  serv- 
ices rendered  by  Dr.  C.  A.  Stivers,  while  acting  as  my  assistant 
during  the  late  epidemic  of  small-pox. 

The  expenses  of  the  fiscal  year  exceeded  those  of  the  previous 
year  by  $7,376.68.  The  timely  expenditure  of  this  amount  in 
the  purchase  of  bovine  virus,  the  employment  of  vaccinators  and 
fumigators  for  the  Chinese  quarters,  and  other  expenses  incident 
to  the  stamping  out  of  the  small-pox  epidemic,  arrested  an  in- 
calculable amount  of  suffering,  preserved  many  valuable  lives, 
and,  in  my  opinion,  directly  and  indirectly  saved  to  the  people 
of  this  city  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  say  that  advanced  sanitation  as  well 
as  pecuniary  interests  require  that  the  Board  of  Health,  or  some 
other  authority,  should  be  invested  with  power  to  appoint  an 
analytical  chemist,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  analyze  food,  liquors, 
milk,  and,  when  necessary,  medicines.

DEAR  SIR — Herewith  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  annual  report  of  the 
Small  PCX  Hospital  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  188.1. 

On  the  2oth  of  May,  1880,  the  last  remaining  case  of  small  pox  then  in  the 
house  was  discharged,  and  for  a  period  of  one  month  the  hospital  enjoyed  an 
immunity  from  variolous  disease.  On  the  second  of  July,  the  first  case,  for 
the  year  last  passed,  a  tramp  from  Santa  Clara,  was  admitted,  and  we  have 
not  been  free  from  the  disease  since  that  date.

Quite  a  number  of  cases,  principally  mongolg,  have  been  admitted  who  were  moribund, 
or  nearly  so  when  received.  Of  twenty-three  Chinamen  sent  from  shipping  in  the  harbor 
and  received  in  the  first  stage  of  the  disease,  but  one  death  occurred;  but  of  eleven  of  the 
same  race  admitted  from  Chinatown,  the  disease  terminated  fatally  in  five  cases.  It  had 
reached  the  stage  where  medication  was  of  little  or  no  avail.  Eleven  cases  have  terminated 
fatally  on  the  second  day  of  admission,  or  earlier.

Sixteen  persons  who  had  been  intimately  associated  with  the  disease,  and  of  whose 
immunity  therefrom  a  doubt  existed,  have  been  sent  to  the  hospital  to  await  developments, 
and  in  each  case  bovine  lympic  was  employed  either  before  or  immediately  after  admission. 
In  seven  of  these  cases  variola  made  its  appearance  in  from  five  to  seven  days  after  enter- 
ing the  hospital,  but  in  each  case  the  disease  ran  its  course  mildly,  abated  early,  and 
they  all  made  fine  recoveries.  In  five  cases  there  were  various  degrees  of  local  action 
following  the  vaccinations,  while  the  other  four  were  unaffected  either  by  the  vaccinations 
or  by  their  stay  in  the  hospital.

CITY  PHYSICIAN'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Supervisors 

of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

GENTLEMEN — In  compliance  with  Resolution  No.  15,214  (New 
Series),  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  your  consideration  my  fifth 
annual  report. 

The  House  of  Correction  and  County  Jail  have  maintained  a 
very  good  sanitary  condition  for  the  past  year,  only  those  diseases 
being  prevalent  which  are  incident  to  such  institutions.  Four 
(4)  cases  of  small-pox  were  developed  in  the  County  Jail  during 
the  epidemic  of  this  disease  in  this  city.  This  state  of  things  is 
greatly  due  to  the  officers  of  both  institutions  and  speaks  for 
their  care  and  attention  to  the  inmates  and  the  cleanliness  of 
their  respective  institutions. 

The  City  Eeceiving  Hospital  has  been  entirely  remodeled,  be- 
ing much  enlarged  and  improved,  viz. :  one  ward  with  a  capacity 
of  twelve  (12)  beds,  one  operating  room,  surgeon's  office,  bath 
room,  water  closets  and  store  room,  all  well  ventilated.  All 
these  rooms  are  separated  from  the  old  Prison  Hospital,  which 
is  now  used  for  the  treatment  of  sick  prisoners,  leaving  the  ad- 
dition (the  City  Receiving  Hospital)  to  be  occupied  by  accident 
cases.  This  long  needed  change  has  been  done  under  the  pres- 
ent Board  of  Supervisors,  to  whom  great  credit  is  due,  espe- 
cially to  the  Health  and  Police  and  Building  Committees. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  increase 
(223  more  than  last  year)  of  the  indigent  sick,  which  is  steady  as 
each  year  goes  by,  and  a  better  system  should  be  established 
than  we  have  at  present.  In  all  large  cities  there  are  public 
dispensaries,  located  in  different  districts  for  the  work,  while 
San  Francisco  has  none.  At  present  all  these  cases,  coming 
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from  whatever  part  of  the  city  they  may,  are  attended  at  the  pri- 
vate office  of  the  City  Physician.  While  there  is  no  law  that 
requires  me  to  perform  this  service,  I  have  established  the 
custom  from  motives  of  humanity  to  the  applicant  and  econ- 
omy to  the  city.  It  is  far  cheaper  to  supply  the  medicines  alone, 
than  medicines,  attenrlance  and  food  combined.  For  this  rea- 
son a  system  of  public  dispensaries  should  be  established  in 
connection  with  the  office  of  the  City  Physician,  or  as  a  separate 
department. 

My  especial  thanks  are  due  to  Supervisors  A.  Schottler,  Chair- 
man of  the  Health  and  Police  and  House  of  Correction  Com- 
mittee, and  John  Mason,  Chairman  of  the  Building-  Committee, 
also  to  Mr.  A.  W.  Prevost,  Superintendent  (and  officers)  of  the 
House  of  Correction,  and  to  the  officers  of  the  County  Jail  for 
their  assistance  and  courtesy.

HOSPITAL  REPORT. 


CITY  AND  COUNTY  HOSPITAL,  ") 

San  Francisco,  July  1,  1881.      j 

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Supervisors 

of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  : 

GENTLEMEN — I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  accompanying  an- 
nual report  of  the  City  and  County  Hospital  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1881. 

The  general  repairs  made  to  the  Hospital  the  preceding  fiscal 
year,  left  the  building  and  furniture  in  such  an  improved  con- 
dition that  but  a  small  expenditure  has  been  required  the  past 
year,  to  keep  the  same  in  order. 

The  number  of  patients  treated  in  1879-80  was  3,317;  in 
1880-81,  3,575 — an  increase  of  258,  with  no  increase  of  funds, 
over  the  former  fiscal  years. 

Unusual  care  has  been  exercised  as  to  requiring  first  class 
goods,  meats,  vegetables,  etc.,  from  the  contractors  in  accord- 
ance with  the  terms  prescribed  by  your  honorable  Body. 

I  would  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  your  honorable 
Board  to  the  urgent  necessity  of  supplying  the  institution  with 
suitable  hose  to  protect  the  institution  and  inmates  from  fire. 
We  have  a  good  hose  cart  and  fire  reels,  with  not  over  one  hun- 
dred feet  of  serviceable  hose.  The  buildings  are  old  and  readily 
ignited.  Should  a  fire  occur  the  destruction  to  life  and  property 
would,  with  our  present  means  of  protection,  be  incalculable.  I 
have  addressed  repeated  letters  to  the  Fire  Committee  of  your 
honorable  Board,  and  to  the  honorable  Board  of  Fire  Commis- 
sioners, without  present  avail. 

The  thanks  of  the  Board  are  due  to  Mr.  C.  S.  Eaton  and  his 
co-workers,  for  supplying  the  Chapel  with  an  organ,  which  adds 
to  the  service  and  is  a  great  attraction  to  the  patients,  who  throng 
the  Chapel  to  listen  to  the  chaplains  in  their  routine  ministra- 
tions, and  the  vocal  music  which  accompanies  the  same. 
21 
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The  acknowledgments  of  the  Board  are  likewise  due  to  the 
Central  Pacific  R.  E.  Co.,  the  Pacific  Coast  S.  S.  Co.,  and  the 
officers  in  command  of  the  Stockton  steamers,  for  their  kind  and 
charitable  aid  in  assisting  a  number  of  incurable  patients  in  re- 
turning to  friends  and  relatives  in  the  Eastern  States,  and  to  the 
interior  of  our  own.  Fifteen  patients  have  been  sent  away  from 
the  State  during  the  past  year. 

I  most  thankfully  acknowledge  the  permanent  beneficial  and 
charitable  aid  afforded  this  institution  by  the  ladies  who  compose 
the  Fruit  and  Flower  Mission ,  and  the  auxiliary  mission  assisted 
by  H.  Channing  Beals,  editor  of  the  Commercial  Herald,  who- 
respectively  visit  the  Hospital  every  week,  in  storm  or  sunshine, 
dispensing  flowers,  fruits,  jellies,  papers,  magazines,  etc.,  etc., 
to  the  inmates.  The  patients  joyfully  anticipate  their  appearance 
in  the  wards,  which  are  enlivened  and  cheered  by  their  presence, 
relieving  them  of  the  routine  monotony  incident  to  hospital  life. 
To  know  of  the  grateful  expressions  of  the  patients  for  the  ben- 
efits and  favors  received  by  them  from  the  missions,  would  well 
repay  them  for  their  continued  attention  to  their  wants  and 
kindness  in  supplying  them. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  attract  the  attention  of  the  charitably 
disposed  to  the  fact  that  the  walls  of  the  wards  are  barren  of  all 
adornment.  A  few  pictures,  engravings,  maps,  etc.,  would  add 
to  the  homelike  appearance  of  the  respective  wards,  relieving 
them  of  their  present  bare  condition. 

As  heretofore,  the  Visiting  Physician  and  Surgeons  have  been 
most  attentive  in  their  care  of  their  respective  wards,  evidenced 
by  the  esteem  evinced  for  them  by  the  many  patients  whose 
wants  they  administer  to,  and  whose  ailments  are  relieved. 

The  House  Physician,  and  all  the  officers  and  employees,  have 
supervised  their  respective  departments  in  a  most  efficient  man- 
n  -  r.

By  instruction  of  the  Hospital  Committee,  $550  was  expended  in  the  purchase  of  two 
horses  to  replace  two  that  died  during  the  late  epidemic,  and  $50  for  a  breaking  wagon* 
leaving  on  hand  July  1,  1881,  a  balance  of  $25  87.

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On  reference  to  former  annual  reports,  the  facts  and  figures  of  the  present 
one  will  be  found  to  bear  favorable  comparison. 

I  think  I  may  say  that  the  general  expenses  of  the  institution  have  been 
reduced  to  a  minimum. 

From  the  Auditor's  figures,  which  I  am  accustomed  to  use  in  making  out 
my  annual  reports,  it  will  be  seen  that  he  charges  thirteen  months'  salaries  of 
officers  and  employes  to  the  present  year. 

This  arises  from  the  fact  that,  owing  to  economical  management,  the  Alms 
House  and  Hospital  Fund  was  not  exhausted  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year. 
It  was,  therefore,  deemed  advisable  to  pay  the  maturing  indebtedness  of  the 
two  institutions,  as  far  as  the  balance  of  the  fund  would  go,  on  account  of  the 
appropriation  for  the  current  year  having  been  cut  down  to  so  low  a  figure. 

While  the  Auditor's  report  shows  $64,907.95  paid  out,  the  actual  disburse- 
ment for  the  year,  embracing  every  item  of  expenditure,  according  to  the 
books  of  the  institution,  has  only  been  $63,476.60.  From  this  amount,  de- 
ducting $1,031.42,  on  account  of  sales  of  live  stock,  etc.,  and  $1,439.95 
received  from  the  State  for  the  half  year  ending  December  31,  1880,  under  the 
"Act  to  appropriate  money  for  the  support  of  orphan,  ha-lf-orphan,  and  aban- 
doned children,"  leaves  the  actual  amount  the  Alms  House  has  cost  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  $61,025.23. 

I  regret  to  say  that  our  crops  have  been  a  partial  failure  this  year,  especially 
as  regards  hay  and  potatoes.  The  latter  were  planted  just  before  the  late  cold 
rains,  which  caused  many  of  them  to  rot  in  the  ground  in  place  of  germinat- 
ing; those  that  grew  gave  promise  of  great  productiveness  until  the  time  of 
blossoming,  when  they  were  attacked  by  a  blight  which  passed  over  the  whole 
neighborhood,  turning  them  black  and  arresting  their  growth.  Our  other 
crops  have  been  satisfactory,  the  gardens  producing  first-class  table  vegetables 
in  abundance. 

Our  supply  of  milk  has  also  been  most  plentiful,  from  which  a  large  portion 
of  the  butter  used  in  the  institution  has  been  manufactured. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  made  many  improvements  and  repairs  to  the 
building  and  grounds,  which  were  greatly  needed. 

I  have  built  extensive  sheds  for  sheltering  the  cattle  during  nights  and 
through  the  wet  season,  with  a  large  and  commodious  cow  stable  attached. 

The  yards  and  walks  surrounding  the  building  have  been  thoroughly  maca- 
damized with  red  rock,  and  afterwards  covered  with  gravel  from  the  ocean 
beach.  The  road  between  the  Alms  House  and  Golden  Gate  Park  has  been 
put  in  good  condition,  and  some  necessary  grading  done. 

The  continued  heavy  rains  of  last  season  having  washed  away  a  portion  of 
the  road  leading  from  the  House  to  the  lower  gardens  and  water  works,  I  have 
extended  the  flume  which  carries  the  large  watershed  of  the  surrounding 
hills  for  such  distance  as  will  render  a  recurrence  of  the  trouble  next  to 
impossible. 

Inside  the  building  many  of  the  old  floors,  which  had  become  worn,  de- 
cayed, and  unsightly,  have  been  replaced  by  new  ones.  All  this  labor  has 
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been  performed  by  inmates,  the  cost  to  the  City  and  County  being  nothing 
beyond  the  amount  paid  for  requisite  material. 

I  have  also  had  the  water  closets  throughout  the  house  thoroughly  re- 
paired, and  the  floors  covered  with  heavy  zinc;  and  have  removed  those  in 
the  women's  department  and  men's  sick  ward,  which  from  their  situation 
were  offensive,  replacing  them  by  building  new  ones  of  superior  sanitary 
construction,  and  more  convenient  location. 

These  are  in  the  main  the  improvements  that  have  been  made,  not  men- 
tioning minor  ones.  A  number  of  inmates  are  kept  constantly  employed 
mating  ordinary  repairs  as  they  present  themselves,  also  painting,  white- 
washing, etc. 

Before  conclusion,  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  thankfully  acknowledge  the  kindness 
of  the  clergymen  and  other,  who  have  regularly  visited  the  Alms  House  for 
the  purpose  of  imparting  religious  instruction,  etc.,  to  the  inmates.  Espe- 
cially are  my  thanks  due  to  Mr.  Garratt,  Mr.  Coley,  and  the  clergymen  of 
the  old  Mission  Church,  the  latter  having  at  all  times  promptly  responded 
when  called  upon  to  administer  religious  consolation  to  the  sick  and  dying. 

I  also  take  great  pleasure  in  returning  'my  warmest  thanks  to  the  ladies  of 
the  San  Francisco  Fruit  and  Flower  Mission,  whose  genial  presence  during 
their  monthly  visits  has  always  seemed  to  cheer  and  gladden  the  hearts  of 
the  recipients  of  their  kind  and  graceful  attentions. 

From  the  opening  of  the  Alms  House  to  the  present  date,  6,621  persons 
have  been  admitted,  and  have  been  provided  with  a  comfortable  home 
through  the  kind  and  thoughtful  generosity  of  the  people  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco.

Series)  of  your  Honorable  Board,  I  submit  herewith  the  annual 
report  of  the  Police  Department  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 
1881.

Schedule  "0" — Cash  received  during  the  year  from  Sheriffs  of 
other  counties,  masters  of  vessels  and  others  for  keeping  of 
prisoners  in  the  city  prison. 

Schedule  "D"  exhibits  the  value  of  property  reported  as  lost 
or  stolen  during  the  year,  and  amount  recovered  by  the  police. 

Schedule  "E"  exhibits  the  number  of  witnesses  subpoanaed 
for  the  several  Courts  of  Criminal  jurisdiction  for  the  year  end- 
ing June  30,  1881. 
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Schedule  "F" — Unclaimed  property  or  money  in  possession  of 
the  Chief  of  Police  to  June  30,  1881,  (not  printed,  but  on  file 
in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.)

POLICE    STATIONS. 

In  my  last  Annual  Report  I  suggested  the  expediency  of  the 
city  owning  the  Police  Station  Houses.  It  may  be  true  that  the 
present  condition  of  the  City  Treasury  will  not  permit  the  im- 
mediate execution  of  this  plan,  yet  it  will  require  solution  in  the 
not  distant  future,  and  when  executed  it  would  be  proper  to 
provide  sleeping  accommodations  for  a  reasonable  number  of 
officers.  This  would  enable  single  men  to  sleep  at  the  Stations, 
while  men  of  family  would  be  within  easy  call  at  their  own 
residences. 

FIREWORKS. 

The  crushing  losses  which  other  cities  have  suffered  by  confla- 
gration teach  us  the  expediency  of  using^  reasonable  precautions 
to  guard  our  city  against  such  danger. 

The  use,  by  ignition,  of  fire  crackers  or  bombs  is  prohibited 
by  Section  22  of  Order  1,587,  of  your  Board. 

This  prohibition  has  been  in  force  for  many  years,  and  its 
validity  has  not  been  questioned,  but  the  difficulty  of  enforce- 
ment lies  in  the  fact  that  the  order  is  disregarded  by  boys  and 
children,  who  are  not  fit  subjects  for  penal  discipline. 

I  would  suggest,  as  a  preventive  measure,  that  the  sale  by  re- 
tail of  these  explosives  be  prohibited,  either  entirely,  or  within 
the  thickly  settled  portions  of  our  city. 
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If  it  be  reasonable  and  legal  to  prohibit  the  use,  there  can  be 
no  hardship  in  prohibiting  the  distribution  for  use,  of  these 
mischievous  pyrotechnics. 

MOUNTED    PATROL. 

I  renew  my  suggestion  that  a  mounted  patrol  be  supplied  for 
suburban  service.  This  want  has  been  felt  for  a  considerable 
time,  and  can  be  met  if  the  horses  and  provisions  for  their  keep- 
ing are  furnished. 

LIQUOR   LICENSES. 

In  my  last  annual  report  I  referred  to  the  good  effect  of  the 
law  giving  the  Police  Commissioners  power  to  grant  permits  for 
the  issue  of  retail  liquor  dealers  license.  The  past  years  ex- 
perience of  the  working  of  the  law  justify  the  praise  then  given 
to  the  wisdom  of  its  enactment. 

Under  the  power  granted  the  Commissioners,  places  of  bad 
repute,  and  which  were  so  conducted  to  be  nurseries  of  crime, 
have  been  closed,  while  no  hardship  has  fallen  on  those  whose 
business  was  legitimate. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  past  year  has  not  been  marked  by  unusual  disturbance  or 
mysterious  and  undiscovered  crime. 

The  Police  Department  has  answered  all  calls  for  service,  and 
efficiently  and  successfully  discharged  its  numerous  and  im- 
portant duties.

OFFICE  OF  THE  COUNTY  CLERK, 
San  Francisco,  August  31,  1881. ) 

To  the  Hon.  the  Board  of  Supervisors 

of  the  (Jity  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

GENTLEMEN  —  The  foregoing  Annual  Report  of  the  County 
Clerk,  embracing  transactions  from  July  1st,  1880,  to  June  30th, 
1881,  has  been  presented  by  me,  as  the  incumbent  of  the  office 
at  the  time  the  report  was  completed,  though  my  term  did  not 
commence  until  the  1st  of  August,  1881,  when  I  was  elected  to  fill 
the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  resignation  of  William  A.  Stuart. 
As  my  name  is  necessarily  attached  to  that  report,  which  shows  the 
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expenditures  of  the  office  to  be  greatly  in  excess  of  the  income, 
and  an  increase  over  the  expenditures  of  the  previous  year,  some 
explanation  seems  necessary  to  show  that  I  have  not  conducted 
the  affairs  of  the  office  at  such  an  extravagant  outlay.  I  here- 
with annex  a  synopsis  of  the  workings  of  the  office  during  the 
month  of  August,  under  the  operation  of  the  $60,000  annual  al- 
lowance made  by  your  Honorable  Body,  and  the  enforcement  of 
the  one-twelfth  limitation  of  the  expenditures  for  each  month. 

The  statutes  providing  for  the  equipment  of  the  Superior 
Courts  allow  one  Court-room  Clerk  for  each  Court,  at  $175  per 
month;  one  Kegister  Clerk,  at  $175  per  month;  two  Assistant 
Eegister  Clerks,  at  $150  per  month;  and  three  Copyists  at  $79 
per  month — a  total  of  $124,528.  The  outlay  for  the  past  fiscal 
year  was  $165,257,  of  which  the  sum  of  $150,467  was  for  depu- 
ties and  extra  copyists.  In  order  to  keep  within  your  estimate, 
it  was  necessary  to  arrange  to  do  this  work  for  $60,000.  To  ac- 
complish this  result,  the  force  of  clerks  was  reduced,  the  Court- 
room Clerks  being  required  to  write  up  their  minute  books  with- 
out the  aid  of  copyists;  one  Eegister  Clerk  and  one  Assistant 
Register  Clerk  to  do  the  work  of  two  courts,  except  where  the 
volume  of  business  in  the  special  courts  (successors  to  the  Pro- 
bate and  County  Courts,  and  Fourth,  Twelfth  and  Fifteenth 
Districts  Courts)  renders  such  consolidation  of  work  impractica- 
ble; in  eight  departments  the  work  for  which  the  statutes  pro- 
vides thirty-two  deputies,  has  been  done  by  sixteen;  the  force 
in  the  other  four  departments  could  not  be  reduced  so  as  to  get 
along  with  less  than  fifteen  deputies,  as  the  courts  are  now  sit- 
uated. By  extending  the  office  hours  till  5  p.  M.,  this  force,  with 
only  eight  copyists,  has  been  able  to  keep  the  work  up  closer 
than  it  was  kept  before  the  reduction,  but  the  force  could  not 
well  be  further  diminished  without  injury  to  the  business  of  the 
courts,  and  as  the  amount  of  salaries  for  these  necessary  clerks 
exceeded  the  one-twelfth  of  $60,000,  it  was  found  necessary  to 
ask  them  to  accept  a  smaller  sum  than  that  allowed  by  law,  and 
they  at  once  generously  assisted  me  by  waiving  claim  to  the 
amount  necessary  to  scale  from  each  salary.  Court-room  and 
Eegister  Clerks,  entitled  to  $175,  agreed  to  accept  $140,  and  As- 
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sistant  Kegister  Clerks,  entitled  to  $150,  received  $120,  though 
these  employes  are  fairly  entitled  to  the  salary  fixed  by  law. 

By  this  reduction  of  the  force  and  scaling  of  salaries,  the  ex- 
penses of  the  office  have  been  brought  down  to  $5,000  for  the 
month  of  August. 

Mr.  Solon  Pat  tee,  Expert  for  the  City  and  County,  after  care- 
ful examination  of  the  needs  of  the  office,  reported  that  $5,575 
per  month  would  be  required  to  pay  the  salaries  distinctly  pro- 
vided by  law. 

The  earnings  of  the  office  do  not  average  $60,000,  but  might 
be  slightly  increased  by  adopting  a  graduated  scale  for  probating 
estates  of  over  $5,000.  Vast  estates  valued  at  a  quarter  of  a 
million,  costing  the  county  hundreds  of  dollars  for  clerical  work, 
are  now  probated  for  but  little  over  the  fees  charged  on  estates 
of  $1,000,  or  of  even  less  value. 

The  Probate  Department  is  necessarily  the  most  expensive  of 
all  the  departments  of  the  Superior  Court,  and  entails  greater 
expense  on  the  county,  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  cases, 
than  in  former  years. 

This  community  now  ranks  with  that  of  cities  of  the  older 
States.  There  are  now  homes  and  families  and  property  inter- 
ests, where  in  earlier  times  there  were  but  few  cases  where  minor 
heirs  invoked  the  aid  of  the  courts.  Each  case  now  coming  up 
for  probate  requires  the  issuing  of  a  large  number  of  orders  and 
decrees,  and  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  requires  that  these  pa- 
pers must  be  entered  at  length  on  the  minutes,  making  the  pro- 
ceedings of  a  single  day  frequently  occupy  sixty  or  seventy  pages 
of  a  large  Minute  Book.  The  section  is  very  explicit,  and  leaves 
no  discretion,  even  as  to  the  routine  orders  of  notices  to  credit- 
ors and  proof  of  posting: 

"  $  1704.  Orders  and  Decrees  made  by  the  Court  or  a  Judge  thereof,  in 
probate  proceedings,  need  not  recite  the  existence  of  facts,  or  the  performance 
of  acts  upon  which  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Court  or  Judge  may  depend,  but  it 
shall  only  be  necessary  that  they  contain  the  matters  ordered  or  adjudged, 
except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  title.  All  orders  and  decrees  of  the  Court 
or  Judge  must  be  entered  at  length  in  the  Minute  Book  of  the  Court." 

This  section  of  the  Code  should  be  repealed,  leaving  it  to  the 
discretion  of  the  Judge  to  direct  the  entry  of  only  such  orders  as 
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affect  the  title  to  real  estate.  The  present  operation  of  the  sec- 
tion makes  it  necessary  to  have  eighteen  large  volumes  to  record 
the  minutes  of  the  Court  during  the  past  two  years,  where  one 
volume  sufficed  in  some  years.  An  exhibit  of  the  business  of 
the  Probate  Court,  compiled  from  the  annual  reports  since  1860, 
is  herewith  presented,  to  show  the  increase  in  twenty-two  years:

The  unavoidable  expense  for  clerks  and  copyists  of  the  Pro- 
bate Court  to  keep  up  with  the  business  will  reach  $1,250  per 
month,  or  $15,000  per  year,  as  against  $12,657  receipts. 

There  should  be  a  charge  for  many  papers  now  furnished  with- 
out fee,  to  make  this  department  self-sustaining. 

In  other  respects,  the  Fee  Bill  is  defective,  its  workings  being 
against  the  interests  of  the  county.  At  present,  the  Clerk  is  au- 
thorized to  collect  a  fee  of  $4  for  proceedings  on  the  trial,  swear- 
ing witnesses,  and  entry  of  judgment,  but  only  when  the  attor- 
ney in  a  case  makes  his  order  for  entry  of  judgment  in  the 
Clerk's  Office;  unless  the  Court-room  Clerk  is  permitted  to  col- 
lect it  when  judgment  is  announced  from  the  Bench,  that  item. 
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is  frequently  lost  to  the  county,  as  cases  are  often  settled  out- 
side of  Court,  and  no  entry  of  judgment  is  made. 

The  revenue  of  the  office  has  also  been  decreased  by  the  change 
in  the  law  concerning  naturalization  papers.  Formerly  a  fee  of 
$3  was  collected  by  the  Clerk  for  each  certificate  of  naturaliza- 
tion, but  since  1872  that  charge  has  been  abolished  by  the  law. 

With  the  income  increased  by  the  collection  of  a  proper  fee 
wherever  service  is  required,  and  with  proper  care  in  the  manage- 
ment of  the  office,  the  Clerk  of  the  City  and  County  can  easily 
show  a  balance  in  favor  of  the  county,  instead  of  the  large  deficit 
now  exhibited  in  the  report  for  the  past  fiscal  year.  And  even 
without  any  increase  in  the  fees,  by  conducting  the  office  on 
business  principles,  the  expense  should  not  greatly  exceed  the 
income — no  more,  perhaps,  than  the  amount  necessary  to  con- 
duct the  criminal  departments  of  the  Superior  Court,  where  no 
fees  accrue  to  the  county.

REPORT 


SUPERINTENDENT  OF  COMMON  SCHOOLS, 


To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Supervisors 

of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

GENTLEMEN — In  compliance  with  law,  herewith  is  submitted 
the  Twenty-eighth  Annual  Report  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Common  Schools  for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1881. 

The  allowance  made  by  law  for  publishing  the  Municipal  Re- 
ports is  so  small,  and  the  School  Fund  being  in  such  a  crippled 
condition,  it  is  thought  best  this  year  to  publish  only  the  most 
important  of  the  school  statistics. 

These  have  been  made  up  by  Mr.  George  Beanston,  Secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Education. 

It  is  unfortunate  for  the  cause  of  education  in  this  city  that 
your  Honorable  Body,  when  making  the  levy  for  school  pur- 
poses, gave  so  much  heed  to  the  unreasonable  and  unpatriotic 
demands  of  that  portion  of  our  population  who  have  no  use  for 
and  but  little  interest  in  public  education. 

The  cost  of  public  education  compared  with  its  beneficent 
results  sinks  into  insignificance.  Among  the  many  good  institu- 
tions of  our  country  none  should  be  valued  so  highly  as  our  pub- 
lic schools.  We  must  admit  with  shame  that  some  of  our  peo- 
ple would  like  to  see  the  public  schools  abolished,  or  crippled  to 
such  an  extent  as  to  destroy  their  usefulness. 

"  Then  looking  around  one  friendly  face  he  found, 
And  said,  '  Pray  tell  me  why  is  wealth  preferred 
To  wisdom?'    «  That's  a  silly  question,  friend!' 
Replied  the  other;  '  Have  you  never  heard,

This  amount  is  not  included  in  the  foregoing  statement,  for 
the  reason  that  it  properly  belongs  to  last  fiscal  year,  and  was  included  in  the 
financial  statement  in  the  last  annual  report.  The  delay  in  paying  the  bal- 
ance of  teachers'  salaries  for  the  three  months  mentioned  was  occasioned  by 
an  action  in  the  Supreme  Court  to  test  the  validity  of  an  Act  of  the  Legisla- 
ture fixing  the  salaries  of  certain  classes  of  teachers  in  the  public  schools  of 
this  city.

The  following  named  school  houses  were  completed  during  the  year: 

PINE  AND  SCOTT  STEEET  PRIMARY  SCHOOL. 

Situated  on  Pine  street,  between  Scott  and  Devisadero  streets. 

This  is  a  two-story  frame  building,  containing  eight  class-rooms,  and  was 
erected  by  David  Perry,  under  the  direction  of  William  Curlett,  architect. 
The  contract  price  was  $18,000;  extra  work,  f  334;  architect's  fees,  $900;  hot 
water  heater,  $1,545— total  cost,  $20,779.  The  building  was  accepted  by  the 
Board  of  Education,  November  1,  1880.  It  was  opened  on  the  same  date 
with  a  full  corps  of  teachers,  under  the  charge  of  Miss  Sallie  A.  Eightmire  as 
Principal. 

BtJENA  VISTA  PRIMABY   SCHOOL. 

Situated  on  York  street,  between  Solano  and  Butte  streets. 

This  is  a  one-story  frame  building,  containing  four  class-rooms,  and  was 
erected  by  George  A.  Embury,  under  the  supervision  of  William  Curlett,  ar- 
chitrct.  The  contract  price  was  $7,476;  extra  work,  $279;  architect's  fees, 
$373.80— total  cost,  $8,128.80.  The  building  was  finished  in  November,  1880, 
and  was  accepted  by  the  Board  of  Education,  December  13,  1880.  The  Flor- 
ida Street  Primary  School,  formerly  occupying  rented  rooms,  was  moved  into 
this  building,  December  1,  1880.  The  school  was  named  February  14,  1881. 
It  now  contains  175  pupils,  and  is  under  the  charge  of  Mrs.  Emma  S.  Code, 
as  Principal. 

WEST  MISSION   STREET  PRIMARY   SCHOOL. 

Situated  on  West  Mission  street,  between  Herman  and  Ridley  streets. 

This  is  a  two-story  frame  building,  containing  eight  class-rooms,  and  was 
erected  by  George  A.  Embury,  under  the  direction  of  William  Curlett,  archi- 
tect. The  contract  price  was  $15,915;  extra  work,  $50;  architect's  fees, 
$795.75;  hot  water  heater,  $1,545— total  cost,  $18,305.75.  The  building  was 
finished  and  accepted,  December  27,  1880.  The  school  was  opened  January 
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3,  1881,  with  a  full  corps  of  teachers,  under  the  charge  of   Mrs.  Louise  F. 
Cadwell,  as  Principal. 

EWING   PEIMABT   SCHOOL. 

Situated  on  Harrison  street,  between  Fourth  and  Fifth  streets. 

This  is  a  two-story  frame  building,  containing  twenty  class-rooms,  and  was 
erected  by  C.  P.  Moore  and  brother,  under  the  supervision  of  William  Cur- 
lett,  architect.  The  contract  price  was  $34,213;  architect's  fees,  $1,710.65; 
less  $380.50  deducted  from  the  contract  price  on  account  of  necessary  changes 
in  the  specifications  during  the  progress  of  the  work — total  cost,  $35,543.15. 
The  building  was  finished  in  June,  1881,  and  was  accepted  by  the  Board  of 
Education,  July  7,  188] .  The  Fourth  Street  Primary  School,  the  Mission 
and  Mary  Street  School,  formerly  occupying  rented  rooms,  and  six  classes 
accommodated  in  rented  rooms  on  Silver  street,  between  Second  and  Third 
streets,  were  transferred  into  this  building.  The  school  was  named  the 
"Ewing  Primary  School,"  June  30,  1881.  It  opened  July  11,  1881,  with 
twenty  classes  and  a  full  corps  of  teachers,  under  the  charge  of  Miss  E,  E. 
JStincen,  as  Principal.

The  daily  business  and  routine  work  of  the  Library  has  been 
almost  the  same  as  during  the  past  years  of  its  existence,  with 
but  few  exceptions,  .hence  no  elaboration  of  details  will  be  at- 
tempted except  as  follows : 

Meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  have  from  time  to  time  been 
held,  as  occasion  required. 

On  the  26th  day  of  March,  1881,  pursuant  to  law,  and  to  notice 
given  the  shareholders,  the  annual  meeting  of  shareholders  was 
duly  held  at  the  Library  rooms.  The  annual  reports  and  ac- 
counts of  the  Treasurer  and  Librarian  were  respectively  and  sev- 
erally presented  and  read,  and  the  same,  after  having  been 
submitted  to  a  proper  auditing  committee,  whose  report  there- 
upon was  favorable,  were  duly  and  unanimously  accepted  by  the 
meeting,  and  ordered  placed  on  file  with  the  records  by  the 
President.  A  Board  of  seven  Trustees,  to  govern  and  direct  the 
affairs  of  the  Library  during  the  ensuing  year,  was  elected  by 
the  unanimous  vote  of  the  members  present;  said  Board  consist- 
ing of  the  following  named  gentlemen,  to-wit: 

Messrs.  Joseph  P.  Hoge,  John  T.  Doyle,  Delos  Lake,  Lorenzo 
Sawyer,  Samuel  M.Wilson,  Joseph  W.Winans,  and  L.  D.  Latimer. 
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After  proper  organization  of  the  Board,  the  following  officers 
were  duly  elected: 

Joseph  P.  Hoge,  President;  Joseph  W.  Winans,  Treasurer; 
Joseph  P.  Hoge,  John  T.  Doyle,  and  Deloa  Lake,  Executive 
Committee. 

The  ex-officio  members  of  the  Board  are  Hon.  I.  S.  Kalloch 
and  Superior  Judges  J.  M.  Allen,  R.  Y.  Hayne,  Charles  Halsey, 
and  T.  W.  Freelon. 

A  change  in  the  hours  during  which  the  Library  is  open  for 
business  was  directed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  viz,  from  9  A.  M. 
until  11  P.  M.,  instead  of  from  9  A.  M.  until  10  P.  M.,  as  heretofore, 
which  said  change  has  been  found  to  be  of  great  benefit  and 
convenience  to  those  frequenting  the  Library. 

Sixteen  life  members  have  been  elected  during  the  year,  and 
individual  subscription  memberships  have  now  increased  the  roll 
of  membership  to  about  two  hundred  and  eighty. 

The  attendance  of  members  of  the  bar  and  of  the  judiciary  of 
this  city,  the  interior,  and  from  the  sister  States  and  Territories 
on  this  coast,  is  constant  and  increasing.  The  extensive  and 
complete  use  of  the  facilities  offered  for  purpose  of  legal  research 
and  study,  and  also  matters  cognate  therewith,  is  of  such  a 
satisfactory  and  ample  character  as  to  afford  a  most  creditable 
record  to  the  Executive  Committee  in  regard  to  the  discrimina- 
tion and  care  displayed  in  the  making  and  selection  of  the  vari- 
ous additions  to  the  Library  from  time  to  time. 

A  liberal  supply  of  shelving  has  been  added  during* the  year 
through  the  courtesy  of  the  Building  Committee  of  your  Honor- 
able Board,  enabling  the  proper  disposition  and  placing  of  about 
five  thousand  volumes  and  several  thousand  records  and  pam- 
phlets, which  had  heretofore  been  stowed  upon  the  floor  and 
galleries.  The  table  accomodations  have  been  increased  by  the 
addition  of  two  large  tables  and  one  small  one.  Two  dozen 
chairs  have  been  received,  making  the  problem  of  seating  those 
who  attend  the  rooms  one  of  easy  solution.  Gas  fixtures  and 
pendants  were  placed  in  the  south  side  of  the  hall,  and  also 
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between  the  new  book-cases,  giving  now  the  proper  amount  of 
light  where  it  had  before  been  most  needed. 

I  will  ask  for  favorable  consideration  by  your  Honorable  Board 
of  a  request  made  in  the  report  submitted  last  year,  to-wit:  That 
1 '  a  small  supply  of  rugs  and  mats  will  be  the  means  of  saving* 
the  carpet,  which  here  and  there  is  beginning  to  show  marked 
traces  of  its  long  use." 

At  the  commencement  of  this  fiscal  year  there  was  16,559  re- 
gistered volumes,  and  about  1,014  which  were  unregistered  and 
duplicates.  The  increase  of  registered  volumes  has  been  as 
follows:  1,854  volumes  were  purchased  under  the  direction  and 
supervision  of  the  Executive  Committee;  14  volumes  were  re- 
ceived from  the  Secretary  of  State  of  California,  and  50  volumes 
were  donated  by  friends  of  the  Library. 

The  number  of  unregistered  volumes  was  increased  by  the  re- 
ceipt of  12  duplicates. 

The  total  increase  during  the  year  numbering  1930  volumes. 

The  number  of  registered  volumes  is  now  18,477,  and  un- 
registered and  duplicates  about  1026,  making  a  total  of  19,503 
volumes. 

This  addition  to  our  shelves  is  mainly  composed  of  the  current 
published  law  reports,  statutes,  digests  of  statutes  and  reports, 
codes  and  re-issues  of  laws,  text  books  and  legal  periodicals, 
and  also  such  of  the  older  law  publications  as  came  to  hand 
from  time  to  time  which  we  were  not  already  in  possession  of. 
There  has  been  purchased  such  works  of  reference  and  statistics, 
and  of  a  miscellaneous  character,  as  were  deemed  nee  essary. 

The  revenue  during  the  year  has  been  derived  as  follows,  viz:

This,  added  to  the  amount  of  last  year's  balance,  $2,522.42, 
made  a  total  fund  of  $9,786.42.

The  amount  of  $5,020.36  having  been  expended  this  year  upon 
books,  is  owing  to  the  fact  that  bills  to  the  amount  of  $1,500 
for  books  received  last  year,  had  not  been  presented  at  the  time 
of  making  the  last  report. 

The  outstanding  indebtedness  against  the  Library  is  not  more 
than  about  $800,  the  same  being  for  books,  binding  and  repairs 
and  periodicals,  for  which  bills  have  not  yet  been  rendered. 

Trusting  that  this  brief  history  of  our  labors  and  affairs  during 
the  past  year  will  receive  the  favorable  consideration  of  your 
Honorable  Board,  this  report  is  respectfully  submitted.

GENTLEMEN — In  compliance  with  the  resolution  of  your  Honorable  Board,  I 
have  the  honor  to  report:  That  for  something  more  than  one  year  past,  about 
half  of  my  time  has  been  occupied  in  attending  upon  committees,  considering 
and  reporting  upon  matters  of  law,  and  in  work  as  an  attorney  at  law  for  and 
on  behalf  of  this  city  and  county,  at  the  request  of  your  Honorable  Board, 
and  of  the  committees  authorized  thereto. 

There  are  but  two  causes  requiring  mention  by  me  at  this  time,  although 
there  are  several  others  wherein  your  committees  have  retained  me,  to  which 
I  shall  call  the  special  attention  of  the  incoming  City  and  County  Attorney  at 
an  early  day,  and  of  the  importance  of  taking  and  perpetuating  certain  testi- 
mony, reference  to  which  in  this  report  would  not  be  in  the  public  interest. 


In  the  matter  of  the  estate  of  Henry  J.  Kobinson,  deceased — Superior  Court, 
Department  9  (Probate).  No.  65  (New  Series).  Charles  J.  Swift, 
Attorney  for  Executor;  D.  P.  Belknap,  Attorney  for  Minors  and  Ab- 
sentees; W.  C.  Burnett,  Attorney  for  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Super- 
visors of  San  Francisco.  , 

The  last  will  and  testament  of  Mr.  Robinson  contains  this  language,  viz: 
"I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  Mayor,  Common  Council,  and  commonality 
of  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  Cal.,  the  sum  of  forty  thousand  dollars  ($40,000) 
in  trust,  to  be  by  them  and  their  successors  invested  to  the  best  advantage; 
the  interest  accruing  thereon  to  be  paid  out  from  time  to  time  to  the  destitute 
women  and  children  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  Cal.,  in  such  a  manner  as 
such  Mayor  and  Common  Council  may  deem  most  proper  and  beneficial." 

The  executor,  and  others  interested  in  said  estate,  having  made  opposition 
to  the  distribution  to  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Supervisors  of  San  Francisco 
of  said  sum  of  $40,000,  and  voluminous  pleadings  having  been  filed,  the  con- 
test upon  that  matter  was  heard  and  determined  in  favor  of  that  Board,  and 
37 
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thereby  in  favor  of  this  City  and  County.  The  executor,  and  the  minors  and 
absentees,  represented  by  Mr.  Belknap,  have  appealed  from  the  decision  to 
the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State;  but  the  transcript  on  appeal  has  not  been 
filed,  but  has  been  delayed  with  the  expectation  on  the  part  of  the  executor 
and  other  contestants  that  such  an  investment  of  the  amount  would  be  pro- 
posed or  determined  upon  by  your  Honorable  Board  as  would  satisfy  the 
appellants  of  the  security  of  the  fund  in  future  years,  and  they  suggest  that 
in  that  event  the  appeal  will  not  be  pressed.  I  think  the  city's  claim  to  the 
said  sum  is  legal  and  valid,  and  have  confidence  that  it  will  be  sustained.  It 
will  be  for  your  Honorable  Board  to  determine  whether  there  shall  be  any 
further  attempt  to  satisfy  the  contestants  as  to  the  character  of  the  investment 
to  be  made  of  the  funds  before  compelling  the  bringing  on  or  abandonment 
of  the  appeal.

1880— Complaint  filed  claiming  $15,000  damages,  alleged  to  have  accrued 
to  plaintiff  from  defendants,  who  were  sureties  upon  an  attachment  bond  filed 
in  the  suit  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  vs.  Newton  Morgan,  in 
the  Nineteenth  District  Court,  by  reason  of  a  levy  by  attachment  upon  the 
property  of  Morgan. 

January  22,  1880— Summons  issued.  The  suit  being  originally  against  Mr. 
Menzies  and  Mr.  Ashbury.  Mr.  Ashbury  died  after  the  commencement  of 
this  action. 

February  19,  1880— Demurrer  to  complaint  filed  by  the  "Hon.  John  Lut- 
trell  Murphy,  Attorney  and  Counselor  for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, attorney  for  defendants  "  on  their  behalf. 

March  5,  1880— Said  demurrer  overruled . 

April  7,  1830— Answer  filed  by  "  Hon.  John  Luttrell  Murphy,  Attorney  and 
Counselor  for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  attorney  for  defend- 
ants "  on  their  behalf. 

-March  22,  1881— Ordered  that  the  death  of  Monroe  Ashbury  suggested  John 
A.  Russell  and  E.  E.  Haft,  the  executors,  be  substituted,  and  that  plaintiff 
have  leave  to  file  an  amended  complaint. 

March  24,  1881— The  appearance  of  John  Luttrell  Murphy,  Esq.,  as  attor- 
ney for  said  executors,  filed,  and  an  amended  complaint  filed,  as  served  upon 
Mr.  Murphy,  and  stipulations  of  plaintiff's  attorneys  that  the  answer  to  the 
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complaint  may  stand  as  an  answer  to  the  amended  complaint,  unless  defend- 
ants should  desire  to  amend  said  answer. 

May  27,  1881— Findings  filed,  the  cause  having  been  tried  on  the  4th,  24th, 
and  26th  of  that  month,  and  May  27, 1881.  Judgment  recorded,  vol.  1,  p.  551. 

June  4,  1881— At  my  request  to  Judge  Craig,  a  notice  of  the  defendants' 
intention  to  move  for  a  new  trial  was  given  by  Mr.  Murphy.  By  great  exer- 
tions I  procured,  with  the  assistance  rendered  by  Judge  Craig,  time  until 
the  14th  of  July,  1881,  to  prepare  and  serve  a  proposed  statement  on  motion 
for  a  new  trial;  but  could  not  procure  such  statement  except  by  being  sub- 
stituted as  attorney  for  defendants,  which  was  done  on  that  day,  and  the 
proposed  statement  served  by  myself. 

August  5,  1881— Statement  filed,  signed  by  Judge  Wilson.  The  motion  for 
a  new  trial  having  been  submitted  on  briefs,  was  refused  September,  5,  1881. 

September  10  and  21,  1881— Notices  of  defendants'  appeals  filed. 

October  6,  1881 — Transcript  on  appeal  filed;  number  in  Supreme  Court, 
8,059. 

October  14,  1881— Appellants'  points  and  authorities  filed. 

I  see  in  the  report  of  the  City  and  County  Attorney  for  the  year  ending 
July  1,  1881,  a  statement,  under  the  heading  of  this  cause,  at  page  452  of  the 
printed  reports  about  to  be  issued,  a  statement  as  follows:  "  W.  C.  Burnett, 
private  attorney  for  defendants,  substituted  for  Attorney  and  Counselor,  who 
inadvertently  appeared  through  the  instrumentality  of  Mr.  Burnett." 

In  respect  to  that  statement,  I  beg  to  state: 

1st.  That  I  was  never  the  private  attorney  for  Messrs.  Menzies  and  Ash- 
bury,  or  either  of  them;  nor  of  the  executors  of  Mr.  Ashbury,  or  either  of 
them;  either  in  their  capacity  as  executors  or  otherwise,  in  any  case,  matter, 
or  thing  in  my  life;  nor  apparently  so,  otherwise  than  that  I  have  performed 
services  at  the  request  of  your  Honorable  Board  and  your  authorized  commit- 
tees, in  this  case,  on  behalf  of  this  City  and  County,  in  the  protection  of  its 
bondsmen,  and  to  that  end,  as  attorney  for  defendants  herein,  and  in  attempt- 
ing to  procure  the  making  of  a  motion  for  a  new  trial,  and  in  pushing  as 
rapidly  as  possible  the  proceedings  subsequent  thereto  herein. 

2d.  That  I  never  saw  a  single  paper  or  document  in  this  case  until  after  a 
judgment  had  been  rendered  for  plaintiff,  nor  had  one  read  to  me. 

3d.  That  I  was  never  instrumental  in  procuring  the  appearance  of  Mr. 
Murphy  as  defendants'  attorney  herein,  nor  was  it  ever  of  any  consequence 
to  me  whether  he  appeared  or  not,  any  more  than  it  would  be  to  any  other 
citizen. 
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4th.  That  neither  Mr.  Ashbury,  in  his  lifetime,  nor  Mr.  Menzies,  at  all, 
until  after  the  rendition  of  said  judgment,  ever  spoke  to  me  about  this  case, 
nor  until  after  my  employment  herein  by  your  Honorable  Board. 

5th.  The  answer  was  filed,  as  I  understand,  during  the  lifetime  of  Mr. 
Ashbury. 

The  cause  will  be  heard  at  an  early  day  in  the  Supreme  Court,  as  I  have 
reason  to  believe.  Kespectfully,

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The  Board  of  Supervisors,  on  February  7,  1881,  received  a  communication 
from  Chas.  Webb  Howard,  President  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Works,  call- 
ing attention  to  the  fact  that  by  the  death  of  Isaac  Friedlander  the  City  and 
County  lacks  the  representation  in  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  to 
which  it  is  entitled,  and  requesting  that  the  vacancy  be  immediately  filled  by 
making  the  selection  required  by  law.  The  communication  was  referred  to 
the  Judiciary  Committee,  who  subsequently  reported,  on  February  14,  1881, 
"that  under  Article  14  of  the  Constitution  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Su- 
pervisors to  annually  fix  the  rates  to  be  collected  for  water,  and  recommend 
that  the  Board  decline  to  take  action  upon  said  communication,  other  than 
to  place  the  same  on  file."  A  Resolution,  No.  15,060  (New  Series),  to  that 
effect  was  adopted  by  the  Board  at  a  meeting  held  on  the  last  named  date. 

The  application  made  by  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Works  referred  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  of  1858,  under  which  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Works 
was  incorporated,  and  was  apparently  in  compliance  with  an  opinion  of  the 
Supreme  Court  (52  Cal.  Reports,  page  132)  relative  to  the  mode  pointed  out 
by  the  Act  to  fix  the  rates,  although  under  Article  14  of  the  New  Constitution 
it  was  made  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  take  that  action,  and 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  acting  under  the  New 
Constitution  had  actually  fixed  the  rates  to  be  collected  during  the  year  end- 
ing June  30,  1881. 

The  following  Resolution  empowering  the  Committee  on  Water  and  Water 
Supplies  (Chas.  A.  Bayly,  J.  M.  Litchfield,  Jas.  B.  Stetson,  Micah  Doane, 
Frank  Eastman)  to  inquire  into  and  report  water  rates  for  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1882,  was  adopted  by  the  Board  on  Feb.  14,  1881,  to- wit:

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Water  and  Water  Supplies  be  and  i-»  hereby  empowered 
to  inquire  into  and  report  to  this  Board  such  rates  or  compensation  as  it  may  determine  to 
be  proper  to  be  collected  by  any  person,  company  or  corporation  engaged  in  th  e  business 
of  supplying  water  to  the  City  and  County  or  its  inhabitants,  for  such  action  on  the  part 
of  the  Board  as  required  by  Article  14  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State, 

And  the  Clerk  is  hereby  directed  to  advertise  this  resolution  as  required  by  law, 

In  Board  of  Supervisors,  San  Francisco,  February  14, 1881. 

Adopted  by  the  following  vote:

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At  a  meeting  of  the  Committee,  held  February  17,  1881,  a  communication.' 
by  their  order  was  transmitted  to  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Works,  requesting 
a  verified  statement  under  oath  to  be  furnished,  showing  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  said  Company  during  the  year  1880. 

On  February  26,  1881,  an  alternative  writ  of  mandate,  issued  by  the  Su- 
preme Court  on  the  application  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Works,  was 
received,  commanding  the  Board  to  take  action  in  the  matter  of  filling  the 
vacancy  in  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  (appointed  under  the  Act  of 
1858)  occasioned  by  the  death  of  Isaac  Friedlander,  or  show  cause  before  said 
Court  on  March  4,  1881,  why  the  same  was  not  so  done. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  a  communication  from  the  Spring  Valley  Water 
Works  in  response  to  the  request  of  the  Committee  on  Water  and  Water 
Supplies: 

SPEING  VALLEY  WATER  WORKS,  \ 

[SAN  FBANCISOO,  February  28,  1881.     J 
To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Supervisors: 

GENTLEMEN— In  compliance  with  a  c  oinmunication  from  your  honorable  body  requesting 
a  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  Sprin  g  Valley  Water  Works  during  the 
year  1880,  with  a  view  to  fixing  the  water  rates  to  be  charged  by  it  during  the  ensuing  year,' 
I  inclose  you  sui-h  statement  herewith.  In  doing  so,  however,  the  Spring  Valley  Water 
Works  doas  not  recognize  the  right  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  fix  its  rates.  But  it  has 
no  objection  to  submi  tting  to  the  public,  upon  suitable  occasions,  statements  with  refer- 
ence  to  its  receipts  and  expenditures  in  order  that  its  schedule  of  rates  may  be  the  subject 
of  candid  consideration  and  just  criticism. 

Prior  to  the  adoption  of  the  New  Constitution  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State  deter- 
mined that  the  "  Act  for  the  incorporation  of  water  companies,"  approved  April  22,  1858,, 
•was  the  measure  of  the  rights  and  obligations  of  this  Company.  That  Act  provided, 
among  other  things,  that  water  companies  should  furnish  water  at  reasonable  rates  to 
private  consumers,  and  that  the  rates  to  be  charged  for  water  should  be  fixed  by  Commifc- 
sioners,  two  to  be  appointed  by  the  city,  two  by  the  Company  and  the  fifth  by  the  four. 
Upon  the  faith  of  this  Act,  which  guaranteed  to  every  water  company  the  right  to  have  an 
equal  voice  with  the  public  in  fixing  its  rates,  this  Company  expended  many  millions  of 
dollars.  Under  it  a  Commission  was  organized  in  1878,  which  reduced  the  water  rates  ten 
per  cent.,  and  which  had  in  contemplation  other  meaures  which  would  have  ev  ntually 
resulted  in  such  further  reduction  as  was  consistent  with  the  efficiency  and  prospeiity  of 
the  Company  and  its  obligations  to  the  public. 

But  it  is  claimed  that  under  the  New  Constitution  the  Company  has  lost  its  right  to  a 
voice  in  fixing  its  rates,  and  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  have  the  power  to  fix  annually 
"  the  rates  or  compensation  to  be  collected  by  any  person,  company  or  corporation  for  the 
use  of  water  supplied  to  the  city  and  county  or  the  inhabitants  thereof."  Under  this  alleged 
power  your  honorable  body  passed  an  ordinance  last  year,  known  as  the  "Bayly  Ordi- 
nance," fixing  the  rates  to  be  paid  to  this  Company  both  by  the  City  and  County  and  pri- 
vate consumers.  It  provided  that  the  city  should  pay  for  protection  against  fires  and  for 
water  used  for  the  various  other  municipal  purposes,  rates  aggregating  about  $27,000  a 
month,  and  that  this  amount  should  be  applied  by  the  Company,  not  to  an  increase  of  its 
dividends,  but  to  a  corresponding  reduction  of  the  rates  to  private  consumers  so  as  to 
diminish  their  bills  twenty-five  per  cent,  This  Company  being  desirous  of  cultivating 
peaceful  relations  with  the  community  and  of  avoiding  contention  and  litigation,  accom- 
modated itself  to  the  rates  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  although  they  were  in  many 
cases  below  those  fixed  by  the  Commission  under  the  Act  of  1858;  and  whilst  denying  the- 
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power  of  the  Board  to  fix  rates  at  all,  announced  that  if  the  city  paid  the  compensation 
provided  for,  it  would  carry  out  in  good  faith  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance. 

But  the  Auditor,  under  the  advice  of  counsel,  taking  a  different  view  of  the  law  from  the 
Board,  declares  that  the  Act  of  1858  is  a  contract  which  the  New  Constitution  could  not 
impair,  and  that  he  will  not  allow  the  compensation  for  water  supplied  to  the  city  pursu- 
ant to  the  Bayly  Ordinance.  It  appears,  then,  that  the  city  government  itself  is  divided 
as  to  what  constitutes  the  law— the  Board  of  Supervisors  insisting,  on  the  one  hand,  that  it 
has  the  right  to  fix  the  rates  to  be  charged  for  water  supplied  to  the  city  as  well  as  private 
consumers,  and  that  the  city  ought  to  pay,  in  order  that  the  burden  of  private  consumers 
may  be  diminished;  the  Auditor  contending,  on  the  other  hand,  that  the  Act  of  1858  is  a 
contract;  that  by  its  terms  water  for  fires,  parks,  public  streets  and  sewers,  is  free;  and 
that  as  to  the  compensation  fixed  by  the  Board  for  water  used  for  public  buildings,  for 
which  the  Supreme  Court  has  determined  the  city  must  pay  even  under  the  Act  of  1858, 
the  city  is  under  no  obligation,  for  the  reason  that  the  Board  has  no  power  to  fix  rates  at 
all,  but  that  the  power  is  vested  in  the  Commission  provided  for  in  the  Act  of  1858. 

In  this  condition  of  things  we  have  concluded  to  submit  to  the  courts  the  issue,  and 
have  procured  an  alternative  writ  of  mandate  commanding  your  honorable  body  to  fill  the 
vacancy  in  the  Commission,  under  the  Act  of  1858,  created  by  the  death  of  Isaac  Fried- 
lander.  We  assume  the  same  ground  that  the  Auditor  does  upon  this  question  of  the  invi- 
olability of  contract,  under  the  Act  of  1858,  and  we  propose  to  assist  him  in  his  efforts  to 
obtain  a  determination  to  this  effect  by  the  Supreme  Court. 

The  political  experience  of  the  community  during  the  past  two  years  must  convince  any 
candid  mind  that  so  great  a  power  over  the  property  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Works 
should  not  be  exclusively  exercised  by  the  purchasers  of  water  and  their  political  represent- 
atives. The  provision  of  the  law  of  1858,  which  gave  both  the  public,  which  was  to  buy,  and 
the  Company,  which  was  to  sell  water,  a  voice  in  the  fixing  of  rates,  was  a  just  one,  and 
it  must  be  recognized  as  such  by  every  fair-minded  man.  But  the  provision  of  the  New 
•Constitution,  which  gives  this  power  entirely  to  the  purchasers  themselves,  and  their  political 
representatives  in  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  is  unjust  and  oppressive.  The  Supervisors 
themselves  are  generally  rate-payers:  they  represent  the  city,  which  is  the  largest  con- 
sumer, and  they  represent  also  all  the  private  rate-  payers  of  the  Company.  Every  consid- 
eration of  political  preferment  and  self-interest  thus  operates  to  make  them  exercise  the 
power  oppressively.  To  illustrate:  At  the  last  general  election  there  were  four  political 
parties  in  the  field,  one  party  pledged  its  candidates  to  reduce  the  water  rates  30  per  cent., 
another  25  per  cent,,  another  20  per  cent.,  and  another,  still  more  radical,  declared  that  this 
Company's  gross  revenue  should  be  reduced  to  $500,000  annually,  that  amount  to  be  col- 
lected half  from  the  city  and  half  from  private  consumers. 

By  reference  to  the  accompanying  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  it  will  be  seen 
that  this  Company  received  during  the  past  year  $1,270,268.77  from  water  rates,  which  was 
expended  as  follows: 

Interest  and  taxes $304,612  46 

Operating  expenses 318,778  69 

Dividends  on  capital  stock,  $8,000,000,  at  8  per  cent,  per  annum 640,000  00 

$1,263,391  15 

As  the  interest  on  its  indebtedness,  the  operating  expenses  and  taxes  are  fixed  quantities, 
any  reduction  of  rates  must  come  out  of  the  dividends.  Hence,  if  the  most  radical  of  the 
parties  above  referred  to  as  to  this  question  had  been  successful,  and  its  representatives 
had  carried  out  their  pledges,  this  Company  would  not  have  been  able  to  pay  its  operating 
expenses  and  the  interest  on  its  indebtedness.  If  even  a  reduction  of  twenty  per  cent,  had 
"been  made,  this  company  would  not  have  been  able  to  pay  four  per  cent,  upon  its  capital 
stock.  By  the  former  action  the  value  of  the  stock  would  have  been  reduced  to  nothing; 
by  the  latter  action  it  would  have  been  reduced  from  between  ninety  and  one  hundred 
-dollars  per  share  to  forty  or  fifty.  The  action  of  the  various  political  parties  which  thus 
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pledged  the  very  men  who  were  to  act  judicially  upon  the  subject  of  water  rates  requires 
no  comment  from  me.  The  man  who  can  approve  it,  is  BO  bereft  of  all  sense  of  fairness 
and  justice  tbat  no  argument  can  convince  him. 

It  is  clear,  then,  that  this  company  cannot  expect  just  treatment  from  the  various  polit- 
ical parties.  They  will  invariably  compete  with  each  other  in  promising  to  the  people  a 
reduction  of  rates,  and  th  e  people  who  are  to  be  the  purchasers,  will  be  likely  to  place  in 
power  that  party  which  offers  water  at  the  lowest  price,  regardless  of  its  cost.  It  can 
hardly  be  that  the  courts  will  permit  the  valuable  property  of  this  Company  to  be  sub- 
jected  to  a  power  so  liliely  to  be  exercised  arbitrarily,  capriciously  and  unjustly;  and  we 
are  determined  to  see  whether  there  is  not  some  limit  to  the  control  of  the  people  over  en- 
terprisesof  this  nature,  in  which  millions  of  dollars  have  been  expended  upon  the  faith  of 
the  public  as  expressed  in  the  Acts  of  the  Legislature.  Some  idea  of  the  compensation 
which  was  deemed  in  1858  to  be  reasonable  for  companies  engaged  in  supplying  cities  and 
towns  with  fresh  water,  may  be  gained  from  an  inspection  of  the  Ensign  Act — since  deter- 
mined unconstitutional— which  guaranteed  to  the  stockholders  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water 
Works  twenty  per  cent,  per  annum  on  the  cost  of  its  works. 

But  admitting,  for  the  purpose  of  argument,  that  your  honorable  body  has  the  right  to 
fix  the  rates,  is  it  to  the  interest  of  the  public  that  this  power  should  be  exercised  op- 
pressively? It  must  be  remembered  that  this  Company  is  supplying  a  great  public  want. 
It  not  only  furnishes  water  for  domestic  purposes,  but  also  for  the  protection  of  all  prop- 
erty within  the  city  limits  against  fire.  It  cleanses  the  city  and  protects  the  public 
health.  It  thus  fulfills,  in  a  large  measure,  great  governmental  purposes,  and,  far  above 
any  question  as  to  the  price,  is  the  importance  of  having  its  supply  adequate,  and  its 
pipes  of  sufficient  size,  not  only  to  supply  domestic  wants,  but  also  to  protect  health  and 
property.  Suppose  that  your  honorable  body  should  reduce  the  rates  thirty  per  cent.,  as 
has  been  suggested.  As  already  stated,  the  reduction  must  come  out  of  the  dividends.  A 
reduction  of  thirty  per  cent,  will  diminish  the  gross  revenue  of  the  Company  $380,000, 
which  will  diminish  the  dividends  to  three  per  cent.  The  stock  of  the  Company  would 
decline  to  thirty  or  forty  dollars  per  share.  Now,  what  will  be  the  effect  on  the  commu- 
nity? The  community  is  interested  in  having  an  abundant  and  efficient  water  supply. 
The  Company  has  ample  sources  of  supply,  but  is  it  to  be  expected  that  it  will  invest  any 
more  capital  in  extending  its  works  or  adding  to  their  efficiency  when  it  does  not  and  can- 
not receive  a  fair  rate  of  interest  thereon.  The  Company  is  now  paying  six  per  cent,  inter- 
est upon  $4,000,000  of  first  mortgage  bonds,  and  when  they  were  negotiated  was  obliged  to 
submit  to  a  discount  of  12  j£  per  cent.,  thus  making  the  real  rate  of  interest  which  it  pays 
seven  per  cent. 

Will  any  sane  man  continue  to  invest  money  in  a  business  which  pays  him  only  three 
per  cent.,  whilst  he  is  obliged  to  pay  seven  per  cent.,  for  money  borrowed  to  use  in  the 
business?  This  corporation  is  organized  for  profit,  not  for  benevolence.  The  effect  of 
reduction  must  be  either  to  force  it  to  discontinue  its  business,  or  to  compel  an  economy 
in  its  expenditures  which  will  result  in  insufficient  protection  to  health  and  property. 
This  Company  could  supply  water  as  cheaply  as  the  artesian  wells,  if  it  confined  itself 
simply  to  supplying  domestic  wants,  from  which  it  at  present  realizes  its  entire  revenue; 
but  would  the  people  be  content  with  this  ?  If  so,  they  would  find  very  shortly  that  they 
would  have  to  pay  in  increased  rates  of  insurance  an  amount  many  times  greater  than  the 
present  gross  revenue  of  this  Company;  and,  furthermore,  they  would  be  subjected  to  the  ca- 
lamities which  have  overtaken  Chicago,  Boston  and  other  large  cities,  and  from  which  our 
efficient  supply  has  hitherto  protected  this  city. 

In  conclusion,  I  have  to  say  that  this  Company  is  determined  to  maintain  its  rights,  and 
as  the  prerent  rat  s  do  not  yield  a  fair  interest  upon  the  investment,  we  cannot  submit  to 
any  reduction. 

We  are  desirous  of  maintaining  friendly  relations  with  our  customers,  and  of  meeting  all 
the  requirements  of  the  community  for  a  good  and  efficient  water  supply,  and  we  trust  that 
no  action  will  be  taken  which  will  force  us  into  a  position  antagonistic  to  the  public.

The  Judiciary  Committee  (Supervisors  C.  L.  Taylor,  Frank  Eastman  and  J. 
M.  Litchfield)  having  consulted,  engaged  Messrs.  Rhodes  and  JBarstow  as 
special  counsel  on  behalf  of  the  City  and  County,  and  presented  the  following 
opinion  of  these  gentlemen  on  the  question  at  issue,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board 
held  Feb.  28,  1881,  to-wit: 

IN  THE  SUPREME  COURT  OF  THE  STATE  OF  CALIFORNIA.

vs. 
BOARD  OF  SUPERVISORS  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO. 

ALTERNATIVE  WRIT  OF  MANDATE. 

To  the  Judiciary  Committee  of  the  Hoard  of  Supervisors  of  the 

City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

GENTLEMEN— The  corporation  above  named  demands  that  your  Board  proceed,  under  and 
in  pursuance  of  Section  4  of  the  Act  entitled  "An  Act  for  the  incorporation  of  Water 
Companies,"  approved  April  22d,  1858  (Statutes  1858,  p.  218),  to  appoint  a  Commissioner  to 
fill  a  vacancy  in  the  Board  of  Commissioners  occasioned  by  the  death  of  Isaac  Friedlauder. 

The  New  Constitution  (Art.  14,  Sec.  1)  provides  that  the  rates  or  compensation  to  be  col- 
lected-by  any  person,  company  or  corporation  in  the  State,  for  the  use  of  water  supplied  to 
any  city  and  county  or  city  or  town,  or  the  inhabitants  thereof,  shall  be  fixed  annually  by 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  or  city  and  county,  or  city  or  town  council,  or  other  governing 
body  of  such  city  and  county  or  city  or  town  by  ordinance  or  otherwise,  in  the  manner  that 
other  ordinances  or  legislative  Acts  or  resolutions  are  passed  by  such  body,  and  shall  con- 
tinue in  force  for  one  year  and  no  longer, 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  power  so  to  fix  the  rates  or  compensation  may  by  the  Consti- 
tution be  delegated  to  the  "governing  body"  of  the  municipality — in  this  case  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors.  That  being  conceded,  then  the  mode  provided  by  the  section  of  the 
Constitution  above  referred  to  is  the  exclusive  mode  for  the  fixing  of  the  rates  or  compen- 
sation, unless  by  virtue  of  the  p  ssage  of  the  Act  of  April  22d,  1858,  and  the  action  thereun- 
der had  or  taken,  a  contract  was  created  by  and  between  the  corporation  on  the  one  part, 
and  the  State  or  the  city  and  county  on  the  other  part,  which  is  protected  by  the  provisions 
of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  which  forbids  the  passage  of  any  law  impairing 
the  obligation  of  a  contract.  (Constitution  U.  S.,  Art.  1,  Sec.  10.) 
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At  the  time  of  the  formation  of  the  corporation  plaintiff,  and  at  the  passage  of  the  Act 
of  April  22,  1858,  and  from  thence  to  the  present  time,  the  Constitution  provided  that 
"  corporations  may  be  formed  under  general  laws,  but  shall  not  be  created  by  special  Act, 
except  for  municipal  purposes."  (Constitution  of  1849,  Art.  4,  Sec.  31.)  And  the  section 
further  provides  that  "  all  general  laws  and  special  Acts,  passed  pursuant  to  this  section, 
may  be  altered  from  time  to  time  or  repealed." 

The  present  Constitution  contains  provisions  which  are  substantially  the  same  as  those 
above  cited,  so  far  as  respects  the  question  in  hand.  (Art.  12,  Sec.  1.) 

The  Supreme  Court  of  this  State,  in  case  of  San  Francisco  vs.  Spring  Valley  Water 
Works,  48  Gal.,  493,  construed  the  first  sentence  of  Section  31,  Article  4,  above  recited. 
The  Act  of  April  22,  1858,  known  as  the  "  Ensign  Act,"  was  involved  in  that  case.  The 
Act  provided,  among  other  things,  for  the  laying  down  of  water  pipes,  for  the  supply  of 
water  for  certain  purposes,  and  for  the  mode  of  fixing  the  rates  to  be  charged  for  water. 

The  Court  held  that  all  of  those  provisions  were  provisions  for  the  formation  of  a  corpo- 
ration, and  came  within  the  inhibition  of  the  first  sentence  of  the  above  recited  section  of 
the  Constitution,  that  provisions  of  the  character  of  those  contained  in  that  Act  were  not 
valid  unless  they  were  general  laws  applicable  to  all  corporations  of  that  character.  That 
construction  was  approved  and  adopted  by  the  Court  in  several  other  cases.  (Waterloo 
Turnpike  Co.  vs.  Cole,  51  Cal.,  381;  Omnibus  R.  B.  Co.  vs.  Baldwin,  No.  7,405,  filed  Dec.  15, 
1880.)  Provisions  of  that  kind — such  as  a  provision  for  fixing  the  rates  to  be  charged  for 
water— being,  as  was  said  in  the  case  cited  from  48  Cal.,  493,  provisions  by  which  corpora- 
tions are  formed,  are  of  necessity  subject  to  the  second  clause  of  that  section  of  the  Con- 
stitution, "  all  general  laws  and  special  Actb  parsed  pursuant  to  this  section  may  be  altered 
from  time  to  time  or  repealed." 

From  this  construction  it  necessarily  results  that  the  fourth  section  of  the  Act  of  April 
22,  1858,  for  the  incorporation  of  water  companies  might  at  any  time  be  amended  or  re- 
pealed. If  the  section  might  at  any  time  be  repealed,  it  cannot  be  said  that  its  provisions 
constitute  in  any  just  sense  a  contract  between  the  State  and  any  particular  water  company, 
or  all  the  water  companies  formed  or  to  be  formed  in  the  State. 

Each  company,  upon  its  formation,  took  such  powers,  rights  and  privileges  as  the  Leg- 
islature had  conferred  upon  that  class  of  corporations,  and  then  was  and  during  its  exist- 
ence continued  to  be  subject  to  the  exercise  of  the  power  reserved  to  the  Legislature  by 
the  Constitution  to  amend  or  repeal  any  law  under  which  it  was  formed,  or  which  was  ap- 
plicable to  it  as  a  corperation. 

The  passage  of  the  law  in  question  was  but  the  exercise  of  legislative  power  by  virtue  of 
the  express  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  and  if  such  a  law  be  held  to  be  a  contract,  the 
Legislature  would,  in  effect,  be  precluded  from  amending  any  law  relating  to  the  organ- 
ization of  corporations  which  might  affect  existing  corporations. 

If  the  Legislature  may  provide  a  new  mode  by  which  rates  for  water  may  be  fixed  and 
make  the  same  applicable  to  existing  corporations,  and  the  decisions  above  referred  to 
clearly  sustain  that  power,  then  there  can  be  no  room  for  doubt  that  a  new  or  different 
mode  may  be  provided  by  the  Constitution. 

If  the  position  be  tenable  that  the  law,  together  with  the  organization  of  a  company  and 

he  fixing  of  the  rates  by  the  Commissioners  as  provided  for  by  that  law,  amounts  to  a 
contract,  it  is  impossible  to  see  how  laws  providing  for  the  fixing  of  rates  of  tolls  for  fer- 
ries, bridges  and  turnpike  roads  would  not  also  become  contracts,  and  thus  be  incapable  of 
amendment  by  the  legislative  power  of  the  State. 

There  would  appear  to  be  no  just  ground  for  the  position  that  the  Constitution  is  appli- 
cable to  companies  thereafter  formed,  but  has  no  application  to  those  in  existence  at  the 
adoption  of  the  Constitution.  The  section  under  consideration  (Sec.  1,  Art.  14)  declares 
that  "the  use  of  all  water  now  appropriated,  or  that  may  hereafter  be  appropriated,  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  a  public  use,  and  subject  to  the  regulations  and  control  of  the  State, 
in  the  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  law,"  and  the  manner  in  which  the  rates  or  compensa- 
tion are  te  be  fixed  is  contained  in  a  proviso  to  the  above  cited  clause;  and  the  proviso 
must,  by  every  rule  of  construction,  be  applicable  to  all  the  matter  contained  in  the  pre-

ceding  clause — that  is,  the  rates  are  to  be  fixed  in  the  prescribed  manner  for  water  now  ap- 
propriated as  well  as  that  hereafter  appropriated. 

Wherever  the  Constitution  provides  that  the  law  under  which  a  corporation  is  formed 
may  be  amended  or  repealed,  persons  who  avail  themselves  of  a  law  for  the  formation  ef 
a  corporation  cannot  be  heard  to  say  that  an  amendment  of  the  law  divests  vested  rights. 
It  would  not  be  contended  that  the  law  could  be  so  amended  or  its  amendments  so  con- 
strued as  to  destroy  rights  in  property,  but  it  cannot  be  affirmed  that  a  corporation  has 
any  vested  right  of  property  in  the  mode  of  the  selection  of  the  officers  who  are  to  perform 
duties  of  the  character  of  those  mentioned  in  the  fourth  section  of  that  Act.  In  this  re- 
spect  the  corporation  possesses  no  other  or  better  right  than  it  does  to  have  the  laws  for 
the  exercise  of  the  power  of  eminent  domain  remain  unchanged,  claiming  them  to  amount 
to  contracts  or  as  conferring  vested  rights. 

In  the  one  case  as  well  as  the  other  the  Legislature  possesses  plenary  power,  except  where 
the  Constitution  has  prescribed  a  particular  mode  for  its  exercise.  There  would  seem  to 
be  no  valid  objection  to  the  provisions  of  Sec.  1  Art.  14,  which  prescribes  the  mode  in 
which  the  rates  for  the  use  of  water  are  to  be  fixed,  and  that  mode  was  evidently  intended 
to  be  the  exclusive  mode,  and  it  is  applicable  to  this  as  well  as  to  any  other  company,  corpo- 
ration or  person. 

Should  the  rates  be  so  fixed  as  to  materially  injure  or  destroy  the  corporation  or  the 
value  of  its  property,  there  would  be  just  ground  of  complaint  of  the  rates  as  fixed;  but 
that  would  afford  no  ground  for  saying  that  the  people  in  their  sovereign  capacity  had  no 
right  to  commit  that  power  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  or  other  governing  body  of  the 
municipality. 

We  are,  therefore,  of  opinion  that  it  is  not  your  duty  to  take  action  in  the  matter  of 
filling  the  vacancy  in  the  Board  of  Water-rate  Commissioners  occasioned  by  the  death  of 
Isaac  Friedlander.  Respectfully,

The  Committee  on  Water  and  Water  Supplies  presented  the  following  re- 
port, recommending  that  all  proceedings  with  a  view  of  determining  the  water 
rates  to  be  established,  be  had  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  to- wit: 

To  the  Hon.  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

GENTLEMEN— Your  Committee  on  Water  and  Water  Supplies,  who  were  empowered  by 
Resolution  No.  15,061,  to  inquire  into  and  report  to  the  Board  such  rates  or  compensation 
as  it  may  determine  to  be  proper  to  be  collected  by  any  person,  company  or  corporation 
engaged  in  the  business  of  supplying  water  to  the  City  and  County  or  its  inhabitants,  for 
such  action  on  the  part  of  the  Board  as  required  by  Article  14  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
State,  would  respectfully  report  that  this  matter  of  establishing  rates  is  paramount  to  any 
other  question  to  be  considered  by  this  Board  in  its  importance  to  the  people  and  to  the 
corporation  at  present  engaged  in  the  supply  of  water.  Viewed  as  it  can  be  in  no  other 
light,  it  is  the  opinion  of  your  Committee  that  its  consideration  should  not  be  confined  to 
any  particular  committee,  but  that  the  Board  should  take  up  this  subject  in  Committee  of 
the  Whole,  so  that  the  fullest  investigation  and  inquiry  can  be  made  to  secure  by  intelli- 
gent action  just,  fair  and  equitable  water  rates. 

This  mode  of  procedure  appears  to  be  in  consonance  with  the  views  of  the  members,  as 
the  necessity  for  a  thorough  investigation  seemed  to  be  very  ably  and  eloquently  expressed 
at  a  meeting  of  your  honorable  Board  by  Supervisor  Fraser,  who  presented  an  Order  for 
establishing  water  rates.  The  same  views  seemed  to  be  expressed  in  the  resolution  offered 
by  Supervisor  Schottler,  which  recited  it  to  be  the  duty  and  the  desire  of  the  Board  to  give 
an  opportunity  to  all  water  rate  payers  and  to  all  parties  interested,  to  impart  such  infor- 
mation as  they  may  have  concerning  water  rates. 
Your  Committee,  therefore,  feeling  impressed  with  the  importance  of  this  question,  be- 
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lieve  it  to  be  the  desire  of  the  Board,  as  it  is  their  duty,  to  hear  all  that  may  be  adduced 
on  this  important  Subject,  so  that  each  member  may  be  enabled  to  draw  his  own  conclu- 
sions as  to  the  water  rate  to  be  fixed  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30th,  1882,  and  thereby 
avoid  any  action  based  upon  the  report  of  a  committee;  for,  with  the  evidence  presented 
before  them,  they  will  be  able  to  intelligently  consider,  and  form  their  own  conclusions 
based  upon  the  facts,  and  in  that  mode  secure  what  is  equally  fair  and  just  to  the  con- 
sumer and  the  company  engaged  in  supplying  water. 

This  duty  is,  in  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  imperative,  and  ought  to  be  adjusted  on 
a  fair  and  equitable  basis,  for  in  the  performance  of  that  duty  the  public  will  hold  every 
member  responsible  for  his  individual  action;  and  therefore  it  is  incumbent  upon  each 
member  beyond  any  controversy  to  assist  in  such  an  investigation  as  will  enable  him  to 
vindicate  intelligently  whatever  action  he  may  consider  proper  to  take  on  this  question. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  report  back  to  the  Board  the  Order  introduced  by  Supervisor 
Fraser  fixing  water  ratea,  and  the  Resolution  introduced  by  Supervisor  Schottler  in  refer- 
ence to  the  manner  of  ascertaining  the  facts  in  connection  with  the  water  rates  to  be  estab- 
lished, and  recommend  a  reference  of  the  whole  subject  matter  to  a  Committee  of  the 
Whole  to  be  organized  for  that  purpose.  CHAS.  A.  BAYLY,

On  February  28th,  1881,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  a  unani- 
mous vote: 

RESOLUTION  No.  15,071.     (New  Series  J 

Resolved,  That  this  Board  will,  from  time  to  time,  resolve  itself  into  a  Committee  of  the 
Whole,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  and  determining  the  water  rates  to  be  charged  and 
collected  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1882.  And  all  rate-payers  and  persons  in- 
terested are  invited  to  be  present,  so  that  this  Board  may  act  intelligently  in  fixing  said 
rates. 

The  Supreme  Court,  on  June  6,  1881,  filed  the  following  decision  in  the 
matter  of  the  application  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Works  for  a  Writ  of 
Mandate  to  compel  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the 
death  of  Isaac  Friedlander  in  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners,  under  the 
Act  of  the  Legislature  of  1858,  providing  for  the  incorporation  of  water  com- 
panies:

THE  BOARD  OP  SUPERVISORS  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO,    ) 

The  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  was  organized  June  19,  1858,  under  an  act  of  the  Leg- 
islature passed  April  22,  1858. 

Object  of  its  incorporation  was,  according  to  its  certificate  of  incorporation,  "  to  intro. 
duce  into  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  pure  fresh  water,  for  the  purpose  of  fur- 
nishing it  to  the  city  and  its  inhabitants;  and,  in  connection  therewith,  to  transact  all  such 
business  as  might  be  necessary,  proper  and  consistent  with  the  laws  and  Constitution  of  the 
State  of  California." 
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In  January,  1878 — nearly  twenty  years  after  its  incorporation — it  seems  to  have  availed 
itself  of  the  provisions  of  section  4  of  the  act  of  its  incorporation,  to  appoint  two  Commis- 
sioners, who,  with  two  others  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and 
County,  selected  a  fifth,  and  these  constituted  a  Board  of  Commissioners,  whose  duty  it 
was,  under  the  act  of  incorporation,  to  fix  the  rates  to  be  charged  by  the  company  for 
water  supplied  to  customers.  After  its  organization  the  Board  fixed  a  tariff  of  rates  to  take 
effect  June  1, 1878,  and  to  remain  in  force  for  one  year  and  until  new  rates  were  estab- 
lished. 

In  July,  1878,  a  vacancy  occurred  in  the  Board  by  the  death  of  one  of  its  members,  who 
had  been  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  The  vacancy  has  never  been  filled,  and 
now,  nearly  three  years  after  the  vacancy  occurred,  the  company  applies  for  a  writ  of  man- 
date to  compel  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  appoint  a  new  Commissioner. 

Mandamus  lies  only  when  there  is  a  clear  legal  right  to  have  a  specific  thing  done  by  a 
public  tribunal  or  officer,  upon  whom  the  law  has  imposed  the  duty  of  doing  it.  Under  its 
charter  the  company  ha  <•  aright  to  have  water  rates  fixed  by  a  Board  of  Commissioners,  and 
the  duty  of  appointing  two  of  them  was  imposed  by  the  law  upon  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 
But  the  law  which  imposed  that  duty  was  changed  by  Section  1  of  Article  XIV  of  the  Con- 
stitution, which  provides  that  "  the  rates  or  compensation  to  be  collected  by  any  person, 
company  or  corporation  in  this  State,  for  the  use  of  water  supplied  to  any  city  and  county 
or  city  or  town,  or  the  inhabitants  thereof,  shall  be  fixed  annually,  by  the  board  of  super- 
pervisdrs,  or  city  and  county  or  city  or  town  council,  or  other  governing  body  of  such  city 
and  county  or  city  or  town,  by  ordinance  or  otherwise,  in  the  mannerthat  other  ordinances 
or  legislative  acts  or  resolutions  are  passed  by  such  body,  and  shall  continue  in  force  for 
one  year  and  no  longer."  And  by  Section  1,  Article  XXII  of  the  Constitution,  it  was  or- 
dained, "  that  the  provisions  of  all  laws  which  are  inconsistent  with  this  Constitution  shall 
cease  xipon  the  adoption  thereof,  except  that  all  laws  which  are  inconsistent  with  such 
provisions  of  the  Constitution  as  require  legislation  to  enforce  them,  shall  remain  in  full 
force  until  July  1, 1880,  unless  sooner  altered  or  repealed  by  the  Legislature." 

Section  1,  Article  XIV  of  the  Constitution  has  been  enforced  by  appropriate  legislation. 
It  has,  therefore,  struck  null  that  provision  of  section  4  of  the  act  under  which  the  com- 
pany organized,  for  the  appointment  of  commissioners  and  the  determination  of  water 
rates  by  the  board  of  such  commissioners.  Water  rates  must  be  fixed  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  1881,  and  not  by  a  board  of  commis- 
sioners appointed  under  the  act  of  1858,  unless  it  be  that  the  first  section  of  Article  XIV  of 
the  Constitution  contravenes  the  tenth  section  of  Article  I  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Uni- 
ted States,  which  prohibits  a  State  from  impairing  the  obligation  of  a  contract,  and  that  is 
the  ground  taken  by  the  company. 

The  Act  of  1858,  under  which  the  Company  organized,  is  its  charter,  and  it  may  be  con- 
ceded that  the  charter  of  a  corporation,  when  accepted  by  the  corporators,  is  a  contract 
between  them  and  the  State,  that  the  powers,  privileges  and  franchises  granted  shall  not 
be  restrained,  controlled  or  destroyed  without  their  consent.  (Dartmouth  College  Case, 
4th  Wheat.,  709 ;  Pennsylvania  College  Cases,  13  Wall.,  709) .  That  must  be  so,  unless  it  has 
been  otherwise  provided  in  the  contract  itself.  But  the  Company  obtained  its  charter 
under  a  section  of  the  Constitution  of  1849,  which  authorized  the  formation  of  corpora- 
tions under  general  laws,  and  reserved  to  the  State  the  power  of  altering  such  laws  from 
time  to  time,  or  repealing  them.  As  part  of  the  organic  law  of  the  State,  this  provision 
entered  into  the  contract  between  the  Company  and  the  State,  and  when  the  corporation- 
accepted  the  charter  of  the  Company,  under  the  general  law  of  1858,  they  consented  to 
take  it,  subject  to  the  exercise  of  the  powers  reserved  by  the  State.  As  a  crealure  of  the 
State,  it  was  bound  by  any  laws  passed  by  its  creator  in  the  exercise  of  powers,  inherent 
or  reserved.  "  But,"  as  has  been  said  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  "  the 
power  of  alteration  and  amendment  is  not  without  limit;  the  alterations  must  be  reason- 
able; they  must  be  made  in  good  faith,  and  be  consistent  with  the  scope  and  object  of  the 
act  of  incorporation.  Sheer  oppression  and  wrong  cannot  be  inflicted  under  the  guise  of 
amendment  or  alteration.  Beyond  the  sphere  of  the  reserved  powers,  the  vested  rights  of 
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property  of  corporations,  in  such  cases,  are  surrounded  by  the  same  sanctions,  and  are  as 
inviolable  as  in  other  cases."  (Shields  vs.  Ohio,  95  U.  S.,  325.) 

The  question,  therefore  remains,  whether,  in  ordaining,  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
shall  annually  fix  the  rates  to  be  charged  by  the  Company  for  water  furnished  to  con- 
sumers, the  State  has  in  any  way  impaired  the  charter  of  the  corporation,  or  destroyed  or 
impaired  any  vested  right  of  property  acquired  under  it. 

By  the  charter  there  was  granted  to  the  Company  the  right  or  franchise  of  distributing 
water  through  its  pipes  or  mains  to  any  part  of  the  city,  and  selling  it  to  consumers  at 
prices  to  be  fixed  by  public  agents.  Assuming  that  non-interference  with  the  rights  of  the 
grant,  or  of  property  acquired  under  it,  and  the  appointment  of  agents  to  establish  the 
rates  between  the  Company  and  the  public,  were  obligations  which  were  binding  upon  the 
State,  and  that  the  Company,  on  its  part,  cajne  under  an  obligation  to  furnish  v«-ater  to  the 
City  of  San  Francisco,  in  case  of  great  necessity,  "  free  of  charge,"  and  to  the  inhabitants 
thereof  at  prices  to  be  established  by  public  agents,  there  was  such  a  contract  between  the 
Company  and  the  State  as  could  not  be  violated  by  either  of  the  parties  to  it.  But  it  will 
be  observed  that  neither  the  power  of  fixing  water  rates,  nor  of  appointing  the  agents  for 
that  purpose,  was  granted  to  the  Company.  If  it  was  within  the  power  of  the  State  to 
delegate  either  of  those  powers  to  a  corporation  or  individual,  it  was  not  done  by  any  of  the 
laws  under  which  the  Company  was  incorporated.  A  privilege  was  given  to  the  Company 
to  participate,  to  a  certain  extent,  in  the  selection  of  the  agents  who  were  to  constitute  the 
Board  for  determining  the  rates;  but  the  privilege  was  subordinate  to  the  powers  reserved 
by  the  State  for  regulating,  between  the  corporation  and  the  public,  the  use  of  water  fur- 
nished to  the  public,  by  the  appointment  of  agents  to  fix  the  rates  to  be  charged  for  it,  and 
the  Company,  under  its  contract  with  the  State,  held  the  privilege  subject  at  all  times  to 
any  laws  which  might  be  passed  by  the  State  in  the  exercise  of  its  powers  of  regulation 
and  appointment.  Such  powers  were  not  granted  to  the  Company.  They  could  not  have 
been  granted.  As  governmental  powers,  it  was  not  in  the  power  of  the  Legislature  to 
bargain  them  away  to  corporations  or  individuals.  "  Such  powers,"  says  Mr.  Greenleaf  in 
his  edition  of  '  Cruise  on  Real  Property,'  vol.  2,  p.  67,  "  are  intrusted  to  the  Legislature  to 
be  exercised,  not  to  be  bartered  away;  and  it  is  indispensable  that  each  Legislature  should 
assemble  with  the  same  measure  of  sovereign  power  which  was  held  by  its  predecessors. 
Any  act  of  the  Legislature  disabling  itself  from  the  future  exercise  of  powers  intrusted  to 
it  for  the  public  good  must  be  void,  being  in  effect  a  covenant  to  desert  its  paramount  duty 
to  the  whole  people." 

In  exercising  the  powers  of  regulating  the  use  of  property  of  a  corporation  which  has 
been  devoted  to  public  use,  and  the  appointment  of  agents  for  the  performance  of  a  duty 
between  the  corporation  and  the  public,  the  State  may  allow  the  corporation  to  participate 
in  the  selection  of  the  agents,  or  it  may  select  any  of  the  corporators  of  the  corporation  to 
act  in  connection  with  other  agents.  But  in  so  doing,  it  does  it  ex  mera  gratia.  By  mak- 
ing such  appointments  the  State  does  not  incur  any  obligation  to  continue  them,  nor  the 
mode  of  appointing  agents.  It  may  change  the  mode  by  which  appointments  shall  be 
made.  It  may  discharge  at  any  time  those  who  have  been  appointed,  and  appoint  others 
in  any  mode  it  sees  fit.  The  power  of  the  State  over  its  agents  or  officers  is  unlimited, 
except  by  constitutional  limitations.  In  the  absence  of  any  constitutional  prohibition,  or 
affirmative  provision,  fixing  the  term  of  office  of  any  officer,  or  his  compensation,  the  Leg- 
islature may  change  such  term  or  compensation  even  while  the  officer  is  in  office.  (People 
vs.  Dickenson,  27  Cal.,  470.  In  re  Bulger,  45  Id.,  553.) 

Changing  the  agents  by  which  a  thing  is  to  be  done,  which  a  corporation  is  entitled  to 
have  done,  does  not  interfere  with  the  enjoyment  of  the  right  itself.  The  right  still  exists, 
and  is  recognized  and  protected  by  law,  although  a  different  agency  may  be  appointed  for 
the  performance  of  the  duty  upon  which  the  right  rests.  The  change  in  the  agency  does 
not  diminish  the  duty,  nor  impair  the  right.  In  the  constitutional  amendment  there  was, 
therefore,  no  diminution  of  the  duty  assumed  by  the  State,  and  no  interference  with  the 
rights  of  the  Company  under  its  charter.  A  privilege  of  participating  in  the  selection  of 
agents  for  the  performance  of  a  public  duty  between  it  and  the  public  has  been  taken  away ; 
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but  that  privilege  was  in  no  sense  a  part  of  the  contract  between  it  and  the  State.  The 
State  was  not  under  any  obligation  to  continue  it,  or  to  make  it  co-existent  with  the  grant 
of  the  charter.  As  a  mere  privilege,  the  Company  held  it  subject  to  the  retained  powers  of 
the  State,  in  the  exercise  of  which,  it  was  liable,  at  any  time,  to  be  modified  or  annulled. 
By  the  constitutional  amendment  the  State  has  annulled  it;  but  in  doing  so,  it  has  not  in- 
terfered with  the  charter  of  the  Company,  or  disturbed  any  rights  of  property  acquired 
under  it,  or  obstructed  the  Company  in  the  enjoyment  of  any  of  those  rights.  The  rights 
and  duties  of  the  Company  and  of  the  State,  arising  out  of  the  charter,  are  left  intact  and 
unimpaired.  No  property,  tangible  or  intangible,  of  the  Company  has  been  interfered 
with.  The  water  which  it  is  engaged  as  a  business  in  selling  to  the  public  is  regarded  and 
protected  by  law  as  its  property;  but,  as  property,  which  has  been  devoted  to  the  use  of  the 
public,  it  is  subject  to  the  regulation  and  control  of  the  State,  and  the  State,  while  it  has 
sanctioned  the  use,  has  a  duty  to  discharge  to  the  public  by  regulating  the  use,  as  well  as 
the  powers  and  privileges  of  the  corporation  incidental  to  the  use.  These  things  are  not 
of  the  contract ;  they  appertain  to  the  sovereignty  of  the  State,  and  cannot  be  bargained 
away.  "All  property,"  says  Mr.  Chief  Justice  Waite,  "which  is  affected  with  a  public 
interest  ceases  to  be  a  juris  privati  only,  and  becomes  subject  to  regulation  for  the  public 
benefit;  and  propertyjis  affected  with  a  public  interest  whenever  it  is  devoted  to  such  use 
as  to  make  it  of  public  consequence,  and  to  directly  affect  the  community  at  large."  (Munn 
vs.  Illinois,  94,  U.  S.,  126.) 

It  is  this  use  of  property  invested  in  a  public  business,  and  the  powers  and  duties  of  a 
corporation  incidental  to  it,  which  in  its  relations  to  the  public,  are  always  subject  to  the 
regulation  of  the  State.  Every  corporation  when  it  nccepts  its  charter,  consents  to  this 
regulation  by  the  State ;  and  the  power  of  the  State  to  regulate  the  use  may  be  exercised 
to  almost  any  extent  to  carry  into  effect  the  original  purposes  of  the  grant  and  to  protect 
the  rights  of  the  public  and  of  the  corporators,  or  to  promote  due  administration  of  the 
affairs  of  the  corporation  (Miller  vs.  The  State,  15  Wallace,  311;  Holyoke  Water  Company 
vs.  Lyman,  Id.,  511.) 

Whence  it  results  that,  when  the  State,  by  the  ConstitTitional  amendment  of  IS19,  took 
away  from  the  petitioner  the  privilege  of  participating  in  the  selection  of  public  agents  to 
perform  the  duty,  under  its  charter,  or  fixing  water  rates  between  it  and  the  public,  it  did 
not  interfere  with  any  of  the  vested  rights  of  the  Company,  and  the  exercise  of  its  power 
in  that  respect  cannot  be  regarded  as  an  unconstitutional  act  within  the  prohibition  of  the 
Federal  Constitution. 

The  application  of  the  petitioner  is  therefore  denied.  McKEE,  J.

CONCURRING  OPINIONS. 

I  concur  in  the  judgment.  I  also  concur  in  the  views  of  Mr.  Justice  McKee,  except  as 
to  what  is  said  regarding  the  power  of  the  State,  independent  of  the  provisions  of  the 
State  Constitution,  to  restrain  or  control  franchises  granted  to  corporations,  without  their 
consent,  and  as  to  the  grant  of  a  franchise  constituting  a  contract ;  upon  those  subjects  I 
express  no -opinion. 

MYRICK,  J. 

I  concur  in  the  judgment  and  for  the  most  part  in  what  is  said  in  the  opinion  of  McKee, 
J.,  but  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  right  to  change  the  mode  of  determining  the  rates  to  be 
charged  for  water  furnished,  remained  in  the  Legislature  and  was  never  alienated  by  the 
act  of  1858,  or  any  other  act.  .The  matter  of  fixing  such  rates  is  governmental  and  formed 
no  part  of  any  contract  with  the  (corporation)  petitioner.  The  change  therefore  made  by 
Section  one  (1)  of  Article  XIV,  of  the  present  Constitution,  impaired  no  contract  made 
with  the  corporation,  and  is  not  in  conflict  with  any  provision  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
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United  States.  The  fixing  of  rates  affects  no  right  of  property  in  or  to  the  water  furnished 
consumers.  It  takes  no  water  from  the  corporation,  and  it  deprives  them  of  no  right  to 
sell  water  at  fair  rates.  It  is  not  to  be  presumed  in  advance  either  as  matter  of  law  or 
fact  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  will  not  fix  the  rates  as  fairly  and  justly  to  all  parties 
as  any  Commissioner  selected  under  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  4th 
Section  of  the  act  of  1858.  A  just  and  fair  determination  is  all  that  is  required  or  desired 
by  any  person  or  either  party  to  the  litigation.  The  Board  is  not  required  to  make  other 
than  an  equitable  determination  in  the  matter  submitted  to  it.  We  cannot  perceive  that 
it  can  be  maintained  that  any  right  of  property  of  the  corporation  is  oc  can  be  affected  by 
the  change  made  by  the  present  Constitution  of  the  State. 

In  coming  to  this  conclusion  I  lay  out  o*  view  any  retention  of  power  to  the  Legislature 
as  expressed  in  Article  IV  of  the  Constitution  of  1849.  In  the  view  I  take  of  the  case,  it  is 
unnecessary  to  invoke  that  section  to  sustain  the  conclusion  reached.  It  may,  however, 
fortify  such  conclusion.  The  view  here  expressed  is  in  accordance  with  what  is  said  in 
Stone  vs.  Mississippi,  101,  U.  S.  Rep.,  814.  THORNTON,  J. 


DISSENTING  OPINION. 

I  dissent.  In  the  recent  case  of  Stone  vs.  Mississippi,  reported  in  101  TJ.  S.,  at  page  814, 
Mr.  Chief  Justice  Waite,  delivering  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States,  declared  that  "  it  is  now  too  late  to  contend  that  any  contract  which  a  State 
actually  enters  into  when  granting  a  charter  to  a  private  corporation  is  not  within  the 
protection  of  the  clause  in  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  that  prohibits  States 
from  passing  laws  impairing  the  obligation  of  contracts.  •  *  *  *  *  In  this  connection, 
however,  (proceeds  the  Chief  Justice)  it  is  to  be  kept  in  mind  that  it  is  not  the  charter 
which  is  protected,  tut  only  any  contract  the  charter  may  contain.  If  there  is  no  contract 
there  is  nothing  in  the  grant  on  which  the  Constitution  can  act.  Consequently,  the  first 
inquiry  in  this  class  of  cases  always  is,  whether  a  contract  has  in  fact  been  entered  into, 
and  if  so,  what  its  obligations  are.  *  *  *  The  contracts  which  the  Constitution  protects 
are  those  that  relate  to  property  rights,  not  governmental.  It  is  not  always  easy  to  tell  on 
which  side  of  the  line  which  separates  governmental  from  property  rights  a  particular 
case  is  to  be  put ;  but  in  respect  to  lotteries  (which  was  the  case  there  under  consideration) 
there  can  be  no  difficulty." 

The  language  thus  employed  by  the  Court  presents  the  principles  which  must  govern 
the  case  before  us  in  a  clear  light.  The  first  inquiry  for  us,  therefore,  is,  was  there  ever 
any  contract  between  the"  Spring  Valley  Water  Works  and  the  State,  and  if  so,  what  was  its 
nature?  To  determine  this  question  we  must  look  to  the  law  under  which  the  company 
was  incorporated.  It  was  organized  on  the  19th  of  June,  1858 — its  certificate  of  incorpora- 
tion reciting  that  it  was  formed  "  under  and  in  conformity  with  an  Act  of  the  Legislature 
of  the  State  of  California,  entitled  '  An  Act  to  authorize  George  H.  Ensign  and  other  own- 
ers of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Works  to  lay  down  water  pipes  in  the  public  streets  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,'  passed  April  23, 1858,  and  by  virtue  of  an  Act  of  the 
Legislature  aforesaid,  entitled  '  An  Act  for  the  incorporation  of  water  companies,'  passed 
April  22,  1858,  and  in  conformity  with  such  other  laws,  or  parts  of  laws,  relating  to  the 
formation  of  corporations,  as  are  now  in  force  in  said  State  of  California."  The  certificate 
of  incorporation  further  recites  that  "  the  objects  for  which  said  company  is  formed,  is 
the  introduction  of  pure,  fresh  water  into  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  into 
any  part  thereof,  from  any  point  or  points,  place  or  places,  for  the  purpose  of  supplying 
the  inhabitants  of  said  City  and  County  with  the  same,  and  to  do  and  transact  all  such 
business  relating  thereto  as  may  be  necessary  and  proper;  not,  however,  to  be  inconsistent 
with  the  laws  and  Constitution  of  the  State  of  California." 

It  is  not  necessary  to  make  further  mention  of  the  Ensign  Act,  for  the  reason  that  it  was 
void,  as  was  held  in  San  Francisco  vs.  S.  V.  W.  W.,  48  Cal.,  493. 

The  Act  of  April  22,  1858,  although  entitled  "  An  Act  for  the  incorporation  of  water  com- 
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panies,"  in  reality  contained  within  itself  no  provisions  for  the  incorporation  of  any  com 
pany.  Its  first  section  provided  that  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  April  14,  1853,  for  the  for- 
mation of  corporations  for  certain  purposes  and  the  provisions  of  the  amendatory  Act  of- 
April  30,  1855,  "  shall  extend  to  all  corporations  already  formed,  or  hereafter  to  be  formed' 
under  said  Acts  (that  is,  the  Acts  of  1853  and  1855),  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  any  city 
and  county,  or  any  cities  or  towns  in  this  State,  or  the  inhabitants  thereof,  with  pure, 
fresh  water:"  The  remaining  sections  of  the  Act  of  April  22,  1858,  except  the  last,  relate 
to  certain  rights  and  privileges  conferred,  and  to  certain  obligations  imposed  on  any  com- 
pany  incorporated  for  the  purposes  specified  in  the  first  section;  and  the  last  section  of 
the  Act  is  in  these  words:  "  Any  incorporation  heretofore  formed  for  the  purposes  specified 
in  this  Act  shall  have  the  right  to  reincorporate  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  without 
losing,  forfeiting  or  diminishing  any  of  the  rights,  privileges,  franchises,  or  immunities 
which  they  have  heretofore  lawfully  acquired." 

While  the  section  of  the  Act  of  April  22, 1858,  just  quoted,  as  well  as  its  title,  indicates 
that  it  was  supposed  by  the  Legislature  that  provisions  were  therein  made  for  incorpora- 
tions under  it,  it  will  appear  from  the  Act  itself,  the  substance  of  which  I  have  already 
stated,  that  there  are  no  such  provisions.  Nevertheless,  this  Act  must  be  read  in  connec- 
tion with  those  to  which  it  refers,  namely,  that  of  April  14,  1853,  and  the  amendatory  Act 
of  April  30,  1855,  and  as  a  part  of  the  law  for  the  formation  of  water  companies;  and  while 
the  Spring  Valley  Water  Works  had  to  look  to  the  Act  of  1853  for  the  machinery  by  which 
to  incorporate,  it  was  subject  to  the  burdens  imposed,  and  entitled  to  the  rights  and  priv- 
ileges granted  by  the  Act  of  April  22j  1858. 

Through  apd  by  means  of  that  Act  the  Legislature  of  the  State  said  to  all  of  its  people 
that  all  corporations  formed  under  its  laws  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  any  city  and 
county,  or  any  cities  or  towns  in  the  State,  or  the  inhabitants  thereof,  with  pure,  fresh 
water,  should  be  entitled  to  all  of  the  rights  and  privileges,  and  be  subject  to  all  of  the  du- 
ties and  obligations  therein  prescribed.  Among  those  rights  and  privileges  was  given  the 
power  to  acquire  by  condemnation  property  necessary  for  the  use  of  such  corporations  and 
the  right,  subject  to  the  reasonable  direction  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  or  city  or  town 
authorities,  as  to  the  mode  and  manner  of  exercising  such  right,  to  use  so  much  of  the 
streets,  ways  and  alleys  in  any  town,  city  or  city  and  county,  or  on  any  public  road  therein, 
as  should  be  necessary  for  laying  pipes  for  conducting  water,  etc. 

The  fourth  section,  which  is  the  one  most  material  to  be  considered  in  this  case,  pro- 
vided: "  All  corporations  formed  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  or  claiming  any  of  the 
privileges  of  the  same,  shall  furnish  pure,  fresh  water  to  the  inhabitants  of  such  city  and 
county  or  city  or  town,  for  family  uses,  so  long  as  the  supply  permits,  at  reasonable  rates  and 
without  distinction  of  persons,  upon  proper  demand  therefor,  and  shall  furnish  water  to  the 
extent  of  their  means,  to  such  city  and  county  or  city  or  town,  in  case  of  fire  or  other  great 
necessity,  free  of  charge.  And  the  rates  to  be  charged  for  water  shall  be  determined  by  a 
Board  of  Commissioners,  to  be  selected  as  follows:  Two  by  such  city  and  county  or  city  or 
town  authorities,  and  two  by  the  water  company;  and  in  case  that  four  cannot  agree  to  the 
valuation,  then,  in  that  case,  the  four  shall  choose  a  fifth  person,  and  he  shall  become  a 
member  of  said  Board ;  if  the  four  Commissioners  cannot  agree  upon  a  fifth  then  the  sheriff 
of  the  county  shall  appoint  &uch  fifth  person.  The  decision  of  a  majority  of  said  Board 
shall  determine  the  rates  to  be  charged  for  water  for  one  year,  and  until  new  rates  shall  be 
established.  The  Board  of  Supervisors,  or  the  proper  city  or  town  authorities,  may  pre- 
scribe such  other  proper  rules  relating  to  the  delivery  of  water,  not  inconsistent  with  this 
Act  and  the  laws  and  Constitution  of  this  State." 

By  incorporating  and  availing  itself  of  the  privileges  of  this  Act,  the  Spring  Valley  Water 
Company  became  bound,  among  other  things,  to  furnish  water  to  the  extent  of  its  means, 
to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  in  case  of  fire  or  other  great  necessity,  free  of 
charge,  and  it  has  already  been  determined  by  this  Court  that  the  words  "  other  great  ne- 
cessity "  include  all  water  necessary  for  sprinkling  streets,  watering  public  squares  and 
parks,  for  flushing  sewers  and  for  all  like  purposes  beneficial  to  the  public.  But  why  was 
the  company  bound  to  furnish  its  water  for  such  purposes  free  of  charge  ?  Simply  because 
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by  accepting  the  offer  held  out  by  the  Act  of  1858,  and  incorporating  and  availing  itself  of 
its  privileges,  it  agreed— contracted— to  do  so,  and  was  bound  by  the  terms  of  the  contract. 
By  the  exercise  of  no  governmental  power  of  which  I  am  aware  could  the  Spring  Valley 
Water  Works  be  compelled  to  furnish  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  with  water 
free  of  charge  for  any  purpose.  That  obligation  could,  and  did,  only  arise  out  of  the  con- 
tract. But  the  contract  did  not  end  there ;  for  by  it  the  company  also  bound  itself,  and  be- 
came entitled,  to  furnish  pure,  fresh  water  to  such  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  City  and 
County  as  should  wish  to  take  it,  so  long  as  the  supply  should  permit,  for  family  uses,  at 
reasonable^rates  and  without  distinction  of  persons,  upon  proper  demand  therefor— the 
rates  to  be  charged  for  water  so  furnished  to  be  fixed,  however,  in  the  manner  specified  in 
the  Act.  This  right  was  a  part,  and  the  principal  part,  of  the  consideration  the  company 
received  for  its  agreement  to  furnish  the  City  and  County  with  water  for  the  purposes 
mentioned  free  of  charge. 

The  manner  of  fixing  the  rates  was  as  much  a  part  of  the  agreement  between  the  com- 
pany and  the  State  as  was  the  agreement  to  furnish  the  public  water  for  certain  purposes 
free  of  charge.  Both,  as  I  understand  it,  rested  tipon  contract,  and  upon  contract  alone — 
the  one  as  much  as  the  other,  and  both  relating  to  property  rights— to  the  terms  upon 
which  the  company  should  sell  and  dispose  of  the  water  it  owned. 

But  it  is  said  that  the  manner  of  fixing  the  rates  to  be  charged  by  the  company  for  water 
furnished  the  inhabitants  of  the  City  and  County,  prescribed  by  the  Act  of  1858,  has  been 
changed  by  Section  1  of  Article  XIV  of  the  New  Constitution,  which  is  in  these  words: 

"  The  use  of  all  water  now  appropriated,  or  that  may  be  hereafter  appropriated,  for  sale, 
rental,  or  distribution,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  piiblic  use,  and  subject  to  the  control  of 
the  State,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law ;  provided,  that  the  rates  or  compensation  to  be 
collected  by  any  person,  company  or  corporation  in  this  State  for  the  use  of  water  supplied 
to  any  city  and  county  or  city  or  town,  or  the  inhabitants  thereof,  shall  be  fixed  annually 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  or  city  and  county,  or  city  or  town  council,  or  other  govern- 
ing body  of  such  city  and  county,  or  city  or  town,  by  ordinance  or  otherwise,  in  the  man- 
ner that  other  ordinances  or  legislative  Acts  or  resolutions  are  passed  by  such  body,  and 
shall  continue  in  force  for  one  year  and  no  longer.  Such  ordinances  or  resolutions  shall 
be  passed  in  the  month  of  February  of  each  year,  and  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of 
July  thereafter.  Any  Board  or  body  failing  to  pass  the  necessary  ordinances  or  resolutions 
fixing  water  rates  where  necessary,  within  such  time,  shall  be  subject  to  peremptory  pro- 
cess to  compel  action  at  the  suit  of  any  party  interested,  and  shall  be  liable  to  such  other 
processes  and  penalties  as  the  Legislature  may  prescribe.  Any  person,  company  or  corpo- 
ration collecting  water  rates  in  any  city  and  county,  or  city  or  town  in  this  State,  otherwise 
than  as  so  established,  shall  forfeit  the  franchise  and  water  works  of  such  person,  company 
or  corporation  to  the  city  and  county,  or  city  or  town,  where  the  same  are  collected,  for  the 
public  use." 

If,  as-  is  said  in  the  prevailing  opinion,  the  provisions  of  this  section  of  the  New  Consti- 
tution have  struck  null  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  1858  relating  to  the  fixing  of  the  rates 
to  be  charged  for  water  furnished  the  inhabitants  of  the  City  and  County,  I  am  unable  to 
see  why  it  has  not  also  struck  null  those  provisions  of  that  Act  requiring  the  company  to 
furnish  the  City  and  County  with  water,  for  the  purposes  therein  mentioned,  free  of  charge. 
The  one  is  as  much  a. part  of  the  contract  between  the  State  and  the  company  as  the  other. 
If  there  was  a  contract  between  the  State  and  the  company  at  all  (and  I  iinderstand  the 
prevailing  opinion  to  proceed  upon  the  theory  that  there  was)  I  know  of  no  ground  for  say- 
ing that  the  clause  relating  to  the  fixing  of  rates  to  be  charged  for  the  water  furnished  by 
the  company  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  City  and  County  was  not  apart  of  that  contract.  In 
my  opinion  it  was  a  most  material  part  of  it,  providing  as  it  did  for  fixing  the  amount  of 
money  the  company  should  receive  for  its  water. 

If  the  above  cited  provision  of  the  new  Constitution  affects  this  contract  at  all,  I  see  no 
escape  from  the  conclusion  that  the  Spring  Valley  Company  is  thereby  relieved  from  the 
necessity  of  furnishing  the  city  and  county  with  any  water,  for  any  purpose,  free  of 
charge;  because  if  the  contract  relating  to  the  furnishing  of  water  by  the  Company  is 
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vitiated  in  part,  it  is  vitiated  altogether,  and  because  the  Constitution  declares  "  that  the 
rates  or  compensation  to  be  collected  by  any  person,  company  or  corporation  in  this  State 
for  the  use  of  water  supplied  to  any  city  and  county,  or  city  or  to\vn,  or  to  the  inhabitants 
thereof,  shall  be  fixed,  annually,  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  or  city  and  county,  or  city  or 
town  council,  or  other  governing  body  of  such  city  and  county,  or  city  or  town,  by  ordin- 
ance or  otherwise,  in  the  manner  that  other  ordinances  or  legislative  acts  or  resolutions  are 
passed  by  such  body,  and  shall  continue  in  force  for  one  year  and  no  longer."  There  is  in 
this  provision  no  exception  of  any  character,  but  its  language  is  general  and  sweeping.  In 
my  opinion,  however,  this  provision  of  the  Constitution  does  not  in  any  way  affect  the 
contract  by  which  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Works  bound  itself  to  furnish  the  city  and 
county  of  San  Francisco  with  water,  for  certain  purposes,  free  of  charge,  and  by  which  it 
became  entitled  to  have  the  rates  to  be  charged  for  water  furnished  the  inhabitants  of  the 
city  and  county  fixed  as  prescribed  in  the  act  of  1858,  for  the  reason  that  it  is  one  of  those 
relating  to  property  rights — to  the  amount  the  Company  should  be  paid  for  the  property 
it  owned — and  therefore  comes  within  the  protection  of  that  clause  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States  that  prohibits  States  from  passing  laws  impairing  the  obligation  of  con- 
tracts. The  ground  upon  which  it  is  sought  to  make  the  provisions  of  the  present  Con- 
stitution apply  to,  and  consequently  control,  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  1858  in  the  par- 
ticular mentioned  is,  that  at  the  time  that  act  was  adopted,  and  at  the  time  the  Spring 
Valley  Water  Works  incorporated,  there  was  a  provision  in  the  then  existing  Constitution 
providing  that:  "  Corporations  may  be  formed  under  general  laws,  but  shall  not  be  created 
by  special  act,  except  for  municipal  purposes.  All  general  laws  and  special  acts  passed 
pursuant  to  this  section  may  be  altered  from  time  to  time,  or  repealed,"  and  that  by  reason 
of  the  power  thus  reserved  to  the  State,  it  was  competent  for  the  law-making  power  to 
alter,  amend  or  repeal  the  provision  in  question  here. 

"  No  one.  I  presume,  will  dispute  the  general  proposition  that  the  charter  of  a  corporation 
is  subject  to  the  reserved  power  in  the  State  to  alter  or  amend  or  repeal  at  any  time  any  of 
its  provisions,  subject  to  the  limitation,  however,  that  such  alteration  or  amendment  must 
be  reasonable,  and  consistent  with  the  scope  and  object  of  the  act  of  incorporation. 
(Shields  vs.  Ohio,  95  U.  S.,  325;  Sinking  Fund  Cases,  99  U.  S.,  720.)  Nor  the  proposition 
that  one  Legislature  cannot  irrevocably  bargain  away  any  of  its  governmental  powers, 
such,  for  example,  as  the  right  of  eminent  domain  provided  for  in  the  second  section  of 
the  act  of  1858.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is  just  as  clear  that  the  Legislature  may  contract 
with  a  private  corporation  concerning  the  property  of  such  corporation,  and  that  such  a 
contract  may  be  contained  in  the  charter  of  the  corporation,  and  when  made  becomes  a 
vested  right  and  beyond  the  reach  of  subsequent  legislation.  (Stone  us.  Mississippi,  101 
U.  S.,  817,  820;  Cooley's  Const.  Lim.,  4  ed.,  p.  347;  Commonwealth  vs.  Essex  Co.,  13  Gray, 
253;  Sage  vs.  Dillard,  15  B.  Munroe,  Ky.,  349.)  Of  this  latter  character,  in  my  opinion, 
was  the  contract  before  us  in  the  present  case.  Therefore,  in  my  view,  it  becomes  un- 
necessary to  inquire  whether  a  change  in  the  provision  of  the  act  of  1858,  securing  to  the 
Water  Company  reasonable  rates  for  water  furnished  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  and 
county,  to  be  fixed  by  a  commission,  in  the  appointment  of  which  the  Company  should 
have  a  voice,  to  such  rates  as  the  "  Board  of  Supervisors  *  *  *  *  *  or  other 
governing  body  of  such  city  and  county  "should  fix  (without  limitation  or  qualification), 
and  coupled  with  the  condition  that  if  the  Company  should  collect  any  water  rates  other- 
wise than  as  so  established,  it  should  forfeit  its  franchise  and  water  works— its  reservoirs  and 
pipes  and  water— to  the  city  and  county,  for  the  use  of  the  public,  would  be  a  reasonable 
amendment  to  the  law  and  so  permissible  under  the  reserved  power  of  the  State.  It  seems 
to  me  it  would  be  stretching  the  reserved  power  almost,  if  not  quite,  beyond  limit,  if  this 
can  be  done.  However,  it  is  not  necessary,  in  my  view  of  the  case,  to  express  any  opinion 
upon  that  question.  For  the  reasons  already  stated  I  am  constrained  to  diesent  from  the 
judgment  of  my  associates. 

I  think  the  petitioner  entitled  to  the  writ  prayed  for,  and  that  it  ought  to  be  granted.

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On  June  6th,  1881,  the  Board  resumed  consideration  of  the  water  question, 
the  following  Order  providing  for  establishing  Water  Rates  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30th,  1882,  was  passed  for  printing  on  that  date,  Supervisors 
Litchfield,  Eastman,  Taylor,  Torreyand  Stetson  voting  no;  and  on  June  13th, 
1881,  was  finally  passed:

$0  40  per  thousand  gallons,  provided  the  monthly  bill  shall  be  not  less  than  one  hundred 
dollars. 

SEC.  11.  The  rates  or  compensation  to  be  collected  for  water  supplied  to  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  for  municipal  purposes,  shall  be  as  follows: 

Fifteen  dollars  per  month  for  each  and  every  hydrant  for  fire  purposes  and  for  flushing 
sewers. 

Five  hundred  dollars  per  month  for  water  furnished  to  the  Golden  Gate  Park. 

Seven  thousand  dollars  per  month  for  water  furnished  for  family  uses  in  all  the  public 
buildings. 

In  case  the  rates  or  compensation  hereby  fixed  for  water,  supplied  to  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  for  municipal  purposes  shall  be  fully  paid  monthly  by  the  said  City  and 
County  to  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Works,  the  same  shall  be  allowed  by  said  corporation, 
upon  the  rates  charged  to  its  consumers,  other  than  the  City  and  County,  for  the  month 
succeeding  the  month  in  which  the  same  are  collected,  and  in  such  manner,  that  the  rates 
to  such  consumers,  for  such  succeeding  month  shall  be  diminished  twenty-five  per  cent., 
or  such  proportion  thereof  as  may  be  collected  from  said  City  and  County. 

SEC.  12.  All  persons,  companies  or  Corporations  supplying  water  as  aforesaid,  shall  have 
power  in  all  cases,  to  apply  meters,  lor  the  purpose  of  discovering  waste  or  excessive  use, 
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and  when  waste  or  excessive  use  is  found,  to  charge  for  water  BO  wasted  or  excessively 
used  at  meter  rates. 

SEC.  13.  All  water  rates  except  meter  and  City  and  County  rates,  are  due  and  payable 
monthly  in  advance,  and  when  not  so  paid  shall  be  subject  to  an  addition  of  five  per  cent. 

Meter  and  City  and  County  rates  are  due  and  payable  at  the  end  of  the  month,  and  upon 
meter  rates  a  deposit  not  exceeding  three-fourths  (%)  of  the  value  of  the  estimated  quan- 
tity of  water  to  be  consumed  may  be  required. 

Meter  rates  if  not  paid  within  ten  days  after  becoming  due  shall  be  subject  to  an  addition 
of  five  per  cent.

At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  an  Act  was  passed  providing  for 
Boards  of  Supervisors,  etc.,  of  cities  and  counties,  etc.,  annually  fixing  the 
rates  during  the  month  of  February,  of  each  year,  to  be  charged  and  collected 
on  the  first  day  of  July  thereafter  by  any  person,  company,  association  or 
corporation  for  water  furnished  to  any  such  city  and  county,  etc.,  or  the  in- 
habitants for  the  term  of  one  year.  Also  for  the  furnishing  in  the  month  of 
January  of  verified  statements  by  said  person,  company  or  corporation  sup- 
plying water,  showing  the  name,  residence  and  the  amount  paid  by  such  water 
rate  payers  the  preceding  year,  the  revenue  derived  from  all  sources,  and  an 
itemized  statement  of  expenditures  made  for  supplying  water  during  the  same 
time,  together  with  a  verified  detailed  statement  of  the  amount  actually  ex- 
pended annually  and  the  gross  cash  receipts  annually  since  commencing  bus- 
iness. The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  Act  referred  to : 

AN  ACT  TO  ENABLE  THE  BOARD  OP  SUPERVISORS,  TOWN  COUNCIL,  BOABD  OF  ALDERMEN,  OR 
OTHER  LEGISLATIVE  BODY  OF  ANY  CITY  AND  COUNTY,  CITY  OR  TOWN  TO  OBTAIN  DATA  AND 
INFORMATION,  FROM  ANY  CORPORATION,  COMPANY  OR  PERSON  SUPPLYING  WATER  TO  SUCH 
CITY  AND  COUNTY,  CITY  OR  TOWN,  REQUIRING  SUCH  BOAP.DS,  TOWN  COUNCIL,  OR  OTHER  LEG- 
ISLATIVE BODY  TO  PERFORM  THE  DUTIES  PRESCRIBED  BY  SECTION  1  OF  ARTICLE  14  OF  THE 

CONSTITUTION,  AND  PRESCRIBING  PENALTIES  FOR  THE  NON-PERFORMANCE  OF  SUCH  DUTIES. 
Approved  March  7,  1881. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  fol- 
lows: 

(Municipal  corporations  to  fix  water  rates.) 

SECTION  1.  The  Board  of  Supervisors,  Town  Council,  Board  of  Aldermen  or  other  legis- 
lative body  of  any  city  and  county,  city  or  town, "are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered, 
and  it  is  made  their  official  duty,  to  annually  fix  the  rates  that  shall  be  charged  and  col- 
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lected  by  any  person,  company,  association,  or  corporation,  for  water  furnished  to  any 
such  city  and  county,  or  city  or  town,  or  the  inhabitants  thereof.  Such  rates  shall  be  fixed 
at  a  regular  or  special  session  of  such  Board,  or  other  legislative  body,  held  during  the 
month  of  February  of  each  year,  and  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  July  thereafter, 
and  shall  continue  in  full  force  and  effect  for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  no  longer. 

(Annual  statements  to  be  made  by  water  companies,  etc.) 

SEC.  2.  The  Board  of  Supervisors,  Town  Council,  Board  of  Aldermen,  or  other  legisla- 
tive body,  of  any  city  and  county,  city  or  town,  are  hereby  authorized  and  it  is  hereby  made 
their  duty,  at  le  i  st  th  irty  days  prior  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  January  of  each  year,  to  require 
by  ordinance  or  otherwise  any  corporation,  company  or  person  supplying  water  to  such 
city  and  county,  city  or  town,  or  to  the  inhabitants  thereof,  to  furnish  to  such  Board  or 
other  governing  body,  in  the  month  of  January  in  each  year,  a  detailed  statement,  verified 
by  the  oath  of  the  President  and  Secretary  of  such  corporation  or  company ,  or  of  such  person 
as  the  case  may  be,  showing  the  name  of  each  water-rate  payer,  his  or  her  place  of  resi- 
dence, and  the  amount  paid  for  water  by  each  of  such  water-rate  payers  during  the  year, 
preceding  the  date  of  such  statement,  and  also  showing  all  revenue  derived  from  all 
sources,  and  an  itemized  statement  of  expenditures  made  for  supplying  water  during  said 
time. 

(Additional  statements  to  be  made  by  water  companies,  etc.) 

SEC.  3.  Accompanying  the  first  statement  made  as  prescribed  in  Section  2  of  this  Act, 
every  such  corporation,  company  or  person  shall  furnish  a  detailed  statement,  verified. in 
like  manner  as  the  statement  mentioned  in  Section  2  hereof,  showing  the  amount  of  money 
actually  expended  annually  since  commencing  business  in  the  purchase,  construction  and 
maintenance,  respectively,  of  the  property  necessary  to  the  carrying  on  of  its  business, 
and  also  the  gross  cash  receipts  annually,  for  the  same  period,  from  all  sources. 

(Refusal  by  water  companies  to  make  statement  a  misdemeanor.) 

SEC.  4.  Every  corporation,  company  or  person  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  furnish  the 
statements  mentioned  in  sections  two  and  three  of  this  Act,  or  either  of  them,  or  who  shall 
furnish  any  false  statement  in  relation  thereto,  within  thirty  days  after  having  been  re- 
quired or  requested  to  furnish  the  same,  as  prescribed  in  sections  one,  two  and  three  of 
this  Act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

(Copies  of  Statements  to  be  made  and  filed  with  County  Recorder.) 

SEC.  5.  Upon  receiving  the  statements  provided  for  in  sections  two  and  three  of  this  Act, 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  Town  Council,  Board  of  Aldermen,  or  other  legislative  body, 
shall  cause  a  copy  thereof  to  be  made  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  County  Kecorder  of  such 
City  and  County,  or  of  the  county  wherein  such  city  or  town  is  situated. 

(  Water  rates  to  be  equal  and  uniform — Proviso.) 

SEC.  6.  Kates  for  the  furnishing  of  water  shall  be  equal  and  uniform.  There  shall  be 
no  discriminations  made  between  persons,  or  between  persons  and  corporations,  or  as  to 
the  use  of  water  for  private,  and  domestic,  and  public  or  municipal  purposes;  provided, 
that  nothing  herein  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  allow  any  person,  company,  association  or 
corporation  to  charge  any  person,  corporation  or  association  anything  for  water  furnished 
them  when,  by  any  present  law,  such  water  is  free. 
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(Excess  in  charging  rates,  forfeits  franchise,  etc.) 

• 

SEC.  7.  Any  person,  company,  association  or  corporation,  charging,  or  attempting  to 
collect  from  the  persons,  corporations  or  municipalities  using  water,  any  sum  in  excess  of 
the  rate  fixed  as  hereinbefore  designated,  shall,  upon  the  complaint  of  said  Board  of  Su. 
pervisors,  Town  Council,  Board  of  Aldermen,  or  other  legislative  body  thereof,  or  of  any 
water  rate  payer,  aud  upon  conviction  before  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  shall 
forfeit  the  franchises  and  water  works  of  such  person,  company,  association  or  corpora- 
tion to  the  city  and  county,  city  or  town,  wherein  the  said  water  is  furnished  and  used. 

(Penalty  to  Supervisors  for  neglecting  to  en  force  provisions  of  Act.) 

•  SEC.  8.  Any  Board  of  Supervisors,  or  other  legislative  body  of  any  city  and  county, 
city  or  town,  which  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  perform  any  of  the  duties  prescribed  by  this  Act, 
at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  specified,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  malfea- 
sance in  office ;  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  at  the  suit  of  any  interested  party,  in  any 
Court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  shall  be  removed  from  office. 

(Act  in  effect.) 
SEC.  9.     This  Act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage. 
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The  Personal  Property  Assessment  Roll  for  the  fiscal  year  1881-82,  was 
received  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  June  6,  1881,  accompanied  by  a 
communication  from  the  City  and  County  Assessor,  representing  the  aggre- 
gate amount  of  the  assessments  to  be  $55,732,328,  against  $88,521,818  assessed 
on  the  Personal  Property  Roll  of  the  fiscal  year  1880-81,  showing  a  decrease 
of  $32,789,490. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  met  on  June  13th,  1881,  and  examined  the  assess- 
ment roll,  and  continued  in  session,  from  time  to  time,  until  June  27th,  1881, 
heard  all  applicants  who  filed  sworn  applications  for  correction,  and  who  ap- 
peared before  the  Board  relative  thereto,  and  made  corrections  as  follows:

The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  communication  referred  to,  as  received  from 
the  Assessor: 

OFFICE  OF  THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY  ASSESSOR,) 
San  Francisco,  June  Cth,  1881.     } 

To  the  Hon.  Board  of  Supervisors ,  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.- 

GENTLEMEN — I  beg  to  inform  your  Honorable  Body  that  I  have  this  day  delivered  to  your 
Clerk  sixteen  (16)  volumes,  containing  the  roll  of  personal  property  for  the  fiscal  year 
1881-82,  and,  although  the  labor  in  its  preparation  has  been  three  or  four-fold  of  any  other 
personal  assessment  made  in  this  City  and  County,  the  general  result  does  not  give  the 
satisfaction  I  had  expected  and  desired.  Heretofore  but  very  few  taxpayers  have  made 
sworn  statements.  Every  facility  was  offered,  but  few  availed  themselves  of  that  privilege 
or  right,  but  chose  to  be  arbitrarily  assessed. 

This  year  I  notified  the  public,  by  advertisements  and  otherwise,  that  all  persons  fail- 
ing to  make  a  sworn  statement  would  be  visited  with  the  full  penalty  of  the  law — namely, 
a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars  and  a  criminal  charge  against  them.  I  have  employed  all  my 
resources  to  exact  the  statement  prescribed  by  law,  my  force  of  deputies  was  largely  in- 
creased both  in  field  and  office  departments,  deputies  in  the  field  calling  as  often  as  ten 
times  in  some  instances  upon  such  as  had  neglected  or  failed  to  file  a  sworn  statement. 
Every  resource  of  the  office  was  brought  in  requisition  to  enforce  the  filing  of  statements. 
The  result  has  been  a  disappointment  to  me,  but  as  to  the  proportionate  number  of  tax- 
payers from  whom  a  sworn  statement  was  exacted,  it  is  a  decided  success. 
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Those  who  anticipated  a  largely  increased  tax  roll  by  the  strict  enforcement  of  the  law 
relating  to  sworn  statements  must  suffer  disappointment  in  their  hopes.  The  result  is  not 
in  accord  with  my  own  previously  entertained  anticipations.  In  round  numbers,  some 
44,000  property  statements  were  sworn  to  and  filed  in  this  office  by  taxpayers  for  this 
year. 

As  it  will  be  seen,  this  is  a  very  great  increase  in  numbers  over  15,300  filed  last  year. 
About  9,000  sworn  statements  have  been  made  by  persons  who  claim  to  have  nothing;  the 
balance  have  been  arbitrary  assessments. 

The  totals  of  this  year's  personal  roll,  as  compared  with  last  year,  indicate  very  clearly 
that  the  law  relating  to  filing  statements  can  only  be  enforced  and  adhered  to  at  the  ex- 
pense of  a  largely  decreased  tax  roll.  In  the  cases  of  many  of  our  wealthiest  men  and 
corporations,  I  have  examined  the  parties  under  oath  and  carefully  scrutinized  their 
books,  and  find  no  reason  to  disbelieve  their  sworn  statements;  therefore  I  have  accepted 
them.  I  would  dislike  to  reject  a  sworn  statement  unless  I  was  prepared  to  have  the  party 
making  it  arrested  for  perjury. 

In  many  cases,  if  no  sworn  statement  had  been  made,  I  should  have  made  the  assess- 
ment  from  five  to  ten  times  as  much  as  sworn  to.  The  practical  working  of  the  law  per- 
mits each  person  to  become  his  own  assessor,  and  I  have  yet  to  hear  of  any  instance  of 
over-valuation.  One  reason  for  the  great  decrease  in  the  aggregate  of  this  year's  roll  is 
the  fact  that  stocks  in  corporations  and  money  deposited  by  individuals  in  savings  banks 
are  not  assessable  under  the  existing  revenue  laws,  amounting  in  round  numbers  to  about 
fifteen  millions  of  dollars. 

The  steamers  of  the  Pacific  Mail  Steamship  Company  and  Panama  Railroad  Company 
are,  by  decision  of  the  courts  of  New  York,  assessed  in  New  York  city.  These  amount  to 
between  two  and  three  millions  of  dollars;  and  the  vessels  of  the  Puget  Sound  Lumber 
Company  and  others  are,  by  recent  decision  of  our  courts,  assessed  in  Washington  Terri- 
tory. 

The  personal  roll  of  1880  was  $88,521,818,  and  this  year  it  is  $55,732,328,  showing  a  decline 
of  $32,789,490.  The  roll  of  this  year,  however,  has  not  one  item  upon  it  the  tax  of  which 
will  be  contested.  It  will  be  paid,  I  believe,  before  delinquent.  In  the  large  arbitrary 
assessments  of  the  past  years,  the  tax  on  many  millions  of  dollars  of  assessments  have 
been  contested  and  are  still  unpaid.

THE  MONITOR  "  CAMANCHE." 


The  following  is  a  compilation  from  the  Alia  California  newspaper  and  official  records 
in  reference  to  the  construction  of  the  U.  8.  Monitor  Camanche,  and  is  deemed  proper  to 
present,  as  the  City  and  County  has  a  right  to  be  reimbursed  in  the  amount  advanced  and 
expended  for  that  purpose.  The  action  taken  by  the  City  and  County  was  at  a  time  when 
it  was  considered  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  port  that  the  monitor  sent  out  by 
the  Government  should  be  speedily  constructed  and  equipped.  In  June,  1866,  the  sum  of 
$71,166.66  was  paid  by  the  City  and  County  to  the  parties  who  advanced,  based  upon  action 
taken  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  July,  1864,  the  amount  of  $60,000  for  that  purpose. 

The  City  and  County,  in  expending  this  money,  relied  upon  being  reimbursed  by  the  un- 
derwriters, but  so  far  all  efforts  to  recover  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  amount  have  fail- 
ed, and  at  present  it  does  not  appear  what,  if  any,  action  is  being  taken,  or  that  it  is  en- 
gaging or  receiving  that  attention  which  is  required  to  lead  to  an  adjudication  and  deter- 
mination of  this  important  question.  The  ship  Aquila,  Brewer,  Master,  arrived  at  San 
Francisco  from  New  York  with  a  monitor  (the  Camanche)  on  board,  consigned  to  Messrs. 
Donahue,  Ryan  and  Secor,  on  November  10th,  1863. 

The  Aquila  left  New  York  May  29th,  1863,  was  convoyed  by  the  U.  S.  Gunboat  In?  as  far 
as  latitude  10  south,  longitude  31°  40'  west,  where  the  vessels  parted  company;  made  Cape 
Horn,  August  16th,  and  arrived  at  her  port  of  destination  as  above,  November  10th. 

On  November  16th,  whilst  anchored  in  the  bay,  she  broke  from  her  moorings  under  the 
influence  of  a  heavy  gale,  fouled  with  the  British  ship  Isca,  but  was  eventually  moored 
safely  at  Hathaway's  Wharf,  but  a  heavy  southeast  gale  coming  on,  she  received  such  severe 
injuries  that  she  sunk  at  her  berth  at  11  o'clock  the  same  night. 

There  was  an  insurance  on  the  property  of  $600,000— oi  which  $340,000  was  on  the  Ca- 
manche — in  various  New  York  insurance  companies. 

The  work  of  dismantling  the  vessel  was  at  once  commenced,  and  divers  proceeded  to  in- 
spect the  wreck.  Under  the  direction  of  Captain  Allison  (of  Benicia)  and  Ryan,  the  work 
of  pumping  out  and  raising  the  sunken  vessel  was  commenced,  and  continuous  efforts  in 
this  direction  were  made  until  December  5th,  when  it  was  found  to  be  impracticable  and 
the  work  abandoned,  and  proposals  were  called  for  by  the  Board  of  Underwriters  for  the 
raising  of  the  ship  and  recovery  of  the  cargo. 

About  this  time,  owing  to  the  many  adverse  criticisms  in  the  newspapers  relative  to  the 
manner  in  which  the  whole  business  of  mooring  the  Aquila  and  providing  for  the  disem- 
barkation of  her  cargo  (the  Camanche)  had  been  conducted,  Mr.  James  T.  Ryan,  one  of  the 
firm  of  Donahue  and  Ryan,  the  contractors,  published  a  letter  in  the  Alta  of  December  9th, 
1863,  in  which  he  fully  explains  the  whole  circumstances  connected  with  the  docking  of 
the  vessel,  clearly  showing  that  no  blame  was  to  be  attached  to  the  contractors,  the  vessel 
having  been  moored  under  the  direction  of  the  pilot,  and  with  the  full  knowledge  and  con. 
sent  of  Captain  Fletcher,  agent  for  the  underwriters.  He  concludes  his  letter  in  these 
•words : 

"  The  Government  has  in  its  hands  at  this  moment  over  $100,000  of  our  money  as  secu- 
rity for  the  fulfillment  of  the  work,  besides  a  good  bond  of  $400,000.  The  insinuation 
therefore," — referring  to  letters  of  critics — "  if  it  means  anything,  means  that  we  were 
such  double-dyed  traitors  as  to  conspire  to  take  this  contract  from  the  Government,  invest 
in  it  a  year's  labor  and  over  $150,000  cash,  in  order  to  lose  the  vessel  and  deprive  the 
country  of  her  services." 
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A  company,  consisting  of  John  Parrott,  Wm.  Pierce,  John  Bensley,  A  C.  Paddock,  B.  M. 
Hartshorne,  W.  C.  Ralston,  Jas.  Whiting,  Jr.,  Jas.  Otis,  A.  B.  Forbes,  Louis  McLane,  John 
Sime,  J.  G.  Kellogg,  W.  T.  Babcock,  Win.  Norris,  C.  L.  Low,  S.  J.  Hensley,  and  Henry  Carle- 
ton,  Jr.,  perfected  its  organization  on  December  10th,  1863,  and  forwarded  its  proposal  for 
the  performance  of  the  work  of  raising  the  Aquila  and  cargo,  to  New  York  by  telegraph. 

Meanwhile,  pending  the  action  of  the  underwriters  in  that  city,  nothing  was  done  at  the 
wreck  further  than  staying  the  vessel  with  stout  timbers  from  the  wharf  as  a  preventative 
against  the  effects  of  a  southwest  gale. 

So  much  diversity  of  interest  existed  in  relation  to  the  ship  and  her  cargo,  and  so  much 
doubt  as  to  the  legal  rights  and  responsibilities  of  the  different  parties  involved,  that  it 
was  impossible  to  tell  what  course  would  ultimately  be  pursued. 

The  underwriters  were  divided  in  opinion  as  to  their  liabilities  under  the  policies  of  in- 
surance. Some  claimed  that  their  liability  ceased  with  the  arrival  of  the  vessel  at  her 
wharf,  while  others  conceded  their  liability  until  the  complete  landing  of  the  cargo. 
Again,  they  claimed  that  they  were  not  bound  to  accept  a  complete  abandonment  of  vessel 
and  cargo  to  them  as  underwriters  by  the  contractor,  as  there  was  no  total  loss,  and  no 
doubt  existed  that  there  was  a  possibility  of  raising  the  whole  or  the  greater  portion  of  the 
cargo  in  a  more  or  less  damaged  condition. 

Another  complication  of  interests  seems  to  have  existed  in  the  fact  that  the  contract  for 
building  the  Camanche  was  taken  when  legal  tenders  were  nearly  at  par,  whereas  at  the 
time  of  the  wreck  they  had  depreciated  some  30  percent.  The  contractors,  therefore, 
would  doubtless  be  out  of  pocket  if  they  went  on  and  finished  their  contract,  so  that  it  was 
but  natural  they  should  wish  the  intervention  of  the  Government  to  relieve  them 
therefrom  if  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  was  willing  to  do  so. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  was  not  anxious  to  interfere,  in  view  of  the 
great  improvements  which  had  been  made  in  iron-clads  since  the  Camancke  was  contracted 
for,  and  if  the  Navy  Department  was  called  upon  to  do  anything,  it  was  a  question  whether 
it  would  not  be  better  to  pay  for  building  a  new  monitor  on  the  most  improved  plan  than 
to  pay  full  rates  for  the  completion  of  one  of  the  old  style.  Again,  should  the  underwrit- 
ers determine  to  accept  the  abandonment  of  vessel  and  cargo  by  the  contractors,  they  could 
never  realize  one  tithe  of  the  cost,  or  any  considerable  part  of  the  amount  insured. 

In  answer  to  an  inquiry  of  the  New  York  Board  of  Underwriters  as  to  what  terms  would 
be  asked  for  raising  the  Aquila  and  cargo,  a  responsible  company  offered  to  do  the  work  for 
$150,000  gold  coin,  said  company  offering  to  save  the  Aquila  if  possible,  but  at  any  rate 
guaranteeing  the  raising  of  the  Camanche. 

A  telegraphic  dispatch  was  received  by  A.  L.  Fletcher  from  the  New  York  Board  of  Un- 
derwriters on  the  16th  of  December,  1863,  stating  that  the  Government  refused  to  co- 
operate, the  proportion  of  the  monitor  insured  not  being  worth  $200,000  in  its  damaged  con- 
dition. This  seemed  to  settle  the  question  as  to  the  chances  of  the  Government  interfer- 
ing in  the  matter,  and  seemed  to  foreshadow  the  fact  that  the  State  of  California  and  the 
City  of  San  Francisco  must  take  the  matter  into  their  own  hands. 

A  meeting  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  was  held  on  Friday,  December  18th,  1863,  to 
take  into  consideration  the  question  of  what  action,  if  any,  should  be  taken  by  merchants, 
ship-owners  and  business  men  of  San  Francisco  generally,  in  regard  to  the  wreck  of  the 
Aquila,  Captain  Fletcher  being  present  as  agent  of  the  New  York  Board  of  Underwriters. 
A  committee  of  five,  consisting  of  J.  B.  Thomas,  Albert  Dibblee,  Albert  Miller,  Wm.  T. 
Coleman  and  Rodm6nd  Gibbons,  was  appointed  to  gather  the  particulars  in  regard  to  the 
relative  interests  and  liabilities  of  the  contractors,  underwriters  and  the  Government,  and 
to  report  the  result  at  an  adjourned  meeting  to  be  held  the  following  Monday. 

Meanwhile  information  was  received  from  New  York  that  the  underwriters  and  the  Navy 
Department  had  determined  to  act  conjointly  in  the  premises;  consequently  all  action  by 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce  was  for  the  time  being  abandoned. 

On  January  15th,  1864,  Charles  W.  Hathaway  and  George  B.  Baker,  proprietors  of  the 
Hathaway  Wharf,  filed  a  libel  against  the  Aquila,  her  tackle,  furniture,  etc.,  in  the  sum  of 
$3,450,  the  libellants  asserting  that  they  had  been  compelled  to  that  course  after  many  at- 
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tempts  to  procure  a  settlement  by  other  means.  This  amount  of  $3,450  was  charged  for 
wharfage,  etc.,  for  22  days  ending  December  7th,  1863,  at  the  rate  of  $75  per  day. 

The  agent  for  the  underwriters,  on  the  other  hand,  asserted  that  a  charge  of  $50  per  day 
had  been  agreed  upon,. and  hence  the  non-settlement  of  the  account  at  the  rate  claimed. 
Another  legal  point  was  also  propounded  as  to  the  liability  of  the  wharf -owners  for  dam- 
ages, it  being  claimed  that  the  vessel  was  docked  under  the  directions  of  the  owners  of  the 
wharf,  and  that  there  was  but  15  feet  of  water  at  the  wharf  when  the  stern  of  the  vessel 
was  located,  whereas  her  draft  of  water  was  actually  19  %  feet. 

A  party  of  wreckers  sent  out  from  New  York  by  the  Board  of  Underwriters  arrived  in 
San  Francisco  on  the  Golden  City  on  January  17th,  1804.  The  party  consisted  of  ten  expe- 
rienced wreckers  and  four  professional  divers,  with  all  necessary  apparatus  and  machinery 
complete,  under  charge  of  Captain  Merritt. 

It  was  at  this  time  concluded  to  bond  the  Aquila,  in  order  to  release  the  attachment  here- 
tofore referred  to  and  enable  the  work  of  raising  the  vessel  to  be  commenced,  and  bonds 
were  executed  January  19th,  1864,  in  the  amount  of  $6,950,  Peter  Donahue  and  C.  Adolphe 
Low  being  the  bondsmen. 

The  necessary  arrangements  for  th«  receipt  of  the  various  portions  of  the  Camanche,  were 
now  perfected  and  were  as  follows:  , 

The  contractors,  Messrs.  Donahue,  Kyan  and  Secor,  agreeing  to  receive  the  sections  of 
the  Camanche  and  her  machinery  at  high  water  mark  at  the  foot  of  Third  street,  where  it 
was  to  be  delivered  from  lighters  by  a  gentleman  contracting  for  that  service  for  the  sum 
of  $5,000,  and  the  Naval  Agent  agreed  to  receive  on  behalf  of  the  Government  the  guns, 
gun  carriages  and  some  200  tons  of  shot  and  shell  on  the  wharf  for  transmission  to  Mare 
Island  until  the  Camanche  was  fit  to  receive  them  on  board. 

Work  was  commenced  January  28th,  1864,  but  new  complications  arising  between  the 
wharf-owners  and  the  agents  of  the  underwriters,  progress  was  suspended  till  the  31st, 
when  it  was  renewed  with  the  understanding  that  it  should  not  be  allowed  again  to  be  in- 
terfered with,  but  all  disputes  would  have  to  be  settled  in  the  courts. 

The  entire  work  of  removing  the  Camanche.  from  the  Aquila  was  completed  about  June 
8th,  1864. 

In  reference  to  certain  strictures  which  appeared  in  the  newspapers  of  June  9th,  inquir- 
ing why  the  public  were  not  informed  as  to  the  reason  of  the  delay  In  the  putting  together 
of  the  iron-clad,  the  following  letter  appeared  in  the  Alta  of  that  date: 

EDITOBS  ALTA — Your  allusions  to  the  present  condition  of  the  Camanche  and  your  de- 
mand upon  "  the  contractors,  underwriters  or  Government  agents  for  the  cause  of  the  de- 
lay in  the  construction  of  the  same,"  calls  for  our  response,  not  alone  because  you  make  a 
public  demand,  but  to  enable  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco,  who  are  so  directly  interested, 
and  all  others  who  look  anxiously  for  the  completion  of  an  iron-clad  for  the  defense  of 
this  harbor  and  on  this  coast,  to  understand  that  the  contractors,  one  and  all,  have  been 
ready  to  commence  the  building  of  the  vessel  the  moment  they  can  strike  the  first  blow 
without  undue  prejudice  to  their  interests. 

Let  us  say,  clearly,  we  are,  and  have  been  for  a  long  period,  ready  to  commence  the 
building  of  the  Camanche;  and  now,  gentlemen,  for  the  reasons  why  we  have  not  com- 
menced. 

We  abandoned  the  vessel  and  cargo  after  their  sinking,  that  we  might  avail  ourselves  of 
the  privileges  »nd  advantages  due  to  us  under  our  policies  of  insurance,  feeling  constrained 
to. adopt  the  legal  course  that  we  might  be  fully  protected  under  that  insurance,  and  that 
the  underwriters  might  control  such  measures  of  relief  as  to  them  should  seem  meet  and 
proper,  and  thus  iu  the  end  have  no  complaint  that  this  or  that  course  was  unsatisfactory; 
thus  the  proceedings  for  the  receiving  of  the  sunken  vessel  have  been  their  own,  and  they 
must  be  content. 

Seeing  long  since  that  the  Aquila  would  ultimately  be  raised  and  the  material  for  the 
Camanclie  in  the  main  rescued,  we  communicated  with  the  insurers  in  New  York  and  stated 
our  willingness  to  withdraw  the  abandonment,  re-enter  into  possession  of  the  property, 
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and  go  on  and  build.  All  we  asked  was  that  they  should  compensate  us  for  the  part  of  the 
whole  material  which  had  been  totally  destroyed  by  the  fact  of  its  submersion  in  salt 
water,  and  make  us  good  for  the  damages  that  had  been  occasioned  to  a  large  portion  of 
that  saved ;  for  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  different  parts  of  an  iron-constructed 
vessel  are  to  be  rivited,  screwed  and  bolted,  part  to  part,  and  hence  must  fit  and  adjust 
with  the  nicety  of  a  perfect  machine.  Another  fact  of  attaching  these  parts  under  water 
and  dragging  them  forth  by  the  power  of  a  steam  elevator  has  greatly  damaged  and  de- 
ranged a  large  and  valuable  portion  of  the  whole  which  must  now  be  brought  back  to  it» 
exact  lines  and  perfect  courses.  We  named  what  we  considered  an  exceedingly  moderate 
sum  to  cover  this,  and  were  anxious  to  compromise  it  that  this  question  might  be  cleared 
up  and  the  good  work  go  on.  We  pressed  the  matter  and  have  continued  to  press  it,  and 
are  now  solicitous  for  its  conclusion. 

Onr  ship,  the  Aquila,  has  been  cut  up;  her  decks,  beams  and  frames  damaged,  and  an  un- 
limited degree  of  injury  necessarily  inflicted  upon  her,  doubtless  to  her  entire  destruction 
for  future  usefulness,  the  better  to  enable  the  Camanche  to  be  rescued.  All  this  we  have- 
never  objected  to,  and  are  now  content  to  seek  recovery  for  as  best  we  may,  and  do  not  de- 
sire to  allow  this  claim  to  Interfere  or  delay  the  speedy  completion  of  the  Camanche. 

We  are  ready  even  to  meet  the  proportion  of  salvage  due  on  the  remains  of  the  ship — to 
meet  salvage  on  the  earnings  of  the  freight ;  and  we  will  do  anything  in  our  power  to  com- 
plete the  Camanche  at  once,  if  others  will  consent  to  meet  us.  Let  us  sum  np: 

We  own  the  Aquila— $60,000— principally  destroyed  for  the  safety  of  the  Camanche.  We 
will  wait  to  be  paid  for  this,  aud  make  no  interference  with  building. 

We  own  valuable  freight  earned  by  the  Aquila,  and  are  willing  to  pay  salvage  and  expense 
on  this. 

We  contracted  to  build  the  Camanche  at  a  period  when  gold  and  currency  were  nearly  at 
par.  It  is  now  vastly  different,  and  our  expenses  here  are  all  to  be  met  in  gold.  But  we 
are  content  to  go  on.  All  we  desire  is  to  be  enabled  to  meet  the  unexpected,  and,  tinder 
the  circumstances,  enormous  expense  and  losses  by  aud  through  the  sinking  of  the  Aquila. 
This  done,  and  the  first  piece  of  the  first  iron  war  vessel  for  this  coast  shall  be  set  up;  but 
we  cannot,  in  common  justice  to  ourselves,  waive  all  our  rights,  meet  every  liability,  lose 
our  ship,  receive  currency  at  an  enormous  discount,  and  provide  for  all  lost  and  damaged 
portions  of  the  Camanche. 

The  contractors  are  both  ready  and  willing,  but  have  rights  as  between  themselves  and 
their  insurers  which  they  should  not  be  asked  to  waive  at  their  own  cost,  having,  as  you 
must  notice,  already  shown  a  disposition  to  assume  enough. 

From  the  very  commencement  of  the  construction  of  the  material  for  the  Camanche  we 
have  lent  our  interests  for  the  good  of  the  country,  for  as  different  other  iron-dads  needed 
by  the  Government  would  require  portions  of  our  work,  they  were  freely  given,  even  up 
to  the  final  completion  of  all  the  material.  The  principal  portions  were  then  given  to  a 
disabled  war  steamer,  and  but  for  this  we  should  have  arrived  on  this  coast  in  summer  in- 
stead of  winter,  and  our  labor  long  since  finished  and  delivered. 

DONAHUE,  RYAN  &  SECOR. 

An  editorial  in  the  Atta  of  June  22d,  1864,  thus  States  the  case  of  the  Camanche.- 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  will  meet  this  morning  at  11  o'clock,  and  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors at  noon,  for  the  purpose  of  considering  what  should  be  done  about  the  Camanch*. 

The  contractors  refuse  to  build  the  vessel  unless  they  have  a  promise  of  additional  pay, 
and  they  have  telegraphed  that  fact  to  Washington. 

The  contract  was  made  a  year  ago,  the  contractors  agreeing  to  deliver  the  vessel  in  good 
order  in  San  Francisco  harbor,  and  the  Government  agreeing  to  pay  $585,000  in  gold  or  legal 
tenders. 

The  latter  were  then  at  a  discount  of  15  per  cent.  When  the  Camanche  was  put  together 
at  New  York,  $340,000  of  the  price  was  advanced.  She  arrived  on  November  llth  and  was 
sunk  on  the  15th.  After  six  months,  at  a  cost  to  the  underwriters  of  $123,000  in  gold  and. 
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$55,000  in  greenbacks,  the  material  was  recovered.  *  *  *  Some  of  the  wood  work  would 
have  to  be  replaced  at  a  cost  of  $5,000.  The  vessel  can  be  put  together  for  $100,000,  and  it 
is  said  the  Government  would  pay  for  rendering  her  complete  under  contract  $245,000.  In 
view,  however,  of  the  possible  depreciation  in  the  value  of  greenbacks,  the  contractors 
wish  to  be  guaranteed  payment  in  gold. 

On  Monday,  June  22d,  1864,  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  was  held  for  the  pur- 
pose of  urging  upon  the  Federal  Government  the  importance  of  taking  action  to  insure  the 
speedy  completion  of  the  Camanchc;  and  a  motion  to  that  effect  was  introduced  by  Super- 
visor Torrey  and  unanimously  adopted,  but  subsequently  reconsidered,  as  the  contractors 
were  desirous  of  conferring  with  the  Federal  Government  before  action  was  taken  by  the 
Board. 

Mr.  Ryan,  one  of  the  contractors,  was  present,  and  by  permission  gave  a  history  of  the 
differences  existing  between  the  underwriters  and  the  contractors. 

He  stated  that  the  contractors  were  ready  to  complete  the  vessel  if  the  underwriters 
would  pay  them  $60,000  in  gold  coin,  the  amount  of  damage  done  by  the  water  to  the  wood 
work,  sails,  instruments  and  perishable  articles  of  the  Camanche. 

The  contractors  asked  nothing  from  the  Government,  and  were  willing  to  do  the  work 
and  take  pay  in  greenbacks,  but  they  wanted  the  underwriters  to  pay  their  debt  and  could 
not  afford  to  sue  the  underwriters,  there  being  forty  different  companies  interested,  and 
the  costs  of  suits  would  amount  to  the  sum  in  dispute. 

It  was  ultimately  determined  by  the  Board  that  a  committee  should  be  appointed  to 
confer  with  a  committee  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  relation  to  the  matter,  and  Su- 
pervisors McCoppin,  Ashbury  and  Hinckley  were  appointed  by  the  President  as  such  Com- 
mittee,  with  full  power  to  act  in  the  premises. 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  also  on  the  same  day  had  appointed  a  committee  of  their  own 
body  to  confer  with  the  committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  consisting  of  Messrs.  De 
Fremery,  Dibblee  and  Bartlett,  and  the  two  committees  met  at  the  Mayor's  office,  Thurs- 
day, June  23d.  Mr.  Ryan  was  present,  and  again  presented  his  view  of  the  situation  as 
understood  by  the  contractors.  In  the  course  of  his  explanation  he  pointed  out  the  will- 
ingness of  the  contractors  to  proceed  at  once  with  the  work  of  construction  on  the  Caman- 
che, if  a  guarantee  were  given  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and 
the  citizens  of  San  Francisco  for  the  payment  of  the  amount  claimed  by  them  from  the 
underwriters,  in  gold  coin. 

Supervisor  McCoppin  reported  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  on  June  27th,  1864,  on  behalf 
of  his  committee,  the  action  had  during  their  conference  with  the  committee  of  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce,  and  presented  an  Order  to  the  Board,  which  was  passed  for  printing  by 
a  unanimous  vote,  to-wit:  "That  the  faith  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  is 
hereby  pledged  to  pay  out  of  the  General  Fund  the  sum  of  $60,000  in  gold  coin  with  lawful 
interest,  to  such  citizens  as  may  advance  this  amount  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and 
equipping  the  Monitor  Camanche,  the  said  payment  to  be  made  as  soon  as  the  Legislature 
of  the  State  shall  authorize  the  same." 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  July  5th,  1864,  the  foregoing  order  came  up  for 
final  passage,  but  was  laid  over  till  the  next  meeting,  which  took  place  on  July  llth,  1864, 
when  the  order  referred  to  was  taken  up  and  finally  passed,  and  numbered  Order  No.  586, 
the  Mayor  approving  the  same  July  21st,  1864. 

About  this  time— viz,  July  19th,  1864— the  Aquila  was  seized  by  the  United  States  Marshal 
under  a  process  issued  out  of  the  United  States  District  Court  of  this  city,  a  libel  having ' 
been  filed  against  her  by  the  Coast  Wrecking  Company  of  New  York,  who  sent  out  the 
wrecking  party  under  Captain  Merritt  and  raised  the  cargo  of  the  vessel,  including  the 
monitor  Camanche,  and  ultimately  the  vessel  herself.  This  libel  did  not  affect  the  Caman- 
che,  her  armament,  or  other  Government  properly  which  went  down  in  the  Aquila;  but 
only  the  interest  of  the  owners  of  the  vessel,  Messrs.  Donahue,  Ryan  and  Secor. 

Work  on  the  ground  selected  for  the  building  of  the  CamancJie  was  commenced  by  the 
contractors  at  the  foot  of  Third  street  on  July  13th,  1864,  they  claiming  that  their  aban- 
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donment  of  the  material  had  never  been  accepted  by  the  Government  or  underwriters,  and 
that  they  had,  therefore,  the  right  to  withdraw  the  abandonment;  but  pending  advices  from 
the  East,  announcing  the  settlement  of  differences  between  the  underwriters,  Ihe  Navy 
Department,  and  the  contractors,  actual  work  on  the  hull  of  the  vessel  was  delayed.  The 
underwriters' agents  here  holding  the  material  of  the  monitor  until  further  instructed. 
These  differences  and  disputes  seem,  about  this  time,  however,  to  have  been  happily 
arranged;  for  work  was  resumed  on  the  vessel  despite  the  fact  of  the  underwriters  having 
commenced  proceedings  in  the  United  States  District  Court,  and  obtained  an. attachment 
on  the  whole  material. 

On  July  30th,  1864.  the  wreck  of  the  Aquila  was  sold  by  Messrs.  Newhall  &  Co.  by  order 
of  th«-  United  States  Marshal,  for  account  of  whom  it  might  concern. 

The  hull  was  bought  by  Captain  Sayward  for  $2,700.00;  the  other  property— anchors, 
chains,  etc.— were  sold  in  lots,  and  realized  about  $2,300,  the  whole  bringing  a  little  less 
than  $5,000. 

Up  to  August  30th,  1864,  the  amount  of  disbursements  by  the  contractors  on  account  of 
the  putting  together  of  the  Camanche,  was  $58,000,  or  within  a  very  little  of  the  amount 
guaranteed  by  the  city,  by  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

The  work  of  construction  was  prosecuted  uninterruptedly  to  completion,  and  on  Novem- 
ber 14th,  1864,  the  vessel  was  safely  launched. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors,  on  February  loth,  1865,  seem  to  have  expressed  the  general 
feeling  of  satisfaction  experienced  by  the  public  at  the  success  of  the  work  of  construction 
and  equipment  of  the  Camanche  by  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

KESOLUTION  No.  4,092. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  be  and  are  hereby  presented  to  the  contractors,  Messrs.  Donohue,  Ryan  &  Secor, 
through  whose  energetic  and  arduous  labors  the  iron-clad  Camanche  has  been  raised  and 
placed  in  complete  order  for  defense  of  our  harbor. 

On  July  20,  1864,  about  the  time  of  the  passage  of  Order  586  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
an  assignment  was  made  by  the  contractors,  Messrs.  Donahue,  Ryan  and  Secor,  by  Peter 
Donahue  to  Henry  P.  Coon,  Mayor  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  of  their  claim  against  the 
insurers  of  the  aforesaid  monitor  Camanche  "  for  loss  and  damage  to  the  materials,  outfit, 
appurtenances,  and  other  necessaries  for  the  building  and  equipment  of  said  monitor  lost, 
damaged,  and  destroyed  by  the  sinking  of  the  same  while  on  board  of  the  ship  Aquila,  in 
this  harbor;"  said  assignment  "  conferring  full  power  and  authority  upon  the  said  Henry 
P.  Coon  to  recover  and  receive  from  said  underwriters  the  full  amount  of  said  claim  to 
the  extent  of  $60,000  in  gold  coin;  and  warranting  and  agreeing  that  the  said  assignors 
would  furnish  full  evidence  of  the  amount  of  such  claim,  and  substantiate  the  validity  of 
the  same." 

The  money  ($60,000)  for  the  completion  of  the  monitor  was  advanced  by  Mr.  Peter  Dona- 
hue, who  obtained  it  as  a  loan  from  the  Bank  of  California  through  W.  C.  Ralston,  the  then 
Cashier,  on  the  faith  of  the  order  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  heretofore  referred  to;  and 
as  security  to  the  bank,  Mr.  Donahue  assigned  his  claim  against  the  city  to  that  institution. 

On  June  5th,  1865,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  the  following  resolution: 

Resolution  4,327— "Resolved,  That  Peter  Donahue,  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized,  for  the  protection  of  the  interests  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  in  connection  with  othar  parties  in  interest,  to  consult  with  and 
retain  counsel  in  the  City  of  New  York  for  the  recovery  of  all  sums  owing  from  any  insur- 
ance company  or  companies  for  damages  under  insurance  of  the  monitor  Camanche  against 
marine  losses  caused  by  risks  indicated  by  the  policy  or  policies  issued  by  said  company 
or  companies;  provided,  that  nothing  contained  in  this  resolution  shall  be  construed  as 
in  any  manner  affecting  the  claim  of  the  city  against  the  underwriters  arising  under  an 
t  made  by  Donahue,  Ryan  and  Secor  to  H.  P.  Coon,  Mayor  of  the  city,  in  trust 
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for  said  city  and  county;  and  provided  further,  that  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco shall  not  be  liable  for  any  cost  or  expense  incurred  by  the  said  Donahue  in  the 
prosecution  of  the  claim  aforesaid." 

Pursuant  to  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  No.  5,089,  a  record  of  the  action 
taken  by  the  Board  in  the  matter  of  the  Camanche  was  forwarded  to  the  San  Francisco 
delegation  at  Sacramento,  and  upon  consideration  thereof  the  Legislature  passed  an 
enabling  Act  authorizing  the  payment  of  $60,000  and  interest  thereon,  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  Order  586  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  (Statute  1865-66,  page  809.) 

On  May  21st,  1866,  Order  No.  701  was  passed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  which  author- 
ized the  Treasurer  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  pay  out  of  the  General  Fund 
the  sum  of  $71,166.66  in  gold  coin  of  the  United  States  to  Peter  Donahue,  being  $60,000 
with  interest  accrued  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the 
State  of  California  entitled  "An  Act  to  confer  additional  powers  on  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,"  approved  April  2d,  1866,  the  foregoing 
amount  being  the  principal  sum  with  interest  for  the  payment  of  which  in  gold  coin  the 
faith  of  the  city  and  county  was  pledged  by  resolution  adopted  April  llth,  1864,  and  which 
was  advanced  by  Donahue  for  the  construction  and  equipment  of  the  monitor  Camanche. 

The  above  mentioned  sum  of  $71,166.66  was  on  the  25th  day  of  June,  1866,  assigned  by 
Donahue  to  the  Bank  of  California;  and  Wm.  C.  Ralston,  Cashier  of  said  bank,  was  duly 
authorized  as  attorney  for  Donahue  to  receive  said  sum  of  money  and  to  receipt  therefor. 
The  Board  of  Supervisors  was  duly  notiBed  of  said  assignment  by  Ralston  under  date  of 
June  25th,  1866,  and  said  amount  was  paid  by  the  city  and  county  to  the  assignees. 

By  Order  No.  738,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  November  5th,  1866,  provided  for  the  pay- 
ment to  Thos.  N.  Cazneau  of  $1,600  as  a  retaining  fee  as  counsel  in  the  matter  of  the 
collection  of  the  claim  of  the  city  and  county  against  the  underwriters,  for  insurance  upon 
the  Camanche;  and  on  November  26th,  1866,  Mayor  Coon  having  requested  Mr.  Peter  Dona- 
hue to  join  the  city  in  employing  General  Cazneau  in  the  above  mentioned  capacity, 
received  on  the  following  day — November  27th,  1866— a  letter  from  Donahue,  acquiescing 
in  the  proposed  arrangement,  and  expressing  his  willingness  to  furnish  all  the  needed 
proofs  in  support  of  the  claims  to  be  prosecuted  and  to  substantiate  the  validity  thereof. 

A  contract  was  entered  into  by  Thos.  N.  Cazneau  and  the  City  and  County  of  San  jfran- 
cisco  through  Mayor  Coon,  on  the  21st  day  of  February,  1867,  the  conditions  of  which  were 
that  the  sum  of  $800  should  be  paid  to  Cazneau  for  his  services  in  trying  to  collect  the 
$60,000  and  interest  claimed  from  the  underwriters,  which  sum  of  $800  paid  at  the  time  was 
to  be  in  full  of  all  demands  if  his  efforts  in  that  direction  were  unsuccessful;  but  if  suc- 
cssful,  a  further  sum,  not  fixed,  to  be  paid  to  said  Cazneau,  the  amount  of  which  further 
remuneration  should  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

The  proceedings  heretofore  mentioned  were  had  and  occurred  during  the  administration 
of  the  Hon.  H.  P.  Coon,  Mayor. 

Under  date  of  July  15th,  1869,  General  Cazneau  wrote  to  Hon.  Frank  McCoppin,  Mayor, 
stating  that  Mr.  James  T.  Ryan,  one  of  the  parties  interested  in  the  matter  of  adjustment 
of  the  Camanche  claim,  was  then  in  San  Francisco  with  a  view  to  having  the  claims  against 
insurers  pressed  to  a  settlement.  He  also  suggested  that  the  policies  of  insurance,  together 
with  all  proofs  of  loss,  etc.,  be  forwarded  to  some  person  in  New  York,  appointed  by  the 
Mayor,  to  be  held  in  safe  custody,  and  expressed  himself  ready  and  willing  to  go  to  New 
York  and  take  charge  of  the  case.  Mayor  McCoppin,  on  July  19th,  1869,  inclosed  the  letter 
above  referred  to  of  General  Cazneau  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  stated  that  a  sum 
of  $800  of  the  original  appropriation  of  $1,600  made  by  the  preceding  administration,  under 
Order  738,  was  still  unexpended,  and  suggesting  that  as  General  Cazneau  had  expressed  his 
willingness  to  proceed  immediately  to  New  York  on  the  business,  the  whole  matter  be  refer- 
red to  an  appropriate  committee  of  the  Board  with  power  to  act.  The  Mayor  further  inti- 
mated in  his  letter  that  "  the  policies  of  insurance  on  which  the  city's  claim  is  based 
are  at  present  in  General  Cazneau's  possession,  and  he  will  place  them  in  the  hands  of  Mr. 
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Eugene  Kelly,  of  New  York,"  who  will  hold  them  subject  to  his  (the  Mayor's)  order  for  the 
benefit  of  the  city  and  other  claimants. 

Pursuant  to  the  above  recommendation  of  the  Mayor,  the  Board,  on  July  19th,  1869, 
adopted  the  following  resolution,  No.  100  (N.  S.) : 

"Resolved,  That  the  Judiciary  Committee  be  and  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
take  such  steps  as  may  be  by  said  Committee  deemed  best  to  subserve  the  city's  interest  in 
the  matter  of  the  Camanche  claim." 

The  Judiciary  Committe,  by  Supervisor  Cavallier,  reported  verbally  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Board  held  Angust  2d,  1869,  "  that  the  Mayor  had  made  arrangements  with  Thos.  N.  Caz- 
neau  to  attend  to  the  city's  claim  of  $60,000  against  the  insurers  in  the  matter  of  the  con- 
struction of  the  war  steamer  Camanche;"  and  on  the  7th  of  September,  1870,  General  Cazneau 
left  for  New  York  to  attend  to  his  duties  in  relation  thereto. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  General  Cazneau's  report,  under  date  of  November  15th,  1870: 

SAN  FRANCISCO,  November  15th,  1870. 
Hon.  Frank  McCoppin,  Mayor  of  the  City  nf  San  Francisco  : 

SIR — In  compliance  with  my  engagements  to  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  and  to  those  con- 
cerned in  the  construction  of  the  ironclad  war  steamer  Camanche,  I  proceeded  hence  on  the 
7th  of  September  last  to  New  York  to  determine  the  condition  of  the  insurance  claims 
connected  with  that  vessel,  and  iipon  which  the  city  had  made  advances  to  contractors, 
and  have  to  report: 

That  conferences  with  insurers  at  New  York  established  the  fact  that  they  were  entirely 
dissatisfied  with  the  soundness  of  the  claims  made  for  loss  and  damage  to  the  materials  of 
the  Camanche,  and  indisposed  to  admit  of  any  conference  upon  that  point  except  through 
legal  counsel ;  in  fine,  that  they  were  already  determined  to  resist  the  claims,  and  would 
entertain  no  proposition  either  of  compromise  or  to  remove  these  objections.  This  fact 
established,  it  was  seen  to  be  necessary  to  take  proceedings  to  enforce  the  claims.  The 
policies  of  insurance  which  had  been  placed  under  the  control  of  the  city,  and  held  for 
service  in  collection  of  insurers,  were  made  originally  payable  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Uni- 
ted States  Navy,  and  it  was  first  necessary  to  have  these  endorsed  back  to  that  officer.  The 
Secretary  acting  at  the  date  of  the  issuance  of  the  policies  had  retired  from  office,  and 
the  subject  was  hence  entirely  new  to  the  present  Secretary. 

To  facilitate  this  transfer  the  Hon.  Eugene  Casserly  very  kindly  proceeded  with  me  to  the 
City  of  Washington  and  opened  the  business  with  the  Naval  Department,  and  lent  his  valu- 
able aid  to  this  object ;  and  Mr.  Peter  Donahue,  of  the  contractors  of  the  Camanche,  assumed 
charge  of  the  whole  proceeding,  making  several  visits  to  Washington,  and  finally  remaining 
there  until  the  needed  object  was  finally  accomplished. 

Great  delay  was  occasioned  in  this  proceeding,  and  only  by  the  most  careful  and  persist- 
ent efforts  was  success  finally  secured.  The  indorsement  was  necessarily  made  to  the  con- 
tractors, but  the  policies  were  at  once  replaced  in  my  hands,  and  by  me  finally  deposited 
with  counsel.  The  way  to  the  commencement  of  proceedings  being  thus  open,  Mr.  Dona- 
hue selected  Messrs.  Ward,  Jones  and  Whitehead,  gentlemen  most  eminent  in  the  practice 
of  the  legal  profession,  and  I  took  from  them  the  following  receipt: 

Received  from  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  at  the  hands  of  General  Thomas  N.  Cazneau, 
the  following  described  policies  of  insurance  for  the  purpose  of  instituting  suits  thereon 
against  the  companies  issuing  the  same,  viz: 

1st — Policy  of  the  Atlantic  Mutual  Insurance  Company  upon  the  cargo  of  the  ship 
Aquila  for  $100,000,  dated  4th  April,  1863. 

2d — Policy  of  the  Pacific  Mutual  Insurance  Company  upon  the  game  ship's  cargo  for  $15,- 
000,  dated  6th  April,  1863. 

3d— Policy  of  the  New  York  Mutual  Insurance  Company  upon  the  same  ship's  cargo  for 
$10,000,  dated  May  26,  1863. 

4th— Policy  of  the  Union  Mutual  Insurance  Company  upon  the  same  ship's  cargo  for 
$5,000,  dated  4th  April,  1803. 
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5th— Policy  of  the  Great  Western  Insurance  Company  upon  the  same  ship's  cargo  for 
:$35,000,  dated  4th  April,  1863. 

6th— Policy  of  the  Sun  Mutual  Insurance  Company  upon  the  same  ship's  cargo  for  $25,- 
000,  dated  19th  May,  1863. 

7th— Policy  of  the  Commercial  Insurance  Company  on  the  same  ship's  cargo  for  $10,000, 
-dated  April  6,  1863. 

8th— Policy  of  the  Neptune  Insurance  Company  upon  the  same  ship's  cargo  for  $10,000, 
^dated  4th  April,  1863. 

9th— Policy  of  the  Mercantile  Mutual  Insurance  Company  upon  the  same  shipls  cargo 
for  $10,000,  dated  6th  April,  1863. 

10th— Policy  of  the  Metropolitan  Fire  (and  Marine)  Insurance  Company  upon  same 
ship's  cargo  for  $10,000,  dated  4th  April,  1863. 

llth— Policy  of  the  Washington  Insurance  Company  upon  the  same  ship's  cargo  for  $10,- 
000,  dated  10th  April,  1863. 

12th — Policy  of  the  Columbian  Insurance  Company  upon  the  same  ship's  cargo  for  $15,- 
•000,  dated  4th  April,  1863. 

13th — Policy  of  the  Washington  Marine  Insurance  Company  upon  the  same  ship's  cargo 
for  $10,000,  dated  4th  April,  1863. 

14th— Policy  of  the  National  Insurance  Company  upon  the  same  ship's  cargo  for  $10,000, 
dated  10th  April,  1863. 

15th— Policy  of  the  New  England  Mutual  Marine  Insurance  Company  upon  the  cargo  of 
-the  same  ship  for  $15,000,  dated  4th  April,  1863. 

16th— Policy  of  the  Merchants'  Insurance  Company  of  Providence,  R.  I.,  upon  the  same 
chip's  cargo  for  $5,000,  dateu  9th  April,  1863. 

17th— Policy  of  the  Insurance  Company  of  North  America,  Philadelphia,  Penn.,  upon  the 
cargo  of  the  same  ship  for  $10,000,  dated  4th  April,  1863. 

18th— Policy  of  the  Phoenix  Mutual  Insurance  Company  of  Philadelphia,  Penn.,  upon 
the  same  ship's  cargo  for  $10,000,  dated  7th  April,  1863. 

19th— Policy  of  the  Baltimore  Marine  Insurance  Company  upon  the  cargo  of  same  ship 
for  $5,000,  dated  10th  April,  1863. 

20th— Policy  of  the  Merchants'  Mutual  Insurance  Company  of  Baltimore,  Md.,  upon  same 
chip's  cargo  for  $10,000,  dated  9th  April,  1863. 

21st— Policy  of  the  Delaware  Mutual  Safety  Insurance  Company  upon  same  ship's  cargo 
for  $5,000,  dated  4th  April,  1863. 

22d— Policy  of  the  American  Insurance  Company  of  Providence,  R.  I.,  upon  same  ship's 
•cargo  for  $5,000,  dated  9th  April,  1863. 

Dated  24th  September,  1869.

Retaining  fees  and  deposits  to  meet  legal  expenses  were  paid  by  Mr.  Donahue  and  the 
business  fully  confided  to  the  attorneys.  My  examinations  in  New  York  enabled  me  to  be- 
come satisfied  that  the  preliminary  proofs— proofs  of  loss  and  interest— had,  if  made  at  all 
by  claimants,  at  least  been  executed  in  a  very  indefinite  and  unsatisfactory  manner,  and 
•desiring  that  nothing  should  be  wanting  upon  this  head,  I  employed  Messrs.  Moody  & 
Telfair,  Marine  Adjusters  at  New  York,  to  correct  all  omissions  and  perfect  these  proofs. 

You  will  understand  me  as  alluding  to  those  original  and  usual  notices  to  underwriters 
of  loss  and  right  to  claim  for  it,  and  without  which  further  proceedings  would  be  pre- 
vented. These  could  only  be  made  at  New  York,  where  alone  these  proofs  could  be  per- 
fected, the  majority  of  owners  residing  there,  and  where  of  right  the  needful  should  have 
been  executed. 

Mr.  Donahue  was  earnest  in  his  labors  to  put  the  claims  in  course  of  legal  collection, 
and  omitted  nothing  to  give  force  to  that  object,  remaining  with  me  for  upwards  of  six 
•weeks  at  Washington  and  New  York  to  facilitate  business. 
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I  still  believe  the  claims  as  presented  by  contractors  to  be  good,  and  that  the  proofs  that 
have  always  been  asserted  by  them  as  sufficient  to  sustain  the  spirit  of  the  whole,  and  the 
various  items  will  ultimately  produce  a  just  and  favorable  settlement. 

I  acknowledge  payment  upon  the  part  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco  of  that  portion  of  my 
personal  expenses  that  were  to  be  appropriated  from  the  City  Treasury,

Selby,  Mayor, 
to  each  of  the  insurance  companies.  A  number  of  them  had  suspended,  others  never  re 
plied,  others  simply  acknowledged  the  receipt  of  the  circular:

GENTLEMEN— You  are  hereby  notified  that  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  is  a 
claimant  in  the  sum  of  sixty  thousand  dollars  in  gold  coin,  with  interest  in  the  sum  of 

$ ,  insured  in  your  office  on  the  U.  S.  Monitor  Camanche,  wrecked  with  the  ship  Aquila, 

in  this  harbor  in  November,  1863,  the  City  and  County  having  advanced  the  said  sum  to 
the  contractors  to  enable  them  to  build  the  vessel,  they  assigning  to  the  City  and  County, 
as  security  therefor,  the  policies  of  insurance,  which  policies  are  now  endorsed  payable  to 
the  contractors. 

You  are  consequently  requested  not  to  make  a  final  settlement  until  the  interests  of  the 
City  and  County  have  been  secured.

At  the  request  of  Mayor  Selby,  on  December  18,  1869,  General  Cazneau  called  at  the 
Mayor's  office  and  made  the  following  verbal  explanation  of  the  case: 

"  After  the  Camanche  had  been  raised  atHathaway's  Wharf,  the  contractors,  Messrs.  Don- 
ahue, Ryan  &  Secor,  abandoned  her  to  the  underwriters  and  claimed  a  total  loss,  the  in- 
surance amounting  to  $340,000.  The  public  here  desiring  to  have  the  iron-clad  built 
(which  the  contractors  alleged  they  could  not  do  owing  to  the  damage  the  material  had 
suffered  by  being  so  long  submerged) ,  the  city  government  advanced  $60,000  for  the  pur- 
pose to  the  contractors,  and  took  in  security  therefor  the  policies  of  insurance,  the  con- 
tractors making  their  claim  over  to  the  city  for  thai  purpose,  and  giving  the  City  Treasurer 
their  receipts  for  the  above  sum  advanced. 

The  faith  of  the  city  was  pledged,  and  Donahue  advanced  the  money  on  that.  The  City 
paid  him,  with  interest,  in  1868. 

1.  The  contractors  claim  that  by  this  transaction  they  washed  their  hands  of  the  whole 
thing,  leaving  the  city  to  fight  it  out  with  the  underwriters,  who,  if  they  recognized  the 
transaction  as  valid  and  proper,  would  reimburse  the  city  for  her  outlay  of  $60,000.    If  not, 
the  city  would  lose  the  money. 

2.  The  other  view  taken  by  the  city  is  that  she  loaned  the  money  on  the  claim,  and  that 
it  must  be  returned  from  the  claim— that  is,  that  the  underwriters  must  pay  it,  or  the  con- 
tractors be  held  personally  for  it  as  a  private  loan. 

Whichever  may  be  the  correct  view,  the  money  was  advanced  by  the  city,  and  the  amount 
is  now  increased  to  $72,000  by  interest  accruing. 

Meantime  the  underwriters  still  refuse  to  pay  the  claim,  on  the  ground  that  it  was 
illegal  and  unfair,  and  suspicious  in  many  respects.  The  suit  wbich  is  now  pending  be- 
fore a  court  in  New  York  was  brought  by  Donahue,  representing  himself  and  the  city 
jointly. 

I  was  employed  in  the  spring  of  1869  by  the  city  and  Donahue  jointly  to  represent  them 
in  the  case,  the  city  agreeing  to  pay  me  $1,600,  and  the  contractors  $1,400  for  my  services. 
I  went,  and  returned  last  summer.  The  city  holds  the  policies  of  insurance  (made  over  to 
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them  by  the  contractors,  and  these  policies  are  in  the  hands  of  Ward,  Jones  &  Whitehead, 
of  New  York,  special  attorney  in  the  matter.  This  suit  will  decide  whether  the  city  Is  to 
recover  her  $72,000. 

The  result  of  my  visit  to  New  York  was  to  ascertain  that  the  underwriters  persist  in  their 
refusal  to  pay,  and  the  law  suit  is  still  progressing." 

During  the  year  1870  various  interviews  were  held  at  the  Mayor's  office  between  the 
Mayor  and  Messrs.  Donahue,  Ryan,  Cazneau,  McAllister  (counsel  for  Donahue)  and  Mr. 
Tubbs,  a  gentleman  who  represented  Mr.  Secor  in  New  York,  being  in  correspond- 
ence with  him  in  relation  to  Camanche  matters.  Mr.  Secor  had  also  written  to  Mayor  Selby, 
desiring  to  have  some  concert  of  action  between  the  city  and  th  e  contractors,  in  order  to 
settle  the  case  by  compromise  with  the  insurers.  He  also  complained  in  his  letters  of  the 
apathy  of  Messrs.  Ward,  Jones  &  Whitehead,  attorneys  in  charge  of  the  case  at  New  York. 
Early  in  1871,  McAllister  &  Bergin,  of  counsel  for  the  contractors,  wrote  to  Mayor  Selby 
that  the  city  must  take  part  in  payment  of  the  expeLses  of  litigation,  and  asked  for  an  ap- 
propriation from  the  Treasury  of  $2,500  for  that  purpose.  The  Mayor  declined,  remind- 
ing them  of  the  special  agreement  of  June  15, 1865,  by  which  the  Supervisors  refused,  at 
the  outset,  to  be  at  any  expense  of  litigation. 

The  following  is  a  communication  from  the  Hon.  Thos.  H.  Selby,  Mayor,  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  presented  at  a  meeting  held  February  20,  1871: 

MATCH'S  OFFICE,  SAN  FRANCISCO,  February  18th,  1871. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Supervisors  : 

GENTLEMEN -I  have  received  information  from  New  York  relative  to  the  suit  pending 
between  the  contractors  for  building  the  United  States  ironclad  steamer  Camanche  and  the 
underwriters,  which  induces  me  to  call  your  attention  to  the  facts  with  a  view  of  more  ef- 
fectually protecting  the  interests  of  the  city. 

The  circumstances  attending  and  following  the  sinking  of  the  ship  Aquila  in  this  harbor 
shortly  after  her  arrival  in  November,  1863,  having  the  materials  of  the  war  steamer  on 
board,  are  doubtless  familiar  to  your  Honorable  Body.  The  faith  of  the  city  was  pledged 
in  the  year  following,  as  authorized  by  the  Legislature,  to  pay  the  sum  of  $60,000  in  gold 
for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  equipping  the  vessel  then  lying  in  a  state  of  wreck. 

The  money  was  paid  to  the  contractors,  who  in  consideration  thereof  assigned  and  set 
over  to  the  then  Mayor,  in  trust  for  the  city,  their  claim  against  the  insurers,  with  full 
power  to  recover  and  receive  the  same  to  the  extent  of  $60,000.  The  policies  of  insurance 
were  deposited  with  the  city  as  sesurity,  the  borrowers  warranting  and  agreeing  to  fur- 
nish full  evidence  of  the  amount  of  the  claim,  and  to  substantiate  its  validity. 

The  underwriters,  having  resisted  payn.ent,  suit  was  commenced  against  them  by  the 
contractors,  who  were  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  June,  1865,  to  protect  the 
interest  of  the  city  and  recover  all  sums  due  in  the  premises,  provided  that  the  city  was- 
"not  to  become  liable  for  any  cost  or  expense  incurred  by  the  contractors  in  prosecution 
of  the  suit." 

Upon  inquiry  I  learn  from  New  York  that  owing  to  disagreements  among  themselves 
some  of  the  contractors  have  employed  their  own  separate  counsel ;  that  propositions  are 
under  consideration  there  for  a  compromise  with  the  insurers  of  the  whole  amount  of 
$360,000,  but -that  want  of  unity  among  the  underwriters  and  the  contractors  has  thus  far 
prevented. 

Some  of  the  insurance  companies  have  in  the  meantime  suspended,  and  the  amount  due 
the  city  has  increased,  with  interest,  to  above  $100,000. 

A  citizen  of  New  York  representing  Mr.  Fram  is  Secor,  one  of  the  contractors,  lately  de- 
ceased, writes  that,  in  his  opinion,  "the  case  has  been  set  back,  if  not  seriously  injured, 
in  consequence  of  dilatoriness  on  the  part  of  the  prosecution." 

Having  learned,  also,  from  additional  sources,  that  the  suit  is  not  being  energetically 
pressed,  I  notified  the  contractors  in  San  Francisco,  and  urged  that  there  might  be  no  un- 
necessary delay  in  the  legal  proceedings  and  in  the  payment  of  their  debt  to  the  city. 
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They  reply  that  the  city,  being  interested  in  the  result,  ought  to  pay  a  portion  o'f  the 
expenses,  and  they  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $2,500  for  that  purpose,  adding  that  "  if  the 
litigation  suffers  for  want  of  funds,  the  responsibility  will  not  rest  with  the  contractors." 

All  indebtedness  has  at  other  times  been  wholly  disclaimed  on  the  plea  that  the  $60,000 
was  regarded  in  the  light  of  a  patriotic  donation,  as  a  measure  of  public  safety  in  time  of 
war,  which  it  was  not  intended  should  ever  be  repaid. 

The  borrowers  beiu  g  thus  at  issue  with  the  city  and  among  themselves,  it  would  seem 
that  if  any  money  is  to  be  paid  out  for  legal  expenses,  it  should  be  solely  with  a  view  to 
protecting  the  claim  of  the  city.  The  exhausted  condition  of  the  fund,  however,  and  the 
lack  of  legislative  authority,  would  prevent  any  immediate  payment  being  made  for  such 
purpose.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  City  and  County  Attorney  that  the  appropriation  asked 
for  ought  not  to  be  made,  and  the  resolution  above  quoted  implies  an  original  understand" 
ing  with  the  contractors  that  the  city  was  not  to  bear  any  part  of  the  expense  of  litigation. 
The  policies  of  insurance  which  wtre  assigned  by  the  contractors  to  the  city  and  placed  in 
her  custody  have  since  been  deposited  with  them  or  their  attorneys  in  New  York  for  the 
purposes  of  the  suit. 

The  city,  therefore,  although  she  has  not  parted  with  her  interest  in  them,  is  no  longer 
In  possession  of  these  her  only  securities,  and  if  judgment  should  be  rendered  in  favor  of 
the  contractors  she  might  be  compelled  to  sue  them,  thus  making  her  chances  of  reim- 
bursement even  more  remote  than  at  present,  as  the  policies  have  been  indorsed  payable  to 
the  contractors. 

Under  these  circumstances,  the  retaining  of  special  counsel  familiar  with  maritime 
practice,  to  be  employed  upon  a  contingent  fee  to  look  after  the  interests  of  the  city,  is 
recommended  by  the  City  and  County  Attorney,  and  trustworthy  persons  in  New  York  who 
are  aware  of  the  increasing  complications  of  the  case  suggest  such  a  course  as  advisable.

At  the  same  meeting  of  the  Board,  after  the  reading  of  the  above  letter,  on  motion  of  Su- 
pervisor Story,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

RESOLUTION  No.  1,853.     (New  Series.) 

Resolved.  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
retain  counsel  in  New  York  to  protect  and  secure  the  interests  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  in  the  suit  now  pending  between  the  contractors  for  the  building  of  the  U. 
S.  war  steamer  Camanche  and  the  underwriters,  with  power  to  adopt  such  measures  as  may 
be  deemed  best  for  the  interests  of  the  City  and  Connty. 

The  Mayor  had  been  previously  given  to  understand  that  a  competent  firm,  familiar  with 
maritime  practice,  would  be  willing  to  take  the  case  upon  a  contingent  fee,  but  upon 
learning  that  the  said  firm  demanded  a  considerable  sum  in  advance,  no  further  action  in 
the  matter  of  emplos'ing  counsel  for  the  city  was  taken. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  held  January  15th,  1872,  the  following  resolu- 
tion was  adopted: 

RESOLUTION  No.  2,782.     (New  Series.) 

Resolved,  That  the  Judiciary  Committee  of  the  Board,  in  conjunction  wltli  the  City  and 
County  Attorney,  be  and  they  are  hereby  instructed  to  examine  into  and  report  to  this  Board 
the  present  status  of  the  city's  interest  jn  the  Camanche  claim,  and  that  they  also  submit  to 
this  Board,  with  such  report,  their  recommendation  as  to  the  most  feasible  mode  of  pro- 
curing a  final  settlement,  which  will  secure  the  most  speedy  payment  of  the  moneys  due 
the  city  under  said  claim  for  advances  and  interest. 

On  the  22d  April,  1872,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  in  Board  of  Supervisors: 
RESOLUTION  No.  3,008.     (New  Series.) 

Resolved,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  of  this  City  and  County,  be  and  he  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  enter  Into  such  negotiations,  and  make  such  contracts,  agreements 
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and  settlements  as  he  may  deem  for  the  public  good  in  the  matter  of  the  claim  of  the  City 
and  County  for  money  advanced  to  secure  the  completion  of  the  Monitor  Camanche  and  in- 
terest on  such  money  so  advanced. 

During  the  year  1872,  considerable  correspondence  was  carried  on  by  the  Hon.  Wm. 
Alvord,  Mayor,  with  various  interested  parties  in  relation  to  the  subject  matter. 

On  March  22d,  1872,  Mayor  Alvord  applied  to  Mr.  Secor  for  all  the  facts  in  his  possession 
relative  to  the  Camanche  claim,  to  which  application  he  received  an  answer  under  date  of 
May  2d,  1872,  referring  the  Mayor  to  James  T.  Ryan  for  the  particulars. 

On  May  2d,  1872,  Mayor  Alvord  received  a  letter  from  P.  Donahue,  offering  to  supply 
the  money  to  push  the  suit  to  a  close  in  New  York,  and  to  act  for  the  city  and  himself 
at  once,  and  dispatch  a  confidential  agent  thither  for  the  purpose,  aud  also  asking  for 
the  Mayor's  countenance  and  approval  on  behalf  of  the  city  of  that  proceeding.  On  May 
Cth,  1872,  the  Mayor  forwarded  a  reply  declining  to  enter  into  this  arrangement,  having  con- 
sulted the  City  and  County  Attorney,  he  did  not  feel  warranted  in  joining  Donahue  in 
sending  a  special  agent,  as  he  had  already  decided  to  place  the  city's  interest  in  the  hands 
of  Messrs.  Johnson  &  Higgins.  At  the  same  time,  he  expressed  his  approval  of  the  earnest 
desire  of  Mr.  Donahue  to  have  these  claims  pressed  to  a  settlement. 

On  May  8th,  1872,  the  Mayor  applied  to  Capt.  A.  T.  Fletcher,  agent  of  the  New  York  and 
Philadelphia  Board  of  Underwriters,  for  the  specific  grounds  on  which  the  underwriters 
resisted  payment  of  the  claims,  to  which  application  Capt.  Fletcher  made  a  verbal  state- 
ment  on  May  10,  1872,  to  the  effect  that  the  contractors  claimed  25  per  cent,  loss,  and  that 
the  insurance  was  only  as  against  total  loss. 

On  May  8, 1872,  Mayor  Alvord  wrote  to  Judge  H.  W.  Robinson  of  New  York,  inquiring  as  to 
the  standing  of  Messrs.  Ward,  Jones  >  Whitehead,  who  had  control  of  the  policies  of  in- 
surance belonging  to  the  city.  He  also  on  the  same  date  applied  to  Messrs.  Lees  &  Waller, 
bankers,  New  York,  for  information  as  to  the  reliability  of  Messrs.  Johnson  &  Higgins  of 
New  York,  whom  it  was  proposed  to  employ  as  counsel  in  the  in  terestof  the  city.  To  this 
latter  communication  a  reply  was  received  from  Lees  &  Waller,  bankers,  recommending 
the  employment  of  Messrs.  Johnson  &  Higgins. 

On  May  9, 1872,  Mr.  James  Otis,  who  was  going  to  New  York,  accepted  at  the  Mayor's  request 
the  duty  of  looking  into  the  Camanche  matter  for  the  city,  and  on  May  10th  was  furnished 
by  the  Mayor  with  an  outline  of  the  case,  together  with  a  certified  copy  of  the  original  con- 
tract on  file  in  the  Mayor's  office.  He  was  also  informed  of  the  engagement  of  Messrs.  John- 
son &  Higgins,  average  adjusters,  to'  act  in  the  interest  of  the  city,  co-operating  with 
Messrs.  Ward,  Jones  &  Whitehead,  attorneys  for  Donahoe.  The  matter  of  compensation 
to  Johnson  &  Higgins  was  left  to  Mr.  Otis  to  arrange. 

Mr.  Otis  was  further  advised  to  have  the  suit  brought  to  a  speedy  termination  on  the 
best  possible  terms  for  the  city.  A  compromise  with  the  underwriters  on  fair  terms  was 
suggested  rather  than  to  allow,  by  continued  litigation,  the  whole  amount  in  dispute  to  be 
eaten  up  by  expenses.  A  power  of  attorney  was  also  sent  by  Mr.  Otis  to  Johnson  &  Hig- 
gins, empowering  them  to  act  as  her  special  agents  in  the  Camanche  matter. 

On  May  13, 1872,  Mayor  Alvord,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the  City  and  County  Attorney, 
wrote  to  Messrs.  Donohue,  Ryan  &  Secor.  each  individually,  calling  attention  to  the  con- 
tract  signed  by  them  on  July  20th,  1864,  whereby  it  \\  as  agreed  and  warranteed  that  they 
should  furnish  full  evidence  of  the  amount  of  the  claim  in  the  Camanche  suit  and  estab- 
lish the  validity  of  the  same,  and  requesting  them  to  comply  with  all  the  terms  and  agree- 
ments of  the  said  document. 

A  correspondence  now  took  place  between  Messrs.  Johnson  &  Higgins,  of  New  York,  and 
Mr.  Otis,  who  at  this  time  was  in  Boston.  The  correspondence  extended  over  a  period 
from  July  15th  to  August  1st,  1872. 

The  gist  of  the  matter  being  plainly  set  forth  in  Messrs.  Johnson  &  Higgins'  letter  of 
July  26th,  1872,  wherein  they  apply  to  Mr.  Otis  for  instructions  as  to  the  lowest  figure  at 
which  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  would  be  willing  to  compromise  with  the 
insurance  companies;  also  pointing  out  that  the  case,  from  its  inception,  had  been  mis- 
managed by  Messrs.  Ward,  Jones,  and  Whitehead,  who  had  contented  themselves  with 
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presenting  to  the  underwriters  a  claim  for  account  of  expenses  of  repairing  damages  to 
ironclad  Camanche  for  about  $80,000  gold,  copied  in  the  form  of  a  statement  converted  into 
currency  at  about  225  and  amounting  to  over  $200,000.  This  claim  was  unsupported  by 
any  evidence  of  actual  damage  received  by  the  material  of  the  Camanche.  The  writers  state: 
"Any  one  of  common  sense  will  see  that  a  protest  stating  that  the  Aquila  had  been  wrecked, 
leaving  off  with  her  submersion,  and  a  bill  of  labor  and  material  itself  unsigned,  unreceipt- 
ed, unsworn  to',  and  not  accompanied  by  the  slightest  testimony  to  show  that  it  was  a  verita- 
ble bill  of  repairs,  and  with  no  survey  on  the  materials  to  show  that  they  were  taken  out  in 
a  damaged  state;  all  this,  we  say,  would  be  to  any  merchant  a  most  unsatisfactory  claim  ; 
and  to  keen  officers  of  insurance  companies,  they  undoubtedly  believe  that  a  court  will 
throw  the  claim  out  on  the  ground  that  no  preliminary  proofs  have  ever  been  presented." 

This  letter  goes  on  to  state  that  an  intimation  has  been  given  by  one  of  the  insurers  that 
a  compromise  might  possibly  be  effected  on  a  basis  of  something  like  $50,000  currency.  Of 
the  insurance  on  the  ironclad  the  sum  of  $65,000  was  in  companies  that  had  failed,  and 
nothing  would  be  recovered  ;  about  $300,000  of  the  $400,000  valuation  were  supposed  to  be 
good,  including  all  the  out-of-town  companies.  Messrs.  Johnson  and  Higgins  go  on  to 
say:  "  At  this  stage  of  affairs  the  question  for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and 
yourself,  as  their  agent,  to  decide  is,  shall  you  name  a  minimum  sum  to  be  paid  the 
City  of  San  Francisco,  clear  of  all  expenses,  which  if  we  can  see  our  way  clear  to  getting 
out  of  a  compromise  to  be  made  at  once,  we  will  at  once  compromise  and  close  up  the 
whole  thing  without  another  step  in  law?" 

"At  this  moment  the  intimation  given  leads  us  to  the  conclusion  that  if  Donahue,  Ryan 
and  Secor  will  surrender  all  their  rights,  such  an  amount  could  be  realized  as  would  pay 
all  the  lawyers  and  ourselves,  and  leave  about  $30,000  gold  for  the  city." 

To  the  foregoing  proposed  basis  for  a  compromise,  Mr.  Otis  replied  from  Chicago,  under 
date  of  August  1, 1872,  declining  to  take  the  responsibility  of  deciding  upon  the  matter,  and 
suggesting  a  further  delay  till  he  was  able  to  confer  with  the  Mayor  of  San  Francisco, 
where  he  hoped  to  arrive  in  a  few  days. 

On  Atigust  17th,  1872,  Mr.  Otis  having  returned  from  New  York,  a  meeting  was  held  at  the 
Mayor's  office,  at  which  the  Mayor,  Mr.  Burnett,  City  and  County  Attorney,  Mr.  Selby  and 
Mr.  Otis,  were  present. 

Mr.  Otis  delivered  all  his  correspondence,  etc.,  to  the  Mayor,  and  it  was  agreed  that  the 
proposition  for  a  settlement  by  compromise,  on  the  basis  of  $30,000  gold  net  in  full  of  all 
demands,  be  agreed  to,  and  an  answer  to  thai  effect  was  telegraphed  that  day,  in  these 
words:  "A  settlement  upon  the  terms  stated  in  your  letter  to  Otis,  dated  July  26th,  1872, 
will  be  accepted."  William  Alvord  to  Johnson  and  Higgins,  87  and  89  Wall  street,  New 
York. 

On  the  19th  Mayor  Alvord  also  wrote  to  Johnson  and  Higgins,  with  instructions  when 
the  compromise  was  effected  to  deposit  the  money  with  Lees  &  Waller,  bankers  for  the 
city  in  this  matter. 

On  September  2d,  1872,  Mr.  Whitehead,  of  the  firm  of  Ward,  Jones  &  Whitehead,  called  on 
Mayor  Alvord.  During  their  conversation  he  said  that  he  considered  the  interest  of  the 
city  an  undivided  one  in  $60,000  gold,  and  interest  at  10  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  suggested 
the  manner  in  which  the  case  should  be  prosecuted: 

His  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  companies  was  as  follows: 

Gross  insurance $340,000 

Failed  (insolvent  companies) 40,000 


£285,000 
Compromise,  say  20  per  cent 20,000 

Reduced  to  gold $57,000 
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Mr.  "Whitehall  d  represented  that  his  firm  had  instituted  eleven  suits,  and  that  a  very 
strong  array  of  legal  talent  had  been  employed  against  them.  He  said  that  all  possible 
means  would  be  used  by  the  other  side  to  prevent  the  appointment  of  a  Commission  to  take 
testimony;  but  that  if  a  Commission  were  appointed  to  come  to  San  Francisco  that  winter, 
it  w»uld  enable  him  to  get  to  a  trial  of  the  case  before  many  months,  provided  no  com- 
promise was  made. 

The  original  contract  was  examined,  as  was  also  the  power  of  attorney  from  Ihe  Mayor 
to  Johnson  and  Higpins,  which  conveyed  full  power  to  compromise,  and  Mr.  Whitehead 
considered  that  what  was  further  required  was  alike  power  of  attorney  from  Mr.  Donahue. 

Mr.  Whitehead  further  stated  that  he  had  ruled  out  a  number  of  items  found  in  General 
Cazneau's  book  of  adjustment;  but  that,  in  his  opinion,  the  proposition  of  Johnson  and 
Higgins  for  a  compromise  was  a  wise  and  advisable  one. 

He  thought  that  if  no  compromise  was  effected  now,  and  the  case  continued  in  litigation 
as  at  present,  it  would  ultimately  have  to  go  through  the  courts,  where  it  would  be  fought 
by  the  opposing  side  and  would  probably  not  reach  judgment  for  five  years,  and  the  city 
would  have  to  wait  till  then  before  commencing  proceedings  against  Donahue.  He  sup- 
posed the  conditions  of  a  compromise  meant  a  present  payment  to  the  city  of  the  money 
without  reference  to  any  future  litigation. 

The  Mayor  considered  such  to  be  the  understanding  and  intention  in  the  matter,  and  the 
conference  terminated. 

Under  date  of  October  19th,  1872,  Messrs.  Johnson  and  lagging  wrote  to  the  Mayor  stating 
that  Messrs.  Ward,  Jones  &  Whitehead,  having  been  employed  by  the  city  through  its  agent, 
General  Cazneau,  received  from  him  the  policies  of  insurance  and  other  documents  relat- 
ting  to  the  Camanche  claims;  that  they  had  commenced  suits  and  done  other  and  various 
services  in  the  matter  for  which  they  expected  large  pay,  and  that  the  papers  in  question 
cannot  be  taken  from  them  until  they  are  paid;  also,  that  in  view  of  the  probability  of 
their  exacting  as  much  pay  for  what  they  had  done  as  they  will  for  what  still  remains  to  be 
done,  they,  Messrs.  Johnson  and  Higgins,  deem  it  best  nc  t  to  say  or  do  anything  that  might 
disturb  the  present  status  of  the  case. 

This  letter  goes  on  to  say  that  repeated  interviews  had  been  had  with  Mr.  Secor  and  the 
attorneys  on  his  side  with  a  hope  of  bringing  them  to  some  other  condition  than  that  as- 
sumed by  them,  but  without  effect.  It  is  further  pointed  out,  that,  owing  to  the  peculiar 
indorsement  on  the  policies  of  insurance  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  which  render  said 
policies  payable  only  to  Messrs.  Donahue,  Ryan  &  Secor,  it  will  be  impossible  to  make  any 
settlement  of  this  claim  without  the  co-operation  of  those  gentlemen. 

The  writer  also  regrets  the  apathy  of  Mr.  Donahue  in  not  exerting  himself  to  relieve  the 
city  of  thi-i  embarrassment,  and  permitting  the  disagreements  of  the  personal  members  of 
the  firm  to  interfere  with  a  settlement  of  the  whole  matter.  A  copy  of  the  assignment  of 
Donohue,  Ryan  &  Secor  to  the  city  is  also  applied  for. 

On  March  1, 1873,  Messrs.  Johnson  &  Higgins  again  report  to  the  Mayor,  that  they  have  been 
unable  to  effect  a  compromise.  It  appears  that  the  Messrs.  Secor  demand  $10,000,  to  be 
paid  them  by  the  city  for  allege!  costs,  etc.  Donahue  seems  to  have  been  willing  to  pay 
them  $3,000  to  withdraw  from  their  obstructive  position,  and  even  offered  to  furnish  funds 
for  the  prosecution  of  the  suits  if  the  Messrs.  Secor  would  withdraw  their  opposition.  All 
offers,  however,  seem  to  have  failed,  so  the  matter  remains  as  formerly. 

Messrs.  Johnson  &  Higgins  proposed  a  new  line  of  action  which  they  seemed  to  think  would 
be  effectual  to  force  the  contractors  to  some  immediate  action — namely,  if  the  vigorous 
prosecution  of  the  suits  is  not  pressed,  aided  by  all  the  evidence  of  damage  which  the  con- 
tractors by  their  agreement  and  contract  with  the  city  are  bound  to  furnish,  then  it  was 
proposed  to  convict  said  contractors  of  dereliction  of  their  duty  and  obligation,  and  at  once 
render  them  liable  to  suit  for  the  entire  amount  claimed. 

Notwithstanding  all  this  voluminous  correspondence  and  the  expression  of  earnest  de- 
sire upon  the  part  of  attorneys  entrusted  with  the  management  of  the  suits,  no  further  ac- 
tion seems  to  have  been  taken  until  March  27,  1876,  when  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted  in  Board  of  Supervisors: 
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RESOLUTION  No.  8,577.     (New  Series.) 

WHEREAS,  This  City  and  County  advanced  the  sum  of  $60,000  in  gold  to  the  contractors 
to  construct  and  equip  the  United  States  iron-clad  steamer  CamancJie,  in  consideration  of 
•which  the  policies  of  insurance  were  assigned  and  set  over  to  the  then  Mayor  of  this  City 
and  County  with  full  power  to  recover  and  receive  the  same  to  the  extent  of  $60,000,  the 
contractors  warranting  and  agreeing  to  furnish  full  evidence  of  the  amount  of  the  claim 
and  to  substantiate  its  validity;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  is  no  longer  in  possession  of  those  securities,  having  in- 
dorsed them  over  and  deposited  them  with  the  contractors  or  their  attorneys  in  New  York 
for  purposes  of  the  suit  brought  by  them  to  recover  the  amounts  due  on  said  policies  from 
the  underwriters ;  and 

WHEBEAS,  It  is  understood  that  the  said  suits  have  been  amicably  determined  and  the 
underwriters  willing  to  pay  over  amounts  due,  and  as  there  appears  to  be  some  delay  or 
negligence  on  the  part  of  the  contractors  or  their  attorneys  to  collect  the  same;  now,, 
therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Mayor  of  this  City  and  County  be  and  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  examine  into  the  claim  of  this  City  and  County  for  the  amount  of  $60,000  gold 
coin  advanced  to  construct  and  equip  the  CamancJie,  and  to  take  such  steps  as  may  be  nec- 
essary to  collect  the  same  -with  interest,  as  soon  as  practicable. 

In  Board  of  Supervisors,  San  Francisco,  March  27,  1866. 
Adopted  by  the  following  vote: 

Ayes— Supervisors  Drucker,  Edwarde,  Bryan,  Wise,  Shine,  Eaton,  Hayes,  Strother,  Boyce> 
Macdonald. 

Excused  from  voting — Supervisor  Gibbs. 
Absent— Supervisor  Roberts. 

Again  a  lull  seems  to  have  taken  place  in  all  proceedings  in  relation  to  the  matter  until 
October  13,  1879,  when  a  consultation  was  held  between  the  Hon.  A.  J.  Bryant,  Mayor,  the 
members  of  the  Board,  and  Messrs.  Hall  McAllister,  Peter  Donahue,  and  John  E.  Ward,  re- 
sulting in  the  passage,  on  that  date,  of  the  following  Resolution,  to  wit: 

RESOLUTION  No.  13,94,8.     (New  Series.) 

Resolved,  That  Mr.  John  E.  Ward  of  New  York,  attorney  for  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  be  and  he  hereby  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  compromise  on  behalf  of  said 
City  and  County  upon  such  terms  as  he  may  deem  best,  all  suits  pending  in  any  of  the 
courts  of  the  State  of  New  York,  brought  to  recover  any  insurance  moneys  claimed  to  be 
due  for  the  stranding  and  injury  to  the  iron-clad  steam  battery  Camanche. 

Since  which  time  no  further  action  is  reported  and  the  question  of  re-imbursing  the 
city  for  the  outlay  appears  to  be  as  undecided  as  ever,  notwithstanding  all  the  efforts 
made. 


PUBLIC  PROPERTY. 


The  following  list  contains  a  description  of  all  real  property  owned  by  the 
City  and  County,  comprising  all  property  reserved  and  purchased  for  public 
purposes :

New  one-story  frame  building  erected,  four  rooms.  Erected  August  1,  1881. 
Cost,  $4,383.75. 
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Prior  to  the  year  1853,  the  grades  of  streets  were  fixed  and  determined  from 
•time  to  time  on  the  ordering  of  street  improvements,  when  necessary  to 
afford  business  facilities.  In  the  early  part  of  that  year  proceedings  were  in- 
augurated in  the  Common  Council  for  the  establishment  of  grades,  which  re- 
sulted in  the  employment  of  Messrs.  Milo  Hoadley  and  Wm.  P.  Humphreys 
(the  present  City  and  County  Surveyor),  in  May,  1853,  to  do  and  perform  all 
the  work  and  labor  necessary  to  the  establishing  of  suitable,  proper  and  per- 
manent grades  for  the  streets  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco.  These  gentlemen 
presented  reports  in  June  and  July,  1853,  recommending  the  grades  to  be 
established  on  all  the  streets,  which  grades  were  established  by  the  Commou 
Council  by  Ordinances  Nos.  350  and  425.  In  1854,  the  Common  Council 
adopted  a  resolution  which  recited  that  sufficient  manifestations  of  disappro- 
bation on  the  part  of  the  people  had  appeared  in  relation  to  the  city  grades 
established  by  said  ordinances,  and  provided  for  the  appointment  of  a  Special 
Committee  by  each  Board  (Aldermen  and  Assistant  Aldermen)  to  employ 
three  competent  civil  engineers  to  investigate  and  report  their  views  and  opin- 
ions on  the  system  of  grades  adopted.  The  committee  appointed  consisted 
of  Messrs.  J.  E.  West,  John  Nightingale,  Frank  Turk,  Henry  Meiggs  and 
Samuel  Gardiner,  who,  under  the  resolution  referred  to,  appointed  as  the 
engineers,  Brevet  Major  J.  G.  Barnard,  U.  S.  Engineer  Cords;  A.  T.  Arrow- 
smith,  and  Lieutenant  J.  A.  Hardie,  U.  S.  Third  Artillery;  who,  in  May, 
1854,  presented  the  report  with  a  table  of  grades,  which  grades  were  adopted 
as  the  permanent  grades  by  Ordinance  No.  608  (the  prior  Ordinances  Nos. 
350  and  425  being  repealed),  which  was  approved  by  the  Hon.  C.  K.  Garri- 
son, Mayor,  on  July  10th,  1854. 

In  1862,  the  Legislature  passed  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  establish  the 
lines  and  grades  of  streets  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,"  ap- 
pointing for  that  purpose  a  Board  of  Civil  Engineers,  composed  of  the  City 
and  County  Surveyor  (George  C.  Potter),  Milo  Hoadley  and  Thaddeus  R. 
Brooks. 

The  work  was  prosecuted,  reports  made  from  time  to  time,  and  the  grades 
established  within  certain  limits  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  By  an  Act  of 
the  Legislature,  approved  April  4,  1864,  the  time  was  extended,  and  the 
Engineers  completed  their  labors.  The  final  report,  etc.,  signed  by  George 
C.  Potter,  City  and  County  Surveyor,  and  Thaddeus  E,.  Brooks,  was  filed 
on  October  17th,  1864,  and,  after  consideration  and  a  requirement  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Acts  of  the  Legislature  relative  to  giving  public  notice,  etc., 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  finally  passed  Order  No.  684,  on  January  29,  1866, 
which  was  approved  by  the  Hou.  H.  P.  Coon,  Mayor,  on  January  30,  1866,  es- 
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tablishing  the  lines  and  grades  of  streets  and  public  highways  in  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  west  and  south  of  Ninth  and  Larkin  streets,  from 
Twenty-second  to  Market  street,  which  order  included  all  the  grades,  etc., 
previously  reported  on  by  said  Board  of  Engineers  and  recited: 

SECTION  1.  That  the  Survey,  Maps,  Profiles  and  Block  Book  aforesaid,  be  and  they  are 
hereby  approved  and  adopted,  and  that  said  Maps,  Profiles  and  Block  Book  do  stand  as  the 
legal  and  valid  official  plan  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  to  determine  the 
lines  of  the  streets  and  the  grades  thereof,  as  provided  by  the  Acts  of  tlie  Legislature 
aforesaid. 

SKO.  2.  That  the  lines  of  the  streets  in  those  portions  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  as  delineated  in  the  aforesaid  Block  Book,  shall  be  run  in  accordance  with  the 
distances  from  the  monument  of  Re-Survey  lines  to  the  respective  corners  as  fixed  and 
indicated  in  said  Block  Book ;  and  every  survey  hereafter  made  shall  conform  thereto,  and 
shall  be  plotted  in  said  Block  Book,  as  an  official  record  of  such  survey. 

SEC.  3.  That  the  lines  of  streets  and  sizes  of  blocks  in  all  the  other  portions  of  the  City 
(not  included  in  said  Block  Book)  shall  be  run  in  accordance  with  the  distances  and  dimen- 
sions marked  on  the  General  Map  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  made  by  said 
Board  of  Engineers,  in  connection  with  the  Monument  Map  of  said  Board  of  Engineers,  as 
regards  the  location  of  the  monument  and  stakes  with  the  lines  of  said  streets. 

In  1868,  the  Legislature  of  the  State  passed  an  Act  empowering  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  to  establish  the  grade  of  the  streets  and  avenues  within  cer- 
tain specified  districts,  which  were  known  and  designated  at  that  time  as  the 
Outside  Lands,  being  outside  the  charter  limits  of  1851,  and  east  of  Potrero 
avenue  and  south  of  Mission  Creek,  in  pursuance  of  which  a  contract  was  en- 
tered into  with  Messrs.  Wm.  P.  Humphreys  and  George  C.  Potter  to  make 
surveys,  erect  monuments  and  recommend  suitable  grades.  The  work  wa& 
commenced  and  steadily  prosecuted  until  completion,  a  report  being  presented 
on  July  25,  1870,  and,  after  due  publication,  the  grades  in  said  district  were 
established  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  by  Orders  Nos.  955  and  972,  in  Sep- 
tember and  November,  1870. 

As,  from  time  to  time,  various  changes  of  grade  were  desired,  the  Legisla- 
ture passed  the  following  Act  in  1868,  so  as  to  afford  an  opportunity  to  prop- 
erty owners  to  have  the  grade  of  any  street  modified  or  changed  from  the 
original  grade  when  petitioned  for  by  the  owners  of  three-fourths  of  the 
property  affected,  to-wit: 

AN    ACT    TO    AUTHOKIZE    THE    BOARD    OF    SUPKRVISOBS    OE    THE    ClTY    AND    COUNTY   OF    SAN 

FBANCISCO  TO  MODIFY  AND  CHANGE  THE  GRADE  OF  STBEETS  IN  SAID  CITY  AND  COUNTY. 
[Approved  March  28, 1868.] 

The  People  of  the  Slate  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows.- 

SECTION  1.  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  are 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  upon  petition  of  the  owners  of  three-fourths  of  the 
property  to  be  affected  thereby— said  property  to  be  ascertained  and  indicated  by  said 
Board  of  Supervisors  in  the  manner  provided  in  the  first  subdivision  of  section  two  of  this 
Act — to  change  and  modify  the  grade  of  any  street  or  avenue,  or  of  any  part  of  any  street 
or  avenue,  in  said  City  and  County,  as  hereinafter  provided. 
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SEC.  2.  The  grade  of  any  street  or  avenue,  or  portion  of  any  street  or  avenue,  the  grade 
of  which  has  been  fixed  by  ordinance,  shall  not  be  altered  or  changed,  except  upon  an 
adjustment  of  the  benefits  and  damages ;  and  the  proceedings  shall  be  as  follows: 

First.  The  Board  of  Supervisors,  upon  the  receipt  of  a  petition  in  conformity  with  the 
provisions  of  section  one  of  this  Act,  shall  publisb  in  the  official  newspaper  of  said  City 
and  County  a  notice  of  their  intention  to  make  such  (change) .  Said  notice  shall  be  pub- 
lished for  thirty  days,  and  shall  describe  the  proposed  change,  and  designate  the  limits 
within  which  the  lots  of  land  to  be  benefited  shall  be  assessed  to  pay  any  damage  that 
may  be  awarded  by  reason  of  the  change. 

Second.  Within  twenty  days  after  the  first  publication  of  said  notice,  any  person  claim- 
ing that  he  or  she  would  sustain  damage  by  reason  of  such  change  shall  file  a  petition 
with  the  County  Clerk,  addressed  to  the  County  Court,  Betting  forth  the  fact  of  his  or  her 
ownership,  the  description  and  situation  of  his  or  her  property,  its  market  value,  aLd  the 
amount  of  damage,  over  and  above  all  benefits,  which  he  or  she  would  sustain  by  reason 
of  the  proposed  change,  if  completed,  asking  the  appointment  of  Commissioners  to  assess 
such  damage ;  which  petition  shall  be  verified  by  the  oath  of  the  petitioner,  or  his  or  her 
agent. 

Thir.t.  On  the  filing  of  such  petition,  the  said  County  Court  shall  take  jurisdiction  of 
the  proceedings,  and  the  County  Clerk  shall  immediately  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Fourth.  At  the  expiration  of  the  time  of  publication  of  said  notice,  and  at  the  time  in- 
dicated by  said  notice,  or  at  such  other  time  to  which  it  may  be  continued,  the  County 
Court  shall  appoint  three  citizens,  who  are  freeholders  in  said  City  and  County,  and  com- 
petent judges  of  the  value  of  real  estate  therein,  and  not  interested  in  said  proceedings,  as 
Commissioners,  to  assess  the  benefits  and  damages  to  each  separate  lot  of  land  within  the 
limits  designated  in  the  notice. 

Fifth.  The  Commissioners  shall  be  sworn  by  the  County  Judge,  to  make  the  assessments- 
of  benefits  and  damages,  to  the  best  of  their  judgment  and  ability,  without  fear  or  favor, 
and  that  they  have  no  interest  in  the  controversy,  nor  in  any  of  the  land  within  the  limits 
designated,  which  oath  shall  be  filed  with  the  County  Clerk  as  part  of  the  proceedings.  A 
copy  thereof,  and  of  the  order  of  appointment,  certified  by  the  Clerk,  may  be  delivered  to- 
said  Commissioners  as  their  authority. 

Sixth.  Said  Commissioners  shall  visit  and  inspect  the  premises  to  be  assesed  and  the 
premises  for  which  damages  are  claimed,  with  a  committee  from  their  body,  appointed  for 
that  purpose  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Seventh.  Said  Commissioners  shall  have  power,  and  it  is  hereby  made  their  duty,  to  ex- 
amine, under  oath,  which  any  one  of  them  is  hereby  authorized  to  administer,  any  wit- 
nesses produced  before  them  by  any  party,  touching  the  matters  to  be  investigated,  and 
such  other  witnesses  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  fully  acquaint  themselves  with  the 
actual  amount  of  benefits  and  damages  which  will  result  to  the  respective  parties  interested 
in  the  proposed  change. 

Eighth.  Said  Commissioners,  having  determined  the  damage  which  will  be  sustained  by- 
each  petitioner,  over  and  above  all  benefits  by  the  completion  of  the  proposed  change, 
shall  proceed  to  assess  the  whole  amount  thereof,  together  with  the  costs,  charges  and  ex- 
penses of  the  proceedings,  including  the  compensation  to  the  Commissioners  for  their  ser- 
vices, to  be  taxed  and  allowed  by  the  County  Judge,  ratably,  upon  the  several  lots  of  land 
benefited  within  the  limits  designated  in  said  notice,  so  that  the  same  shall  be  distributed 
according  to  the  benefits  produced  by  such  change  as  nearly  as  possible. 

Ninth.  Said  Commissioners  shall  make  their  report  in  writing,  and  shall  subscribe  the- 
same  and  file  it  with  the  County  Clerk.  In  their  said  report  they  shall  describe  each  piece 
of  property  which  will  sustain  damage,  stating  the  amount  of  damages  which  it  will  sus- 
tain over  and  above  all  benefits;  and  they  shall  also  give  a  brief  description  of  each  lot 
benefited  within  the  designated  limits,  the  name  of  the  owner,  if  known,  and  the  amount 
of  benefit  assessed  against  the  same.  In  case  the  three  Commissioners  do  not  agree,  the 
award  agreed  upon  by  any  two  of  them  shall  be  sufficient.  On  the  filing  of  said  report, 
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the  County  Clerk  shall  notify  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  in  writing,  of  the  fact,  and  there- 
upon the  said  Board  shall  by  ordinance  confirm  or  reject  said  report.  If  they  confirm  it, 
the  grades  of  the  streets  shall  be  changed  as  contemplated,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  shall  notify  the  County  Court  that  the  Board  have  confirmed  the  report.  The 
Couuty  Court  shall  thereupon  enter  up  judgment  against  each  lot  assessed  for  benefits,  de- 
scribing the  same  as  accurately  as  can  conveniently  be  done.  Upon  which  judgment  an 
order  of  sale  may  issue  by  order  of  the  Court,  commanding  the  Sheriff  of  said  City  and 
bounty  to  collect  the  amount  therein  mentioned  by  sale  of  the  lot  assessed  in  the  mode 
prescribed  by  law  for  the  sale  of  real  estate,  the  proceeds  to  be  paid  by  the  Sheriff  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  who  shall  place  the  same  to  the  credit 
of  the  Street  Department  Fund ;  and  the  same  shall  be  paid,  and  the  Treasury  of  said  City 
-and  County  shall  pay  the  amount  collected  for  damages  into  the  County  Court,  which  shall 
hold,  invest  and  distribute  the  same  in  the  same  manner  as  provided  in  section  nineteen  of 
an  Act  entitled  an  Act  to  declare  and  regulate  the  power  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  take  private  lands  for  certain  public  improve- 
ments and  to  prescribe  the  manner  of  its  execution,  approved  April  fourth,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  sixty-four.  All  such  judgments  shall  be  in  favor  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  and  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  lot  until  the  same  is  paid;  but  no  sale  shall  be 
made  nor  execution  issue  until  the  County  Court  shall  determine  that  said  work  has  been 
completed. 

SEC.  3.  Before  entering  up  judgment,  the  Court  shall  fix  a  day  for  hearing  parties  who 
may  feel  aggrieved  by  reason  of  any  of  the  proceedings;  but  no  objection  shall  be  con- 
sidered except  such  as  are  specifically  set  forth  in  writing  by  the  parties ;  and  all  errors, 
omissions  and  irregularities  not  specifically  set  forth  shall  be  deemed  to  be  waived.  Any 
party  dissatisfied  may,  within  thirty  days  after  judgment  against  him  or  his  lot,  or  the 
order  to  pay  the  damages  assessed,  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court  to  review  the  matter  com- 
plained of,  and  the  appeal  shall  be  taken  in  the  manner  and  with  the  same  effect  as  pre- 
scribed in,  and  in  all  respects  be  in  conformity  to,  an  Act  to  declare  and  regulate  the  power 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  take  private  lands 
for  certain  public  improvements,  and  to  prescribe  the  manner  of  its  execution,  approved 
April  fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four;  and  all  subsequent  proceedings  shall  be  in 
-conformity  therewith  and  with  the  same  effect. 

SEC.  4.  All  acts  and  proceedings  under  this  law  shall  be  liberally  construed,  and  the 
judgments  and  proceedings  of  the  County  Court  shall  be  construed  like  judgments  and 
proceedings  of  Courts  of  general  jurisdiction. 

SEC.  5.  The  Sheriff  shall  collect  fees  for  the  execution,  in  case  an  execution  issues,  as 
in  other  cases;  but  each  party  may  pay  to  the  Treasurer  the  amount  of  the  judgment 
against  him,  and  the  Treasurer's  receipt  being  produced  to  the  County  Court,  satisfaction 
of  the  judgment  shall  be  entered  by  the  Clerk.  The  Clerk  shall  not  charge  any  fees  for  the 
proceedings  unless  execution  issues,  in  which  case  he  shall  be  authorized  to  charge  five 
dollars  for  each  execution,  to  be  collected  by  the  Sheriff  on  the  execution. 

SEC.  6.    This  Act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage. 

In  the  matter  of  property  of  the  City  and  County  being  affected,  the  Act  of 
April  2,  1870  (1869-70,  650),  provides  a  remedy  as  follows:  "The  Mayor  of 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered, 
on  behalf  and  in  the  name  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  to  peti- 
tion the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  said  City  and  County  to  order  the  change  of 
the  official  grade  of  any  street  or  streets,  where  such  change  may  effect  any 
public  square  or  other  lot  of  land  belonging  to  said  City  and  Couuty;  and 
such  petition  shall  have  the  same  affect  as  if  the  same  were  signed  by  or  in 
behalf  of  the  owners  of  any  property  not  belonging  to  said  City  and  County." 

In  1874,  the  Legislature  also  passed  the  following  Act,  which  equalized 
and  established  the  grades  ot  all  the  small  and  subdivision  streets,  lanes, 
alleys,  places  and  courts  in  blocks  bounded  by  main  streets,  to -wit: 
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AN  ACT  TO  LEGALIZE  THE  GRADES  OF  CERTAIN  STREETS  IN  THE  CITY  AND  COTJNTT  OP  SAN 

FRANCISCO. 

[Approved  March  25th,  1874.] 

WHEBEAS,  The  grades  and  widths  of  the  main  streets  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
JFrancisco  were  established  by  the  Board  of  Engineers,  under  and  by  virtue  of  an  Act  of  the 
Legislature  of  the  State  of  California,  approved  April  twenty-sixth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-six,  and  Acts  supplementary  to  and  amendatory  thereof,  as  shown  by  the  maps  made 
by  them,  which  maps  were  made  official  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  said  City  and 
County,  as  per  Order  No.  six  hundred  and  eighty-four,  dated  January  thirtieth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-six,  and 

Whereas,  The  grade  and  width  of  all  the  small -or  intermediate  streets,  lanes,  alleys, 
places  and  courts  shown  on  said  map,  were  deemed  and  held  by  said  Board  of  Engineers  as 
established  at  the  same  grade  as  the  main  streets  at  the  point  of  intersection;  and 

Whereas,  Doubts  exist  as  to  whether  there  was  any  grade  established  in  relation  thereto, 
prior  to  April  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-two;  Now,  therefore, 
The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  The  official  grade  and  width  of  all  the  small  and  subdivision  streets,  lanes, 
alleys,  places  and  courts,  in  blocks  bounded  by  main  streets,  which  were  dedicated  to  pub- 
lic use  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-six,  in  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  shall  be  deemed  and  held  to  have  been  fixed  and  established  on 
said  last  date,  at  the  same  grade  as  was  established  for  said  main  streets  on  said  last  date, 
at  the  point  or  intersection  of  said  small  and  subdivision  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  places  and 
courts  with  said  main  streets,  and  all  such  small  and  subdivision  streets,  lanes,  alleys, 
places  and  courts  as  have  since  said  last  date  been  dedicated  to  public  use,  shall  take  the 
same  grade  at  the  point  of  intersection  with  said  main  streets,  as  the  grade  of  the  main 
street  at  such  point  of  intersection,  and  where  a  different  grade  has  not  been  heretofore 
-established,  or  shall  not  hereafter  be  established  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  said  City 
and  County,  the  grade  shall  be  a  straight  or  direct  line  drawn  through  the  block  from  one 
main  street  to  the  other,  and  the  surveys  heretofore  made  from  time  to  time  by  City  and 
County  Surveyors  of  said  City  and  County,  locating  and  establishing  the  lines  and  grades 
of  said  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  places  and  courts,  and  the  lots  fronting  thereon  are  hereby 
made  valid,  ratified  and  confirmed,  and  the  records  of  said  office  shall  be  prima  facie 
evidence  of  such  surveys. 

SEC.  2.    This  Act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  various  Acts  have  been  passed  at  different 
sessions  of  the  Legislature,  establishing  grades  of  streets,  etc.,  or  conferring 
power  upon  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  expend  money  for  that  purpose,  in 
addition  to  the  many  changes  of  grades  made  by  said  Board  under  the  Act  of 
1868,  upon  petition  of  the  owners  of  three-fourths  of  the  property  affected 
thereby. 

In  some  of  the  orders  passed  from  time  to  time,  it  being  claimed  that  the 
elevation  above  base  was  not  indicated  so  as  to  be  definite,  the  following 
Order  was  passed  and  approved  April  9,  1876 : 

ORDER  No.  1204 — RELATIVE  TO  STREET  GRADES. 

Whereas,  It  is  claimed  that  a  technical  defect  exists  in  the  several  orders  heretofore 
passed  establishing  official  grades  of  the  streets  in  this  City  and  County; 
The  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francico  do  ordain  as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  In  all  orders  heretofore  passed,  fixing  street  grades  in  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  the  figures  placed  opposite  the  names  of  the  several  streets  indicate  the 
height  in  feet  above  base  or  zero  of  level.. 

All  the  grades  are  contained  in  the  following  tables,  with  a  reference  to  the 
Order  or  Act  of  the  Legislature  enacting  or  establishing  the  same.

The  Grades  of  Streets  herewith  presented  comprise  all  the  Official  Grades  established,  and  are 
computed  in  feet  from  the  base  or  zero,  which  is  six  feet  and  seven-tenths  above  an  ordinary  high- 
tide  mark  on  a  pile  at  the  boat-stairs,  at  the  corner  of  Pacific  and  Davis  streets.  The  top  of  the 
wharf  at  that  point  is  one  foot  and  one-te"nth  above  the  base,  or  seven  feet  and  eight-tenths  above 
ordinary  high  tide. 

Fractions  of  feet  in  every  case  signify  hundredths.

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UNPAID  AMOUNTS  FOR   STEEET  WORK  UNDER  ACT 

OF  1869-70. 


Under  the  provisions  of  the  Street  Law  in  force  prior  to  April  4,  1870,  con- 
tractors for  the  performance  of  street  work  awarded  by  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors, assumed  with  their  contract  all  liability  as  to  the  collection,  by  suit  or 
otherwise,  of  the  assessments  for  payment  of  said  work. 

At  the  session  of  1869-70,  the  Legislature  passed  an  Act  (Statutes  1869-70, 
page  895)  amendatory  of  the  Street  Law,  by  which  the  City  and  County  was 
charged  with  the  collection  of  the  amounts  due  on  assessments  for  street 
work  performed,  and  on  a  failure  to  collect  by  suit  or  otherwise,  the  amounts 
due  on  said  assessments  were  to  be  paid  by  the  City  and  County  out  of  the 
Street  Department  Fund. 

After  the  performance  of  street  work  under  the  last  named  Act,  the  assess- 
ment on  the  owners  of  property  for  the  cost  of  the  same  was  made  out  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Streets,  who  also  issued  to  the  contractor  an  order 
entitling  him  to  receive  from  the  Treasurer  the  amounts  due  thereon.  On 
the  assessment  being  certified  to  by  the  said  Superintendent  and  the  Auditor, 
it  was  delivered  to  the  Tax  Collector,  who  published  a  notice  for  a  period  of 
thirty  days  that  the  same  was  in  his  hands  for  collection  and  it  not' paid  with- 
in that  time  that  the  same  would  be  delinquent. 

These  assessments  for  street  work  performed  drew  interest  at  the  rate  of  ten 
per  cent,  per  annum  from  the  date,  of  their  being  recorded  down  to  and  after 
judgment  or  decree. 

It  was  made  the  duty  of  the  Assistant  City  and  County  Attorney  and  subse- 
quently the  City  and  County  Attorney,  to  commence  and  prosecute  suits  with- 
in ten  days  after  receipt'of  said  assessments  to  recover  the  amounts  remain- 
ing due  and  unpaid  thereon. 

The  Tax  Collector  and  City  and  County  Attorney,  on  the  last  day  of  each 
month,  were  required  to  pay  the  amounts  collected  on  each  separate  assess- 
ment in  their  hands  for  collection  into  the  City  and  County  Treasury,  and  it 
was  made  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  place  said  amounts  to  the  credit  of  the 
proper  funds  and  to  pay  the  same  out  to  the  parties  holding  the  orders  issued 
by  the  Superintendent  of  Streets. 
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The  provision  for  payment  of  amounts  remaining  due  and  unpaid  on  said 
assessments  by  the  City,  and  the  defense  admissible  in  the  trial  of  suits  for 
the  recovery  of  said  amounts  due  and  unpaid  is,  in  the  language  of  the  Act, 
.as  follows: 

"First— Want  of  jurisdiction  to  order  the  work. 
"  Second — That  the  assessment  has  been  paid. 

"  Third — Fraud  in  the  assessment  or  in  any  of  the  acts  or  proceedings  prior  thereto,  set- 
ting out  facts  showing  such  fraud. 

"And  it  is  further  provided,  that  when  any  contract  for  any  street  work  shall  have  been 
made  by  the  proper  officers  of  said  City  and  County,  and  shall  be  fully  and  faithfully  per- 
formed by  the  contractor  thereof  or  his  assigns,  in  every  respect  and  in  accordance  with 
the  terms  of  sai^  contract,  and  afterwards  the  assessment  for  the  payment  of  such  street 
work  shall  be  declared  invalid  by  the  highest  courts  in  the  State,  and  if  such  invalidity 
•shall  appear  by  the  decision  of  said  courts  not  to  have  been  in  any  manner  caused  by  the 
frauds,  acts,  condiict  or  omissions  of  said  contractor,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said 
Board  of  Supervisors  of  said  City  and  County  to  order  the  full  amount  or  amounts  of  such 
•contract,  or  whatever  amounts  shall  be  due  and  owing  on  said  contract,  to  be  paid  to  the 
contractor  or  his  assigns,  out  of  the  Street  Department  Fund." 

The  following  list  shows  the  amounts  which  appear  as  unpaid  on  the  origi- 
nal assessments  in  the  office  of  the  City  and  County  Attorney,  and  also  on 
the  record  in  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  for  street  work  per- 
formed under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  April  4,  1870,  and  is  compiled  from 
a  statement,  prepared  under  the  direction  of  the  Finance  Committee,  by  W. 
<C.  Burnett,  Esq.,  late  City  and  County  Attorney. 
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CHANNEL  STREET  AND  MISSION  CREEK  LANDS. 


The  Municipal  Reports  of  1874-75,  page  742,  contain  a  detailed  account  of  proceedings 
had  in  relation  to  the  construction  of  the  sewer  in  Channel  street,  under  provisions  of  the 
Act  of  the  Legislature,  approved  March  27,1874,  and  carry  the  history  of  Channel  street 
forward  to  the  date  of  October,  1875. 

It  is  now  proposed  to  present  subsequent  proceedings  in  relation  to  the  tract  of  land 
known  as  Mission  Creek  and  Channel  Street,  between  Ninth  and  Eighteenth  streets,  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  there  is  a  considerable  area  of  land  comprised  therein,  which,  under  vari- 
ous Acts  of  the  Legislature  hereafter  set  forth,  may  be  sold,  and  the  proceeds  paid  into  the 
General  Fund  of  the  Treasury  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  In  order  to  pre- 
sent this  in  an  intelligible  form,  a  brief  resume  of  the  subject  will  be  necessary. 

The  Legislature  of  1873-74,  in  an  Act  before  referred  to,  approved  March  27, 1874,  pro- 
vided for  the  opening  of  a  new  street  in  this  city,  extending  from  Ninth  to  Eighteenth 
streets,  on  a  line  parallel  with  Channel  street,  as  laid  down  on  the  maps  of  the  day,  and 
Mission  Creek  and  southeast  of  the  same,  and  the  construction  within  the  new  street  of  a 
large  main  sewer  leading  into  Mission  Creek,  and  draining  all  the  Mission,  Potrero  and 
other  regions  in  the  southern  portion  of  the  city. 

This  improvement,  under  the  legislative  Act  authorizing  it,  was  paid  for  out  of  the  Gen- 
eral Fund  of  the  city,  which  was  to  be  reimbursed  from  the  sale  of  the  land  forming  Chan- 
nel street,  as  formerly  existing,  and  Mission  Creek,  between  Ninth  and  Eighteenth  streets. 

The  portions  of  this  Act  relating  to  the  sale  of  these  lands  and  the  disposition  of  the  pro- 
ceeds obtained  by  such  sale,  are  as  follows: 

AN  ACT  TO  CONFER  ADDITIONAL  POWERS  UPON  THE  BOARD  OF  SUPERVISORS  OF  THE  ClTY  AND 

COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO,  AND  UPON  THE  AUDITOR  AND  TREASURER  THEREOF,  AND  TO 
AUTHORIZE  CERTAIN  APPROPRIATIONS  OF  MONEY  BY  SAID  BOARD, 

[Approved  March  27th,  1874.] 

The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 
************* 

SECTION  2.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  are  here- 
by further  authorized  and  empowered — 

First— To  receive  and  accept  from  the  owners  or  claimants  of  the  lots  and  lands  lying 
contiguous  to  Channel  street  and  Mission  creek,  from  Ninth  to  Eighteenth  streets  of  said 
city,  a  deed  or  deeds  of  a  tract  of  land  not  less  than  fifty  feet  in  width,  and  without  abrupt 
curves  or  short  angles,  to  be  located  on  a  line  to  be  laid  out  by,  and  to  be  satisfactory  to 
said  Board  of  Supervisors,  for  the  construction  of  a  sewer  therein,  and  for  the  purposes  of 
a  public  street. 

Second—The  said  Board  of  Supervisors  are  hereby  authorized  to  acquire,  by  purchase,  for 
such  considerations  as  to  said  Board  shall  seem  reasonable,  any  of  the  lots  or  lands  herein- 
before described,  for  the  purposes  of  said  sewer  and  street,  as  cannot  be  acquired  by  volun- 
tary gift  or  donation,  and  to  order  payment  of  such  considerations  out  of  the  General  Fund 
of  the  Treasury  of  said  City  and  County. 

Third — For  the  purpose  of  acquiring  title  to  all  such  portions  of  said  lots  and  lands  as 
may  not  be  acquired  under  the  provisions  of  the  first  and  second  subdivisions  of  this  sec. 
tion,  the  said  Board  of  Supervisors  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  cause  the  same  to 
be  condemned  and  appropriated  to  public  uses  for  the  purposes  of  said  sewer  and  street. 
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The  Mayor,  Auditor,  and  Tax  Collector  of  said  City  and  County  are  hereby  appointed  and 
constituted  commissioners,  with  power  to  ascertain  and  determine  the  value  of  the  lands, 
and  the  sums  to  be  paid  therefor  to  the  owners  thereof.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  said  com- 
mission, by  reason  of  any  member  thereof  being  disqualified  from  acting,  or  for  other 
cause,  the  County  Judge  of  said  City  and  County  shall  fill  such  vacancy  by  appointment  of 
some  competent  and  disinterested  person.  The  moneys  to  be  paid  for  any  lands  under  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  must  be  paid  out  of  the  General  Fund  of  the  Treasury  of  said  City 
and  County.  The  said  proceedings  to  acquire  title  to  lands,  except  as  herein  otherwise 
provided,  must  conform  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act  approved  April  first,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  seventy-two,  entitled  "An  Act  to  open  and  establish  a  public  street  in  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  to  be  called  Montgomery  avenue,  and  to  take  private  lands 
therefor,"  and  to  the  provisions  of  any  other  Act  passed  at  the  present  session  of  the  Leg- 
islature defining  the  powers  of  said  Board  of  Supervisors,  which  are  hereby  made  applica- 
ble to  this  Act,  so  far  as  the  same  are  not  inconsistent  therewith. 

Fourth — The  said  Board  of  Supervisors  are  hereby  authorized  and  required,  under  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  they  may  prescribe,  to  sell  at  public  auction,  to  the  highest  and 
best  bidders,  all  of  said  Channel  street  and  Mission  creek,  from  Ninth  street  to  Eighteenth 
street,  except  such  portions  thereof  as  may  be  required  for  the  purposes  of  the  sewer  and 
street  herein  provided  for.  The  lands  so  offered  for  sale  shall  first  be  surveyed  and  sub- 
divided into  lots  conforming,  as  near  as  may  be  practicable,  in  form  and  size,  to  the  lots- 
next  contiguous  thereto;  streets  in  conformity  to  and  connecting  with  the  streets  laid  down 
upon  the  official  plan  of  said  city  shall  be  reserved  and  dedicated  to  public  us 3.  A  deed 
from  the  Mayor  of  said  City  and  County,  executed  to  the  purchaser  of  any  lot  after  full  pay- 
ment therefor  shall  have  been  made,  shall  vest  the  title  of  such  lot  in  such  purchaser.  The 
proceeds  of  said  sales  shall  be  paid  into  the  General  Fund  of  the  Treasury  of  said  City  and 
County.  The  said  commissioners  shall  receive  for  their  services  such  compensation  as  the- 
Board  of  Supervisors  may  allow. 

Fifth— "Whenever  the  said  City  and  County  shall  have  acquired  the  lands  herein  men- 
tioned for  said  sewer  and  street,  the  said  Board  of  Supervisors  are  authorized  to  open  and 
improve  said  street,  and  construct  said  sewer  of  such  material  and  capacity  as  said  Board 
may  determine,  and  are  authorized  to  appropriate,  allow  and  order  paid  out  of  the  General 
Fund  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  for  said  purposes. 

SEC.  3.  All  of  said  Channel  street  and  Mission  creek  lying  between  said  Ninth  and 
Eighteenth  streets  are  hereby  vacated  as  a  public  street,  highway  or  navigable  stream,  and 
all  Acts,  or  parts  of  Acts,  so  far  as  they  provide  for  an  open  canal  and  public  street  or 
highway  between  said  Ninth  and  Eighteenth  streets,  are  hereby  repealed,  and  nothing  in 
this  Act  contained  shall  affect  Mission  creek  or  Channel  street  below  the  point  of  intersec- 
tion with  said  Ninth  street.  *  *  *  *  *  *  *  * 

The  City  and  County  Surveyor,  under  instructions  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  (Resolu- 
tion No.  6,467) ,  made  the  necessary  surveys,  and  prepared  a  map  showing  the  tract  of  land 
formerly  embraced  in  that  portion  of  Channel  street  and  Mission  creek  from  Ninth  to 
Eighteenth  street,  which  under  the  Act  was  vacated  and  ceded  by  the  State  to  the  City  and 
County,  on  which  has  been  designated,  under  direction  of  the  Special  Commit'ee,  streets 
in  conformity  to  and  connecting  with  contiguous  fctreets  as  laid  down  on  the  official  map; 
also  the  lots  (numbering  109)  into  which  it  was  thought  proper  to  subdivide  said  tract, 
and  which  the  Board  were  required  by  the  Act  of  the  Legislature  to  have  sold  at  public 
auction  and  the  proceeds  paid  into  the  General  Fund. 

It  is  believed  that  these  lots  will  realize  a  larger  sum  than  has  been  paid  by  the  city  for 
the  property  purchased. 

Subsequently  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  was  passed  and  approved  March  30,  1874  (Stat- 
utes 1873-74,  page  858),  which  was  entitled  "  An  Act  supplementary  to  and  amendatory  of 
an  Act  supplementary  to  and  amendatory  of  an  Act  entitled  '  An  Act  to  s  irvey  and  dispose 
of  certain-salt  marsh  and  tide  lands  belonging  to  the  State  of  California,'  approved  March 
30, 1868 ;  also  an  Act  approved  April  1, 1870." 
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Section  4  of  said  Act  confers  power  upon  the  Tide  Land  Commissioners  "  to  compromise 
•with  any  adverse  claimants  to  any  portion  or  portions  of  tide  lands  under  their  control 
•whensoever  and  on  such  terms  as  they  may  deem  most  conducive  to  the  interests  of  the 
State,  all  such  compromises  to  be  by  the  advice  of  the  Attorney-General  of  the  State." 

The  State  Board  of  Tide  Land  Commissioners  at  that  time  (November,  1875)  consisted  of 
the  Governor,  Eomualdo  Pacheco ;  the  State  Controller,  James  J.  Green ;  and  the  Surveyor- 
General,  Robert  Gardner— whose  terms  of  office  terminated  on  December  6,  1875.  The 
.  Attorney-General  at  that  time  was  John  L.  Love. 

About  January  27,  1875,  a  petition  appears  to  have  befn  filed  with  the  Board  of  Tide 
Land  Commissioners  by  George  W.  Ellis,  stating  that  the  whole  of  a  tract  of  land  pre- 
•empted  by  him  in  1852-53,  had  been  fenced  in  and  improved  by  him,  that  he  had  expended 
large  sums  of  money  in  filling  in  and  building,  etc.,  and  petitioning  that  the  title  yet  re- 
maining in  the  State,  if  any,  be  transferred  to  him. 

Owing  to  not  having  access  to  the  records  of  the  late  Board  of  Tide  Land  Commissioners, 
it  is  not  possible  to  give  a  verified  copy  of  the  petition  in  question,  which  is  or  ought  to  be 
•on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Surveyor-General  in  Sacramento. 

Upon  application  to  the  Hon.  J.  W.  Shanklin,  the  present  incumbent  of  that  office,  for  a 
certified  copy  of  said  petition,  he  replied,  "  Among  the  indexes  of  applications  (to  the 
Board  of  State  Tide  Land  Commissioners)  I  do  not  find  the  name  of  G.  W.  Ellis  as  an  ap- 
plicant, nor  do  I  find  any  application  in  his  name  on  file  among  the  applications." 

No  action  appears  to  have  been  taken  in  this  connection  by  said  Board  until  November 
24,  1875,  when  the  matter  of  the  application  of  G.  W.  Ellis  seems  to  have  been  taken  up,  as 
appears  from  the  following  extract  from  the  minutes  of  proceedings  of  the  said  Board  of 
Tide  Land  Commissioners,  under  date  of  November  24, 1875,  as  follows: 

"  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  George  W.  Ellis,  on  motion  it  was  ordered  that  the 
engineer  denominate  all  parcels  of  land  included  in  the  pre-emption  claim  of  said  Ellis 
and  others,  as  per  record  in  Liber  B  of  Miscellaneous,  page  665,  Recorder's  Office,  City  of 
San  Francisco,  which  have  not  heretofore  been  disposed  of  by  the  State  of  California, 
through  the  Board  of  Tide  Land  Commissioners,  and  the  said  Ellis  be  allowed  the  priv- 
ilege of  purchasing  all  the  right,  title  and  interest  of  the  State  of  California  thereto  at  the 
rate  of  $4  per  1,000  square  feet."

George  W.  Ellis, 'of  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  in  said  county,  being  duly  sworn,  says 
that  he  and  John  Kleinshrouth  and  Esmi  Drewes  have  located  and  taken  up  a  land  claim 
along  Mission  creek  near  Mission  Dolores,  in  said  county,  which  claim  is  bounded  and  de- 
scribed as  follows,  to-wit:  Beginning  at  the  high  water  mark  in  the  south  bank  of  said 
creek  at  its  mouth,  and  running  thence  up  said  creek,  following  high  water  mark  in  its 
southerly  bank  to  the  intersection  with  the  tract  described  in  an  affidavit  made  by  said 
•  Ellis  and  Kleinshrouth,  about  the  first  day  of  August,  1853,  being  the  same  location  made 
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about  the  fourth  day  of  July,  1853,  and  described  in  the  survey  and  plat  made  by  Win.  P. 
Humphreys  and  filed  with  the  County  Recoider  of  such  county;  and  following  thence  the 
boundaries  of  such  last  named  tract  until  it  strikes  the  bank  of  such  creek ;  thence  up  said 
creek  at  high  water  mark  on  its  southerly  side  to  a  stake  set  in  the  bank  by  said  claimants, 
a  short  distance  above  the  dwelling  of  one  Bowman ;  thence,  crossing  said  creek,  to  a  stake 
set  by  them  in  its  northerly  bank;  thence  down  the  creek  at  high  water  mark  to  a  branch 
of  such  creek  running  from  beyond  the  Nightingale  Hotel;  thence  up  the  bank  of  such 
branch  to  an  embankment;  thence  on  such  embankment  to  the  opposite  bank;  thence 
down  the  bank  thereof  to  said  Mission  creek;  thence  down  Mission  creek,  following  at  high 
water  mark  in  it&  northerly  bank,  to  the  new  plank  road  in  Folsom  street,  to  the  fence  of 
John  Kessner;  thence,  on  the  line  of  such  fence,  to  its  intersection  with  a  tract  of  land 
claimed  and  located  by  said  Ellis  &  Co.,  claimants  in  their  primary  location;  thence  around 
the  lines  of  such  last  named  tract  to  the  point  of  intersection  with  the  bank  of  such  creek ; 
thence  down  the  northerly  bank  of  said  creek  at  high  water  mark  to  a  stake  at  its  mouth  at 
the  Bay  of  San  Francisco. 

This  deponent  further  says  that  they  have  taken  no  other  claims  in  the  said  State  under 
the  Statute  of  April  20,  1852,  or  under  any  other  statute,  and  that  their  lines  do  not  embrace 
more  than  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  each,  and  that,  to  the  best  of  deponent's  knowledge 
and  belief,  the  said  lands  are  not  claimed  under  any  existing  title.

The  proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Tide  Land  Commissioners  culminated  in  their  granting 
deeds  to  the  said  G.  W.  Ellis  for  certain  lands  applied  for,  a  portion  of  which  lands  em- 
brace those  which  the  City  and  County  was  authorized  to  sell  by  the  Act  of  the  Legislature 
heretofore  referred  to  and  quoted. 

The  first  deed  is  recorded  in  Liber  816  of  Deeds,  page  7,  under  date  of  November  24,  1875, 
Date  of  record,  December  29,  1875 ;  consideration,  $3,569.35;  number  of  square  feet  con- 
veyed, 375,722. 

The  second  deed  is  recorded  in  Liber  816  of  Deeds,  page  17,  under  date  of  November  24, 
1875.  Date  of  record,  December  29,  1875;  consideration,  $2,177.60;  number  of  square  feet 
conveyed,  229,222. 

A  third  deed  is  recorded  in  Liber  820  of  Deeds,  page  1,  under  date  of  September  30, 1871. 
Date  of  record,  December  31,  1875;  consideration,  $8.50;  number  of  square  feet  conveyed, 
2,125. 

At  the  session  of  the  Legislature  of  1875-76,  a  bill  was  introduced  to  abolish  the  Board  of 
Tide  Land  Commissioners  and  to  ratify  their  acts,  which  it  was  supposed  would  have  had 
the  effect  of  vesting  titles  in  said  Ellis  to  said  lands  which  the  City  and  County  had  been 
authorized  to  sell  under  the  Statute  of  1873-74,  and  to  pay  the  proceeds  into  the  City  and 
County  Treasury,  as  offset  for  expenditure  in  purchasing  land  for  the  construction  of  the 
sewer  in  Channel  street. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  held  December  27,  1875,  Minute  Book  20,  page 
332,  on  motion  of  and  after  explanatory  remarks  by  Supervisor  Strother,  the  following  res- 
olution was  passed  requesting  the  San  Francisco  delegation  in  the  State  Legislature  to 
amend  the  bill  then  before  the  Legislature  providing  for  abolishing  the  Board  of  Tide 
Land  Commissioners  and  the  confirmation  of  all  their  acts,  by  providing  that  the  action  of 
said  Board  in  the  matter  of  conveying  the  land  in  Channel  street  and  Mission  creek  from 
Ninth  to  Eighteenth  street,  cm  November  24, 1875,  to  one  George  W.  Ellis,  to  be  null  and 
void,  the  State  having  ceded  said  property  to  the  City  and  County. 

EESOLUTION  NO.  8,216  (New  Series) . 

WHEREAS,  At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  an  Act  was  passed  vesting  the  title  to. 
the  land  embraced  in  Channel  street  and  Mission  creek,  from  Ninth  to  Eighteenth  street, 
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in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (Statutes  1873-74,  page  711), and  providing  for  the 
sale  of  said  lands,  and  the  paying  of  the  proceeds  thereof  into  the  City  and  County  Treas- 
ury; and 

WHEREAS,  Under  said  Act  the  city  purchased  lands  lying  contiguous  thereto  for  the  pur- 
poses of  a  public  street  and  for  the  construction  of  a  sewer  therein,  in  order  that  better 
drainage  might  be  secured  thereby  than  was  possible  to  be  had  in  the  old  channel  as  con- 
templated by  said  Act,  which  sewer  is  now  about  completed  at  an  aggregate  expense  for 
said  land  and  sewer  incurred  and  to  be  incurred  by  the  city  of  about  $185,000;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  has  learned  that,  notwithstanding  the  action  of  the  State  in  vest- 
ing the  title  to  said  property  in  this  City  and  County,  the  Board  of  Tide  Land  Commission- 
ers, without  any  notification  to  the  City  and  County  or  to  any  of  its  officers,  have  conveyed 
by  deed  under  date  of  November  24,  1875,  to  one  George  W.  Ellis,  all  of  the  said  property 
on  Channel  street  and  Mission  creek,  from  Ninth  to  Eighteenth  street,  and  that  a  bill  has 
been  introduced  in  the  State  Legislature  at  its  present  session,  providing  for  the  abolishing 
of  said  Board  of  Tide  Land  Commissioners  and  the  confirmation  of  all  their  acts.  Now, 
therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  San  Francisco  delegation  in  the  State  Legislature  be  and  hereby  is 
earnestly  requested  to  amend  the  bill  now  before  the  Legislature  providing  for  the  abol- 
ishing of  the  Board  of  Tide  Land  Commissioners  and  the  confirmation  of  all  their  acts,  by 
providing  that  the  action  of  said  Board,  in  the  matter  of  conveying  said  property,  to  be 
null  and  void,  so  as  to  protect  the  interests  of  this  City  and  County,  and  prevent  a  fraudu- 
lent and  nefarious  swindle  from  being  perpetrated.

A  special  committee  of  investigation  from  the  Senate  was  appointed  at  Sacramento  for 
the  purpose  of  inquiring  fully  into  all  matters  connected  with  the  grants  by  the  Tide  Land 
Commissioners  to  George  W.  Ellis  and  others,  and  consisted  of  Senators  Frank  McCoppin 
(chairman),  Miles  P.  O'Conner,  Tipton  Liudsey,  Thomas  H.  Lane  and  George  S.  Evans, 
who  commenced  their  labors  on  January  9,  1876,  in  the  chambers  of  the  Board  of  Supervi- 
sors, San  Francisco.  Numerous  witnesses  were  examined  and  a  very  large  amount  of  im- 
portant testimony  taken.  The  committee  reported  on  March  27, 1876,  as  follows: 

BEPOBT  OF  THE   SENATE   SPECIAL  COMMITTEE,   APPOINTED  TO    INVESTIGATE    THE    MATTEB  OP 
THE  SALE  OF  THE  TIDH   AND   SALT  MAH8H  LANDS   OF  THE  STATE. 

MB.  PBESIDENT— Your  special  committee  to  investigate  the  matter  of  the  sale  of  the  tide 
or  salt  marsh  lands  of  the  State,  respectfully  report  as  follows: 

Immediately  after  the  appointment  was  made,  we  gave  notice  through  our  chairman 
that  we  would,  upon  a  day  named,  visit  San  Francisco,  for  the  purpose  of  making  the  in- 
vestigation and  giving  every  one  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  before  the  committee. 

The  whole  committee,  in  a  very  few  days  thereat ter,  repaired  to  San  Francisco  for  the 
purpose  of  making  as  thorough  an  examination  of  the  questions  before  them  as  possible. 

The  public  press  of  San  Francisco  had  called  attention  to  the  whole  matter  before  the 
appointment  of  the  committee,  and  gave  general  notice  to  the  public  of  the  time  and  place 
of  meetings  of  the  committee,  so  that  every  one  was  afforded  a  fair  opportunity  to  be  heard, 
and  a  great  many  persons  availed  themselves  of  it.  The  committee  used  every  endeavor 
to  possess  themselves  of  all  information  within  their  reach  touching  the  matter.  They 
devoted  all  the  time  to  the  subject  that  the  pressure  of  their  other  duties  would  allow. 
They  sat  in  San  Francisco  until  all  the  testimony  that  could  be  reasonably  produced  was 
heard,  after  which  they  adjourned  to  meet  at  Sacramento,  where  they  met  from  time  to 
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time,  until  they  were  satisfied  they  had  taken  all  the  testimony  that  could  be  of  reasonable 
service  in  the  premises,  taking  into  consideration  the  time  at  their  command.  The  com- 
mittee, in  the  discharge  of  the  duty  imposed  upon  them,  examined  many  maps,  records, 
deeds  and  documents,  took  four  volumes  of  oral  testimony,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to 
six  hundred  and  seventy-seven  pages  of  written  matter,  and  in  addition  thereto,  they  went 
upon  the  ground  embraced  in  the  Ellis  deeds,  in  order  to  personally  inspect  and  examine 
the  condition  thereof. 

The  late  Board  of  Tide  Land  Commissioners  were  acting  under  the  Act  of  the  Legisla- 
ture of  the  State  of  California,  approved  March  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy- 
four — found  in  the  statutes  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-three-f'our,  page  eight  hun- 
dred and  fifty-eight.  That  Act,  by  its  second  section,  gave  to  the  State  Board  of  Tide  Land 
Commissioners  the  power  and  duties  of  the  old  Board  of  Tide  Land  Commissioners.  The 
fourth  section  gave  the  said  Commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  power  to  compromise 
with  any  adverse  claimants  to  any  portion  or  portions  of  tide  lands  under  their  control, 
whenever  and  on  such  terms  as  they  may  deem  most  conducive  to  the  interests  of  the  State. 
All  such  compromises  to  be  by  the  advice  of  the  Attorney-General  of  the  State. 

At  the  same  session  of  the  Legislature,  and  on  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  March,  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy-four,  another  Act  was  passed,  granting  the  tide  lands  in  Channel 
street  and  Mission  creek,  between  Ninth  and  Eighteenth  streets,  to  the  City  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, and  vacating  said  Channel  street  and  Mission  creek  as  a  highway  between  said 
points,  and  authorizing  the  city  to  divide  the  same  into  lots  and  blocks  and  sell  it.  (Stat- 
utes of  1873-4,  pages  712  and  713 ;  Sections  2  and  3  of  said  Act.) 

The  city  authorities,  under  the  last-named  Act,  did  divide  these  lands  into  proper  sub- 
divisions, and  laid  down  the  proper  streets  through  to  them,  in  accordance  with  the  plan 
of  the  city,  in  the  vicinity  of  Channel  street  and  Mission  Creek.  This  Act,  in  the  opinion 
of  your  committee,  took  all  of  the  tide  lands  in  Channel  street  and  Mission  creek,  between 
Ninth  and  Eighteenth  streets,  from  the  control  of  the  State  Board  of  Tide  Land  Commis- 
sioners (and  from  the  control  of  the  State),  and  vested  the  title  thereto  in  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  subject  to  the  disposition  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  said 
City  and  County,  as  directed  in  said  Act.  "The  State  Board  of  Tide  Land  Commissioners" 
organized  under  the  Act  of  March  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-four,  above  re- 
ferred to,  and  thereafter  offered  a  considerable  quantity  of  tide  land  for  sale  at  public  auc- 
tion. These  auction  sales  took  place  in  November,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-five. 
We  have  given  such  auction  sales  quite  a  searching  examination,  and  while  your  commit- 
tee have  found  that  quite  a  number  of  lots  of  land  were  knocked  off  at  such  sales  to  differ- 
ent men  from  those  who  received  the  deeds  from  the  Board,  we  have  been  unable  to  dis- 
cover any  fraud.  The  practice  seems  to  have  been  to  give  the  final  deed  to  the  assignees 
of  the  original  purchasers,  in  pursuance  to  a  practice  that  had  been  indulged  in  by  former 
Boards;  and  in  several  instances  lots  purchased  at  the  sale  and  not  paid  for  on  the  day  of 
sale,  were  on  the  next  day  put  up  and  resold  for  a  less  price  than  first  bid.  The  practice 
was  loose  and  hardly  in  strict  accordance  with  a  wholesome  rule  of  procedure. 

By  these  sales  some  twelve  thousand  nine  hundred  and  seventy  dollars  and  fifty-nine 
cents  were  realized,  as  shown  by  the  supplemental  report  of  the  Commissioners,  made  on 
the  sixth  of  December,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-five. 

There  were  some  other  sales  made  to  Messrs.  Duane  and  Hearst,  of  lands  about  which 
there  was  a  contest  before  the  Board  by  several  claimants,  and  the  committee  is  inclined 
to  the  opinion  that  the  award  to  Duane  and  Hearst  was,  under  the  oircumstances,  correct, 
at  least  we  have  been  unable  to  discover  any  positive  unfairness  or  oppression  in  the  sales, 
although  considerable  testimony  was  taken  in  regard  to  them.  It  was  soon  developed  in 
the  examination  that  a  considerable  quantity  of  these  tide  lands  of  great  value  had  been 
(by  a  kind  of  general  residuary  sale)  conveyed  to  one  George  W.  Ellis.  As  to  this  sale,  a 
very  large  amount  of  testimony  was  taken,  a  considerable  portion  of  which  was  conflicting 
and  contradictory.  The  Ellis  sale  was  the  last  one  made  by  the  Board,  from  which,  accord- 
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ing  io  the  deeds,  was  realized  the  sum  of  five  thousand  seven  hundred  and  forty-six  dol- 
lars and  ninety-six  cents. 

The  lands  embraced  in  the  deeds  are  the  whole  of  Old  Channel  street  and  Mission  creek, 
between  Ninth  and  Eighteenth  streets,  except  such  portions  as  were  taken  by  the  new 
streets  laid  out  by  the  city  authorities,  as  above  set  forth,  and  except,  also,  a  small  portion 
of  Old  Channel  street,  or  Mission  creek,  bounding  on  Mission  blocks  forty-two  and  one- 
half,  forty-five  and  forty  six. 

These  deeds  also  embraced  some  closed  up  streets  in  Mission  Bay — blocks  one  hundred 
and  thirty-three,  forty  and  forty-one,  and  also  the  greater  portion  of  Mission  block  fifty- 
nine,  a  large  portion  of  the  west  half  of  block  sixty,  and  a  large  portion  of  the  west  half  of 
block  forty-nine,  togeiher  with  some  small  portions  of  New  Channel  street.  This  sale  was 
authorized  (or  rather  made)  by  the  Board  at  their  last  meeting  in  San  Francisco,  upon  the 
records  of  the  Board,  at  page  two  hundred  and  ninety-two.  Under  date  of  November  twen- 
ty-fourth, eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-five,  we  find  the  following  entry: 

"  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  George  W.  Elli?,  on  motion,  it  was  ordered  that  the 
engineer  denominate  all  parcels  of  land  included  in  the  pre-emption  claim  of  said  Ellis 
and  others,  as  per  record  in  Liber  B  of  Miscellaneous  Record,  page  six  hundred  and  sixty- 
five,  Recorder's  Office,  City  of  San  Francisco,  which  have  not  heretofore  been  disposed  of 
by  the  State  of  California  through  the  Board  of  Tide  Land  Commissioners,  and  that  said 
Ellis  be  allowed  the  privilege  of  purchasing  all  the  right,  title  and  interest  of  the  State  of 
California  thereto,  at  the  rate  of  four  dollars  per  one  thousand  square  feet." 

From  the  evidence  taken  it  appears  that  the  above  was  not  embraced  in  any  formal  mo- 
tion made  before  the  Board,  but  that  it  was  written  up  from  rough  memoranda  kept  by  the 
Clerk  or  Secretary,  as  expressing  in  a  formal  way  the  conclusion  of  the  Board  on  the  ques- 
tion. 

It  further  appears,  from  the  evidence,  that  Allardt,  the  engineer,  was  ordered  to  lay 
down  on  a  map  all  the  unsold  lands,  so  that  proper  descriptions  could  be  made  of  the  lands 
ordered  to  be  conveyed  to  Ellis. 

Mr.  Allardt  says  the  instructions  to  make  the  map  came  from  Secretary  Russell  (of  the 
Board  of  Tide  Laud  Commissioners) . 

Mr.  Allardt  further  states  that  he  was  instructed  by  Commissioner  Green  to  include  the 
land  in  Mission  creek;  that  being  in  doubt,  he  went  to  Green  for  instruction.  He  also 
states  that  he  produced  the  statute  of  March  twenty-seventh,  eighteen  hundred  and  sev- 
enty-four, and  informed  Mr.  Green  of  it,  which  Act  conveyed  Mission  creek  to  the  city,  as 
before  stated. 

Mr.  Green  denied  it,  aud  Allardt  was  then  uncertain  whether  Green  got  the  information, 
but  was  certain  he  opened  the  book  and  showed  the  statute  to  Paul  Neuman  in  Green's 
presence— that  Neuman  read  it,  but  he  cannot  say  if  Green  heard  it.  We  might  say  here, 
it  appears  strange  that  the  Commissioners,  and  even  the  Attorney  General,  were  all  igno- 
rant of  the  Act,  and  yet  this  engineer  and  the  Secretary  Russell  both  knew  of  it,  and  the 
matter  becomes  a  wonder  when  we  take  into  consideration  the  fact  that  no  offer,  or  attempt 
was  e\er  made  before  the  Ellis  sale  to  sell  the  lands  in  Mission  creek,  or  any  part  of  them. 
Acting  under  the  instructions  received  by  him,  the  engineer,  Allardt,  prepared  and  filed 
with  the  Board  two  maps,  exhibiting  the  unsold  portions  of  tide  lands  afterwards  included 
in  the  Ellis  deeds. 

One  was  quite  a  large  map,  and  was  used  before  your  committee,  and  marked  "Exhibit 
A."  This  map  included  Mission  creek  from  Ninth  to  Eighteenth  streets,  and  also  Mission 
blocks  forty-nine,  fifty-nine  and  sixty. 

The  other  was  a  much  smaller  map,  some  two  feet  square,  upon  which  was  laid  down 
three  small  pieces  of  land  included  in  the  Ellis  deeds,  being  parts  of  closed  streets  in  Mis- 
sion Bay  blocks  forty,  forty-one  and  one  hundred  and  thirty-three. 
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Both  these  maps  were  returned  to  and  filed  with  the  Board  before  the  Ellis  deeds  were 
drawn  or  signed,  and  the  descriptions  were  made  up  from  the  data  furnished  by  said  maps. 
It  will  be  observed  that  by  the  entry  on  the  minutes  of  the  Board,  Mr.  Ellis  was  to  be  al- 
lowed to  purchase  as  much  of  the  unsold  tide  lands  as  were  embraced  in  the  pre-emption 
claim  of  Ellis  and  others,  as  per  record  in  Liber  B  of  Miscellaneous  Record  of  San  Fran- 
cisco,  at  page  six  hundred  anl  Rxty-five.  It  was  the  united  testimony  of  all  the  members 
of  the  Tide  Land  Board,  and  of  their  Secretary  and  Clerk,  that  they  did  not  pay  any  atten- 
tion to  the  claim  of  Ellis  whatever,  did  not  consider  it  of  any  value,  and  that  they  never 
could  ascertain  what  it  covered,  or  where  locatf  d.  This  led  us  to  inquire  into  the  Ellis 
claim,  and  upon  this  question  we  took  much  testimony,  called  people  before  us  who  have 
been  familiar  with  the  territory  covered  by  the  Ellis  deeds,  from  which  it  was  made  clearly 
to  appear  to  your  committee  that  the  claim  of  Ellis  was  a  mere  pretense,  and  never  had  any 
substantial  foundation  in  law  or  fact.  As  to  Mission  creek,  it  was  shown  that  it  was  a  nav- 
igable stream  in  law  and  fact,  from  its  mouth  up,  even  as  high  as  Eighteenth  street,  and 
so  remained  until  at  a  comparatively  recent  period. 

It  was  further  shown  that  there  were  older  claims  than  Ellis',  conveying  the  whole  of 
these  lands,  and  that  the  owners  of  such  claims,  and  those  claiming  under  them,  had  im- 
proved and  built  up  the  country,  while  Ellis  had  done  comparatively  nothing. 

We  procured  a  copy  of  the  document  referred  to  in  the  resolution  as  the  Ellis  pre-emp- 
tion claim,  which  is  herewith  presented,  marked  "Exhibit  D."  It  was  dated  Augu.-t 
eighteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty  three,  and  purports  to  be  made  under  the  Act  of 
the  Legislature  of  April  twentieth,  eighteen  htindred  and  fifty-two,  but  is  in  distinct  viola- 
tion of  this  Act,  is  made  in  the  names  of  three  different  persons,  has  no  intelligent  descrip- 
tion, and  was,  in  the  judgment  of  your  committee,  utterly  worthless.  Another  possessory 
claim  in  the  rames  of  Ellis  &  Kleenskroth,  dated  July  twenty-first,  eighteen  hundred  and 
fifty-three,  which  was  in  pretended  compliance  with  the  same  Act  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  fifty-two,  and  is  equally  worthless,  in  the  judgment  of  your  committee,  for  the  reasons 
already  given.  A  copy  of  this  instrument  is  herewith  presented,  and  marked  "Exhibit 
D2."  It  appears  from  the  testimony  that  Ellis,  prior  to  the  Duane  and  Hearst  deeds,  as 
well  as  prior  to  his  own  award,  had  been  often  before  the  Board;  but  the  Board  had  con- 
sidered his  claim  of  no  value,  as  having  nei  her  legal  validity  or  any  local  habitation.  No 
one  was  able  to  locate  it.  It  appeared  from  the  testimony  of  Charles  P.  Duane,  and  from 
documents,  that  there  was  an  arrangement  entered  into  between  Ellis  and  Duane,  that  Ellis 
was  to  withdraw  his  claims  to  the  lands  claimed  by  Duane.  Under  this  arrangement  Ellis 
made  a  deed  to  Duane  dated  September  twenty-first,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-five,  of 
blocks  two  hundred  and  seventy-one,  two  hundred  and  seventy-two,  two  hundred  and 
forty-two  and  two  hundred  and  thirty-five;  that  in  consideration  of  this  deed,  Duane  was 
to  assist  Ellis  in  getting  the  balance  of  his  claim  through. 

"W.  H.  Patterson  was  the  counsel  for  Duane,  and  Duane  advised  Ellis,  as  his  (Ellis')  law- 
yer was  an  old  man,  that  he  had  better  get  others  to  assist  him;  whereupon  Duane  advised 
Ellis  to  secure  the  services  of  W.  H.  Patterson  and  Creed  Haymond,  and  it  was  finally  agreed 
to  secure  their  services  in  the  matter,  which  was  done.  This  was  accomplished  by  Ellis 
deeding  to  Duane  the  one-half  of  his  remaining  claim.  Duane  paid  no  money  for  either 
of  these  deeds.  Duane  then  completed  his  arrangement  with  Patterson  and  Haymond  in 
behalf  of  Ellis,  and  in  pursuance  of  that  agreement  Duane  deeded  to  Creed  Haymond  the 
one-half  of  his  interest  in  the  Ellis  claim,  through  the  deed  from  Ellis  to  him  of  the  twen- 
ty-first of  September,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-five,  above  referred  to;  but  iu  this 
deed  the  date  of  the  Ellis  deed  was  erroneously  stated  to  be  October  twenty-first,  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy- five,  instead  of  September  twenty-first,  eighteen  hundred  and  seven- 
ty-five. 

The  deed  to  Haymond  was  dated  the  fifteenth  of  November,  eighteen  hundred  and  sev- 
enty-five. Duane  conveyed  to  Patterson  his  other  half  of  the  Ellis  claim  about  the  same 
time,  so  that  at  the  time  of  the  award  and  deeds  to  Ellis  he  had  but  one-half  interest  in 
this  claim,  and  Haymond  and  Patterson  the  other  half. 
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There  was  evidence  before  the  committee  of  several  consultations  between  Duane,  Hay- 
moud  and  Pat  erson  as  to  the  Ellis  claim,  but  we  could  not  find  that  either  of  these  lawyers 
ever  appeared  before  the  Board  to  urge  said  claim,  or  did  anything  else  in  its  behalf. 
What  service  they  rendered  for  these  deeds  we  have  not  ascertained. 

From  the  testimony  taken,  it  seems  that  the  people  affected  by  the  Ellis  deeds  had  no 
warning  as  to  approaching  danger,  as  none  of  the  lands  conveyed  to  Ellis  had  ever  been 
offered  for  sale,  or,  if  any  had  been  offered,  they  had  been  withdrawn.  True,  some  persons 
in  block  fifty-nine,  out  of  excess  of  caution,  had  gone  to  the  Board  and  obtained  deeds  of 
their  lots  for  a  small  consideration.  Some  of  the  members  of  the  Board  claim  that  reason- 
able notice  was  given.  We  think  not,  so  far  as  we  could  learn  from  patient  inquiry,  taking 
into  consideration  the  lands  affected  by  these  deeds. 

A  specimen  of  the  notice  given  has  been  furnished  us.    It  is  as  follows: 

"  The  owners  of  lots  south  of  Market,  north  of  Nineteenth  and  west  of  Third  streets,  who 
havenot  acquired  the  State  title,  are  requested  to  bring  their  deeds  and  obtain  information 
at  the  office  of  the  Tide  Land  Commissioners,  seven  hundred  and  fifteen  Clay  street." 

Such  notice  is  indefinite,  and  signed  by  no  one,  a  notice  not  likely  to  attract  attention. 

It  further  appears  from  the  evidence  before  us,  that  Ellis  has  obtained  deeds  to  land  of 
great  value,  upon  which  costly  improvements  have  been  made  by  people  in  good  faith,  for 
a  mere  nominal  sum  ;  and  that  a  great  outrage  has  been  perpetrated  on  an  unsuspecting 
people.  We  found  much  of  the  property  conveyed  by  the  Ellis  deeds  well  improved  and 
people  living  on  it.  Mission  block  fifty-nine  was  purchased  by  the  Howard  and  Folsom 
Streets  Property  Union,  in  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-eight,  and  at  the  time  of  the  pur- 
chase had  Messrs.  Boyd  &  McCullough  examine  the  title,  who  pronounced  it  good.  This 
company  paid  eighty-one  thousand  dollars  for  the  property,  filled  it  in  at  an  expense  of 
seventy-five  thousand  dollars,  and  had  expended  other  sums  in  taxes,  etc.,  so  the  property 
had  cost  them,  at  the  time  of  the  Ellis  sale,  some  one  hundred  and  fifty-six  thousand  dol- 
lars. There  are  several  residences  on  this  block,  owned  by  different  citizens. 

The  value  of  the  lots  in  this  block,  covered  by  the  Ellis  deed,  was  estimated  by  good 
judges,  under  oath,  to  be  from  seventy-five  thousand  dollars  to  eighty  thousand  dollars. 

Mission  block  sixty  was  fenced  in,  in  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy,  had  been  filled  at  a 
cost  of  thirty  thousand  dollars.  The  portion  of  this  block  conveyed  to  Ellis  was  worth, 
without  the  buildings  thereon,  from  twelve  thousand  dollars  to  twenty  thousand  dollars, 
and  with  the  buildings  thereon,  some  eighty  thousand  dollars. 

Mission  block  forty-nine  has  been  filled  in  for  about  ten  years,  at  a  cost  of  eight  thou- 
sand dollars  to  ten  thousand  dollars.  The  portion  conveyed  to  Ellis  is  worth  about  twenty 
thousand  dollars,  and  belongs  to  the  German  Savings  Bank.  It  will  thus  be  seen,  leaving 
out  of  the  estimate  the  value  of  Old  Channel  street  and  Mission  creek,  and  the  three  small 
pieces  of  land,  being  parts  of  closed  streets,  Ellis  was  making  quite  a  nice  speculation  in 
well-improved  property  ready  for  private  use  cr  rent. 

The  committee  examined,  under  oath,  every  member  of  the  Tide  Land  Board,  and  they, 
one  and  all,  seemed  to  be  astonished  to  find  out  what  they  themselves  had  done.  Ex-Gov- 
ernor Pacheco  slated  that  he  was  surprised  when  he  learned  from  the  papers  the  extent  of 
the  grant  made  to  Ellis;  that  he  dii  not  know  a  foot  of  the  land;  said  that  after  the  auction 
sales  he  asked  if  there  was  any  land  left,  and  the  Secretary  informed  him  that  there  were  a 
few  triangular  pieces;  that  it  was  proposed  to  convey  these  small  pieces  to  Ellis — pay  him 
off  with  a  shilling— which  was  agreed  to ;  that  a  few  days  before  he  went  out  of  office,  being 
in  the  Governor's  office,  in  Sacramento,  the  other  Commissioners  came  in  with  Ellis  and 
the  Secretary,  having  some  fifteen  or  twenty  deeds,  and  he  was  requested  to  sign  thenn 
that  he  said,  "  Gentlemen,  I  suppose  these  are  all  right?"  that  be  was  assured  they  were, 
and  signed  them  without  reading  them  or  knowing  their  contents;  that  he  supposed  they 
were  conveying  to  Ellis  only  some  small  triangular  pieces,  and  that  he  never  knew  of  the 
existence  of  the  Act  making  the  grant  of  Mission  creek  to  the  city.  Says  the  deeds  were 
presented  to  him  for  signature  by  the  Secretary,  Mr.  Green  and  Mr.  Gardner. 
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Ex-Controller  Green  states  that  he  never  saw  the  map  "  Exhibit  A,"  until  after  the  pa- 
pers began  to  attack  the  Ellis  sale;  that  he  never  knew  what  the  Ellis  claim  contained; 
that  he  tried  to  have  the  Attorney-General  advise  the  Board,  but  could  scarcely  ever  find 
him;  at  last  succeeded  in  getting  him  to  write  a  short  direction,  which  was  copied  in  the 
minutes  of  the  Board,  at  page  two  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  which  is  as  follows: 

SAN  FKAN  Cisco,  November  5th,  1875. 

I  hereby  advise  the  State  Board  of  Tide  Land  Commissioners  to  dispose  of  all  lands 
where  there  is  no  litigation,  and  where  they  can  ascertain  to  whom  the  State  title  ought  to 
go  in  pursuance  of  the  tide  land  Acts. 

JOHN  L.  LOVE,  Attorney-General. 

Green  states  that  he  knew  nothing  of  the  Act  making  the  grant  to  the  city;  that  he  signed 
the  Ellis  deeds,  not  knowing  what  they  contained;  never  read  them.  Mr.  Green  further 
states,  that  the  only  map  before  the  Board  about  the  Ellis  sale  was  the  small  map,  show- 
ing the  three  small  pieces  of  land  conveyed  to  Ellis;  that  the  Attorney-General  showed  an 
unwillingness  to  attend  the  Board ;  said  it  was  none  of  his  business.  He  further  stated 
that  when  the  sale  was  made  to  Ellis,  he  had  no  idea  they  were  conveying  to  him  what  it 
has  since  transpired  they  did  convey  by  those  deeds. 

Ex- Attorney-General  Love  testified  that  he  never  knew  of  the  Act  making  the  grant  to 
the  city  of  Mission  creek;  that  he  considered  Ellis'  claim  the  merest  nonsense,  and  refused 
to  sign  those  deeds  and  many  others. 

Ex-Surveyor-General  Gardner  swears  that  he  never  saw  the  map  "Exhibit  A,"  until  after 
the  Ellis  sales  were  denounced  in  the  papers;  that  the  only  map  he  saw  was  a  small  one, 
which  he  requested  Mr.  Russell  to  bring  to  Sacramento  with  the  deeds,  but  it  was  not 
done,  and  he  signed  the  deeds  without  reading  them  or  knowing  their  contents;  and  had 
he  known  their  contents  he  would  not  have  signed  them ;  that  he  was  deceived,  but  by 
whom  he  does  not  know;  that  he  knew  nothing  of  the  Act  making  the  grant  to  the  city; 
that  he  had  no  idea  they  were  conveying  to  Ellis  any  part  of  Mission  creek,  nor  anything 
•else,  save  two  or  three  small  triangular  pieces  of  land  represented  on  the  small  map.  He 
further  stated  that  he  never  told  Governor  Pacheco  that  the  deeds  were  all  right. 

The  Ellis  deeds  (copies  of  them)  are  herewith  presented;  one  contained  thirteen  pages 
and  the  other  fourteen.  And  your  committee  think  it  a  little  strange  that  these  Commis- 
sioners should  sign  deeds  as  voluminous  as  these  were  without  reading  them,  when  they 
all  seemed  to  be  sure  that  the  award  to  Ellis  was  of  two  or  three  small  triangular  pieces  of 
land.  Prudent  men,  it  does  seem  to  us,  would  feel  curious  to  know  how  it  could  take  two 
voluminous  deeds  to  convey  three  small  pieces  of  laud. 

It  further  appears  to  the  committee  that  all  these  officers  were  grossly  negligent  in  this 
matter,  and  took  no  care  to  see  what  they  were  doing. 

In  conclusion,  your  committee  submit  the  following: 

First— That  the  Ellis  deeds  convey  no  title  to  any  part  of  Mission  creek  or  Old  Channel 
street,  for  the  reason  that  by  a  legislative  grant  the  title  to  the  same  \\  as  conveyed  to  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  prior  to  the  organization  of  the  Board,  and  it  was  not  in 
the  power  of  the  Tide  Land  Board  to  convey  it  to  Ellis. 

Second — That  the  deeds  to  blocks  forty-nine,  fifty-nine  and  sixty  conveyed  no  title,  as 
said  lands  were  neither  tide  lands  nor  salt  marsh  lands,  and  not  in  the  power  of  the  Board 
to  convey. 

Third— That  the  testimony  taken,  together  with  the  deeds,  should  be  turned  over  to  the 
Attorney-General  of  the  State,  and  that  he  be  directed  to  take  such  action  in  the  premises 
as  he  may  be  advised  is  proper  to  remove  the  cloud  of  tbe  Ellis  deeds  from  Mission  creek, 
and  also  from  Mission  blocks  forty-nine,  fifty-nine  and  sixty ;  and  in  furtherance  of  that 
idea,  we  herewith  present  a  resolution.  All  of  which  is  most  respectfully  submitted.

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The  following  is  a  copy  of  an  Act  passed  in  the  Legislature,  and  approved  February  28r 
1876,  empowering  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to- 
cause  to  be  graded,  etc.,  the  lands  comprised  in  Mission  creek  and  Channel  street,  from 
Ninth  to  Eighteenth  street,  to  abate  the  nuisance  caused  by  stagnant  water,  sewage,  etc, 
It  was  urged  that  this  improvement  would  enhance  the  value  of  the  property  beyond  the 
outlay,  by  making  it  more  desirable,  and  to  further  insure  that  end,  the  bill  provided  the 
conditions  under  which  the  property  should  be  sold,  and  that  one-half  the  amount  of  pur- 
chase money  should  be  paid  at  the  time  of  the  sale  and  the  remainder  at  the  expiration  of 
twelve  months: 

AN  ACT   SUPPLEMENTAL  TO  AN  ACT  ENTITLED  "  AN  ACT  TO  CONFER  ADDITIONAL  POWERS  UPON 

THE  BOARD  OF  SUPERVISORS  OF  THE  Cm  AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO  AND  UPON  THE 
AUDITOR  AND  TREASURER  THEREOF,  AND  TO  AUTHORIZE  CERTAIN  APPROPRIATIONS  OF  MONEY 
BY  SAID  BOARD,"  APPROVED  MARCH  27, 1874. 

[Approved  February  28,  1876.] 
The,  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  For  the  purpose  of  more  effectually  securing  the  sanitary  purposes  of  the 
Act  to  which  this  Act  is  supplemental,  and  of  abating  the  nuisance  created  by  the  present 
condition  of  the  lands  hereinafter  referred  to,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and 
^County  of  San  Francisco  are  authorized  to  proceed,  immediately  after  the  passage  of  this 
Act,  to  fill  the  lots  referred  to  in  subdivision  four  of  Section  two  of  the  Act  to  which  this 
Act  is  supplemental,  including  streets  and  street  crossings,  with  earth  or  rock  so  that  the 
surface  when  filled  shall  be  not  less  than  the  following  height,  namely:  At  Eighteenth 
street,  seven  and  a  half  (7%)  feet  above  ordinary  high  tide,  and  from  thence  descending 
with  a  uniform  slope  to  a  level  at  Seventeenth  street  of  six  and  seventy  one-hundredth s 
(6  70-100*  feet  above  ordinary  high  tide;  from  thence  continuing,  with  a  uniform  level  sur- 
face, to  a  level  at  Fifteenth  street  of  six  and  seventy  one-hundredths  (6  70-100)  feet  above 
ordinary  high  tide;  from  thence  descending  with  a  uniform  slope  to  a  level  at  Fourteenth 
street  of  six  and  twenty  one-hundredths  (6  20-100)  feet  above  ordinary  high  tide ;  and  from 
thence  descending  upon  a  uniform  slope  to  a  point  in  the  westerly  line  of  Ninth  street  ex- 
tended at  a  level  of  three  and  a  half  (3  j£)  feet  above  ordinary  high  tide,  the  surface  between 
said  streets  to  correspond  with  the  said  levels  of  said  streets,  and  to  run  or  descend,  as  the 
case  may  be,  with  a  uniform  surface,  as  above  indicated,  to  be  determined  in  case  of  doubt 
by  the  City  and  County  Surveyor.  Proposals  for  such  filling  shall  be  invited  by  notice 
signed  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  inserted  in  two  of  the  daily  newspa- 
pers published  in  said  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  for  a  period  of  twenty  days,  spec- 
ifying the  \\ork  to  be  done  and  the  time  within  which  it  is  to  be  finished,  which  shall  not 
be  more  than  twelve  months  from  the  letting  of  the  contract.  Bidders  shall  specify  in 
their  proposals  the  gross  sum  for  which  they  are  willing  to  do  the  entire  work,  and  sepa- 
rately the  sums  for  which  they  are  willing  to  do  the  filling  between  each  street,  including 
crossings.  Security  shall  be  required  to  be  given  by  each  bidder  for  a  compliance  with  the 
terms  of  his  bid,  in  case  of  its  acceptance  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  either  by  certified 
check  or  bond,  as  shall  be  ordered  by  said  Board,  and  the  works  may  be  let  in  one  contract 
or  in  sections  to  the  same  bidder  or  to  different  bidders,  as  may  be  judged  most  for  the  in. 
terest  of  the  City  and  County.  The  bid  which  is  the  lowest  made  by  a  responsible  bidder 
shall  be  accepted,  and  the  contract  for  the  work  shall  be  executed  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets  and  Highways  on  the  part  of  the  City  and  County,  and  by  the  contractor  with  sure- 
ties as  may  be  required  by  said  Board. 

SEC.  2.  The  expense  of  such  filling  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  General  Fund  of  said  City 
and  County,  and  as  soon  as  such  filling  is  completed,  said  Board  shall  proceed  to  advertise 
and  sell  said  lots  at  auction  to  the  highest  bidder,  the  purchase  money  to  be  paid  one-half 
in  cash  and  one-half  in  twelve  months  from  the  day  of  sale,  and  all  payments  to  be  made 
in  gold  coin  of  the  United  States.  Notice  shall  be  given  of  said  sale  by  advertisement  for 
not  less  than  twenty  days  in  three  daily  newspapers  published  in  said  City  and  County, 
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and  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  shall  be  paid  into  the  General  Fund  of  said  City  and  County, 
as  provided  in  the  Act  to  which  this  Act  is  supplemental.  In  case  any  purchaser  fails  to 
make  the  said  deferred  payment  within  twelve  months  after  such  sale,  the  lot  BO  purchased 
and  the  payment  made  thereon  shall  be  forfeited  and  such  lot  may  be  immediately  resold 
in  the  same  manner  as  before;  provided,  however,  that  if,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Mayor  of 
said  City  and  County,  the  price  offered  at  such  sale  shall  be  inadequate,  it  shall  be  in  his 
power  to  withdraw  said  lot  or  lots  from  sale,  and  to  order  the  same  resold  upon  the  sa  ue 
terms  ana  after  the  same  notice  herein  provided,  and  again  to  withdraw  the  same,  and  as 
often  as  in  his  judgment  the  interest  of  said  City  and  County  require. 

SEC.  3.  Deeds  of  all  lots  for  which  full  payment  has  been  made  shall  be  executed  by  the 
Mayor  of  said  City  and  County  and  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  title  in  the  purchaser 
to  the  lots  sold  and  conveyed. 

SEC.  4.  All  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  in  conflict  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act  are 
hereby  repealed. 

SEC.  5.    This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

The  City  and  County  Surveyor  was  instructed,  by  Resolution  No.  8,459  (New  Series),  to 
delineate  upon  the  maps  in  the  Assessor's  Office  the  property  commonly  known  as  Chan- 
nel street  and  Mission  creek,  from  Ninth  to  Eighteenth  street,  and  the  Assessor  was  in- 
structed to  omit  said  property  from  assessment  until  after  its  sale  by  the  city  authorities; 
and  on  May  8, 1876,  the  Surveyor  was  authorized  and  empowered  by  Resolution  No.  8,780 
(New  Series)  to  make  the  proper  soundings,  surveys  and  estimates  of  the  work  to  be  done 
in  filling  in  and  grading  the  land  above  designated,  and  to  prepare  specifications  for  the 
work,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  the  Legislature  heretofore  last  re- 
cited. In  accordance  with  Resolution  9,317  (New  Series),  proposals  for  the  work  of  filling 
in  and  grading  were  invited,  and  the  contract  was  let  to  Joseph  W.  Taylor,  on  October  16, 
1876,  by  Resolution  No.  9,652  (New  Series) ,  for  the  sum  of  $24,250  for  the  entire  work. 

The  Superintendent  of  Streets  was  directed  by  Resolution  No.  9,894  (New  Series),  adopt- 
ed November  27, 1876,  to  cause  the  removal  of  all  buildings  or  obstructions  of  whatever 
character  then  standing  on  the  line  of  Mission  creek,  from  Ninth  to  Eighteenth  street;  also 
to  cause  to  be  abated  or  turned  aside  all  water  courses  or  drains  which  interfered  with  the 
work  of  grading  in  Mission  creek. 

In  March,  1877,  in  view  of  the  necessity  of  providing  for  the  payments  agreed  upon  for 
the  acquisition  of  the  private  lands  necessary  to  be  acquired  for  the  purpose  of  construct- 
ing the  Channel  street  sewer,  claims  for  which  payments  having  been  presented  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  accompanied  by  petitions  from  the  various  parties  interested,  these 
claims  and  petitions  were  referred  to  the  Judiciary  Committee,  who  reported  thereon  on  the 
10th  of  August,  1877,  as  follows: 

To  the  Hon.  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.- 

GENTLEMEN — The  undersigned,  chairman  of  your  Judiciary  Committee,  in  the  matter  of 
the  demands  of  Clans  Spreckels,  John  Center,  Samuel  Crim,  Charles  L.  Dingley,  S.  F. 
Weeks,  Wra.  J.  Shaw,  Jos.  Sedgley,  Leland  Stanford,  Mark  Hopkins,  C.  P.  Huntington.and 
Charles  Crocker,  for  payments  of  the  amounts  due  to  them  for  land  conveyed  to  the  City 
and  County  for  the  purposes  of  a  public  street,  and  for  the  construction  of  a  sewer  therein 
and  now  known  as  Channel  street,  which  demands  were  referred  to  said  committee,  would 
respectfully  report,  that,  at  a  meeting  of  the  committee,  held  to  consider  the  claims  pre- 
sented, some  of  the  gentlemen  interested  who  were  present  made  such  statements  as  did 
not  convey  clearly  to  my  mind  that  the  title  was  in  the  parties  who  conveyed  the  same  and 
who  demanded  payment,  and  as  there  were  no  abstracts  of  title  to  this  property  furnished, 
the  presumption  was  that  before  the  claims  were  paid  such  evidence  would  be  presented, 
and  accordingly  at  my  suggestion  Resolution  No.  10,397  (New  Series)  was  passed,  empow- 
ering your  Judiciary  Committee  to  procure  an  abstract  of  title  to  said  lands. 

The  action  of  the  late  Board  of  Tide  Land  Commissioners  in  conveying  that  portion  of 
the  land  embraced  in  Channel  street  and  Mission  creek,  from  Ninth  to  Eighteenth  street, 
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to  certain  parties,  notwithstanding  the  action  of  the  Legislature,  which  had  previously 
granted  said  property  to  this  City  and  County,  and  the  efforts  made  at  the  next  session  of 
the  Legislature  to  ratify  and  confirm  all  the  acts  of  said  Commission,  and  thereby  dis- 
pose of  and  divert  said  property  from  this  City  and  County  to  private  parties,  which 
fortunately  was  frustrated,  an  account  of  which  was  published  at  the  time  in  the  daily  pa- 
pers, made  an  impression  on  my  mind  that  a  portion  of  the  land  so  conveyed  formed  a 
portion  of  the  land  embraced  in  Channel  street  and  Misbion  creek,  and  in  that  event  an  ab. 
ftract  of  title  was  necessary  to  determine  what  portion  of  lands  conveyed  should  be  paid 
for,  and  the  parties  who  should  be  paid. 

Subsequently,  however,  and  after  a  very  careful  examination  of  all  the  proceedings  had, 
I  have  ascertained  that  the  land  so  conveyed  to  the  City  and  County  formed  no  portion  of 
what  was  known  as  Channel  street  and  Mission  creek;  that  the  purchase  was  made  under 
and  in  pursuance  of  subdivision  1  of  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  passed  at  the  session  held  in 
1873-74,  which  empowered  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  receive  and  accept  deeds  from  the 
owners  or  claimants  of  the  lots  and  lands ;  that  the  Board  directed  the  Special  Committee, 
appointed  to  purchase,  receive  and  accept  deeds  of  the  lots  and  lands ;  that  the  Board  ac- 
cepted and  dedicated  the  property  as  a  public  street  and  named  it  Channel  street  (Order 
1,202)  ;  that  the  form  of  deed  used  in  the  conveyance  of  said  property  was  prepared  by  the 
City  and  County  Attorney,  and  was  approved  by  the  Board  (see  Resolution  6,895) ;  that 
payment  for  the  said  property  was  to  be  made  by  the  City  and  County  in  two  years ;  that 
the  parties  named  who  conveyed  the  property  were  in  the  actual  bonafide  possession  there- 
of; that  the  parties  (Ellis  and  others)  who  preferred  adverse  claims,  and  have  filed  com- 
munications in  reference  thereto,  were  parties  who  would  have  obtained  a  title  to  the 
property  of  the  City  and  County,  if  the  Legislature  had  passed  the  bill  introduced  to  con- 
firm all  the  acts  of  the  Board  of  Tide  Land  Commissioners. 

In  representing  the  result  of  the  research  into  this  question  rendered  necessary  by  the 
demands  made  f  i  r  payment  of  the  land  conveyed  to  the  City  and  County  (see  Municipal 
Reports  of  1874-75,  pages  745-749),  and  by  an  opinion  evidently  entertained  on  the  part  of 
the  claimants  that  obstacles  were  being  placed  in  the  way  of  their  obtaining  payment,  I 
have  this  to  say,  that,  not  being  cognizant  of  all  the  proceedings  taken  by  the  members  of 
the  Board  in  reference  to  this  proceeding,  and  the  extreme  pertinacity  with  which  the  gen- 
tlemen interested  pressed  their  claims  without  a  satisfactory  explanation,  I  have  persist- 
ently refused  to  recommend  or  report  back  the  demands  presented  until  I  had  an  opportu- 
nity to  fully  investigate  the  whole  matter.  This  I  have  done,  and,  while  I  yet  think  that 
abstracts  of  title  to  this  property  should  be  in  possession  of  the  city,  I  have  ascertained 
that  the  claimants  have  complied  in  every  particular  with  the  requirements  of  the  city, 
and  delivered  possession  of  the  property  agreed  upon ;  and  the  record  shows  that  each  step 
of  the  proceedings  taken  was  approved  by  the  Board,  and,  in  a  correspondence  had  with 
the  City  and  County  Attorney  relative  thereto,  he  states,  in  an  opinion  received,  that  he 
"knows  of  no  way  to  proceed  other  than  to  pay,  the  City  and  County  purchased  the 
lande,  and,  of  course,  will  have  to  pay  for  them." 

In  justice  to  my  action  in  this  matter,  I  have  briefly  stated  the  reasons  for  the  delay  in 
making  a  report,  and  the  opinion  of  the  City  and  County  Attorney,  as  above  quoted,  I  must 
accept  as  the  rule  for  my  action.  I  therefore  report  the  claims  back,  and  recommend  their 
payment,  in  accordance  with  said  opinion.

We,  the  undersigned,  a  majority  of  your  committee,  agree  with  the  conclusions  arrived 
at  by  our  chairman,  believing  the  claims  just  and  honest  ones,  and  the  course  of  the  claim- 
ants, in  pressing  their  claims,  based  on  the  action  of  this  Board,  very  judicious  and  con- 
siderate.

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The  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  Board  of  Supervisors,  August  26,  1878: 
RESOLUTION  NO.  12,707  (New  Series). 

Resolved,  That  the  city  property  in  and  adjacent  to  Mission  Creek,  between  Sixteenth 
and  Eighteenth  streets  and  Channel  and  Folsom  streets,  be  graded  in  accordance  with 
specifications  to  be  prepared  by  the  City  and  County  Surveyor,  who  is  hereby  directed  to 
make  the  necessary  surveys,  estimates  and  specifications,  for  said  work. 

In  accordance  with  the  above,  proposals  for  the  work  of  grading  the  property,  as  described 
in  Resolution  12,707,  were  invited  on  September  3d,  1878. 

And  on  October  7,  1878,  by  Resolution  No,  12,839  (New  Series),  a  contract  for  the  work 
was  awarded  to  D.  B.  Hughes,  for  the  sum  of  $4,950  for  the  entire  work,  which  c-ontract 
was  by  permission  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  under  Resolution  No.  13,407  (New  Series), 
assigned  to  S.  W.  Dick,  March  3d,  1879. 

The  work  having  been  completed  in  .September,  1879,  payment  of  the  sum  named, 
$4,950,  was  made  October  6,  1879,  as  allowed  by  Authorization  No.  2,667. 

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  held  on  Thursday  afternoon,  February 
24, 1881,  Minute  Book  28,  page  276: 

"  Supervisor  Torrey  stated  that  on  the  22d  inst.,  while  on  Sixteenth  Street,  he  found 
that  a  person  had  fenced  in  a  portion  of  Mission  Creek,  and  was  erecting  a  building  upon 
it.  Being  city  property  he  thought  it  was  his  duty  to  call  attention  to  it,  and  have  the 
obstructions  removed.  He  therefore  begged  leave  to  introduce  a  resolution  requiring  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Streets  to  forthwith  remove  all  fences,  structures  and  material 
of  every  kind,  from  the  property  belonging  to  the  City  and  County,  and  embraced  in  what 
was  formerly  known  as  Channel  Street  or  Mission  Creek,  from  Ninth  to  Eighteenth  Street, 
and  as  delineated  on  a  map  prepared  by  the  City  and  County  Surveyor,  pursuant  to  in- 
structions of  this  Board,  under  the  provisions  of  Resolution  No.  6,467  (New  Series),  and  to 
erect  suitable  post  and  board  fences  enclosing  said  property.  Also  requesting  the  Chief  of 
Police  to  furnish  such  assistance,  to  the  extent  of  the  whole  of  the  Police  force  if  neces- 
sary, to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  Resolution,  and  moved  that  the  same  be  adopted." 

Supervisor  Torrey  also  presented  a  communication  from  W.  C.  Burnett,  Esq.,  with 
opinion  relative  to  the  property  known  as  Channel  Street,  and  Mission  Creek  from  Ninth 
to  Eighteenth  Streets,  and  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  keep  and  maintain  possession  thereof, 
which  was  read,  and  is  to  the  effect: 

That  on  and  for  some  time  before  the  27th  of  March,  1874,  that  property,  or  nearly  the 
whole  of  it  was  public  property,  under  a  dedication  as  an  open  channel  and  public  street, 
and  was  or  had  been  salt  marsh  or  tide  lands;  that  on  said  March  27th,  1874,  an  Act  of  the 
Legislature  took  effect,  which,  in  terms,  removed  the  dedication  to  such  public  uses,  and 
authorized  the  Honorable  Board  of  Supervisors  to  have  the  property  mapped  and  laid  off 
into  lots  and  sold,  and  provided  that  the  deed  of  the  Mayor  should  vest  the  title  of  the  lots 
sold  in  the  purchasers.  The  Act  also  provided  that  the  proceeds  of  such  sales  should  be 
paid  into  the  General  Fund  of  the  Treasury  of  this  City  and  County. 

That  that  Act  of  the  Legislature  is  still  in  force. 

That  three  days  after  the  approval  of  that  Act,  another  Act  of  the  Legislature  was  ap- 
proved, authorizing  the  State  Board  of  Tide  Land  Commissioners  to  compromise  with  ad- 
verse claimants  to  an.y  lands  under  the  control  of  that  Board. 

That  the  Act  first  above  referred  to  had  then  been  in  force  three  days,  and  had  effectually 
taken  from  the  Board  of  Tide  Land  Commissioners  all  control  over  Channel  street,  and 
Mission  Creek  from  9th  to  18th  street;  or  in  other  words,  that  property,  which  until  the 
27th  of  March,  of  1874,  had  been  an  open  channel  and  highway,  had  already  been,  by  virtue 
of  the  Act  of  that  date,  placed  in  commerce,  and  in  the  control  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
of  this  City  and  County  for  a  specific  purpose.  So  that  nothing  went  to  or  into  the  control 
of  the  State  Board  of  Tide  Land  Commissioners,  under  the  Act  of  March  30th,  1874. 
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That  this  being  the  case;  while  the  Honorable  Board  of  Supervisors  were  carefully 
taking  the  steps  necessary  to  a  sale,  under  the  Act  of  March  27,  1874,  the  State  Board  of 
Tide  Land  Commissioners  went  through  the  form  of  making  a  compromise,  and  executed, 
or  caused  to  be  executed,  a  conveyance  in  writing  of  said  premises  to  one  George  W.  Ellis. 

That  he  thought  said  Act  of  March  27,  1874,  gave  title  to  said  premises  to  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco. 

That  that  being  his  opinion,  in  obedience  to  the  directions  of  the  Honorable  Board  of 
Supervisors,  suit  was  commenced  by  him  in  the  Fourth  District  Court  to  quiet  the  title  of 
the  City  and  County,  as  against  Ellis  and  those  who  claimed  under  him,  and  to  set  aside 
the  conveyance  of  the  State  Board  of  Tide  Land  Commissioners.  That  cause  was  decided 
against  the  city  by  the  Fourth  District  Court,  and  confirmed  on  appeal  by  the  Supreme 
Court.  That  in  that  cause  a  full  argument  was  had,  and  briefs  filed  on  the  part  of  the 
city  by  himself  in  both  the  District  and  the  Supreme  Court. 

That  the  result  of  those  decisions  is  very  plainly  set  forth  at  pages  72-74,  of  54th  Califor- 
nia Keports,  to  be  simply  and  only  that  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  did  not 
acquire  a  title  to  the  property  mentioned  by  virtue  of  the  Act  of  March  27,  1874. 

That  these  Acts  of  the  Legislature  and  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court,  in  his  opinion, 
leave  that  property  under  the  immediate  and  exclusive  control  of  the  Honorable  Board  of 
Supervisors,  with  the  power  to  sell  the  game  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of 
March  27,  1874,  and  with  the  power  of  the  Mayor  to  execute  deeds  therefor,  pursuant  to 
such  sales,  and  with  the  right  to  receive  the  proceeds  of  such  sales  into  the  City  and 
County  Treasury  for  the  General  Fund  thereof. 

That  these  powers  are  public,  and  are  directed  to  and  lodged  with  the  officials  named, 
directly. 

That  he  is  also  of  opinion  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Honorable  Board  of  Supervisors  to 
keep  and  maintain  possession  of  said  property,  in  order  that  it  may  be  used  to  the  best 
advantage  for  the  purposes  prescribed  by  said  Act  of  March  27,  1874,  and  to  that  end  to 
employ  such  force  as  may  be  necessary. 

Supervisor  Torrey  also  referred  to  the  action  taken  by  the  Board  of  Tide  Land  Commis- 
sioners in  conveying  the  property  to  G.  W.  Ellis  subsequent  to  the  action  taken  by  the 
Legislature  in  authorizing  the  City  and  County  to  dispose  of  the  same,  and  of  the  investi- 
gation made  by  a  special  committee  of  the  Senate  and  their  report  on  the  proceedings  of 
the  State  Board  of  Tide  Land  Commissioners  in  the  consideration  of  the  bill  introduced 
to  abolish  the  Board  of  Tide  Land  Commissioners  to  confirm  all  their  acts;  thereupon  the 
Board  took  action  and  adopted  the  following  resolution,  under  which  the  property  was  in- 
closed  by  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  with  a  fence,  the  necessary  surveys  being  made  by 
the  City  and  County  Surveyor: 

RESOLUTION  NO.  15,062  (New  Series). 

Resolved,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Streets  be  and  he  is  hereby  required  to 
forthwith  remove  all  fences,  structures  and  material  of  every  kind  from  the  property  be- 
longing to  this  City  and  County,  and  embraced  in  what  was  formerly  known  as  Channel 
street  or  Mission  creek,  from  Ninth  to  Eighteenth  street,  and  as  delineated  on  a  map  pre- 
pared by  the  City  and  County  Surveyor  pursuant  to  instructions  of  this  Board  under  the 
provisions  of  Resolution  No.  6,467  (New  Series)  and  to  erect  suitable  post  and  board  fences 
inclosing  said  property. 

Resolved,  That  the  Chief  of  Police  be  and  he  is  hereby  requested  to  furnish  such  assist- 
ance, to  the  extent  of  the  whole  of  the  police  force,  if  necessary,  to  carry  out  the  pro- 
visions of  this  resolution.

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The  work  of  fencing  was  completed  in  the  month  of  March,  1881,  at  a  cost  of  $2,271.90. 

The  description  of  metes  and  bounds  of  the  land  in  Channel  street  and  Mission  creek, 
from  Ninth  to  Eighteenth  street,  furnished  by  the  City  and  County  Surveyor,  being  as  fol- 
lows:

Commencing  at  the  intersection  of  the  southwesterly  line  of  Ninth  street  and  the  north- 
erly line  of  New  Channel  street;  thence  westerly  along  the  northerly  line  of  New  Channel 
street  one  hundred  and  twelve  (112;  feet,  more  or  less,  to  the  easterly  line  of  Utah  street; 
thence  northerly  along  the  easterly  line  of  Utah  street  sixty  (60)  feet;  thence  at  right  an- 
gles westerly  eighty  (80)  feet;  thence  at  right  angles  southerly  fifteen  (15)  feet  to  the 
southerly  line  of  Mission  creek;  thence  northwesterly  along  the  line  of  Mission  creek  twen- 
ty-nine and  fifteen  hundredths  (29  15-100)  feet  to  the  southerly  line  of  Old  Channel  street; 
thence  along  said  line  of  Old  Channel  street  one  hundred  and  twenty-eight  (128)  feet  to 
the  southeasterly  line  of  Brannan  street;  thence  northeasterly  along  said  line  of  Brannan 
street  one  hundred  and  eighty-one  (181)  feet  to  the  northerly  line  of  Mission  creek;  thence 
southeasterly  along  said  line  fifty-six  (56)  feet  to  the  northerly  line  of  Old  Channel  street; 
thence  along  said  line  of  Old  Channel  street  forty-six  and  one-half  (46  J^)  feet,  more  or 
less,  to  the  northwesterly  line  of  Mission  creek ;  thence  along  said  line  of  Mission  creek 
northwesterly  five  (5)  feet,  more  or  less;  thence  northeasterly  along  said  line  of  Mission 
creek  ten  (10)  feet,  more  or  less,  to  the  southwesterly  line  of  Ninth  street;  thence  south- 
easterly along  said  line  of  Ninth  street  one  hundred  and  seventy-two  (172)  feet  eleven  and 
one-half  (11  Jg)  inches  to  the  point  of  commencement. 

Commencing  at  the  intersection  of  the  northwesterly  line  of  Brannan  street  with  the 
northeasterly  line  of  Dore  street;  thence  northwesterly  along  said  line  of  Dore  street  sev- 
enty-six (76)  feet  to  the  northerly  line  of  Mission  creek;  thence  easterly  along  the  north- 
erly line  of  said  Mission  creek  one  hundred  and  thirteen  and  twenty-seve.n  hundredtha 
(113  27-100)  feet  to  the  northwesterly  line  of  Brannan  street;  thence  southwesterly  along 
said  line  of  Brannan  street  eighty-four  (84)  feet  to  point  of  commencement. 

Commencing  at  the  intersection  of  the  northwesterly  line  of  Brannan  street  with  the 
southwesterly  line  of  Dore  street ;  thence  soxithwesterly  along  the  northwesterly  line  of 
Brannan  street  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  (121)  feet  and  eleven  (11)  inches  to  the  inter- 
section of  the  westerly  line  of  Potrero  avenue  with  the  southerly  line  of  Old  Channel 
street ;  thence  westerly  along  said  line  of  Old  Channel  street  thirty-two  (32)  feet  to  the 
easterly  line  of  Mission  creek;  thence  southwesterly  along  said  line  of  Mission  creek  sev- 
enty-two (72)  feet  to  the  northerly  line  of  New  Channel  street;  thence  westerly  along  said 
line  of  New  Channel  street  one  hundred  and  twenty -nine  (129)  feet  to  the  easterly  line  of 
Jersey  street;  thence  at  right  angles  northerly  along  said  line  of  Jersey  street  sixty  (60) 
feet  to  the  southerly  line  of  Old  Channel  street;  thence  northeasterly  along  the  easterly 
line  of  Tenth  street  produced  ninety-four  (94)  feet  six  (6)  inches  to  the  northerly  line  of 
Old  Channel  street;  thence  easterly  along  said  line  of  Old  Channel  street  one  hundred  and 
twenty  (120)  feet  to  the  northwesterly  line  of  Mission  creek;  thence  northeasterly  along 
said  line  of  Mission  creek  fifty-four  (54)  feet  nine  (9)  inches;  thence  northeasterly  along 
the  northerly  line  of  Mission  creek  fifty-four  (54)  feet  ten  (10)  inches  to  the  northwesterly 
line  of  Dore  street;  thence  southeasterly  along  said  line  of  Dore  street  one  hundred  (100) 
feet  to  point  of  commencement.

A  petition,  filed  March  28, 1881,  by  Charles  P.  Duane,  calling  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
JBoard  was  squandering  the  public  money  in  forcibly  taking  possession  of  and  fencing  in 
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his  property  on  Mission  Creek,  and  asking  a  reference  of  the  matter  to  the  Judiciary  Com- 
mittee, was  so  referred,  and  upon  April  18th,  1881,  was  reported  on  as  follows: 

"  In  this  matter  (that  is  the  petition  of  C.  P.  Duane) ,  the  petitioner  labors  under  a  mis- 
take. There  is  no  question  as  to  the  title  and  right  acquired  hy  the  City  and  County  to 
dispose  of  the  lands  embraced  in  what  was  formerly  known  as  Channel  Street  and  Mission 
Creek,  from  Ninth  to  Eighteenth  Street,  under  the  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  March  27th, 
1874,  and  whatever  was  or  was  not  determined  by  the  decision  in  the  case  of  the  City  and 
County  against  Geo.  W.  Ellis  et  al,  the  City's  right  to  enter  upon,  take  and  maintain  pos- 
session of  said  lands,  to  sell  the  same,  to  execute  deeds  therefor,  and  to  pay  the  proceeds 
thereof  into  the  General  Fund,  is  undoubted;  such  action  carries  out  the  intention  of  the 
Legislature,  and  is  not  in  conflict  with  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court,  there  being  no- 
title  in  and  to  said  lands  in  Geo.  W.  Ellis  or  his  grantees,  Charles  P.  Duane  and  others." 

"  This  embodies  the  opinion  of  W.  C.  Burnett,  Esq.,  ex-City  and  County  Attorney,  who 
has  been  consulted,  and  who  filed  a  communication  with  the  Board  on  February  25,  1881, 
in  reference  to  the  action  proper  to  be  taken  in  the  matter  of  said  property,  the  Superin- 
endent  of  Public  Streets  having  been  directed  by  your  Honorable  Board  to  enclose  said 
property  with  a  post  and  rail  fence." 

The  following  Resolution  was  finally  passed,  May  2,  1881; 

RESOLUTION  No.  15,148  (New  Series). 

Resolved,  That  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  be  and  he  is  hereby  empowered  to  cause  to  be  sold  from 
time  to  time  at  public  auction  to  the  highest  and  best  bidders,  whenever  it  may  be  advisable  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Judiciary  Committee,  all  or  any  of  the  lots  of  land  embraced  in  that  tract  of  land 
formerly  known  as  Mission  Creek  and  Channel  street  from  Ninth  to  Eighteenth  street,  as  shown  on 
the  map  of  said  property  prepared  by  the  City  and  County  Surveyor,  under  the  provisions  of  Reso- 
lution No.  6,467  (New  Series),  and  in  accordance  with  Subdivision  4,  Section  2  of  an  Act  of  the 
Legislature,  entitled:  An  Act  to  confer  additional  powers  upon  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  upon  the  Auditor  and  Treasurer  thereof,  and  to  authorize  certain 
appropriations  of  money  by  said  Board,  approved  March  27,  1874.  Statutes  1873-74,  page  712, 

The  sale  of  said  lots  to  be  governed  by  and  subject  to  the  conditions  and  requirements  of  section 
2  of  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  entitled  :  "An  Act  supplemental  to  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  to  confer 
additional  powers  upon  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and 
upon  the  Auditor  and  Treasurer  thereof,  and  to  authorize  certain  appropriations  of  money  by  said 
Board,  approved  March  27,  1874,"  approved  February  28,  1876.

In  connection  with  the  foregoing,  it  may  be  heie  stated  that  Eugene  L.  Sullivan  pre- 
sented a  deed  of  a  lot  from  the  Board  of  Tide  Land  Commissioners,  dated  December  3, 1870, 
recorded  January  5,  1871,  which  lot  was  included  in  the  district  known  and  designated  as 
Mission  Creek  and  Channel  street,  between  Ninth  and  Eighteenth  streets.  This  deed  was 
referred  to  the  City  and  County  Attorney  as  to  the  title  derived  thereunder,  who  filed  the 
following  opinion: 

"  I  have  made  examination  concerning  the  title  to  the  lands  described  in  the  deed  from  the 
Board  of  Tide  Land  Commissioners  to  E.  L.  Sullivan,  ani  dated  the  3d  day  cf  December, 
1870,  and  find  that  the  title  to  all  the  lands  described  in  eaid  deed  is  in  said  Sullivan, 
inasmuch  as  the  lands  were  salt  marsh  or  tide  lands;  and  the  Tide  Land  Commissioners, 
under  the  Act  of  April  1,  1870  (Stat.  1869-70,  page  540),  had  authority  to  dispose  of  all  of 
the  salt  marsh  and  tide  lands  in  San  Francisco,  whether  covered  by  a  navigable  stream  or 
otherwise,  and  to  dispose  of  such  lands,  although  at  that  time  dedicated  as  a  public  street; 
and  carry  title,  so  that  upon  the  removal  of  the  dedication,  the  title  would  be  in  the 

grantee.  Yours  truly,

A  claim  of  JamtsDows,  to  a  portion  of  land  at  Ihe  junction  of  Eleventh  and  Bryant 
streets,  under  a  deed  from  the  Board  of  Tide  Land  Commissioners,  v  as  also  referred  to 
the  City  and  County  Attorney  for  his  opinion  as  to  whether  said  Board  had  any  legal  right 
to  sell  and  convey  the  land  therein  mentioned. 

The  following  reply  was  filed  February  10, 1877:

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Supervisors 

Of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  .- 

GENTLEMEN — I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  a  communication  from  John 
A.  Russell,  Esq.,  Clerk  of  your  Honorable  Board,  dated  November  24th,  1876,  in  which  Mr. 
Russell  states,  that  a  map  has  been  prepared  by  the  City  and  County  Surveyor,  and  is  in 
his  possession,  showing  the  lots  and  lauds  included  in  what  is  commonly  known  as  "  Mis- 
sion Creek  and  Channel  Street  from  Ninth  to  Eighteenth  Streets,"  as  subdivided  by  direc- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  for  the  purpose  of  sale  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
"  An  Act  to  confer  further  powers  upon  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  and  upon  the  Auditor  and  Treasurer  thereof,  and  to  authorize  certain  ap- 
propriations of  money  by  said  Board."  Approved  March  27, 1874.  (Stat.  1873-74,  p.  711) 
That  "James  Dows"  claims  to  have  derived  title  from  the  State  of  California  to  a  parcel 
of  said  lands  at  the  junction  of  llth  and  Bryant  Streets,  extending  into  "  Mission  Creek," 
under  deed  from  the  State  Board  of  Tide  Laud  Commissioners,  and  that  my  opinion  is 
desired  whether  the  Board  of  Tide  Land  Commissioners  had  any  legal  right  to  sell  and 
convey  the  property  mentioned;  and,  if  so,  whether  the  title  thereto  is  vested  in  '  James 
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Dows,"  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  cause  said  property  to  be  struck 
out  of  the  map  prepared  by  the  City  and  County  Surveyor,  and  withdrawn  from  sale. 

I  also  received  from  Mr.  Kussell  a  communication  from  Mr.  Dows  to  the  Committee  on 
Streets,  dated  September  20, 1876,  upon  the  subject  of  his  said  claim,  accompanied  by  a 
tracing  of  the  property,  prepared  by  the  City  and  County  Surveyor,  and  a  certificate  of  that 
officer  to  said  tracing;  and  the  deed  from  the  State  Board  of  Tide  Land  Commissioners  to 
Mr.  Dows. 

Said  Act  of  the  Legislature  took  effect  at,  and  was  in  force  from  its  date,  March  27, 1874, 
and  effectually  and  at  that  time  transferred  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  the 
title  to  the  whole  of  Mission  Creek  and  Channel  Street  from  Ninth  to  Eighteenth  Streets, 
which  had  not  theretofore  been  conveyed  to  private  persons  by  lawful  authority. 

The  deed  from  the  State  Board  of  Tide  Land  Commissioners  to  Mr.  Dows,  is  dated  July 
17, 1874,  acknowledged  October  28, 1874,  and  recorded  December  10,  1874,  in  Liber  762  of 
deeds,  page  175. 

This  deed  was  executed  more  than  three  months  after  the  State  of  California  had  con- 
veyed the  lands  in  question  to  the  City  and  County  by  Statute,  and  the  State  Board  of  Tide 
Land  Commissioners  had  lost  jurisdiction  to  deal  in  the  premises,  and  while  the  title  was 
in  this  City  and  County. 

Under  such  a  statement  of  facts  your  Honorable  Board  needs  no  opinion  from  me.  It  is 
your  duty  under  the  Statute  of  March  27,  1874,  to  cause  the  lands  to  be  sold  pursuant  to 
its  directions.  *********

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In  the  year  1862,  assisted  by  Mr.  Thos.  E.  Morgan,  then  Deputy  County 
Recorder,  a  table  showing  the  early  officers  of  the  Pueblo  was  prepared  by 
Mr.  Jas.  W.  Bingham,  which  is  now  republished  with  additions,  so  as  to 
bring  the  record  up  to  the  present  time. 

On  the  third  of  November,  1834,  the  Departmental  Legislature  of  Califor- 
nia passed  an  Act  authorizing  the  election  of  an  Ayuntamiento  in  the  Town- 
ship or  Pueblo  of  San  Francisco;  in  pursuance  of  which,  Francisco  De  Haro 
was  elected  First  Alcalde. 

The  second  election  took  place  November  27,  1835,  when  Jose  Joaquin 
Estudillo  was  elected  First  Alcalde.  The  succeeding  Alcaldes  under  Mexican 
authority,  (but  who,  in  many  instances,  were  Justices  of  the  Peace  exercising 
the  functions  of  Alcaldes),  were:

The  American  flag  was  hoisted  at  Monterey  on  the  7th  of  July,  1846,  by 
Commodore  John  T.  Sloat,  of  the  United  States  Navy,  who  took  formal  pos- 
session of  the  country  in  the  name  of  the  United  States  Government.  On 
the  17th  of  August  following,  Commodore  Kobert  F.  Stockton,  successor  to 
Commodore  Sloat,  assun;ed  command  and  issued  a  proclamation,  which  ap- 
peared in  an  extra  of  the  Californian,  published  in  Monterey,  on  the  5th  of 
September,  1846,  which  reads: 

MONTEBEY,  Saturday,  September  5th,  1846. 
To  the  People  of  California  .- 

On  my  approach  to  this  place  with  the  forces  under  my  command,  Jose  Castro,  the  Com- 
mandant-General of  California,  buried  his  artillery  and  abandoned  his  fortified  camp  "of 
the  Mesa,"  and  fled,  it  is  believed,  toward  Mexico. 

With  the  sailors,  the  marines,  and  the  California  Battalion  of  Mounted  Riflemen,  we 
entered  the  "  City  of  the  Angels,"  the  Capital  of  California,  on  the  13th  of  August,  and 
hoisted  the  North  American  flag. 
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The  flag  of  the  United  States  is  now  flying  from  every  commanding  position  in  the 
Territory,  and  California  is  entirely  free  from  Mexican  dominion. 

The  Teiritory  of  California  now  belongs  to  the  United  States,  and  -will  be  governed,  as 
soon  as  circumstances  may  permit,  by  officers  and  laws  similar  to  those  by  which  the  other 
Territories  of  the  United  States  are  regulated  and  protected. 

But  until  the  Governor,  the  Secretary  and  Council  are  appointed,  and  the  various  civil 
departments  of  the  Government  are  arranged,  military  law  will  prevail,  aid  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief  will  be  the  Govenror  and  protector  of  the  Territory. 

In  the  meantime  the  people  will  be  permitted  and  are  now  requested  to  meet  in  their 
several  towns  and  departments,  at  such  time  and  place  as  thfy  may  see  fit,  to  elect  civil 
officers  to  fill  the  places  of  those  who  decline  to  continue  in  office,  tnd  to  administer  the 
laws  according  to  former  usages  of  the  Terr.toiy. 

In  all  cases  where  the  people  fail  to  elect,  the  Commander-in-Chief  and  Governor  will 
make  the  appointments  himself. 

All  persons,  of  whatever  religion  or  nation,  who  faithfully  adhere  to  the  new  Govern- 
ment, will  be  considered  as  citizens  of  the  Territory,  and  will  be  zealously  and  thoroughly 
protected  in  the  liberty  of  conscience,  their  persons  and  property. 

No  person  will  be  permitted  to  remain  in  the  Territory  who  does  not  agree  to  support 
the  existing  Government,  and  all  military  men  who  desire  to  remain  are  required  to  take 
an  oath  that  they  will  not  take  up  arms  against  it  or  do  or  say  anything  to  disturb  its  peace. 

Nor  will  any  persons,  come  from  where  they  may,  be  permitted  to  settle  in  the  Territory 
who  do  not  pledge  themselves  to  be  in  all  respects  obedient  to  the  laws  which  may  be  from 
time  to  time  enacted  by  the  proper  axithorities  of  the  Territory. 

All  persons  who,  without  special  permission,  are  found  with  arms  outside  of  their  own 
houses,  will  be  considered  as  enemies,  and  will  be  shipped  out  of  the  country. 

All  thieves  will  be  put  to  hard  labor  on  the  public  works,  and  there  kept  until  compen- 
sation is  made  for  the  property  stolen. 

The  California  Battalion  of  Mounted  Kiflemen  will  be  kept  in  the  service  of  the  Terri- 
tory, and  constantly  on  duty  to  prevent  and  punish  any  aggressions  by  the  Indians  or  any 
other  persons  upon  the  property  of  individuals,  or  the  peace  of  the  Territory;  and  Califor- 
nia shall  hereafter  be  so  governed  and  defended  as  to  give  security  to  the  inhabitants  and 
defy  the  power  of  Mexico. 

All  persons  are  required,  as  long  as  the  Territory  is  under  martial  law,  to  be  within 
their  houses  from  10  o'clock  at  night  until  sunrise  in  the  morning. 

(Signed,)  R.  F.  STOCKTON, 

Commander-in-Chief  and  Govenor  of  the  Territory. 

Ciudad  de  Los  Angeles,  August  17,  1846. 

A  second  proclamation  of  Governor  Stockton,  dated  Los  Angeles,  August 
22d,  ordering  an  election  throughout  the  towns  and  districts  of  California, 
was  issued  soon  after  the  foregoing,  and  reads: 

To  the  People  of  California: 

On  the  15th  day  of  September,  1846,  an  election  will  be  held  in  the  several  town  and 
districts  of  California,  at  the  places  and  hours  at  which  such  elections  have  usually  been 
held,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  the  Alcaldes  and  other  municipal  officers  for  one  year. 

In  places  where  Alcaldes  have  been  appointed  by  the  present  government,  they  will  hold 
the  election. 

In  those  places  where  no  Alcaldes  have  been  appointed  by  the  present  government,  the 
former  Alcaldes  are  authorized  and  required  to  hold  the  election. 

Given  under  my  hand  this  22d  day  of  August,  A.  D.  1846,  at  the  Government  House, 
Ciudad  de  Los  Angeles. 

B.  F.  STOCKTON.  Commander-in-Chief, 

And  Governor  of  the  Territory  of  California. 
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On  the  eighth  day  of  July,  1846,  San  Francisco  was  formally  taken  posses- 
sion of  by  Captain  John  B.  Montgomery,  commanding  the  United  States 
sloop  of  war,  Portsmouth,  by  whom  Lieut.  Washington  A.  Bartlett  was  ap- 
pointed Chief  Magistrate,  or  Alcalde,  which  appointment  was  subsequently 
ratified  by  a  formal  election  by  the  citizens.  Mr.  Bartlett  held  the  office, 
with  a  brief  interval,  until  February,  1847. 

Soon  after  enteiing  upon  the  duties  of  his  office  as  First  Magistrate  of  the 
infant  city,  Mr.  Bartlett  issued  a  set  of  rules  and  regulations  for  government 
in  commercial  transactions,  which  read: 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  TRADE  OF  THE  BAY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO. 

It  having  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Commander  of  the  District  of  San  Francisco, 
etc.,  etc.,  that  persons  are  engaged  in  stealing  and  killing  cattle,  and  then  selling  the  pro- 
duce to  any  purchaser ;  and  it  being  necessary  to  put  every  possible  check  upon  such  prac- 
tices, and  to  secure  all  property  to  the  proper  owners  thereof  ; 

It  is  ordered  that,  from  and  after  this  date,  no  shipments  of  the  products  of  the  country 
will  be  permitted  to  be  made  in  any  boat,  launch,  01  other  vessel,  except  under  the  follow- 
ing regulations: 

1st.  The  points  of  shipment  where  boats  or  launches  will  be  permitted  to  take  freight 
on  board,  are  at  "Saucelito,"  Corte  "  Madera,"  (the  wood  landing  between  Saucelito  and 
San  Rafael),  San  Rafael,  Petaluma  and  Sonoma,  and  only  at  the  usual  landing  of  thos^ 
places,  for  the  north  of  the  bay. 

2d.    For  the  Sacramento  Valley  and  River,  at  Sutler's  landing. 
•     3d.    For  the  San  Joaquin,  Dr.  Marsh's  landing. 

Inspectors  will  be  appointed  for  all  the  above-named  points,  with  instructions  for  their 
guidance. 

4th.  For  that  part  of  the  Bay  called  the  Contra  Costa,  commencing  at  the  mouth  of  the 
San  Joaquin  River  and  extending  as  far  a&  the  landing  of  the  Mission  of  San  Jose,  hides, 
tallow,  etc.,-  may  be  shipped  under  the  following  regulations;  The  shipper  to  give  a  bill  of 
sale  in  writing,  signed  by  himself,  certifying  to  the  marks  in  said  bill  to  correspond  with 
the  marks  on  the  articles,  particularly  the  marks  on  the.hides  and  bags  of  tallow. 

5th.  An  office  of  inspector  of  hides  and  tallow  will  be  established  at  the  pueblo  of  San 
Jose,  and  a  sub-inspector  at  the  landing  of  said  pueblo.  The  Inspector-General  will  be  at 
Yerba  Buena. 

6th.  Shipments  may  be  made  at  any  point  from  the  Pueblo  of  Yerba  Buena  under  the 
same  regulations  contained  in  Article  4. 

7th.  The  Inspector- General  at  Yerba  Buena  will  inspect  all  launches  or  boats  on  their 
arrival,  and  ascertain  if  the  freight  corresponds  with  the  bill  of  lading,  and  particularly  a& 
to  the  marks  being  the  same  as  expressed  in  the  bills. 

8th.  An  inspector  of  tallow  will  be  appointed  to  ascertain  if  it  is  of  a  merchantable 
quality,  and  if  it  corresponds,  that  no  fraud  has  been  attempted  by  the  introduction  of 
other  substances  to  defraud  in  weight. 

9th.  Any  person  found  guilty  of  selling  or  disposing  of  hides  that  are  not  legally  his 
own,  will  be  severely  punished  by  fine  and  labor  on  the  public  works,  according  to  the 
nature  of  the  offense. 

10th.  Any  person  found  guilty  of  an  attempt  to  defraud  by  introducing  improper  articles- 
in  bags  of  tallow,  will  forfeit  the  whole  package  and  suffer  a  further  penalty  according  to 
the  nature  of  the  offense. 

llth.  In  order  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  inspectors,  which  are  intended  to  protect  all 
who  are  engaged  in  a  just  and  honorable  trade,  a  tax  of  three  cents  on  each  hide,  and 
twenty-five  cents  on  each  bag  of  tallow  will  be  assessed. 
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12th.  All  such  certificates  and  certified  bills  of  lading  will  be  deposited  in  the  office  o 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Port,  for  the  benefit  of  all  concerned. 

13th.  All  boats  or  launches  arriving  at  the  anchorage  of  Yerba  Buena,  must  be  entered 
for  inspection  before  they  can  be  permitted  to  unload.

The  foregoing  needs  no  comment  to  present  more  forcibly  to  the  reader  a 
contrast  of  existing  affairs  in  the  Bay  City  at  the  present  day,  with  those  of 
Yerba  Buena  about  thirty  years  ago.  Following  will  be  found  a  list  of  officers 
since  the  incorporation  of  the  city,  which,  it  will  be  seen,  prior  to  1856,  had 
two  separate  sets  of  officers,  for  a  city  and'a  county  government,  as  follows. 
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KEVENUE  ORDERS. 


The  Board  of  Supervisors  met  on  July  5,  1881,  and  examined  the  Assessment  Book  of 
Real  Estate  and  Improvements,  and  continued  in  session  from  time  to  time  until  July  25, 
1881,  and  made  reductions  on  sworn  applications  aggregating  $343,150  in  addition  to  cor- 
recting clerical  errors  of  the  Assessor  amounting  to  $316,435,  making  a  total  reduction  of 

$659,585. 

The  aggregate  estimated  amount  of  the  valuation  of  Real  and  Personal  Property  on  the 
Assessment  Book  for  the  purposes  of  taxition  was  fixed  at  $210,000,000.  A  levy  of  $1.15 
upon  each  $1GO  valuation  was  made  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  City  and  County  pur- 
poses, which  on  said  estimate  would  raise  by  taxation  the  sum  of  $2,415,000.  The  revenue 
to  be  derived  from  other  sources  was  estimated  by  tbe  Auditor  at  $1,159,800,  making  a 
total  estimated  revenue  of  $3,574,800  for  the  expenditures  of  the  municipal  government  for 
the  fiscal  year  1881-82. 

In  estimating  the  amount  required,  the  sum  of  $439,960  was  provided  for  the  interest  ac- 
counts and  sinking  funds  of  the  funded  debt,  while  a  further  sum  of  $315,000  was  provided 
to  pay  for  water  furnished  for  municipal  purposes,  which  latter  amount,  if  paid  by  the 
City  and  County,  is  to  be  deducted  from  bills  of  water-rate  payers.  These  amounts,  if 
deducted  from  the  aggregate  amount  to  be  raised  for  City  and  County  purposes,  will  leave 
the  sum  of  $2,819,840  for  the  general  expenses  of  the  municipal  government. 

The  aggregate  amount  of  the  Personal  Property  and  Real  Estate,  etc.,  assessed  on  the 
Assessment  Book  for  the  fiscal  year  1881-82,  as  verified  by  the  Auditor,  is  as  follows:

The  above  includes  the  sum  of  $32,862,261  assessed  as  mortgages  on  the  Assessment  Book 
of  Real  Estate,  and  the  sum  of  $9,831,992  assessed  as  money  on  the  Personal  Property 
Book.

In  addition  to  the  above  tax,  in  pursuance  of  Section  24  of  an  Act  entitled  "  An  Act  to 
promote  drainage,"  approved  April  23,  I860,  the  State  Board  of  Equalization,  on  this  day, 
levied  a  tax  of  five  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  tax- 
able property  in  the  State  for  the  "  State  Drainage  Construction  Fund." 
The  total  rate  to  be  collected  is  70.5  cents. 

You  are  therefore,  as  provided  by  Section  3714,  of  the  Political  Code,  required  on  the 
first  Monday  of  October  next  to  levy  the  said  rate  of  taxation,  and  also  the  said  rate  for  the 
State  Drainage  Contraction  Fund,  upon  the  taxable  property  of  said  County.

The  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  ( Jas.  B.  Stetson,  C.  L.  Taylor  and 
Chas.  A.  Bayly) ,  under  date  of  October  3, 1881,  made  a  report  relative  to  the  foregoing  com- 
munication, of  which  the  following  is  an  extract: 

"With  respect  to  the  last  named  item,  of  5  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars  for  the  State 
Drainage  Construction  Fund,  your  committee  beg  to  state  that  by  a  decision  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  rendered  September  26,  1881,  subsequent  to  the  date  of  the  communication  from  the 
State  Board  of  Equalization,  in  the  case  of  the  People  vs.  Parks  et  al.,  (No.  7765),  it  has 
leen  held  that  the  Act  under  which  the  levy  of  5  cents  was  made  for  the  State  Drainage 
Construction  Fund  is  unconstitutional  and  void,  and  is  no  law,  because  it  controverts  Sec. 
24  of  Article  4th  of  the  Constitution.  Your  Committee  therefore  recommend  that  in  making 
the  levy  for  State  purposes  for  the  fiscal  year  1881-82,  your  Honorable  Board  omit  altogether 
the  item  of  5  tents  for  the  State  Drainage  Construction  Fund,  and  that  the  tolal  amount 
levied  for  State  purposes  be  65.5  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  valuation  of  property." 

The  following  Order  fixing  the  levy  for  State  purposes,  was  adopted  on  October  3,  1881 :

PROVIDING  EEVENUE  FOB  STATE  PURPOSES,   FOR  THE   FISCAL  YEAR  ENDING  JUNE   30,   1882.

sum  of  sixty-five  cents  and  five  mills  (65.5)  on  each  one  hundred  ($100)  dollars  valuation, 
as  aforesaid,  is  hereby  apportioned  to  the  funds  and  accounts  known  and  designated  as 
follows:

For  the  School  Fund 22.4  cents

On  the  17th  of  September,  1881,  the  State  Board  of  Equalization  (Warren  Dalton,  Chair- 
man,  M.  M.  Drew,  T.  D.  Heiskell,  Jas.  L.  King  and  D.  M.  Kenfield),  ordered  the  entire 
assessment  roll  of  San  Francisco  increased  by  adding  8  per  cent,  to  the  valuation  of  all 
the  property  contained  therein,  exclusive  of  the  assessment  of  the  property  of  railroad 
companies  previously  assessed  and  apportioned  by  said  Board.  The  addition  of  such  per 
centum  being  determined  by  said  Board  as  increasing  the  a-sessment  roll  $17,765,025. 

The  Auditor,  acting  under  advice  of  his  Attorney,  refused  to  obey  the  order,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  obtaining  a  judicial  decision,  and  among  other  matters,  of  determining  whether, 
notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Federal  laws,  the  assessment  of  the  amount 
of  money  could  be  increased  as  contemplated  and  required  by  said  order  of  the  State  Board. 

At  the  request  of  the  State  Board,  the  Attorney-General  applied  for  and  obtained  from 
the  Supreme  Court  an  alternative  writ  of  mandate  to  compel  the  Auditor  to  comply  with 
the  order  made. 

The  case  was  heard,  and  the  following  decision  by  the  Supreme  Court  was  rendered 
October  8,  1881,  granting  the  writ  of  mandate  applied  for,  compelling  the  Auditor  to  obey 
the  order  of  the  State  Board  of  Equalization,  but  exempting  from  the  operation  of  said 
order  any  addition  to  the  amount  of  money  assessed. on  the  assessment  book. 

SUPREME  COURT  DECISION. 

IN  BANK. 

[Filed  October  8,  1881.] 
PEOPLE  vs.  DUNN— No.  8,055. 

On  the  17th  day  of  September,  1881,  the  State  Board  of  Equalization  made  and  entered  an  order 
increasing  the  entire  assessment  roll  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  eight  per  centum, 
"  amounting  to  the  sum  of  §17,765,025."  The  Board  on  the  same  day  transmitted  to  the  respondent, 
the  Auditor  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  legal  and  sufficient  notice  of  its  action.  This 
proceeding  is  by  mandamus  to  compel  the  Auditor  to  obey  the  order  of  the  State  Board  of  Equaliza- 
tion. Section  9  of  Article  XIII  of  the  Constitution  reads  as  follows: 

"A  State  Board  of  Equalization,  consisting  of  one  member  from  each  Congressional  District  in 
this  State,  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors  of  their  respective  districts  at  the  general  election 
to  be  held  in  the  year  1879,  whose  term  of  office  after  those  first  elected  shall  be  four  years,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  equalize  the  valuation  of  the  taxable  property  of  the  several  counties  in  the  State 
for  the  purpose  of  taxation.  The  Controller  of  the  State  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member  of  the  Board. 
The  Boards  of  Supervisors  of  the  several  counties  of  the  State  shall  constitute  Boards  of  Equaliza- 
tion for  their  respective  counties,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  equalize  the  valuation  of  the  taxable 
property  in  the  county  for  the  purpose  of  taxation;  provided  such  State  and  County  Boards  of 
Equalization  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  under  such  rules  of  notice  as  the  County  Boards 
may  prescribe  as  to  the  county  assessments,  and  under  such  rules  of  notice  as  the  State  Board  may 
prescribe  as  to  the  action  of  the  State  Board,  to  increase  or  lower  the  entire  assessment  roll,  or  any 
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assessment  contained  therein,  so  as  to  equalize  the  assessment  of  the  property  contained  in  said 
assessment  roll,  and  make  the  assessment  conform  to  the  true  value  in  money  of  the  property  con- 
tained in  said  roll. " 

This  Court  has  held  that  the  proviso  in  the  foregoing  section  of  the  Constitution  was  to  be  read 
distributively,  redendo  singular  singulis,  (Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.  vs.  State  Board  of  Equalization,  filed 
September  18,  1880,)  and  that  the  power  of  the  State  Board  is  to  equalize  the  assessment  rolls  of  the 
various  counties,  by  comparing  the  assessment  roll  of  each  county  with  the  roll  of  each  and  all  the 
others,  and  thus  to  make  the  assessment  conform  to  the  true  value  in  money  of  the  property  contained 
in  the  respective  rolls  (ibid). 

The  Board  of  Equalization,  then,  have  power  to  increase  or  lower  the  entire  assessment  roll  of  a 
county  "  so  as  to  equalize  the  assessment  of  the  property  contained  in  said  assessment  roll,  and 
make  the  assessment  conform  to  the  true  value  in  money  of  the  property  contained  in  said  roll." 

The  object  which  the  Constitution  seeks  to  attain  is  that  the  assessments  shall  be  made  to  accord 
with  the  true  value  in  money.  The  true  value  of  money  in  money  is  money.  "  The  value  of  a  dol- 
lar is  to  be  determined  by  ascertaining  that  it  is  what  it  purports  to  be."  (Porter  vs.  R.  R.  I.  &  St. 
L.  R.  R.,  76  111.,  594.)  The  pleadings  herein  show  that  each  dollar  on  the  assessment  roll  is  assessed 
at  a  dollar.  We  take  notice,  as  matter  of  law,  that  a  dollar  in  money  cannot  be  assessed  at  more 
than  a  dollar,  and  that  to  assess  a  dollar  in  money  at  more  than  a  dollar  cannot  make  it  conform  to- 
its  true  value  in  money.  When  money  is  assessed  at  its  nominal  value,  it  conforms  to  its  true  value, 
and  from  the  very  nature  of  the  case,  the  State  Board  cannot  change  the  assessment  without 
making  it  cease  to  conform  to  its  true  value  in  money.  To  hold  that  the  State  Board  was  authorized 
to  add  to  the  valuation  of  money  already  assessed  to  the  full  value  it  represents,  would  be  so  to  con- 
strue a  provision  of  the  Constitution  intended  by  its  terms  to  produce  a  certain  result,  as  that  it  shall 
bring  about  a  result  directly  the  contrary  to  that  intended.  Money  is  "  property  "  subject  to  taxation. 
(Constitution,  Art.  XII,  Sec.  11.)  But  it  is  property,  the  legally  declared  value  of  which  is  the  stand- 
ard by  which  all  other  property  is  to  be  estimated  and  assessed.  Neither  the  State  nor  County 
Boards  of  Equalization  are  authorized  by  the  Constitution  to  add  any  property  to  an  assessment  roll. 
Their  function  is  what  the  name  imports— to  equalize  valuations  of  property  already  listed;  to 
equalize  them  by  making  them  conform  to  the  true  value  in  money.  The  section  itself  limits  the 
Board  to  the  equalization  of  the  valuation  of  "the  property  contained  in  the  assessment  roll." 

The  true  value  of  money  is  the  value  it  purports  to  have.  The  true  value  in  money  of  other  prop- 
erty is  its  value  expressed  in  money.  It  follows  that  no  force  is  added  to  the  expression  by  the  word 
"true." 

Since  the  State  Board  cannot  add  to  the  property  assessed,  it  cannot,  under  pretense  of  making  a 
sum  of  money  conform  to  its  money  value,  add  to  the  amount  already  assessed,  and  make  the  addi- 
tional sum  the  subject  of  assessment  and  taxation. 

The  section  of  the  Constitution  authorizes  the  State  Board  of  Equalization  "to  increase  or  lower 
the  entire  assessment  roll."  But  to  what  standard  ?  So  as  to  equalize  it  and  make  the  assessment 
conform  to  the  (true)  value  in  money  of  the  property  contained  in  the  roll.  They  have  no  power  un- 
der the  Constitution  to  adopt  any  other  standard. 

Such,  in  our  view,  being  the  clear  meaning  of  the  Constitution,  the  resolution  of  the  State  Board 
of  Equalization,  and  its  direction  to  the  Auditor,  are  to  be  read  in  the  light  of  the  Constitution  thus 
construed.  The  order  of  the  Board,  therefore,  increasing  the  entire  assessment  roll  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  is  not  void.  It  is  made  in  the  language  of  the  Constitution.  But,  in  obey- 
ing the  order,  the  Auditor  is  not  authorized  or  empowered  to  add  to  the  assessments  for  money,  for 
this  would  be,  not  to  make  property  conform  to  its  money  value,  but  necessarily  to  add  to  the  sub- 
jects of  taxation.  This  the  State  Board  has  no  power  to  direct,  and  has  not  in  terms  directed.  If, 
indeed,  the  roll  showed  that  ten  dollars  in  money  had  been  assessed  at  less  than  ten  dollars,  the 
Auditor  could  be  compelled  by  proper  order  to  change  the  valuation;  but  the  case  shows  the  exist- 
ence of  no  such  absurdity. 

Our  conclusion  from  reading  the  section  of  the  Constitution  as  a  whole  is  that  it  neither  author- 
izes an  increase  of  the  valuation  of  money  already  assessed  at  its  legal  value,  nor  does  it  prohibit  an 
increase  of  all  other  property  so  as  to  make  it  conform  to  its  actual  value  in  money.  The  order  of 
the  Board  is  to  be  read  as  requiring  the  Auditor  to  add  eight  per  centum  to  the  assessed  valuation 
of  all  "property,  except  money  already  assessed  at  its  true  and  only  legal  value."  The  portion  of 
the  order  of  the  State  Board  which  reads  "amounting  to  the  sum  of  $17,765,025  "  is  mere  surplusage, 
which  does  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  order. 

It  is  claimed  by  respondent  that  assessments  for  money  loaned  and  secured  by  mortgages  and 
deeds  of  trusts,  and  which  are  evidenced  by  written  contracts  for  the  payment  of  specific  sums,  stand 
upon  the  same  footing  as  assessments  for  money.  But,  however  improbable  the  fact  that  all  of  such 
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securities  have  been  undervalued,  we  cannot  say,  as  a  matter  of  law,  that  such  is  not  the  case.  The 
credits  in  one  man's  hands  may  be  of  a  "  true  value  in  money  "  greater  than  those  in  the  hands  of 
another;  one  man's  note  is  worth  more  than  another's— the  circumstance  that,  in  the  latter  case, 
the  promise  is  in  writing,  does  not  necessarily  make  the  specific  sum  mentioned  in  the  writing  the 
true  value  of  the  chose.  So  a  high  rate  of  interest  and  a  first-class  security  may  make  a  mortgage 
worth  more  than  the  sum  named  in  the  instrument.  And  as  such  may  be  the  case  in  a  single  in- 
stance, we  cannot  say  as  matter  of  law  (whatever  may  be  our  individual  opinions  as  to  the  probabil- 
ity of  the  fact)  that  it  is  not  true  of  every  debt  secured  by  mortgage  or  deed  of  trust.  Whatever  in- 
justice may  follow  from  an  arbitrary  increase  of  all  assessments  to  which  the  language  of  the  Consti- 
tution applies,  since  men  already  assessed  to  the  full  value  of  their  property  may  have  imposed  upon 
them  an  additional  burden— such  an  objection,  if  it  be  made,  is  an  objection  to  the  system;  and  with 
the  policy  or  wisdom  of  a  provision  of  the  Constitution  we  have  nothing  to  do.  In  considering  a 
statute  which  attempted  to  establish  a  like  system,  passed  while  the  former  Constitution  was  the 
organic  law,  and,  in  response  to  a  suggestion  that  a  statute  so  beneficent  in  its  operation  ought,  if 
possible,  to  be  sustained,  the  Supreme  Court  said:  "The  individual  whose  property  has  been  assessed 
at  a  fair  cash  valuation  has  no  occasion  to  appeal  to  IJie  Board  of  Supervisors;  but  if,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  members  of  ths  State  Board,  the  property  in  a  county  as  a  whole  has  been  assessed  too  low, 
they  may  summarily  raise  the  valuation  of  all  the  property  in  the  county— thus  unjustly  adding  to 
the  tax  of  those  whose  property  has  already  been  assessed  at  its  full  value.  Where,  in  such  case,  is 
the  equality  or  uniformity  which  is  the  controlling  idea  of  the  Constitution  ?  "  (Houghton  vs.  Aus- 
tin, 47  Cal.,  673.)  Since  that  decision  the  system  has  been  engrafted  in  trie  Constitution,  and  bow- 
ing to  behests  of  that  instrument,  it  is  our  simple  duty  to  carry  it  into  effect.  We  must  accept  an 
artificial  system,  whose  evident  intent  is  that  the  equalization  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall 
conclusively  determine  that  all  individual  assessments  within  the  county  have  been  made— relatively 
to  each  other— equal  and  uniform— leaving  to  the  State  Board  simply  the  task  of  equalizing  assess- 
ments as  between  the  several  counties. 

Let  the  writ  issue,  the  Auditor  in  obeying  the  same  to  conform  to  the  views  hereinbefore  ex- 
pressed.

I  concur  except  as  to  that  part  of  the  opinion  of  the  Court  which  holds  that  the  State  Board  has 
not  the  power  to  increase  or  lower  the  entire  assessment  roll  including  money  assessed  therein 

Section  3,730  of  the  Political  Code  provides  that  "  As  soon  as  the  Auditor  receives  from  the  State 
Board  of  Equalization  a  statement  of  the  changes  made  by  the  Board  in  the  assessment  roll  of  the 
County,  *  *  *  he  must  make  corresponding  changes  in  the  assessment  roll,  by  entering  the  same 
in  a  column  provided  with  a  proper  heading  in  the  assessment  book." 

Without  going  into  details,  it  is  sufficient  for  the  purposes  of  this  case  to  state  that  the  petitioners 
allege  that  the  respondent,  who  is  the  Auditor  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  refuses  to 
perform  the  duty  imposed  upon  him  by  said  section  of  the  Code.  The  respondent,  in  his  answer, 
does  not  deny  that  he  has  received  from  the  State  Board  of  Equalization  a  statement  of  the  changes 
made  by  it  in  the  assessment  roll  of  said  City  and  County,  or  that  he  has  refused  to  make  corres- 
ponding chang  ;s  in  said  assessment  roll.  But  he  denies  that  it  is  his  duty  to  make  said  changes, 
because,  as  he  alleges,  "the  assessment  roll  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  contains  assess- 
ments for  money  in  the  total  sum  of  $9,831,992,"  and  $32,962,261  "for  money  loaned  and  secured  by 
mortgages  and  deeds  of  trust,"  which  have  a  fixed  value  that  cannot  be  increased  or  diminished  by 
said  Board. 

The  statement  of  the  Board  is  to  the  effect  that  it  has  increased  the  entire  assessment  roll  of  said 
City  and  County  eight  per  cent. 

The  Constitution  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Board  "  to  equalize  the  valuation  of  the  taxable  property 
of  the  several  counties  in  the  State  for  the  purposes  of  taxation,"  and  under  such  rules  of  notice  as 
it  may  prescribe  "to  increase  or  lower  the  entire  assessment  roll."  (Const.  Sec.  9,  Art.  XIII.) 

The  respondent  contends  :  (1)  That  the  State  Board  has  no  power  to  raise  or  lower  the  value  of 
money  assessments.  (2)  That  the  value  of  mortgages  is  limited  by  written  contract,  and  that  the 
money  value  can  be  no  greater  than  the  number  of  dollars  the  contract  calls  for;  (3)  That  the  order 
of  the  State  Board  should  not  apply  to  valuations  for  City  and  County  property. 
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The  power  of  the  State  Board  to  raise  or  lower  money  assessments  is  denied  by  the  respondent's 
counsel  on  the  ground  that  money  is  the  standard  by  which  all  values  are  fixed  by  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States,  which  has  exclusive  power,  under  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  to  coin 
money  and  regulate  the  value  thereof,  and  that  the  laws  of  Congress,  made  in  pursuance  of  the  Con- 
stitution  of  the  United  States,  are  paramount  to  any  State  law  or  Constitution. 

It  is  perhaps  a  sufficient  answer  to  this  argument  to  say  that  Congress  has  fixed  the  value  of  money  for 
one  specific  purpose  only,  i.  e.,  as  a  legal  tender.  It  has  not  attempted  to  fix  the  value  at  which  it 
may  be  assessed  in  the  various  States  of  the  Union  for  the  purpose  of  taxation.  A  stronger  argument 
against  the  power  of  the  Hoard  to  increase  an  entire  assessment  roll  which  contains  an  assessment 
of  money,  may  be  drawn  from  the  last  clause  of  the  section»of  our  own  State  Constitution  to  which 
reference  has  already  been  made.  It  is  contended  that  the  power  of  the  Board  is  limited  by  that 
clause,  and  that  it  can  only  "increase  or  lower  the  entire  assessment  roll  "  so  as  to  "make  the  as- 
sessment conform  to  the  true  value  in  money  of  the  property  contained  in  said  roll."  And  it  is  said 
that  the  money  contained  in  the  assessment  roll  must  necessarily  conform  to  i*s  true  value  in  money 
and  that  that  conformity  must  necessarily  be  destroyed  by  increasing  or  lowering  the  entire  assess- 
ment roll. 

If  the  Board  cannot  do  what  it  has  attempted  to  do  in  this  case  it  seems  to  me  that  it  cannot  inter 
fere  in  any  manner  with  the  assessment  rolls  of  counties.  So  long  as  a  part  is  less  than  the  whole, 
I  cannot  see  how  an  entire  assessment  roll  can  be  increased  or  lowered,  by  increasing  or  lowering 
only  a  part  of  it.  If  the  language  of  the  Constitution  had  been  that  the  Board  might  increase  or 
lower  all  the  assessments  contained  in  a  roll  except  those  for  money  it  would  have  been  too  plain  to 
admit  of  construction.  But  it  does  not  say  that;  and  yet  it  is  claimed  that  it  means  that,  because 
such  increase  or  diminution  is  authorized  for  the  purpose  of  making  "the  assessment  conform  to 
the  true  value  in  money  of  the  property  contained  in  said  roll."  Now  the  obligation  to  make  the 
assessment  of  that  species  of  property  denominated  money,  conform  to  its  true  value  in  money,  is 
no  stronger  than  it  is  to  make  the  assessment  of  any  other  species  of  property  conform  to  its  true 
value  in  money.  For  the  purposes  of  taxation  money  is  property,  and  all  property  "  shall  be  taxed 
in  proportion  to  its  value,  to  be  ascertained  as  provided  by  law."  (Const.  Sec.  1,  Art.  XIII.)  I 
know  of  no  law  which  provides  that  the  value  of  money  shall  be  ascertained  in  a  different  way  from 
that  in  which  the  value  of  any  other  property  must  be  ascertained.  It  must  all  be  done  through 
the  agencies  of  Assessors  and  County  and  State  Boards  of  Equalization;  and  why  their  over-valua- 
tion of  money  should  be  subject  to  review  by  this  Court  while  their  over-valuation  of  any  other  kind 
of  property  cannot  be  so  reviewed,  passes  my  comprehension.  If  it  had  not  been  the  intention  of 
the  framers  of  the  Constitution  to  ignore,  for  the  purposes  of  taxation,  any  distinction  between 
money  and  other  property  they  would  not  unqualifiedly'have  declared  that  the  word  property  as  used 
in  the  Article  on  Revenue  and  Taxation  should  include  moneys.  And  yet  the  whole  weight  of  the 
argument  in  support  of  the  right  of  this  Court  to  review  the  action  of  the  State  Board  rests  upon 
this  clause:  "And  make  the  assessment  conform  to  the  true  value  in  money  of  the  property  con- 
tained in  said  roll."  That  word  "property"  includes  money.  The  Constitution  so  declares. 

But  we  are  asked  to  construe  it  in  that  clause,  as  if  the  Constitution  had  declared  that  the  word 
"  property  "  should  not  include  money,  or  as  if  money  had  been  expressly  excepted  from  the  property 
which  might  be  affected  by  the  action  of  the  Board.  I  am  unable  to  find  anything  in  the  language 
of  the  Constitution  which  to  my  mind  indicates  an  intention  to  make  that  exception.  Nor  am  I 
able  to  discover  any  reason  for  making  it.  It  is  impossible  for  the  Board  to  increase  or  lower  the 
true  value  in  money  of  any  property.  True  values  cannot  be  affected  by  its  action.  It  may  increase 
or  lower  the  assessed  value  so  as  to  make  it,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board,  conform  to  the  true  value 
in  money.  But  if  it  errs  in  judgment  this  Court  has  no  power  to  correct  the  error.  If  the  Board 
may  determine  that  an  Assessor  has  underestimated  the  value  of  all  property  except  money,  why 
may  it  not  determine  that  he  has  underestimated  the  amount  of  money  in  his  county  ? 

But  to  my  mind  there  is  a  more  satisfactory  reason  than  any  which  I  have  suggested  for  sustain 
ing  the  action  of  the  Board. 

The  clause  which  requires  that  the  assessment  shall  be  made  to  ' '  conform  to  the  true  value  in 
money  of  the  property  contained  in  said  roll, "  relates  only  to  the  equalization  of  the  assessment  of 
property  contained  in  said  roll.  The  State  Board  has  no  power  beyond  that  of  increasing  or  lower 
ing  the  entire  assessment  roll.  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.  vs.  The  State  Board  (6  Pac.  C.  L.  J.,  358).  The 
County  Board  has  the  exclusive  power  to  raise  or  lower  any  individual  assessment  contained  in  a 
roll.  (Ib.) 

Any  provision  of  the  Constitution  that  relates  to  the  equalization  of  individual  assessments  ap- 
plies exclusively  to  County  Boards.  All  of  Section  9  of  Article  XIII,  that  can  have  any  application 
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to  the  State  Board  ends  with  these  words:  "To  increase  or  lower  the  entire  assessment  roll." 
These  are  followed  by  the  words:  "Or  any  assessment  contained  therein,  so  as  to  equalize  the  as- 
sessment of  property  contained  in  said  assessment  roll,  and  make  the  assessment  conform  to  the 
true  value  in  money  of  the  property  contained  in  said  roll."  Now,  it  was  distinctly  held  in  Wells, 
Fargo  &  Co.  vs.  The  State  Board,  supra,  that  the  State  Board  could  not  increase  or  lower  any  as- 
sessment contained  in  any  assessment  roll  for  any  purpose.  Therefore  the  power  to  increase  or 
lower  "any  assessment  contained  therein,  so  as  to  equalize  the  assessment  of  property  contained 
in  said  assessment  roll,  and  make  the  assessment  conform  to  the  true  value  in  money  of  the  prop- 
erty contained  in  said  roll,"  is  vested  in  the  County  Boards  exclusively. 

The  object  of  increasing  or  lowering  an  entire  assessment  roll  is  not  to  equalize  the  assessment  of 
the  property  contained  in  it,  nor  to  make  the  assessment  conform  to  the  true  value  in  money  of  the 
property  contained  in  it,  but  to  make  the  assessed  value  of  property  contained  in  any  one  roll  con- 
form to  the  assessed  value  of  the  property  contained  in  every  other  roll.  In  other  words,  "to 
equalize  the  valuation  of  the  taxable  property  of  the  several  counties  for  the  purposes  of  taxation." 
Before  the  State  Board  can  do  that  the  County  Boards  must  equalize  the  individual  assessments 
contained  in  the  respective  rolls  of  their  several  counties,  and  for  that  purpose  any  County  Board 
may  increase  or  lower  any  assessment  contained  in  the  roll  of  its  county  so  as  to  make  such  assess- 
ment conform  to  its  true  cash  value.  The  theory  o  f  the  Constitution  doubtless  is  that  any  County 
Board  will  endeavor  to  do  exact  justice  as  between  the  taxpayers  of  the  county  for  which  it  is  act- 
ing. But  that  the  aggregate  value  of  all  the  taxable  property  of  a  county,  after  the  equalization  of 
the  several  individual  assessments  by  t  he  County  Board,  may  be  comparatively  too  high,  or  too  low, 
so  that  in  order  to  make  it  correspond  with  the  assessed  value  of  property  in  other  counties,  it  must 
necessarily  be  increased  or  lowered.  It  is  only  the  sum  total  of  an  assessment  roll  that  can  be  in- 
creased or  lowered.  The  Board  cannot  increase  or  lower  any  assessment  contained  therein,  conse- 
quently it  cannot  increase  or  lower  the  assessment  of  real  estate,  or  money,  or  personal  property 
other  than  money. 

A  question,  which,  as  I  think,  bears  a  very  close  analogy  to  the  one  now  under  consideration, 
arose  in  Adsit  vs.  Lieh,  76  111.,  178.  In  that  State  the  State  Board  of  Equalization  is  created  by  the 
Legislature  and  invested  with  powers  similar  to  those  conferred  by  the  Constitution  upon  the  State 
Board  of  this  State.  In  Illinois  the  State  Board  for  the  purpose  of  equalization  is  required  to  "con- 
sider the  following  classes  of  property  separately,  viz:  Personal  property,  railroad  and  telegraph 
property,  lands,  and  town  and  city  lots."  No  mention  is  made  of  money;  and  if  that  is  included  it 
must  be  under  the  head  of  personal  property.  One  Adsit,  a  banker  in  Chicago,  Cook  county,  was 
assessed  for  money  on  hand,  $47,300,  and  for  a  safe,  $250,  making  a  total  of  §47,550.  That  assess- 
ment was  neither  increased  or  diminished  by  the  County  Board  of  Equalization,  but  the  State  Board 
in  equalizing  the  assessments  of  the  different  counties  added  68  per  cent,  to  that  of  Cook  county, 
and  thereby  increased  Adsit's  assessment  from  $47,500  to  $79,884.  He  filed  a  bill  against  the  County 
Clerk  and  the  Tax  Collector,  to  enjoin  the  extension  of  taxes  upon  his  moneys  and  funds,  as  equal- 
ized by  the  State  Board.  His  bill  was  dismissed  on  demurrer  and  on  appeal  the  Supreme  Court  af- 
firmed the  decree  of  the  lower  Court. 

It  is  true  that  the  language  of  our  Constitution  differs  from  that  of  the  statute  of  Illinois  upon 
this  subject.  But  it  is  nevertheless  a  significant  fact  that  under  the  power  to  raise  or  lower  the  as- 
sessed value  of  personal  property  the  State  Board  did  raise  the  assessed  value  of  a  banker's  money 
68  per  cent.,  which  could  not  have  been  done  without  increasing  its  amount  68  per  cent.,  because  the 
Board  could  not  have  increased  the  value  of  $47,550  in  money  68  per  cent,  without  adding  68  per 
cent,  to  it.  The  power  of  the  Board  there  was  to  "  determine  such  rates  of  addition  to  or  deduction 
from  the  listed  or  assessed  valuation  of  each  of  said  classes  of  property  in  each  county,  or  to  or  from 
the  aggregate  assessed  value  of  each  of  said  classes  in  the  State  as  may  be  deemed  by  the  Board 
equitable  and  just."  No  one  would  give  the  Board  credit  for  having  deemed  it  equitable  and  just  to 
hold  that  $47,550  in  money  was  of  the  value  $79,884  in  money.  That  would  be  absurd.  And  that 
was  not  what  the  Board  did.  It  held  in  effect  that  Adsit  had  more  money  than  had  been  assessed 
to  him,  and  that  the  same  was  true  of  every  other  man  in  Cook  county  who  had  money.  And  the 
Court  refused  to  review  the  action  of  the  Board  in  that  respect.  If  the  courts  of  that  State  had  held 
otherwise,  I  cannot  see  upon  what  principle  the  Board  could  have  satisfied  any  Court  that  it  had 
deemed  it  equitable  and  just  to  determine  that  every  dollar  of  Adsit's  money  was  worth  nearly  two 
dollars.  And  that  probably  is  not  what  the  Board  would  have  attempted  to  do.  But  it  probably 
would  have  attempted  to  show  that  all  the  money  in  Cook  county  had  been  assessed  at  68  per  cent, 
less  than  its  actual  value,  by  reason  of  there  being  68  per  cent,  more  than  the  assessment  roll  dis- 
closed. The  courts,  however,  held  that  that  was  a  matter  for  the  Board  to  determine,  and  that  its 
determination  was  final  and  conclusive. 
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If  I  rightly  interpret  the  opinion  of  the  Court  in  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.  vs.  The  State  Board,  supra, 
the  clauses  of  the  Constitution  which  bear  upon  this  question,  should  be  read  in  the  light  of  that 
opinion,  as  follows:  "The  State  Board  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  under  such  rules  of 
notice  as  it  may  prescribe,  as  to  its  action,  to  increase  or  lower  the  entire  assessment  roll  of  any 
county;  and  County  Boards  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  under  such  rules  as  to  notice  as 
they  may  prescribe,  as  to  the  county  assessments  to  increase  or  lower  any  assessment  contained  in 
an  assessment  roll  so  as  to  equalize  the  assessment  of  the  property  contained  in  said  assessment  roll, 
and  make  the  assessment  roll  conform  to  the  true  value  in  money  of  the  property  contained  in  said 
roll. "  It  seems  to  me  that  this  must  necessarily  result  from  reading  the  proviso  which  contains 
these  clauses  distributively— redendo  singula  singulis. 

The  object  of  creating  a  State  Board  of  Equalization  is  apparent,  and  it  may  rightfully  exercise 
any  power  conferred  upon  it  by  the  Constitution,  unless  prohibited  from  so  doing  by  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  United  States.  Its  powers  are  denned  by  the  same  instrument  that  defines  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  several  courts  of  the  State.  So  long  as  it  does  not  exceed  the  power  conferred  upon  it, 
no  mere  error  that  it  may  commit,  is  reviewable  by  any  court.  The  duty  of  the  Court  is  to  ascertain 
the  intention  of  the  framers  of  the  Constitution,  from  the  language  employed  by  them  to  express 
that  intention.  When  ascertained,  that  intention  must  prevail,  without  regard  to  consequences 
Those  who  make  constitutions  and  laws  cannot  pay  too  much  heed  to  consequences— courts  cannot 
consider  them. 

It  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  discuss  any  other  point  on  respondent's  brief.  Whatever  power  he 
Constitution  confers  upon  the  State  Board  it  may  exercise,  without  regard  to  the  provisions  of  any 
statute,  because  the  Constitution  is  paramount  to  any  statute  of  this  State.  Statutes  must  be  made 
to  conform  to  Constitutions. 

I  think  the  application  should  be  granted. 

SHARPSTEIN,  J. 

I  concur  in  the  order  that  the  writ  issue,  but  think  it  should  issue  as  prayed  for,  on  the  ground 
last  discussed  in  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Justice  Sharpstein. 

MYRICK,  J. 

The  Auditor,  Acting  under  the  instructions  of  the  State  Board  of  Equalization,  and  the 
decision  of  the  Supreme  Court,  added  the  eight  per  cent,  increase  for  State  purposes  to  the 
assessment  book;  and  by  unremitting  labor  completed  and  delivered  the  assessment  book 
to  the  Tax  Collector  on  Monday,  October  24,  1881. 

The  personal  property  roll  for  city  and  county  purposes  amounts  to  $66,547,386,  while  for 
State  purposes  it  amounts  to  $71,066,902;  the  real  estate  roll  for  city  and  county  purposes 
now  amounts  to  $155,737,879,  while  for  State  purposes  it  amounts  to  $168,196,909. 

The  supplemental  asses-ment  roll,  completed  by  the  Assessor,  was  delivered  to  the  Tax 
Collector  on  the  above  date.  The  property  assessed  for  city  and  county  purposes  amounts 
to  $148,135,  while  for  State  purposes  it  amounts  to  $159,851. 


MONTGOMERY  AVENUE. 

Under  an  Act  of  the  Legislature,  of  April  1,  1872,  Montgomery  avenue  was  opened  from 
Montgomery  steeet  to  Beach  street,  80  feet  in  width  and  6,226  feet  in  length.  The  amount 
required  to  pay  for  the  various  pieces  of  property  and  improvements  condemned  was  to  be 
obtained  from  the  sa'e  of  Montgomery-avenue  bonds,  which  bonds,  bearing  interest  at 
the  rate  of  six  per  cent  per  annum,  were  issued,  amounting  to  $1,579,000  in  the  fiscal  year 
1873-4,  and  were  To  be  redeemed  during  a  period  of  thirty  years  by  the  district  benefited, 
by  means  of  a  tax,  fixed  each  year  by  the  Beard  of  Supervisors  on  the  enhanced  value 
of  the  property  as  fixed  by  the  Commission  appointed  and  as  per  their  report,  confirmed 
by  a  decree  of  the  County  Court  on  November  14, 1872. 
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The  amounts  levied  for  this  special  purpose  on  each  $100  valuation  of  property,  as  fixed 
by  said  Commission  at  $6,816,261.34,  have  been  as  follows:

The  levy  of  1880-81  made  provision  for  a  payment  of  $4.3-10  of  the  principal,  in  addition 
to  the  interest.  The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  order  passed  for  the  fiscal  year  1881-82:

Under  and  in  pursuance  of  the  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Califor- 
nia entitled  "An  Act  to  open  and  establish  a  public  street  in  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  to  be  called  Montgomery  avenue,  and  to  take  private  lands  therefor," 
Approved  April  1, 1872,  there  is  hereby  levied  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  interest  and 
4.3-10  per  cent,  of  the  principal  on  the  Montgomery-avenue  bonds  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30, 1882,  on  the  lands  within  the  district  described  in  Section  four  (4)  of  the  said  Act 
of  the  Legislature,  to  be  adjusted  and  distributed  according  to  the  enhanced  values  of  the 
respective  pieces  or  parcels  of  land  as  fixed  in  the  final  report  by  the  Board  of  Public 
Works,  as  provided  by  said  Act  of  the  Legislature,  the  sum  of  two  dollars  and  thirty-nine 
cents  ($2.39-100)  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  valuation  of  the  said  enhanced  values, 
as  described  and  determine}  as  to  the  several  lots  and  parcels  of  land,  and  such  enhanced 
values  in  the  assessment  roll  of  this  city  and  county  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1882.

DUPONT-STREET  WIDENING. 

Under  an  Act  of  the  Legislature,  of  March  24,1876,  Dupont  street  was  widened  between 
Market  and  Bush  streets  to  a  uniform  width  of  74  feet.  The  amount  required  to  pay  for  the 
various  pieces  of  property  and  improvements  condemned  waste  be  obtained  from  the  sale  of 
Dupont-street  bonds,  which  bonds  were  to  be  redeemed  during  a  period  of  twenty  years  by 
the  district  benefited,  by  means  of  a  tax  fixed  each  year  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on 
the  enhanced  value  of  the  property  as  fixed  by  the  Commission  appointed  and  as  per  their 
re port,  confirmed  by" the  County  Court  on  December  20,  1876. 
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The  amount  of  bonds  issued  was  $1,00(1,000,  in  fiscal  year  1876-77,  of  -which  $72,000  have 
been  redeemed.  The  bonds  draw  interest  at  the  rate  of  seven  per  cent,  per  annum,  and 
five  per  cent,  of  the  principal  is  to  be  redeemed  each  year. 

The  amounts  levied  for  this  special  purpose  on  each  $100  valuation  of  property,  as  fixed 
by  said  Commission  at  $796,947,  have  been  as  follows:

STREET  BONDS  FOR  THE  FISCAL  YEAR  ENDING  JUNE  30, 1882. 

The  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  do  ordain  as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  Under  and  in  pursuance  of  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Califor- 
nia entitled  "An  Act  to  authorize  the  widening  of  Dupont  street,  in  the  City  of  San  Fran- 
cisco," approved  March  23,  1876.  there  is  hereby  levied  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the 
interest  and  five  per  cent,  of  the  principal  of  the  Dupont-street  bonds  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1882,  on  the  enhanced  value  of  the  lands  within  the  district  described  in 
Section  thr  e  (3)  of  said  Act,  between  Bush  and  Market  streets,  as  fixed  in  the  final  report 
of  the  Board  of  Dupont-street  Commissioners,  the  sum  of  fourteen  dollars  and  fifty  cents 
($14.50)  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  valuation  of  said  enhanced  values. 

In  Board  of  Supervisors,  San  Francisco,  June  27,  1881.

THE  BENJAMIN  FRANKLIN  FOUNTAIN. 


The  Benjamin  Franklin  Drinking  Fountain,  situated  at  the  southwest  corner  of  Kearny  street  and 
Montgomery  avenue,  was  presented  to  the  City  by  Dr.  H.  D.  Cogswell.  This  gift  differed  somewhat, 
however,  from  that  of  Miss  Lotta  Crabtree,  in  her  presentation  of  the  "  Lotta  Fountain,"  which  was 
unconditional,  Dr.  Cogswell  stipulating  that  the  City  should  consent  to  assume  the  care  and  preser- 
vation of  the  fountain,  and  keep  it  supplied  with  drinking  water,  failing  which,  it  was  to  revert  to 
the  donor  or  his  representatives.  These  conditions  were  acceded  to,  and  the  fountain  was  accepted 
April  25,  1881,  under  the  following  Resolution  : 


RESOLUTION  NO.  15,140- NEW  SERIES. 

Resolved,  That  the  drinking  fountain  erected  at  the  corner  of  Montgomery  avenue  and  Kearuy 
street,  by  Dr.  H.  D.  Cogswell,  and  known  as  the  "Ben  Franklin  Fountain,"  be  and  the  same 
hereby  accepted  by  the  City  and  County  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  imposed  by  the  donor.

The  structure  is  of  California  granite,  the  base  being  5J  x  5J  feet;  the  sub-base,  3Jx  3i  feet;  resting 
on  a  solid  foundation  of  cement  and  hard  brick,  and  is  surmounted  by  a  bronze  statue  of  Benjamin 
Franklin,  62  feet  in  height,  which  was  cast  in  N  ew  York.  The  cost  of  the  fountain  complete  is  es- 
timated at  $5,000. 

The  north  side  of  the  fountain  bears  the  inscription  "Presented  by  H.  D.  Cogswell  to  our  boys  and 
girls,  who  will  soon  take  our  places  and  pass  on."  In  a  recess  cut  in  the  granite  is  placed  a  leaden 
casket,  20  x  16  inches,  containing  Directories  of  San  Francisco  and  Oakland,  copies  cf  Municipal 
Reports,  Reports  of  Masonic  and  Odd  Fellows  Societies,  and  of  all  the  newspapers  of  note  published 
in  theState  of  California,  together  with  various  magazines,  periodicals,  photographic  views  and  auto- 
graph letters  of  many  prominent  citizens.  There  were  also  deposited  specimens  of  the  various  coins 
in  circulation,  and  of  Turkish  and  Spanish  gold  coin,  together  with  specimens  of  silver  ore  and  a 
great  variety  of  other  articles  showing  the  manufactures  of  the  day. 

The  casket  in  which  all  these  various  articles  were  enclosed  was  the  gift  of  Wm.  F.  Wilson, 
plumber,  of  this  city.  The  copper  and  bronze  dowels  used  in  the  structure  were  the  gift  of  W.  T. 
Garratt,  who  also  executed  gratuitously  the  plumbing  work  and  fitting  of  the  iron  railing,  etc. 

The  inscriptions  over  the  faucets  are:  "Vichy,"  "Congress,"  and  "California  Seltzer,  "a  pleasantry 
on  the  part  of  the  donor,  who  by  the  word  "Welcome  "  cut  on  each  of  the  three  sides  of  the  stone 
platform  under  the  dogs'  drinking  basin,  invites  both  man  and  beast  to  refresh  themselves.
